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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR JOHN B. HYNES 
TO THE HONORABLE THE CITY COUNCIL 
JANUARY 9, 1959. 


Today we enter upon a new municipal year. 


It can be, and I am hopeful it will be, a year of 
substantial progress, both with respect to the improve- 
ment of the city government’s financial position, and 
with respect to the improvement of the economic 
standing ef our city. 

Despite a tax rate which is forbiddingly high be- 
cause of obligations, requirements, and factors over 
which the city government can exert but little control, 
the fiseal situation of our municipality is not as pre- 
carious as might be assumed. 

On the contrary, our basic financial position shows 
improvement. In 1958, actual departmental and state 
revenues exceeded estimates by more than $5,000,000, 
and the surplus as of December 31, 1958, is in excess of 
$3,000,000. This surplus, while it cannot be used as an 
appropriation in 1959, is a reserve against uncollected 
taxes. 

As of December 31, 1958, we have no short-term 
debt outstanding for the first time in many, many 
years. 

The city’s credit is good. We have had no diff- 
culty in marketing our short-term or long-term securi- 
ties. 

Tax collections of current years’ tax levy are ap- 
proximately 95 per cent of the total levy, and prior 
years’ levies are approximately 96 per cent collected. 
Our tax collection record is good and is another indica- 
tion of the city’s basic financial soundness.

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Unquestionably, however, a high tax rate border- 
ing on the confiscatory is a deterrent to the economic 
progress of the city, and a direct or indirect burden on 
the taxpayers and rent payers of our city. 

Almost 70 cents of every dollar the City of Boston 
raises to meet its total annual requirements comes 
from the real estate owner, the lessee, or the rent payer 
as the case may be. In any event, it is painfully ap- 
parent that the economy of our city will be adversely 
affected just so long as real property is forced to carry 
70 per cent of the cost of local government. 


In other major cities of our country less than 50 
cents comes from real property taxes. Consequently, 
the tax rates in these cities are considerably less than 
Boston’s tax rate, and this condition has a definite 
bearing on the decision of private capital which care- 
fully surveys the tax climate of a city before making a 
large investment in that city’s future. 

Now, it might be assumed, and often is, that more 
efhcient and more economical methods or better man- 
agement prevails in cities with a comparatively low 
rate. From my own firsthand knowledge of the gov- 
ernment of other cities, I can and do state most em- 
phatically that this is not the case. In any fair and 
enlightened comparison of municipal operations, Boston 
will not suffer. 

The reason why other large cities enjoy a much 
lower tax rate than that of Boston, and because of that 
lower rate, enjoy a better competitive position than 
does Boston, is simply and solely because these other 
municipalities have two distinct advantages over our 
city: first, they do not have the costly appendages to 
their local governments, such as county costs, MDC 
costs, and MTA costs, nor do most of our larger cities 
pay the full cost of hospital facilities, which in Boston 
represent one tenth of our total expenditures. Secondly, 
these other cities, in every instance, have substantial 
sources of income not available to Boston. ‘These 
sources include revenues from utilities tax, occupational 
tax, amusement tax, pay roll tax, sales tax, and other 
tax sources of that nature, in addition to the tax on real 
property. At this very moment New York City, in 
order to avoid an increase in the real estate tax, is seek- 
ing to increase the city sales tax from 3 to 4 per cent. 
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I do not think I need dwell upon the obvious rea- 
sons why the tax rates in most of the local communities 
in our Commonwealth are lower, at least for the time 
being, than Boston’s rate. Chiefly, these reasons are as 
follows: 

Boston is a metropolitan city, the capital city, and 
as such is required to furnish a type and variety of ser- 
vices uncommon to other cities and towns. Boston 
fares poorly in the long-established and difficult to 
change formulae for distribution of State income, and 
assessment of MDC and MTA costs. 

Boston, unlike most our cities and towns, has lost 
rather than gained in taxable income. Our total valua- 
tions have decreased approximately $100,000,000 in 
the last ten years. 

Boston’s amount of tax-exempt properties, which 
has now reached the point of 38 per cent, is much 
greater than that of most, if not all, of our cities and. 
towns. 

Boston has little virgin territory for new residential 
or commercial developments. 

Be that as it may. 


Boston’s financial situation can be immeasurably 
strengthened and improved and our tax rate lowered 
and kept within control, if it were to receive an equita- 
ble share in a state-wide sales tax which, it seems to 
me, is the one available source of income which can 
reverse the climbing tax rates in our cities and towns, 
and provide some needed financial help to the Common- 
wealth itself. 


There are those who wistfully, albeit sincerely, 
believe that there would be no need of a new tax, or 
no need to increase the real estate tax, if local govern- 
ment would institute economies in the operation of 
its affairs. 


With inflation affecting and increasing the cost 
of all municipal services and activities, and with a 
steady shrinkage in real property valuations, Boston 
is caught in the jaws of a relentless vise. Any econ- 
omies sufficient to offset inflationary costs and reduced 
revenues would be, necessarily, of such magnitude as 
to cause a severe curtailment in essential municipal 
services. For humanitarian and other reasons, this 
should not happen. Economies of any real signifi- 
cance would not only involve the abolition of many 
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hundreds of municipal jobs, but the net result would 
be grossly inadequate services in those fundamental 
activities which a municipality is organized to per- 
form. This does not imply, of course, that we should 
not continually strive to institute reasonable and 
sensible economies in our procedures and operations. 
To ignore such opportunities would be in defiance of 
our sworn responsibilities. 

The heavy tax load on real estate continues to be 
the festering sore of our troubles. It can be likened to 
a deep, impassable pit on the roadway to economic 
progress. 

When the pit is filled and the load on real estate 
lightened, Boston will come into an age of second 
flowering. 

Already it is apparent that Boston’s reconstruc- 
tion era has gone beyond the stage of hopeful dreams 
—it has actually begun. 

Visible proof of this can be seen in the completed 
I.B.M. building on Boylston street; the completed 
Boston Globe building on Morrissey Boulevard; the 
partially completed Liberty Insurance Company build- 
ing on St. James avenue; the new Boston Herald- 
Traveler building arising within the New York Streets 
area; the new Channel 5 TV building on Morrissey 
Boulevard now in the foundation stage; the new Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield building being erected on Federal 
street, and the large-scale demolition of substandard 
properties in the West End preparatory to the con- 
struction of new apartment houses, in an entirely 
new and fresh environment, as designed by one of our 
nation’s outstanding architectural organizations. 

These are not all, but they are the most prominent 
visual examples of our entry into a period of extraor- 
dinary redevelopment and reconstruction. 


This year, initial construction will be started on 
the magnificent Prudential Center which will involve 
an investment by the Prudential Insurance Company 
of America, to the extent of at least $100,000,000. 
This new center of startling and striking beauty and 
utility will be, in my opinion, the milestone marking 
Boston’s emergence from a long period of rather 
innocuous containment and contentment to a new 
period of vigorous and vital reconstruction. The 
tremendous investment to be made in Boston by the 
Prudential Company is hardheaded but eloquent

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testimony of the faith that great company has in 
the future of Boston and the Boston community. 
Undoubtedly, the Prudential Center will be the fore- 
runner, the inspiration, for other significant develop- 
ments which will occur in Boston in the near future. 


To meet the challenge of changing times, Boston 
does not intend to be left in the lurch, nor does it 
intend to rely on one development no matter how 
large and breath-taking it may be. One _ swallow 
does not make a summer. 


Through our redevelopment program we. shall 
give impetus to Boston’s new confidence in the future. 
We will demolish and rebuild substandard areas 
within our city, as we are now doing in a 45-acre area 
in the West End. 


We are now planning a program of reclamation 
and rehabilitation in that heavily-congested area be- 
tween Dudley street and Franklin Park, the chief 
objective of which will be to preserve this area from 
obsolescence and to thereby make this fine old resi- 
dential section acceptable for FHA mortgage and 
improvement loans. Once this area and other similar 
areas are cleared of the eyesores which have such 
a contaminating influence, and which, experience 
proves, mushroom like a fast-spreading cancer, invest- 
ment money will flow into the neighborhood, resi- 
dential properties will be repaired and _ refurbished, 
and living conditions will be greatly improved. In 
the furtherance of a program such as this, salvaging 
what is good in a neighborhood, and clearing away 
what is bad, and providing new municipal facilities 
and improvements, we shall be performing a_ task 
which will redound to the permanent betterment of 
our city, while at the same time we shall make far 
more tolerable the living conditions of many thou- 
sands of our people. 


We are encouraging the present lively interest 
in the building of much-needed middle-income housing 
in our city. In the Whitney Street section of Rox- 
bury, between Huntington avenue and Tremont street, 
we propose to demolish and clear, and sell the land 
so cleared, to a privately-financed nonprofit group 
which will proceed to the construction of some 800 
middle-income apartments. 


This can be done with no net cost to the city. 
Kven though construction may be under the limited 
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dividend plan, the return to the city will more than 
meet the annual cost to the city for providing financial 
aid to the project. 


We shall encourage, and aid, other housing de- 
velopments of this kind, several of which are now in 
the exploration or initial planning stage, for it 1s quite 
evident that Boston is still a most attractive place 
in which to live, provided the right kind of accom- 
modations are made available. 


We shall continue to demolish, here and there 
in our city, those structures which have become dere- 
lict and which are attractive nuisances and dangerous 
hazards. We have already demolished approximately 
1,500 of this type of structure, and the program will 
continue unabated until all are removed. Wherever 
possible, these cleared sites will be assembled and 
sold for commercial or residential purposes, depend- 
ing on the character of the neighborhood. 


The Government Center which, roughly, will 
be contained in that area running from Pemberton 
to Scollay to Adams to Dock to Haymarket squares, 
promises to be one of the most history-making face 
liftings made in the downtown area of any large city 
in our country. With a new state office building, a 
new federal office building, a new city hall, with ap- 
propriate plazas setting off a new street pattern, and 
with sufficient area made available within the center 
for private development, the Government Center will 
be truly symbolic of the Boston of tomorrow. 


Boston, in short, has set its sights on the recon- 
struction of our city so that it will be appealing for 
both residential and business uses. 


To accomplish this we must go forward simul- 
taneously and vigorously on many fronts. 


We must make reasonable arrangements, tax- 
wise, with private capital willing to risk large sums 
of money in new construction within our city. 

We must be willing to cooperate with, and aid, 
developers of middle-income housing. 

We must, on whatever scale called for, go forward 
with despatch on plans for urban renewal and re- 
development. 

We must pursue without interruption our program 
of slum clearance and demolition. 
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We must not lag in our neighborhood rehabilita- 
tion activities, nor in our efforts for systematic code 
enforcement. 

We must proceed as promptly as can be in the 
construction of low-income housing for the growing 
number of elderly in our city. 

These are some of the means and weapons at our 
disposal in the fight that must be waged to improve our 
city. We must take the fullest advantage of them. 
Nothing should be permitted to stand in the way of 
the reconstruction of our city. Boston must not be an 
ineffectual, impotent, pathetic bystander in the march 
of progress. 

Happily, the prognosis is favorable. Among other 
promising portents are the potentialities along the 
route of the Fitzgerald Highway or Central Artery. 

The latest adornment to the Boston skyline is 
the new and beautiful Travelers Insurance Company 
Building, arising on the edge of the Artery. It is a 
dramatic example of the kind of construction we may 
confidently expect in the South Station-Atlantic Avenue 
area through which the Artery runs. It is, I believe, 
the harbinger of other substantial structures to be 
built in the shadow of the Artery. 

Not for many years has there been as much inter- 
est and activity in construction or reconstruction as 
there has been during the past twelve months. Dur- 
ing this period building permits have increased by 25 
per cent. There is an insistent, growing demand for 
suitable sites for privately-sponsored housing develop- 
ment and for commercial and industrial enterprises. 
Extraordinary interest is being displayed in new apart- 
ment house construction in the Commonwealth Avenue- 
Beacon Street area, reflecting the desire of increasing 
numbers of people to reside in modern apartments close 
to the varied attractions which can only be found 
within the city. 

With additional income to control the upsurge of 
the tax rate, Boston’s incipient or minor building boom 
could undoubtedly grow into a reconstruction cycle, 
such as our city has never before experienced. 

I appeal to the members of the Legislature who 
realize that a sound, healthy, progressive capital city is 
essential if we are to have a sound, healthy, progressive 
Commonwealth, to provide the income which will open 
the floodgates to an era of unprecedented reconstruc- 
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tion and all the consequential benefits which will flow 
therefrom to all of the citizens of our city and our 
Commonwealth. 

A new and more prosperous Boston is not a 
mirage. It is within reach. It will not come with a 
self-propelled irresistible rush even though new revenues 
are made available. There must be much work, much 
effort and much cooperation on many sides. Urban 
areas throughout our country, Boston included, could 
be, but do not intend to be, passive victims of the 
forces of change and decentralization. We must, and 
we will, cut our cloth to the new pattern. 


Our big urban centers will, I am sure, not merely 
survive this period of transition, but will be stronger 
and more self-reliant than ever before. 

Boston will be a better city in the future than it 
has been in the past, but only if we are willing to work 
diligently and assiduously to make it so; only if we are 
provided the proper tools with which to forge our way; 
and only if optimism and confidence on the part of 
influential elements in our city prevail over pessimism 
and doubt. 


I can assure our citizens that the city administra- 
tion—its Mayor, its City Council, its officials and its 
employees—will not be found wanting. We will be 
proudly willing to take part, to cooperate, to give 
leadership in the resurgence and reconstruction of 
Boston so that our city may be, as it should be, the 
kind of city where business can flourish and grow, and — 
where our citizens may find ample opportunity in em- 
ployment, and decent quarters and surroundings in 
which to live. 

To the members of the City Council and School 
Committee, I extend my gratitude for your individual 
and collective devotion to duty. I appeal to each of 
you, individually .and collectively, for your continued 
cooperation in all those matters which are for the good 
of our city, and all of its people. 

May the year 1959 be recorded by future historians 
as the year of Boston’s rebirth. 

May the God of all be with us always, as He was 
with our fathers. May He guide, protect, and inspire 
us in all our endeavors.

DEAR SIR: 


We are pleased to submit herewith the Fifth Annual 
Report of the Administrative Services Department for 
the year commencing January 1, 1958 and ended De- 
cember 31, 1958, concerning the activities of all divi- 
sions and units involved, together with comments and 
observations made with reference to various studies 
and policies initiated by the Board in connection with 
the operation and management of various other City 
departments. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES BOARD 


Under Chapter 3A, Section 2, of the Ordinances of 
1953, as amended by Chapter 3, Sections 1 to 8, inclu- 
sive, of the Ordinances of 1956, the Administrative 
Services Board is charged with the administration of 
the department and consists of the Director of Admin- 
istrative Services as Chairman, Supervisor of Budgets, 
Supervisor of Personnel, the Purchasing Agent, the 
City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, and the Asses- 
sor. More specifically, under Section 2, Chapter 3A, 
mentioned above, the Board, and more especially the 
Director, shall be responsible to make, under the Mayor, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the or- 
ganization, activities, policies, and procedures of all 
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departments, boards and offices of the City government, 
so that the administration thereof shall be economical 
and efficient. 

By reason of the retirement of John J. Chapman on 
December 23rd, who devoted five years of sincere and 
conscientious service as a charter member of the Board, 
we welcomed a new member under date of December 
26, the new Assessor, namely, Earle R. Barnard, who, 
we are quite certain, will prove most helpful to us in 
reaching some of the goals to which we aspire. 

During the year the Board met formally on twenty 
separate occasions, and various members of the Board 
met informally on many occasions to discuss matters 
of mutual concern. It will be noted that the number 
of meetings scheduled during the year have increased 
substantially over the number held during previous 
years. The adoption of this new practice has resulted 
in keeping members abreast of current problems and 
the resolving of many problems as they arise, rather 
than procrastinating. It has also resulted in members 
securing a more up-to-date knowledge of what is trans- 
piring, not only within the confines of the City govern- 
ment, but outside as well. 


This year marks the first full year term of the Direc- 
tor and Chairman of the Board and, during this short 
period of time, many new policies and practices were 
adopted by him, in addition to the frequent meetings 
of the Board. To mention a few — twenty memoranda 
were prepared and distributed throughout City depart- 
ments concerning various phases of municipal opera- 
tions; ten meetings of department heads were held, with 
copies of said minutes also being distributed through- 
out City Departments. By means of frequent memo- 
randa and Department Heads meetings, the communi- 
cation system in the Executive Branch of our Municipal 
Government has been greatly improved. Department 
Heads have come to know each other better, and peri- 
odical common objectives have been pursued as a result of 
directives contained in the memoranda. We believe 
that it is fair to state that there are many corporations 
throughout the country which do not have as good a 
management and administrative system as that which 
obtains at the present time in our City government.

In reviewing the above list, it will be noted that many 
of these memoranda are of an informative nature, while 
others are more instructive or directive in character. Of 
the latter group, we are happy to report that definite 
progress has been made in several instances, and certain 
observations should be a matter of record in this report. 


WHITE PAPER AGREEMENT 


Lengthy and summarized Progress Reports on the 
“White Paper Agreement” were compiled by the Di- 
rector on several occasions during the year. Out of a 
total of 8 commitments made under the aforementioned 
agreement, 6 have been complied with, leaving only 2 
to be fulfilled. Although an earnest and sincere effort 
has been made during the year to comply with the pro- 
visions of the two remaining commitments, namely, a 
reduction of 5% in the number of employees filling per- 
manent positions, and a reduction of 15% in temporary 
personnel and overtime appropriations, progress has 
been slow. 

In the nine years prior to your administration, City, 
School, and County payrolls increased by 2,230. In the 
past nine years, under your direction, there has been 
no increase but, instead, a reduction of 736. In the 
Public Works Department there has been a decrease 
of 25%, in the Health Department 16%, Parks and Rec- 
reation Department 13%, Veterans’ Services Depart- 
ment 19%, Election Department 387%, Welfare Depart- 
ment 11%, and so on. 

Our total reductions in permanent personnel during 
the past year have been 162. 

On the basis of quotas, our record appears in a favor- 
able light. On November 1, 1957, budget quotas for 
personnel totaled 17,476 positions. In 1958 this was 
reduced to 17,014, or a reduction of 462 positions, which 
normally would be open for filling. A similar reduction 
in 1959 is expected to reduce quotas by a substantial 
number, so that there will be approximately 800 posi- 
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tions less when viewed on the basis of quotas. This 
reduction in quotas has a restrictive influence on a long 
range basis and will assist in the gradual reduction 
being achieved in the number working. 


Meanwhile, our departments have been establishing 
an excellent record. The Fire Department has been 
rated as third in the United States in its fire prevention 
activities, and the National Board of Underwriters has 
declared that in efficiency of operation no Fire Depart- 
ment in the United States excels our Boston Depart- 
ment. The Health Department points to the fact that 
there were no maternal deaths in the City of Boston 
in 1957 and only one in 1958, identified as a Boston 
resident in a Boston location. The City Hospital stands 
a's an accredited institution now, where it was not when 
you first took office, and it has cast upon it the most 
difficult types of cases each year resulting from acci- 
dents and neglect through conditions of poverty. The 
Police Department record has been publicly praised. 
Our Assessing Department was reorganized during the 
year and the Public Works Department has been carry- 
ing an increased work load with less employees than 
in prior years. 

The temporary personnel item was to be reduced by 
15% in appropriations. A pay raise was granted after the 
White Paper Agreement was made and, therefore, a 
15% reduction in appropriations for temporary help 
became impossible to achieve, as the base rate of com- 
pensation was increased. 


Where classroom teachers are not available for per- 
manent employment, temporary help must be used. 

Many nursing positions are on a temporary basis and 
are subject to the demands of our hospitals, which em- 
ploy temporary help according to the number and 
needs of patients. 


The conduct of the Christmas Festival, the Arts 
Festival and the summer playground program all de- 
pend upon temporary employees to a great extent. It 
is less expensive to have temporary employees in such 
positions than to pay them a full year’s salary for a 
few weeks’ or a few months’ work. 


When dealing with the subject of overtime pay, the 
same factors apply, as above mentioned, in the section 
on temporary help. 
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In addition, the White Paper Agreement failed to 
recognize that 75% of all overtime is required by 
statute. Employment of policemen on Sundays and 
holidays, and firemen on long tours of duty cannot 
be offset by “time off”. In addition, a court decision 
has indicated that certain Public Works employees, 
working overtime, cannot be compensated by “time 
off in place of overtime pay. 


NEW CITY HALL 


As a result of a survey made of City departments as 
to the amount of space they now utilize for department- 
al operations and the amount they might need for 
future requirements, it was possible for us to submit 
to the Arthur D. Little Co. a preliminary draft of ap- 
proximate space requirements for the erection of a new 
City Hall, proposed in connection with the new Govern- 
ment Center. The Little Co. was engaged to further 
survey the space requirements and investigate related 
factors pertinent to making a formal presentation of the 
need for a new City Hall and in support of a petition to 
the legislature for a Loan Authorization. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY 


An accelerated program was initiated to transfer all 
surplus property to the Purchasing Division. It was 
found, during the first part of the year, that depart- 
ments had been lax in complying with the Ordinance 
to transfer all such property to the Purchasing Agent. 
Desks, chairs, filing cabinets, typewriters, and all other 
types of office equipment that had seen better days 
were cluttered in hallways and empty rooms, with the 
result that valuable space was being utilized for the 
storing of same. After this surplus property was trans- 
ferred to the Purchasing Division, articles that appeared 
to be in fairly good condition were forwarded to Deer 
Island, where excellent work was performed by prison 
inmates to repair and restore them for future use at no 
cost to the City. Typewriters and other types of ma- 
chines were turned over to the Machine Repair Unit 
for possible repair and rebuilding and two unused Ad- 
dressograph units transferred to the Printing Division. 
Unusable machines were dismantled and essential parts 
used for the repair of other machines. The program was 
successful and will continue in the future. 
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PERMISSION TO AWARD CONTRACTS 
WITHOUT ADVERTISING 


A new procedure was initiated on requests for per- 
mission to award contracts without advertising in the 
sum of $2,000 or more. Although letters are still ad- 
dressed to you, they are forwarded first to the Admin- 
istrative Services Department, attention of Supervisor 
of Budgets, to determine conformity with appropria- 
tions, and a duplicate copy of same is forwarded by 
the originating department to the Finance Commission. 
This new procedure performs three important functions, 
namely: 


a. It eliminates unnecessary delays through prior 
verification as to the availability of funds. 

b. It keeps the Budget Division informed of pro- 
posed encumbrances. 

c. It permits objective review by the Finance Com- 
mission of all awards without advertising, prior 
to final commitment by the City. 


PRELIMINARY ANNUAL REPORTS 


It has been the practice for a good many years for 
the departments to issue an annual report sometime in 
the late summer, or fall, of a current year, covering op- 
erations of the previous year and while this, of neces- 
sity, has been more or less of a standing policy with all 
departments, we had no means of determining in late 
December or early January, when the information is 
more important, what has been accomplished by the 
Administration during 'the previous year. In the early 
part of 1958, we requested that all departments submit 
a preliminary annual report covering, in brief form, 
the chief accomplishments of the prior year, together 
with intended programs for the current year. This sys- 
tem worked out to our satisfaction and is to be con- 
tinued. At first, this was considered by some depart- 
ments as a duplication of effort but it was found that, 
after filing the preliminary report, the compilation of 
the full report required less research and saved consid- 
erable time. Meanwhile the Administration was enabled 
to evaluate accomplishments or progress early in the 
year, and to activate or accelerate activities of impor- 
tance without delay. (See page 8 “Interdepartmental 
Information,”’) 
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IN-SERVICE TRAINING 


In checking various City departments, we learned 
that several departments of the City have a functioning 
In-Service Training Program for their specific opera- 
tions. For example, the Library, Fire, Health, Police, 
Traffic, and Welfare Departments conduct instructional 
courses. We believe that these programs should be 
expanded throughout the City government and, in con- 
nection therewith, issued a pamphlet under date of 
December 30 covering the over-all subject of “Intern- 
ships, Fellowships, and In-Service Training Programs.” 
The benefits to be derived from expanding such pro- 
grams would seem to be self-evident. With your per- 
mission, we intend to request the School Committee to 
formulate and direct a comprehensive, coordinated, and 
educationally sound program of In-Service Employee 
Training Courses for selected departments, and for the 
recruitment of qualified administrators from within our 
own employees’ ranks. 


INTERDEPARTMENTAL INFORMATION 


Under date of May 16, 1958, an Interdepartmental 
Information Bulletin was issued, containing an outline 
of recent activities and accomplishments of various City 
departments. The issuance of this bulletin was pos- 
sible through the cooperation of all departments in 
submitting preliminary annual reports and the compil- 
ing of current information by the Administrative Serv- 
ices Department. It was found that when department 
heads represent the City at various functions they are 
usualiy conversant only with the operations of their 
own individual departments, and have not been equipped 
to make comment on the over-all accomplishments 
and operations of other departments. In other words, 
prior to this time, there was no document to which a 
department head could refer for information of this 
character. 


SICK LEAVE AND OVERTIME 


The problems involved in sick leave and overtime 
have been stressed on many occasions. In any large 
organization, similar to our City government, a certain 
percentage of abuses in overtime charges and sick leave 
allowances is possible. We realize, because of the liber- 
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ality of our sick leave allowances, certain individuals 
may abuse it to the detriment of sincere and conscien- 
tious employees. Private industry faces the same prob- 
lems but, in view of the fact that their employees do 
not have the protection of Civil Service, business con- 
cerns can correct such abuses more quickly and more 
drastically. 


Department heads have been instructed to see to it 
that each and every employee under his supervision 
gives a full day’s work, so that overtime charges, in 
some cases, will be unnecessary. ‘They have also been 
instructed to check occasionally on any employee who 
makes it a practice to take frequent sick leaves, espe- 
cially around week ends or holidays, to ascertain whether 
or not said employee is actually sick. 


FEDERAL OR STATE ASSISTANCE 


As a result of this directive, information was secured 
from the several City departments involved and a sub- 
sequent bulletin was issued, summarizing the informa- 
tion obtained. This is another informational document 
that proved helpful to department heads in ascertaining 
what funds are available from federal or state sources 
for various City operations. This phase of municipal 
operations is becoming more important each day and, 
unless city officials know the facts, the City may be the 
loser. 


This review of activities currently financed in part 
by state or federal funds proved to be interesting and 
valuable. 


INFORMATION MANUALS AND DIRECTIVES 


During the year 1939, a document was prepared and 
issued by the City Clerk containing an alphabetical list 
of licenses, permits, and other ‘services rendered, for 
which a fee was charged and, even though there have 
been countless changes in this document since that time, 
nothing was ever done to bring it up to date. 


During the year 1958, two drafts were compiled con- 
taining up-to-date information on all licenses, permits, 
and services rendered by various departments. After 
the completion of the second draft, it was found that 
many items of general interest should be included, not 
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only for the information of municipal personnel but for 
the information of the public generally, and work is 
progressing along these lines at the present time. When 
this document is completed it will contain general infor- 
mation that will be helpful to everyone in the commu- 
nity. It will include locations and telephone numbers, 
not only of governmental agencies, but of institutions 
and other agencies outside of the City government, with 
which the public should be familiar and to which, in 
cases of emergency, they might be obliged to apply. 

An up-to-date directory was prepared and compiled 
for the use of all City departments, containing locations 
and telephone numbers of each agency. Copies were 
also distributed throughout the Hall and Annex for the 
convenience of the public. A new telephone directory 
was also compiled in connection with the installation of 
a new intercommunication telephone system, installed 
during September. 


NEW TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


A new telephone system, installed in September of 
1958, allows communication between all departments of 
City government, excepting some 16 located remotely 
from the City Hall area, through the dialing of three 
numbers assigned to the various phones involved. The 
system eliminated the necessity of operators dialing 
numbers for municipal personnel, accelerated inter- 
communication, and will decrease the number of oper- 
ators necessary to handle the main switchboard. So- 
called ninth level phones were installed for a few whose 
normal duties require the placing of outside calls in the 
transaction of City business. In ‘these particular cases, 
operators are again relieved of the responsibility of put- 
ting through a call, as the individual can, under this sys- 
tem, dial the number. In the event individuals, not 
having a ninth level phone, desire to make an outside 
call, he or she is required to dial the operator, who will 
make the call and retain a record of such call. The sys- 
tem has not been in operation for a sufficient period of 
time to assess the savings and efficiency that will result, 
but we are certain that after the system has been in op- 
eration for at least a year, comparisons with previous 
telephone costs will indicate both substantial savings 
and greater efficiency. 
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1959 BUDGET AND TAX RATES 


The preparation, examination, and final computations 
of annual budgets have always been a last minute opera- 
tion because of unnecessary delays by certain depart- 
ments in submitting their budget requests. Although 
a deadline of October 1 was ‘established for the sub- 
mission of budget estimates, and most departments 
were very cooperative, there were a few, however, that 
failed to submit estimates until later in the year, there- 
by delaying the production of final figures until the 
middle of January. Nevertheless, this was an improve- 
ment over previous years when budgets were not ready 
for submission until the latter part of January. Our 
original thinking was to have our budgets in order and 
ready for submission to you the early or latter part of 
December, after which time copies would be furnished 
to the Finance Commission and to the Municipal Re- 
search Bureau for review. It was felt that by following 
this procedure we would minimize discussions and ex- 
pedite delivery to the City Council. Although we have 
made some headway in expediting budgetary work this 
year, we are confident that more substantial improve- 
ment can be made in future years. 

The School budget came up for discussion on several 
occasions and, in view of the fact that the School Com- 
mittee has sole jurisdiction over appropriations up to 
$21,200,000 without requiring your approval, it was 
suggested that a separate bill be considered for the tax 
rate on School operations. This is the procedure in 
many of the large cities, and some cities levy taxes on 
separate and distinct services, such as County expenses, 
Hospital services, etc. Through 'this procedure, it is 
possible to fix responsibility for various expenditures 
more clearly. When comparisons are made with Bos- 
ton’s tax rate, this situation is not always taken into 
consideration. Boston’s tax rate is arrived at by in- 
cluding the cost of all County, School, and Hospital serv- 
ices (less estimated receipts) which are not factors in 
the advertised rates of some other cities. On the receipts 
side of such comparisons, it must also be remembered 
that Boston is not the recipient of all County revenues 
nor of many municipal nonproperty taxes received by 
many other cities from sources such as the sales tax, 
payroll tax, utility tax, sewer tax, hotel occupancy tax, 
gross receipts business tax, etc. Boston is obliged to 
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derive approximately 70% of its revenues for operating 
expenses from the real estate tax. We are certain that 
if Boston were allowed to issue separate tax bills for 
County and School expenses and had the authority to 
levy some of the non-property taxes mentioned above, 
our tax rate would compare favorably with many other 
cities of the same size. 


GENERAL FORM NO. 65 


The idea of a general form to be used by municipal 
personnel in reporting various violations or defects in 
City operations was initiated by the Public Safety Com- 
mission and adopted by this Board. We believe that 
this was an important administrative function that has 
long been neglected. Upon many occasions it is believed 
that inspectors, investigators, social workers and other 
City personnel have noted various violations of statutes 
and ordinances and/or defects in other City operations 
that might be considered dangerous to the health and 
safety of the community but, because of the fact that 
they were uncertain of the governmental agency to 
which the violation or defect should be reported, they 
were reluctant to file such reports. 

This new form not only includes space for making 
such reports but, on the reverse side, contains a list of 
the more common violations or defects, together with 
the name and location of the municipal agency involved 
in correcting same. Thus hundreds of inspectors are 
now encouraged to act on violations observed during 
their regular tours of duty, whereas, previously, correc- 
tion of such violations awaited observance by a special 
inspector. 


THIRD CONFERENCE ON MUNICIPAL 
ADMINISTRATION 


Our 1958 Conference exceeded all expectations, with 
greater numbers in attendance and a more stimulated 
interest among municipal personnel and the general 
public. This conference idea has certainly caught on 
since our original conference in 1956 and we predict that 
future conferences will have greater appeal to the munic- 
ipal official and employee and the general public than 
was evidenced in the past. As a report on the Third 
Conference is being published at the present time, we 
have purposely made the report on this subject brief. 
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A brief review of the following list of Board discus- 
sions, deliberations and definite actions will give you a 
slight idea of the many subjects and problems brought 
up for consideration, many of which we resolved and a 
few of which are still under study. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT REVIEW 


Because of a difference discovered between rates paid 
in State reimbursements for medical care of the indigent 
sick to the City and rates paid to other medical institutions 
throughout the City and State, several meetings were 
held with hospital officials and the State Director of 
Hospital Costs and Finances. The State authorities in- 
dicated that our bookkeeping system at the Hospital 
failed to produce information necessary to obtain fully 
warranted maximum reimbursements. It was recom- 
mended that a more up-to-date system of bookkeeping 
and accounting be adopted and a new fee and rate sys- 
tem adopted. This will be adopted in 1959-60 accord- 
ing to present indications. 

To expedite the handling of mail at the Main Hospital 
and to discourage the use of loose stamps, it was recom- 
mended that a Central Mailing Unit be established with 
postage meters installed, and it is understood that this 
recommendation will be given further consideration as 
soon as a Suitable 'space area can be provided. It is our 
belief that favorable action on this proposal will result 
in saving’s in postage costs sufficient, within a two-year 
period, to offset the cost of the new equipment required. 

A recommendation, upon which no definite action 
has been taken up to the present time, concerns the es- 
tablishment of a $2.00 rate for out-patient service, an 
increase of $1.50 over the present rate listed under the 
provisions of the existing Ordinance. Our present policy 
is to refrain from requesting reimbursements from the 
State for indigent out-patient cases, as the cost that 
would be involved in setting up a bookkeeping, billing 
and an accounting procedure would be an expensive 
function and not worth the trouble and, in fact, even the 
50-cent fee rs not always charged to patients. In view of 
the fact that most hospitals charge a fee of $2.00 for out- 
patient treatment, coupled with the fact that 90% of 
such patients being treated at the City Hospital are on 
welfare, it would be a worth-while change to have the 
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present ordinance amended, so that the City could col- 
lect the same fees from state and federal agencies that 
are paid to other hospitals. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF A MUNICIPAL 
LEGISLATIVE BOARD 


It was suggested that a Board be established to study 
present legislation regarding relief of every character 
in which, at the present time, there are many incon- 
sistencies. For example, a single person who is a veter- 
an receives $90 a month from Veterans’ Services, and 
this agency receives a reimbursement of 50% from the 
State. However, a single person on welfare, whether 
or not he or she is a veteran, receives $50 a month and 
the Welfare Department receives no reimbursement 
from the State. We maintain that Boston is not receiv- 
ing its fair share of State reimbursements because of 
this type of legislation, and something should be done 
to correct 'the situation. The establishment of such a 
Board, as suggested, should result in our securing fa- 
vorable consideration from the Legislature when defi- 
nite facts and figures have been compiled to substantiate 
our argument. 


EXPANSION OF “PAY-BY-CHECK” SYSTEM 


Several departments, or divisions of departments, pre- 
viously paid salaries in cash, are now being paid by 
check, including the large number of schoolhouse cus- 
todians who were formerly obliged to travel to City 
Hall on Friday mornings to receive their salaries. 


PRINTING PLANT DISCUSSIONS 


Several meetings were held on Printing Plant prob- 
lems with union representatives. The President of the 
Typographical Union attended one of these meetings. 
We are convinced ‘that these meetings were helpful in 
clearing up misunderstandings concerning some of our 
Printing Plant problems. Although we acknowledge 
that there is much more to be done to increase produc- 
tion, to minimize absenteeism and to place the plant on a 
solid footing, we have, nevertheless, made definite prog- 
ress, as is evidenced by the report on Printing Plant 
operations for the past year as set forth later on in this 
report. 
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Consideration was given to the present system of 
billing City departments for departmental work and it 
is possible that in 1959 this system will be discontinued. 
The result will be a substantial saving in clerical labor 
in all departments and will eliminate resentment of 
frequent billings. 


AUTOMATION PROGRAM 


Att our Second Conference on Municipal Administra- 
tion, the subject of automation was stressed by various 
leaders in private industry. Since then, there has been 
installed in the Auditing Department during the past 
year several important pieces of tabulating equipment, 
including the ““Univac 60”. The Univac 60, although 
installed the latter part of 1958, has already accom- 
plished many tasks that would have required many 
weeks or months of tedious overtime work. Real estate 
valuation cards were computed by ward for subsequent 
production of the real estate tax bills. Not only were 
the necessary computations made and totals for land, 
building, total valuation, total tax, and total parcels es- 
tablished by ward, but each card was audited for accu- 
racy as the computations were being made. This real 
estate computation saved six machine and manual oper- 
ations necessary under previous operating techniques. 
Approximately 18,000 Personal Property cards were 
computed by ward for subsequent production of the 
personal property tax bills. As was the case in the real 
estate computation, not only were the tax computations 
made but, as they were processed, the individual cards 
were checked for accuracy. In excess of 130,000 Excise 
Tax cards were also processed. Appropriation account- 
ing 1s presently being performed on ‘the Univac. During 
1959, it will be possible to produce a Daily Report for 
the whole City and each department by account, show-- 
ing current balances to date on expenditures, unliqui- 
dated encumbrances, appropriation credits, unencum- 
bered balances, and unexpended balances. This report 
should provide easier and better control. It will also be pos- 
sible to summarize individual payroll cards to produce 
yearly summary cards for the production of Federal and 
State payroll withholding forms for the entire city pay- 
roll. At the present time, several other applications are 
being planned for the use of the Univac, such as the 
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compilation of statistical analyses for the Planning 
Board, cost reports for the Printing Plant, engineering 
statistics for the Public Works Department, etc. The 
rental charges for this equipment and other types of 
tabulating equipment will be more than offset by the 
speed and efficiency which will result from such opera- 
tions and should eliminate, to a large degree, overtime 
charges with which certain departments have been faced 
in the past. 


PROCEDURAL MANUALS 


Outside of two of the larger City departments, Pro- 
cedural Manuals now exist in all departments at the 
present time. This is another instance where a panel 
discussion and recommendation at our First Conference 
on Municipal Administration resulted in definite action. 
The project lagged for a long period of time, but the 
establishment of a calendar date for completion by all 
departments and splendid cooperation resulted in fin- 
ished documents. Now these can serve as a nucleus oi 
an In-Service Training Program, to which reference was 
made previously, and ultimate refinement of miscel- 
laneous procedures. 


CITY RECORD 


As you will note, certain improvements have been 
made in the format and contents of the City Record, 
with a view to cutting printing costs. City Council and 
School Committee minutes are now incorporated into 
the City Record, the size of the publication has been re- 
duced, unnecessary items are being deleted, including 
individual appropriations for the City Record’s subscrip- 
tion which already have been discontinued. The possi- 
bility of eliminating advertising charges for City busi- 
ness is now under consideration. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS FOR 
TEMPORARY EMPLOYEES 


Although it was not the practice or policy of some 
departments to insist upon physical examinations for 
temporary employees, especially for those employed on 
an emergency basis for a period of six weeks, a new 
policy was established that requires all temporary em- 
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ployees, whether provisional or emergency (all per- 
manent employees are obliged to be examined prior to 
appointment), be examined before being hired. The es- 
tablishment of this new regulation came about by in- 
formation received to the effect that a temporary em- 
ployee, who was not examined prior to his appointment, 
became sick after working only a few days and the City 
was obliged to place this individual on Workmen’s Com- 
pensation, even though there was some question as to 
whether or not he was afflicted with the illness prior to or on 
the date upon which the appointment became effective. 
This new regulation should and will eliminate future 
cases of this character, which add to the City’s cost of 
operations. 


INSPECTIONAL IMPROVEMENTS IN THE 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


On or about the middle of May, the Building Depart- 
ment, at the direction of this Board, opened an office at 
the Maurice J. Tobin Building at Mission Hill, where 
building inspectors report each morning rather than 
reporting to the central office. These inspectors now 
service the public from the Jamaica Plain, West Rox- 
bury, Upper Roxbury, Dorchester, and Brighton dis- 
tricts between 9:00 A.M. and 10:00 A.M. each morning, 
receiving applications for various types of building per- 
mits and giving general information. 

In addition to making it more convenient for contrac- 
tors and the general public living in this area, inspectors 
do not lose the usual two or three hours of each day 
required to go in town and return to their districts. It 
is difficult to assess the savings realized at the present 
time but, after the period of another six months, we 
should be in a position to submit accurate facts and fig- 
ures to ‘substantiate the wisdom of this new procedure. 
If the results are as favorable as we believe they will be, 
it will be recommended that ‘similar offices be estab- 
lished in other districts throughout the City. Many of 
the large cities throughout the country are following 
this procedure and our studies of the cities now operat- 
ing under this plan indicate that it has met with popular 
approval because the City is securing a fuller day’s work 
from its inspectors while, at the same time, it is supply- 
ing an added convenience to the public. 
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VETERANS’ REAL ESTATE EXEMPTIONS 


Discussions held on various occasions, regarding the 
voluminous amount of paper work ‘entailed in complying 
with the provisions of Chapter 59, Section 5, of the Gen- 
eral Laws, resulted in several recommendations being 
made for the simplification of present procedures, with 
the cooperation and assistance of the State Auditors. 

Under the present procedure, some six thousand vet- 
erans in Boston have the privilege of applying to the 
A'ssessor each year for an exemption of at least two 
thousand dollars of valuation. This group is comprised 
of all those who have been certified by the Veterans’ 
Administration as being entitled to at least a 10% serv- 
ice-connected disability. In certain cases, veterans who 
are paraplegics or who have suffered the loss of eye- 
sight or limbs are entitled to larger exemptions. All 
eligible veterans throughout the State receive a certifi- 
cate from the Veterans’ Administration on or about 
May 1 of each year, indicating the type and percentage 
of disability allowed and, once this certificate is in their 
possession, such veterans owning real estate file said 
certificate with their local assessors, thereby making 
them eligible for an abatement. AIl such Boston veter- 
ans are obliged to appear in the offices of the Assessing 
Department and make applications for abatements in 
person. Subsequent processes require security checks 
on ownership, approvals by deputy assessors, submis- 
sion of paid tax bills and, finally, the issuance of a check 
to cover the refund due. 


A study of the various recommendations submitted 
has resulted in the contemplated adoption, during the 
current year, of a new procedure which will eliminate a 
greater part of the present paper work, the issuance of 
checks for refunds and the bookkeeping attached there- 
to, and the necessity for a veteran to appear in person 
at the Assessing Department office. 


Under the new procedure, all eligible veterans will 
receive from the Assessing Department an instructive 
letter together with an application and a return enve- 
lope, after which they will fill out ‘the application in its 
entirety and return it to the Assessing Department with 
the VA certificate of eligibility enclosed. Then — and 
this is the principal saving feature of the new approach 
— the amount of exemption will be endorsed as a credit 
on the tax bill before mailing, and the net amount to be 
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paid will be shown thereon. The same detail will be 
included on the commitment list 'to the Collector-Treas- 
urer. The banks, under the usual postponed mortgage 
plan, including payment of taxes monthly, will pay the 
veterans’ tax only to the extent of the net amount 
shown. This new system will also decrease monthly 
mortgage payments by the veteran to the bank and will 
eliminate the necessity for banks ‘to forward copies of 
paid bills to veterans. 


NORTHERN MORTUARY 


Legislation was enacted to decrease the number of 
mortuaries in Suffolk County from two to one, thereby 
giving us an opportunity to close down facilities of the 
Northern Mortuary and transfer its operations to the 
City Hospital. This was accomplished during the early 
summer month's 'and the new arrangement has worked 
out quite well. We cannot, at this time, estimate the 
possible savings from ‘this consolidation until the new 
facility has been in operation for at least one year. 

It was planned ‘to utilize the Northern Mortuary prop- 
erty as a central storage warehouse, but it was learned 
that there is some agreement in existence, either statu- 
tory or otherwise, that prevents such a move at this 
time. However, the recommendation is still under con- 
sideration and, if there 1s any possibility of utilizing this 
building either as a central storage warehouse or for 
some other purpose, we will undoubtedly take advantage 
of the opportunity. The proximity of the proposed new 
City Hall would be an added incentive to give the mat- 
ter detailed consideration at the proper time. 


CLARIFICATION OF RULE 10 OF THE CITY 
COMPENSATION AND CLASSIFICATION PLAN 


At our recommendation and upon your approval, a 
new interpretation of Rule 10 provides that employees 
having 25 or more years of service be compensated upon 
promotion at the rate specified in column 6 of the Com- 
pensation Plan, the maximum salary of the position to 
which an individual is being promoted. Upon making 
this recommendation, it was felt that a promotion should 
carry with it a connotation of a substantial salary in- 
crease, particularly when an employee is promoted to a 
top level position and having at least 25 years of ac- 
credited service. Under the plan, as previously inter- 
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preted, such individuals would only receive a salary 
increase of $2.50, $4.50 or $4.75 per week, depending 
upon ‘the grade. This appeared to be unfair when con- 
sidering employees who have long years of service. This 
new interpretation was welcomed by all employees in- 
volved and we believe it will be an incentive to other 
employees nearing the 25-year level. 


WATER RATES 


Boston water rates were reviewed and it was estimated 
that our charges are about 25% lower than any other 
city or town in the Metropolitan District and that any 
substantial increase in rates decided upon would prob- 
ably show a surplus which could be applied toward the 
redemption of debt. Suggestions were made as to the 
percentage of increase that should be considered, and 
this matter is still under consideration. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


I. Examination of the fourth and fifth floors of City 
Hall indicated that egress facilities for the public at- 
tending City Council meetings and individuals working 
in the area should be improved. It was recommended 
that the Assistant Commissioner of Real Property make 
arrangements to correct the situation, and it is under- 
stood that plans are being formulated at ‘the present 
time to remodel the area in question to provide proper 
egress. 

2. Department heads and key personnel of various 
departments were invited on several occasions to attend 
Board meetings and discuss special problems and poli- 
cies. 

3. The feasibility of moving the Veterans’ Services 
offices to the Wayfarers’ Lodge (now closed) because 
of the similarity of operations, savings of rental charges 
and the possible closing of Veterans’ Services and merg- 
ing its operations with the Welfare Department were 
also considered. As soon as these proposals became 
known, veterans’ organizations throughout the city pre- 
pared to present strong opposition and it was, there- 
fore, considered advisable to take no definite action at 
this time. The Building Department, City Treasurer and 
others considered ‘the space for storage, but so far have 
felt that present facilities are more satisfactory. 
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4. The advisability of hiring one or two messengers 
to pick up and deliver mail throughout the City Hall and 
Annex was discussed on several occasions to improve 
mailing unit operations, but White Paper Agreement 
restrictions on expansion of personnel prevented favor- 
able action at this time. 


5. Discussions were held on the possible centrali- 
zation of tabulating machine equipment. It was con- 
sidered, however, that this move should be postponed 
until considering plans and specifications for the new 
City Hall. 

6. Through the establishment of a new filing system 
in the Welfare Department, it was possible to distribute 
among City departments a number of steel files in ex- 
cellent condition. The use of surplus property saved the 
purchase of this type of equipment to fill requests sub- 
mitted by various departments. 


7. An Inventory Control System was inaugurated 
in the Purchasing Division, covering all types of office 
and heavy equipment under the control of various City 
departments. This inventory will be kept current at all 
times and will enable us to tell at a glance just how much 
equipment of a certain type is on hand and where it is 
located. We believe that this is the first time since 
W. P. A. days that such an inventory has been under- 
taken. 


8. The possible advantage of the sale of non-paying 
suburban parking lots was considered on several occa- 
sions. A review of receipts from three such parking 
lots indicated that the returns may not justify continued 
operations. The Real Property Board has not acted on 
the matter up to the present time. 


g. Proposed consolidations of Police and Fire Sta- 
tions — progress has been made on ‘this subject in the 
Fire Department, as you already know, and consolida- 
tions are being considered as new facilities are being 
planned for the Police Department. 


10. Printing Department billings were reduced from 
twelve each year to two, one in June and one in Decem- 
ber. This system resulted in substantial savings in time 
and paper and prompted a recommendation, which may 
be adopted this year, to discontinue all billings for print- 
ing and office stationery supplies within City depart- 
ments. Under the new plan, separate appropriations by

departments for printing items will be abolished and 
one appropriation covering the City’s printing require- 
ments will be established. It is believed that this new 
system, if properly regulated and controlled, will result 
in further savings which will be difficult to appraise un- 
til it has been in operation for at least one or two years. 


11. A list of surplus land and/or buildings, not be- 
ing used for a specific purpose, was compiled, the great- 
er part of which was found to be under the jurisdiction 
of the Real Property Department. After an examina- 
tion of a few properties of this character, not under the 
jurisdiction of the Real Property Board, only one build- 
ing was found that could be considered of further use, 
namely, the Wayfarers’ Lodge, which was closed down 
the early part of the year. However, the Welfare De- 
partment is desirous of retaining control over this build- 
ing for the reason that future economic conditions or 
some emergency might arise that would warrant its re- 
use. 


12. The above is only a partial list of the many sub- 
jects reviewed and discussed during the year. Many 
others were considered also, as contained in minutes of 
our meetings. For example :—

ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


The work load of the Division has increased substan- 
tially since its establishment in 1954 and, with only one 
employee added since that time to carry out the many 
duties for which it is responsible, we have accomplished 
the greater part of our objectives. Although we believe 
that additional administrative analysts would result in 
worthwhile expansion of activities, through ‘the initia- 
tion of many important programs, conformity to the 
White Paper Agreement prevents it at this time. 

A few of the operations and accomplishments of this 
Division are listed herewith: 


iS) 


Minutes of all Board Meetings have been com- 
piled and copies supplied to each member. 


The Third Conference on Municipal Adminis- 
tration was organized and conducted, and a re- 
port of this conference is at present being 
prepared for publication. 


Twenty directives and informational documents 
were compiled and distributed. 


Direct supervision of the Equalization Survey 
Study, as delegated to ‘this Division, was con- 
tinued. 


Surveys and reports from other departments 
and some outside agencies were reviewed and 
channeled through this Division. 


The Annual Report of the Department, as com- 
piled by this Division, and Annual Reports 
from other departments were reviewed for the 
purpose of eliminating duplications. 


Periodical reports on the “White Paper Agree- 
ment” have been prepared. 


Minutes of all Department heads meetings 
have been compiled and distributed to depart- 
ment heads and the press. 
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In view of the Director’s added duties as chairman 
of various committees, to which the Administrative Sec- 
retary has been assigned as secretary, the following ad- 
ditional work, consisting of the recording of the minutes 
and the distribution of same 'to various committee mem- 
bers, has been performed for the following committees: 


a. Equalization Survey Committee and Mayor’s 
Realty Advisory Committee 

b. Public Safety Commission 

c. South Station Garage Committee 

d. Urban Renewal Coordinating Committee. 


The resulting coordination of current information 
has proved to be of value in administrative matters. 


BUDGET DIVISION 


This Division, in addition to assembling and compil- 
ing the 1958 Annual and Supplementary Budgets, has 
been devoting ‘a greater part of ‘its operations to studies 
and methods that will improve and make more efficient 
the intricate details of performance budgeting to the end 
that all departments will understand more clearly its 
purposes and aims. This new phase of budgeting, 
adopted in 1955, has many other phases which have been 
explored but have not been put into operation up to the 
present time. Those features that tend to simplify pro- 
cedures and produce factual and important information 
are to be reviewed. 

The screening of purchase requisitions, requests for 
transfers of funds, requests for permission to award con- 
tracts, etc., have been effective operations resulting in 
the prevention of overbuying, of unnecessary transfer 
requests, and the awarding of contracts when sufficient 
funds were not available. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


This Division has maintained and is improving con- 
stantly an efficient system for the administration of per- 
sonnel procedures and the compiling of personnel sta- 
tistics. 

In connection with the so-called White Paper Agree- 
ment of 1957, monthly reports have been submitted to 
the Director, indicating progress towards reduction in 
personnel as specified in said White Paper. 
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Data showing the number of personnel changes (ad- 
ditions and decreases) were contained in said monthly 
reports. Also submitted were monthly reports listing 
grade adjustments and new classification titles estab- 
lished. 

A punch-card system has been established in order to 
correlate personnel records of individual employees. 
This system has provided an improved method of ascer- 
taining certain personnel information quickly. A prob- 
lem exists in this operation, however, due to the fact that 
the Remington-Rand machines used are located in the 
Auditing Department and are not always available at 
the convenience of the Personnel Division. 

The Personnel Division is called upon, from time to 
time, to furnish special details regarding personnel to 
many cities and other agencies throughout the country. 
Such requests are also made by this Division, when re- 
quired, for salary surveys, etc. Such a salary survey 
was made among the 20 largest cities in the United 
States and the 20 largest cities and towns in Massachu- 
setts, during recent months. 

A reprint of the Compensation and Classification 
Plans for City of Boston Employees (Document 36 — 
1958) was completed. This document contains, in addi- 
tion to the amended original plans in Document 56 — 
1952, the newly established Compensation Plan for 
Nursing Personnel, effective July 30, 1958; the amended 
Fire Department Fire Fighting Force and Fire Alarm 
Division Compensation Plan; and the amended Police 
Department Compensation Plan. Further amendments 
have occurred in ‘these plans since the printing of Docu- 
ment 36 — 1958, which will be included in a future re- 
printing. 
| COMPLAINTS DIVISION 

Since the establishment of this Division in 1954, which 
was established for the purpose of centralizing com- 
plaints registered by the public, previous delays in re- 
sponse have been practically eliminated. Personal at- 
tention is given to each and every complaint, until final 
action or disposal results and areas in which frequent 
complaints appear are brought to the attention of ad- 
ministrative authorities for special attention. 

The greater portion of complainits registered with this 
Division are more or less similar to those received by 
any large city, such as, defects in streets and sidewalks, 
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violations of fire, health, and housing codes, prompt re- 
moval of refuse and garbage, and requests for repair or 
demolition of dilapidated structures. Seasonal com- 
plaints are also more or less common and concern the 
functions of snow removal, sanding of streets, cleaning 
of catch basins, spraying and trimming of trees, etc. 

Many requests for information regarding the City’s 
hotel accommodations, transportation facilities, cultural 
and historical points of interest, and other general in- 
formation have developed at certain times. When the 
Division was originally established, thought was given 
to a proposal to designate it as “Complaints and Infor- 
mation Division or Bureau,” but it was the consensus 
of the Board that a bureau or division established for 
the dissemination of general information should be lo- 
cated in the lobby or the first floor of City Hall. Avs space 
was not available in this area, it was decided to drop the 
word “information” and refer all such informational 
inquiries to the Public Celebrations Division of the 
Mayor’s Office for the time being. 

In view of the fact that we are contemplating the 
erection of a new City Hall, it would be possible to ex- 
pand the operations of this Division to include an “In- 
formation” function to be located in the lobby or on the 
first floor of the new Hall. It would be recommended 
at that time to ‘transfer all literature concerning Boston 
and its attractions from the Public Celebrations Division 
to this Division. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


During the year 1958, the Purchasing Agent inaugu- 
rated an inventory of office furniture and office equip- 
ment and organized a system for inventory control 
of these items. Fach unit is registered on a Rem- 
ington-Rand card and additions and deletions will be 
made as equipment is traded or the new equipment 
purchased. This same project encompassed an inventory 
of surplus office furniture and surplus office machines. 
The necessary arrangements have been set up to 
make this inventory serve henceforth as a perpetual 
inventory and record control for these items in one 
central location, relieving all departments from this 
responsibility and clerical work. 

It is the plan of the Purchasing Agent to list annu- 
ally, by department and by item, furniture and office 
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equipment, and to submit these lists to the various 
departments for a review and verification of the inven- 
tory actually on hand. We are now engaged in further- 
ing the project to include an inventory of special equipment 
in the various departments, the most notable of which 
is the Hospital Department. 

The Surplus Property Program has been continued 
and it is found that the various departments are utilizing 
the availability of surplus equipment for their own needs 
to a greater degree than hitherto. 

The over-all purchases for the year 1958 were ap- 
proximately $10,000,000. 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


The Office Machine Repair Unit has completed its 
third year of operation and has continued to prove its 
worth. 

The Repair Unit now has 1,074 typewriters on its 
service records. These machines are located in City 
Hall, City Hall Annex, new Courthouse, old Courthouse, 
Public Welfare Department, Health Department, Law 
Department, Printing Section of Purchasing Division, 
Veterans’ Services and Parks and. Recreation Depart- 
ment. 

During 1958, 2,302 inspections were made. These 
inspections consist of cleaning, oiling and replacing 
worn or broken parts. Seven hundred (700) emergen- 
cy calls were answered for immediate repairs. This 
service, by an outside agency, would cost approximately 
$18,500. 

In addition to the above service, the Repair Unit 
maintains a pool of typewriters, kept in excellent con- 
dition, which are available to City or County depart- 
ments in need of additional machines for seasonal work 
or, in the event that a machine needs extensive repairs, 
the Repair Unit loans a machine until the machine is 
repaired, thus eliminating the cost of rentals. 

During 1958, the service men condemned forty (40) 
machines as being beyond economical repair. These 
machines are held by the Repair Unit and, when a de- 
partment requisitions a new machine, without a trade- 
in, one of the condemned machines is used for a trade-in. 

The Repair Unit also renders assistance to the Bud- 
get Analysts and to the Buyer of Office Machines by ex- 
amining machines offered in trade for new machines, 
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and also by making an expert appraisal. This service 
results in retaining machines classified as “good” and 
in transferring ‘them to the typewriter pool and offering 
a machine from the pool classified as “poor.” 

The service men have just completed a course of in- 
struction in the repair of Underwood electric machines 
at the Underwood Company. 

The total cost of operation for 1958 was $8,200, 
which includes the salaries of the two repair men. Net 
savings to the City in this operation for the year 1958 
amounted to $10,300. 


PRINTING SECTION 


We have taken advantage of improved channels of 
communication between the organizational units of the 
City and County to clear up previous misunderstanding 
concerning our printing services. 

Much work formerly done by letterpress can now be 
done more economically on our multilith presses through a 
combination of paste-up and camera work. This has 
greatly expanded our area of operations, so that we now 
can undertake jobs which were previously assigned to 
private printing concerns. 

Furthermore, recently installed folding and binding 
machinery has made it possible for us to complete more 
jobs on the premises than heretofore. 


The School Document, “Curriculum Guide to Ele- 
mentary Education,” the multi-colored covers for book- 
lets for the Library Department, a special edition of 
City Council Proceedings relative to abatements, are ex- 
amples of recent productions. Contemplated use of an 
offset camera and lineup table for precision ruling on 
forms will further expand the value of our resources 
and services. 


A new standardized format has improved the assembly 
process for issuance of the City Record, City Council 
Proceedings and School Committee Proceedings. 

An Addressograph 'system was installed in 1956, with 
the primary intention of reproducing the voting and 
police lists by a more economical method. Experience 
has revealed that a new application of available equip- 
ment can be effective in further reducing the costs of 
printing the poll tax bills with associated lists and the 
reprinted cards used by police officers in listing residents. 
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Thus we are proceeding to increase our volume of 
production without compromising our primary objective 
of reducing operating costs.

The 12% reduction in costs, amounting to $114,328.56, 
reflects not only the more efficient use of available ma- 
chinery, but also a reduction in ‘the costs of personnel. 
Even in the light of step-rate increases, promotional in- 
creases and 10% salary increases granted to our union- 
member employees, a program of attrition, where- 
by employees who have terminated employment in the 
Printing Section have not been replaced, has enabled 
us to make the following reduction in personnel costs:

Contrary to statements that have been made by out- 
side agencies during the past few year's, we believe that 
we have made real progress in reducing expenses and 
improving techniques. We do not have to amortize 
equipment costs, nor allow for profit. We are certain 
that we can produce printing at a cost that equals, or is 
less than, that of outside plants, and we know that in 
many instances the quality of our work excels that of 
commercial printers. Thus we are proceeding, by im- 
proved service and production speed, to increase the 

evidences of our progress. 


ART COMMISSION 


Due to the death of William Emerson the latter part 
of 1957, whose term would have expired on May Ist, 
1958, Alice N. Maginnis, nominated by the Museum of 
Fine Arts, was appointed by you on May Ist. It is in- 
teresting to note that the new appointee’s father was a 
member of this Commission at one time and rendered 
faithful and creditable service for a number of years. In 
view of Miss Maginnis’ profession at the present time, 
as an instructor at the Museum of Fine Arts, the bene- 
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fits of her training and experience should add much to 
the high standing this Commission has held in the com- 
munity for a long period of time. 

As a result of this Commission’s preliminary investi- 
gation and approval, we now have two projects com- 
pleted in the downtown area which have met with the 
approval of Bostonians and visitors alike, namely, the 
improvement of the Tremont Street Mall on Boston 
Common and the improvement and re-designing of a 
plot of land in Post Office Square, both of which proj- 
ects have contributed much to our downtown surround- 
ings. 

A lack of funds has not retarded the constant vigi- 
lance which this Commission maintains over the histori- 
cal monuments throughout the City, as is evidenced by 
the following minor defects that were observed and cor- 
rected during the year: 


The reconditioning and cleaning of the statue of 
Edward Everett in Dorchester. 


The reconditioning and cleaning of the statue of 
William Lloyd Garrison on the Commonwealth 
Avenue Mall. 


The reconditioning and cleaning of the eight 
granite plaques at the John Harvard Mall in 
Charlestown. 

The replacing of the sword on the Washington 
Equestrian Statue in the Public Gardens. 

The reconditioning and cleaning of the thirteen 


tablets on the surrounding walls of the Paul 
Revere Mall. 


Restoration of the sword on the Shaw Monument 
across from the State House on the Boston 
Common. 

Approval was given to memorials for Edward A. 
Filene and Alice Stone Blackwell. 


Recommendations have been made to restore the 
Shaw Memorial and bronze figures on the Brewer 
Fountain, which were displaced ‘in 1957 and which 
would cost in ‘the vicinity of $40,000. Due to the high 
tax rate at the present time and the reluctance of philan- 
thropic agencies or individuals to contribute toward the 
cost of these improvements, we will be obliged to wait 
until some later date, when the City’s financial status 
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will allow of such expenditures... In the meantime, the 
Commission will be obliged, with ‘a very limited budget, 
to maintain and keep in fairly good condition the fol- 
lowing pieces of art under its jurisdiction: 

35 bronze statues | 

8 fountains , 

94 tablets, marking historical spots throughout the 

City 
12 granite and marble memorials 


The City of Boston is most fortunate to have a Com- 
mission of this character, serving without compensa- 
tion, and it is most unfortunate that we are not in a 
position at this time to supply the funds required to 
comply with the Commission’s recommendations. If 
we could depend upon some type of grant, either from 
the federal government or private sources, to subsidize 
the cost of maintaining, restoring and beautifying 
present historical monuments, it would be most helpful 
and more than appreciated by the residents of the City. 
We have been so closely associated with Boston’s 
history that many have taken for granted our age-old 
shrines and monuments. It has remained for visitors 
to our City to awaken our interest in these valuable 
possessions.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1958. 


The Boston Retirement System began operation on 
February 1, 1923, and the State-Boston Retirement 
System on October 1, 1946. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Walter J. Malloy, City Clerk, appointed by the Mayor, 
City Auditor Joseph P. Lally (ex officio), and John C. 
Kabachus, elected by the membership. Mr. Malloy 
was elected chairman by Mr. Lally and Mr. Kabachus. 
The City Treasurer is the custodian of the funds, and 
Paul L. Carty is secretary and executive officer. 
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SECTION I 
STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, 
by chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to 
October 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the 
Boston Retirement System or had other pension rights 
or no pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, 
under certain conditions of make-up payments, to join 
the State-Boston Retirement System during the three- 
month period between October 1, 1946, and December 
31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by 
chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for 
nonmembers and Boston Retirement System members 
for an indefinite period. 
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The following table shows in detail the receipts and 
payments of the State-Boston Retirement System for 


the fiscal year ending December 31, 1958.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CoNDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement — at any time be- 
tween ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before 
age fifty-five after having completed twenty or more 
years of creditable service. 

2. Compulsory Retirement — Group I, last day of 
the month in which the member attains age seventy. 
Officials and general employees including clerical, ad- 
ministrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechan- 
ics, and all others not otherwise classified. 


Boston RETIREMENT BOARD i, 


Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire De- 
partments not classified in Group I. Members whose 
regular and major duties require them to have the care 
and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of defective 
delinquents. 

3. Ordinary Disability — A member of the retire- 
ment system who has not attained age fifty-five and 
who has completed fifteen or more years of creditable 
service, or a member who is a veteran, as defined by 
law, who has completed ten or more years of creditable 
service and, while under the maximum age for his 
group, may be retired by the Retirement Board subject 
to whatever proof of disability it may require. Such a 
ener must be permanently incapacitated for further 

uty. 

4. Accidental Disability — In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be 
totally and permanently incapacitated for further duty 
through an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in 
the performance of his duties, before attaining the 
maximum age for his group, and retirement will be 
allowed only if (a) notice was given to the Retirement 
Board within ninety days of the occurrence or (b) ap- 
plication for such retirement is filed within two years 
of the occurrence or (c) the member received workmen’s 
compensation for the same injury or, if a member of 
Group II, a record of the injury is on file in his depart- 
ment. Such a member must be permanently incapaci- 
tated for further duty. 

In case of application for either form of disability 
retirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of 
the disability, its cause and likelihood of being perma- 
nent, should accompany the application. 

Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of 
Public Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, 
and the third representing the employee member. ‘The 
Retirement Board will act upon the recommendation of 
this panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age 60 pre-

viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to 
engage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his al- 
lowance may be reduced. If the member’s physical 
condition after such examination permits, the Retire- 
ment Board may order his reinstatement with the ap- 
proval of the head of his department. 


REPORT OF INCOME 


In accordance with Chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful 
occupation. The law further provides that if the in- 
come from gainful occupation added to the pension pay- 
ment exceeds the regular compensation which would 
have been paid to the member had he continued in 
service, such excess shall be refunded to the Retirement 
Board. 

SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of 
creditable service, and salary. An additional sum of 
$15 per year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, 
is allowed if the member is a veteran. In no event 
shall the retirement allowance exceed 80 per cent of 
either the highest five-consecutive-year average or the 
highest two-consecutive-year average salary, whichever 
is applicable in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service, a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to 
one half of the regular compensation for one year im- 
mediately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity 
based on his accumulated deductions. 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard 
to age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DisaBILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision 
consists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual 
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rate of regular compensation on the date of the accident 
or the average rate for the last twelve months during 
which regular compensation was received, whichever 
is greater. In addition, $312 per annum is payable for 
each surviving dependent child under age eighteen, or 
for each surviving child over age eighteen, if unmarried 
and physically or mentally incapacitated from earning; 
plus an annuity based on the member’s accumulated 
deductions, providing that such pension and annuity 
shall not increase the total allowance to more than the 
annual rate on which the pension is based. 


TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 

Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 

Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive 
years’ average salary, plus an annuity based on his age 
and accumulated deductions. 


Oprions AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option 
(a). This allowance is so calculated that in the event 
of death before the total payments under the annuity 
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portion of the allowance equals the amount of the 
accumulated total deductions to the member’s credit 
at the date of retirement, the balance is paid to the 
beneficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option 
is smaller than Option (a) and is so caleulated that 
upon the death of the member two thirds of such smaller 
allowance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance 
is so calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary 
will affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the 
spouse, child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the 
beneficiary dies before the effective date of retirement, 
member may make a new election of either of the three 
options. After the retirement allowance becomes effec- 
tive, the death of the beneficiary, before the death of the 
member, elected under Option (c) does not alter the 
allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (b). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance 
is computed to be less than $360 per year. In such 
cases a member will receive a refund of his total deduc- 
tions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash 
refund of his total deductions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 

SURVIVORSHIP ALLOWANCE 


The 1958 amendments to the retirement statutes 
improved substantially the provisions to surviving 
widows of members of the State-Boston Retirement 
System, namely, Chapter 614 of the Acts of 1958, 
effective January 3, 1959. 

Chapter 614 of the Acts of 1958 provides that if a 
member in service who has five years or more of credit- 
able service dies and leaves a wife to whom he had been 
married for at least three years, such widow shall receive 
an allowance of $100 a month. If there are any children 
who are under age eighteen, or over said age and physi- 
cally or mentally incapacitated from earning, an addi- 
tional allowance of fifty dollars a month for the first 
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such child plus an allowance of $35 a month for each 
additional such child. 

If there is no surviving widow or if the surviving 
widow dies, such amount as would be payable to a widow 
shall be paid in equal shares to such children surviving. 
If the widow remarries, all payments shall terminate and 
thereafter each child shall be paid $35 monthly. 

The allowance paid to any widow shall be reduced 
by the amount of any benefits payable to such widow or 
child as old age and survivors’ insurance benefit pay- 
ments under the Federal Social Security Act. 

Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, 
or sister, providing that one is named on a prescribed 
form and such form is on file at the Retirement Board 
at the time of the death of the member in service. 

Beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a lump sum 
payment due to death of a member include any person, 
institution, or organization. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the 
member and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DE&atH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in 
the performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 

The allowance granted under this section consists 
of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of 
regular compensation on the date of such injury or 
equal to two thirds of the average annual rate of regular 
compensation for the twelve-month period for which 
he last received regular compensation immediately 
preceding the date of death, whichever is greater, and an 
additional pension at the rate of $312 yearly for each 
dependent child under age eighteen, or if over said age 
and physically or mentally incapacitated from earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 

In addition, a lump sum payment of the members’ 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his 
surviving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 
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REFUNDS 


~ Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a 
member shall receive a refund of his total contributions 
and interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement 
allowance. 

VETERANS 

A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 per cent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance 
allowance payable to him while he was holding the 
grade held by him at his retirement, and payable from 
the same source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated’ for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and 
payable from the same source; provided he had been in 
sald service for at least ten years, with a further allow- 
ance of 1 per cent of said annual compensation for each 
additional year of service, but not to exceed 65 per cent 
in any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the 
Boston Retirement System and those veterans who are 
members of the Noncontributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 per cent of 
salary, not including overtime or bonuses. Additional 
contributions may be made at the rate of 5 per cent of 
salary, not to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 

All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 


Boston RETIREMENT BOARD 11 


The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 

Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings 
fund when a retirement allowance becomes effective 
for the member. Also transferred to this fund are any 
amounts standing to the credit of the member in the 
special fund for military service. The total amounts so 
transferred on account of any member shall thereby 
establish the initial annuity reserve for the annuity 
portion of his retirement allowance. 

Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts ap- 
propriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of 
the administration except those amounts as may be ap- 
propriated for the special fund for military service 
credit. All pensions to members or to beneficiaries and 
all pensions paid are paid from this fund. 

The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
into the system as regular deductions by members 
thereof on military leaves of absence had these members 
remained in the active service of the City of Boston. 

The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 390 members from 
active service; of this number 296 were for service, 
twenty-two for ordinary disability, seventeen for ac- 
cidental disability, and nine were termination retire- 
ments. Survivorship allowances granted amounted to 
forty-three, and three accidental death benefits were 
granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,203, of which 390 were retirements, 674 were due to 
resignations and dismissals, sixty-three due to veteran 
retirements, and seventy-six were due to death. 
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Members enrolled into the system during 1958 
amounted to 1,333, of which 264 were former members 
of the Boston Retirement System who joined the State- 
Boston Retirement System in accordance with Chapter 
391 of the Acts of 1958. This brought the net amount of 
active members to 19,705. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, dismissals, deaths, veteran retirements, and 
transfers to other systems throughout the Common- 
wealth was $998,531.90 for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1958. 
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Boston Housina AUTHORITY 
Under the provisions of Chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston 
Retirement System as provided by Sections 1-28 of 
Chapter 32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


During the year the Board retired seven male members 
of the Boston Housing Authority due to superannuation 
and granted three survivorship benefits. 


Withdrawals from membership due to resignations 
and death amounted to thirty-five; of this number 
thirty-four were due to resignations and one due to 
death. 


New members enrolled during 1958 amounted to 
sixty-six, bringing the net amount of active members to 
872. 


The amount of cash refunded as a result of with- 
drawals, death, and transfers to other systems through- 
out the Commonwealth was $22,450.89. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further 
provided employees who transferred from the Boston 
Housing Authority and other eligible employees member- 
ship in the State-Boston Retirement System under the 
provisions of Sections 1-28 of Chapter 32 of the Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws. 


During the first year of operation of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority, forty-four employees became 
members of the State-Boston Retirement System; of 
this number two withdrawals due to resignations left a 
net membership of forty-two employees. There were 
no deaths or retirements recorded for the year ending 
December 31, 1958.

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SECTION II 
BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a num- 
ber of noncontributory retirement plans for employees 
of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, schoolteachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation 
officers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on February 1, 
1923, a system of retirement for employees of the City 
of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system became 
known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 1923, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible to a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action 
on their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 
1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be 
retired on his own request, or on the request of the head 
of his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to the 
annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not exceed 
one half of the employee’s average salary for five years 
immediately preceding retirement. 

If a member has been an employee for a period of 
fifteen or more years, the total retirement allowance 
shall not be less than $480 a year. 
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ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, 
a member under age sixty who has completed fifteen 
years of service in the city or county may be granted a 
retirement allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity 
based on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, 
in addition, a pension equal to nine-tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


MepicaL Boarp 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a 
surgeon, a medical practitioner, and a_ neurologist. 
The Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the 
Boston City Hospital on nominations made by the 
senior medical staff. The Medical Board shall arrange 
for and pass upon all medical examinations and report 
in writing to the Retirement Board its conclusions and 
recommendations thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an 
accident occurring in the performance of duty, regard- 
less of age and length of service, he may be granted a 
retirement allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity 
based on the value of his accumulated deductions and, 
in addition, a pension of such an amount as will, to- 
gether with the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the 
annual compensation received by him during the year 
immediately preceding the date of accident. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty 
who has retired for disability shall submit to a medical 
examination by the Medical Board appointed for the 
purpose. If the Medical Board shall find that the dis- 
ability for which the member was retired has ceased, 
the member may be restored to active duty, or, if the 
member fails to submit to an examination, his retire- 
ment allowance shall be discontinued. 
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REporT OF INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston 
Retirement System or by any other retirement system 
are also subject to Chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DratH BENEFITS 


Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may 
be granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result 
of an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, 
a pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, 
or, if he leaves no widow, to his children under age 
eighteen and unmarried, or, if he has no children under 
age eighteen and unmarried, to his dependent father or 
mother. 

OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or bene- 
ficlary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allow- 
ance paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a 
blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 

Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. 
The member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 
There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 
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REFUNDS 

If a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement, the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 per cent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound 
interest at 4 per cent will be paid to his legal repre- 
sentative or to the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. 
Beneficiaries must be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 

The ‘‘veteran law’ as explained in the first section 
of this report is also applicable to eligible members of 
the Boston Retirement System. 

FINANCING 

Each member contributes 4 per cent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are 
not assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the lability 
on account of current services of members. The ac- 
cumulated liability contribution covers the liability on 
account of services rendered before the establishment of 
the system and will be discontinued when the lability 
is liquidated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired four members from 
active service; of this number one was for service, one 
for ordinary disability, one for accidental disability and 
one accidental death benefit was granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
348, of which four were retirements, eleven were resig- 
nations and dismissals, twenty-three were due to death, 
and forty-six were veteran retirements. Also included 
were 264 members who joined the State-Boston Re- 
tirement System in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958. This brought the net 
amount of active members to 1,055. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resig- 
nations, dismissals, deaths, and veteran retirements was 
$368,204.91 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1958.

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DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATION 


As the result of a survey conducted by the Adminis- 
trative Services Department under the direction of his 
Honor, the Mayor, in the interest of increased efficiency, 
an internal reorganization of the Building Department 
was effected on January 1, 1955. The functions and 
services of the department were divided into five general 
groups — 


Administration and General Services 
Technical Services 

Construction and Safety Inspections 
Mechanical Inspections 

Electrical Inspections 


The administrative and general services group is 
charged with the proper functioning of the department, 
carrying on all routine office procedures and maintaining 
records of the activities of the department. All licenses 
and permits are processed and issued by this group. 


The technical services group passes on all applications 
and plans for permits for the erection, alteration, and 
repairing of buildings and structures. It also conducts 
examinations and tests of materials and methods used 
in construction of buildings and makes recommenda- 
tions to the Building Commissioner as to approval or 
disapproval of such methods and materials. 


The construction and safety inspections group, com- 
prising the head of the division, two chief building 
inspectors, one chief egress inspector, and a staff of 
building, egress and zoning inspectors, inspects and 
examines all buildings and structures in process of erec- 
tion, repair, alteration, or demolition. It also inspects 
all buildings as to proper and sufficient means of egress 
in relation to the construction and occupancy of such 
structures. 


The mechanical inspections section is charged with 
the inspection of all mechanical functions in connection 
with the erection or alteration of buildings and struc- 
tures. It inspects all installations or extensions of plumb- 
ing, gasfitting, elevator, and sprinkler systems. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT S 


The electrical inspections group examines and inspects 
all electrical work, both interior and exterior, which 
comes under the control of the Building Department. 


In accordance with an ordinance passed by the City 
Council and effective as of December 1, 1956, there was 
established a revised schedule of fees for permits and 
licenses issued by the department. This revised schedule 
has brought about a marked increase in the revenue of 
the department, though falling far short of making the 
department self-supporting.

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PUBLIC SAFETY COMMISSION 


Hon. JoHN B. Hynss, 
Mayor of Boston. 

We are pleased to submit herewith the fifth annual 
report of the Public Safety Commission for the year 
commencing January 1, 1958, and ending December 31, 
1958. 

The chief function of this Commission, which was 
established in May of 1954, is to coordinate the work of 
the Building, Fire, and Health Departments to the end 
that there may be efficient and concerted action by said 
departments under the provisions of Chapter 2, Sec- 
tion 25, of the Ordinances of 1954. 

In accordance with further provisions of the ordinance, 
meetings were held monthly, during the year 1958, on 
the following dates: 


January 21 July 22 
February 18 August 19 
March 25 September 26 
April 22 October 7 
May 20 November 18 
June 24 December 2 


A special meeting was held under date of November 21 
to discuss the subject of ‘‘atomic waste disposal,’’ to 
which reference is made later in this report. Minutes 
of all meetings are recorded and retained by the Acting 
Secretary, and copies of same have been supplied to you 
and members of the Commission during the year. 

Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are separate and distinct from those of 
this Commission, and a statistical report of its activities 
is submitted under a separate section, following the 
report of this Commission. 

This was the first full year of operations conducted 
under the chairmanship of William Arthur Reilly, a 
charter member of the Commission. By virtue of the 
advancement of Mr. Reilly to the chairmanship, due to 
the demise of the late John A. Breen, in the latter part 
of 1957, Timothy J. O’Connor, the Traffic Commissioner, 
became a member of this Commission. 

Among the various public safety measures discussed 
during the year, demolition, atomic waste disposal, in- 
spectional programs, and improvements in fire preven- 
tion have received priority. 
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One of the major recommendations of this Commis- 
sion was prompted by the limitations conferred on it by 
the wording of the ordinance which confines our duties 
and responsibilities to the coordination of operations of 
the Building, Fire, and Health Departments. This 
having been accomplished to the greatest degree possible 
at this time, it was felt that the expansion of duties and 
membership should be considered favorably or the 
number of meetings required by the ordinance reduced 
from twelve per year to four. In this connection, it was 
recommended and a petition was filed with the Legisla- 
ture this year to add the Police Commissioner and the 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools to the Commission. 
In the event the General Court acts upon this petition 
favorably, it is our intent to request your approval of an 
amendment to the existing ordinance to include two 
additional members, namely, the Public Works Com- 
missioner and the Civil Defense Director. 

The main purpose of recommending the above expan- 
sion is to make more uniform the adoption of recom- 
mendations concerning public safety in various depart- 
ments of the city and also to provide a body that could 
serve in a broader field of public safety and could plan 
for and organize the operations of a coordinated disaster 
relief program. At the present time there is no central- 
ized ageney, outside of Civil Defense, which can deal 
with problems arising from floods, hurricanes, major 
snowstorms, or other such emergencies. 

Further, it is hoped, through the cooperation of the 
Police Department and the Civil Defense Department, 
that we can be helpful in coordinating the work of all 
departments involved to the end that the authority with 
which the Police and Civil Defense Departments are 
vested can be more systematically applied to the opera- 
tions of all other departments represented. The linking 
together of these activities, as a result of the combined 
_thinking of the various agencies involved, would be a 
major improvement in present operations and would 
result in the establishment of a worth-while safety pro- 
eram which could be administered and governed by 
city officials at no extra cost. 

Following herewith is a summary of the subjects dis- 
cussed during the year in the matter of public safety. 


Demolition Program 


Since the inception of the demolition program in 1956 
to the end of December, 1958, 1,170 dilapidated struc- 
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tures were razed through the joint efforts of the Building 
and Health Departments, 540 being razed during the 
past year alone. The cost of the entire program to 
December 31, 1958, has been $1,124,936.63, of which 
$467,207.40 was spent on this all-important work during 
the past year. The latter figure includes an expenditure 
of $139,704 for the repair of 172 buildings. 

At the outset of the demolition program it was not 
customary or believed necessary for the Director of 
Demolition, John A. Murray, to inform other govern- 
ment agencies, such as the Planning Board and the 
Urban Renewal Coordinating Committee, of demolition 
plans, but it was found from experience that these 
agencies should be consulted before any definite action 
is taken in any specific area. This procedure has been 
put into effect and has resulted in a methodical coor- 
dination of thinking among the various agencies involved 
and has eliminated conflicting viewpoints in the matter 
of over-all planning. 

Although demolition plans are discussed at Urban Re- 
newal Coordinating Committee meetings and the actual 
expenditure of funds is delegated to the Building and 
Health Departments, the fact that the demolition of 
unsafe buildings is a public safety factor makes it 
necessary for this Commission to report thereon. 


Land Bank Assembly Legislation 


This is another subject that has been discussed and 
reviewed at Urban Renewal Coordinating Committee 
meetings in addition to being discussed by this Com- 
mission and, as it is so essential to the progress and 
success of the demolition program, a report on the sub- 
ject is incorporated herein. 

As you know, under existing legislation, demolition 
can be accomplished only at such times as a formal 
condemnation of a structure can be secured from the 
Building or Health Departments, the former for reasons 
pertaining to structural safety and the latter for reasons 
pertaining to health safety. It has been found, in many 
cases, that after either of the above departments would 
condemn a building and the matter was referred to Mr. 
Murray for legal processing, a specific building to be 
demolished would be located within a block of other 
buildings that were in a rundown condition but not 
sufficiently unsafe to warrant their demolition. In such 
cases we have been faced with two problems, namely, 
the unsightly appearance of an open gap between a 
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group of dilapidated structures and the impossibility of 
removing the remaining structures under existing legis- 
lation. 

This Commission agreed with the thinking of Mr. 
Murray and the Urban Renewal Coordinating Com- 
mittee that legislation should be enacted to correct this 
situation by giving the city or some other agency the 
authority to demolish all such blocks, which are more 
common in the South End and Roxbury sections of the 
city, so that land could be disposed of more quickly to 
prospective developers. If whole blocks could be 
cleared at one time, the city would have a better op- 
portunity to sell sizable lots for either industrial or 
residential purposes, such as the zoning laws will permit. 
At the present time the city is saddled with many small 
lots in undeveloped areas for which there is no market 
and which are used mainly for the disposal of rubbish 
and refuse. 

The enactment of recommended legislation would 
result in accelerating the demolition program, would 
be an incentive for prospective investors to locate here, 
and would create an active market for many of the lots 
which are now lying dormant, producing no revenue 
and costing the city money to maintain. 


Disposal of Atomic Waste Material 

A special meeting was held under date of November 21 
concerning the above subject, while further discussions 
were held on several other occasions at regular meetings. 
At the special meeting and other meetings where this 
subject was discussed, representatives were in attend- 
ance from the following agencies: 


Civil Defense Department; State Department of Public 
Works; Police Department, Waterfront Division; Tire 
Department; United States Coast Guard; Navy De- 
partment; City Council; Atomic Energy Commission; 
Licensing Division; Boston Health Department; State 
Department of Public Health; and Division of Waterways, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


The reason for calling meetings on this important 
subject emanated from the city’s inheritance of a tenant 
on the water front who is engaged in the business of 
atomic waste disposal. Since the city is at present the 
owner of Piers No. 2 and No. 4 on Northern Avenue, 
where its tenant conducts his business, it was of par- 
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ticular interest to this Commission to ascertain just 
what regulations were in effect to control and govern 
his various activities. As this was a new problem 
with which the city had no previous experience, and 
relying more or less on the Atomic Energy Commission 
regulations, it was considered advisable to explore the 
subject with a view to determining what, if any, provi- 
sions were available under existing statutes or ordinances 
that would give the city authority to supervise and 
control the handling, storage, and transportation of 
radioactive materials. 

A public hearing was held at the Gardner Auditorium, 
State House, on December 10, which was attended by 
several members of this Commission, on a proposed 
sanitary code in which might be incorporated designated 
authority to control radioactive substances. It was the 
consensus of Commission members present that the 
control of such substances is covered thoroughly under 
Atomic Energy Commission regulations but, neverthe- 
less, it was felt that the city should have some type of 
authority, legislative or otherwise, to control the hand- 
ling, storage, transportation, or disposal of such 
materials. The Health Department’s interest was 
prompted by the disposal of radioactive substances by 
various hospitals throughout the city, through the use of 
radioactive iodine. This particular substance exhausts 
its radioactivity every eleven days by one half and, 
when it reaches its minimum activity, the hospitals are 
authorized to dispose of it in a sewer, under the provi- 
sions of the Atomic Energy Commission regulations. 
We have gained some interesting knowledge and 
definite facts regarding this subject and are prepared, 
if necessary, to establish regulatory standards in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of proposed legislation, 
if and when enacted. 


Inspectional Programs 

A major step in improving and coordinating inspec- 
tions was accomplished during the past year through 
the adoption of a new general form initiated by this 
Commission and approved by the Administrative Serv- 
ices Board, namely, General Form No. 65. This new 
form can not only be used by the various inspectional 
units of city government but can be used either by any 
employee of the city government or by any individual 
who might desire to register a complaint. The coordi- 
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nation of inspectional operations among Fire, Health, 
and Building Inspectors has been most satisfactory, 
and, because of this close association in the matter of 
inspections, the use of this form has resulted in greater 
efficiency, speedier action, and an excellent example of 
teamwork in all matters pertaining to the operations 
of the respective departments. All city agencies have 
been notified that supplies of these forms are available 
at the Printing Plant and can be secured by requisition. 

We are hopeful that during the current year this new 
procedure of reporting will be expanded throughout 
other city departments so that a uniformity in and 
familiarity with this procedure will result in the cor- 
recting of many defects in city operations more quickly 
and more efficiently than has been the policy in the 
past. Promptness in reporting defects, such as we often 
observe in sidewalks and public ways, unsafe projec- 
tions over the highways, trash and rubbish accumulation, 
faulty and defective traffic signals, nonoperating street 
lights, damage to property, and countless others, will 
make for a cleaner and more healthful community in 
which to live. From the standpoint of public safety, it 
will minimize accidents, eliminate to a large extent un- 
necessary hazards, and will decrease the number of suits 
brought against the city each year, which have been 
increasing rather than decreasing over the past decade. 
One of the main features of the new reporting form is a 
listing in alphabetical order of the most common defects 
or violations and the department or agency to which 
they should be referred for attention. 


Fire Department Inspections 


As the Fire Department annual report will contain 
detailed information on its operations, we will not 
attempt to list herein the many varied subjects con- 
cerning Fire Department operations discussed at Public 
Safety meetings, but we feel, however, that reference 
should be made to the acceleration of inspection pro- 
erams as a result of this Commission’s recommendations. 

In addition to the in-service inspectional program and 
the hydrant inspectional program, both of which were 
inaugurated some three years ago, two other important 
inspectional programs have been progressing efficiently 
and satisfactorily. 

One program which has contributed much to thesuccess 
of urban renewal activities concerns the inspection of 
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homes and all other structures in the Mt. Bowdoin- 
Codman Square area of Dorchester, which is near com- 
pletion. As soon as this area is completed, another area 
will be inspected. The system of inspecting, inaugurated 
by this Commission and approved by the Urban Re- 
newal Coordinating Committee, requires a team of nine 
inspectors (three from the Fire Department, three from 
the Building Department, and three from the Health 
Department) to inspect all properties in an area desig- 
nated by the Urban Renewal Coordinating Committee 
for any violations of the Building and Housing Codes, 
in addition to regulations of the Fire Department. 
This coordination of inspections has proven to be a 
workable and satisfactory operation and has been most 
helpful not only to the urban renewal program but to 
the discovery of many violations (some hazardous) of 
which property owners were previously uninformed. The 
cooperation of residents in the Mt. Bowdoin-Codman 
Square area in correcting violations brought to their 
attention has been most gratifying and well worth the 
time and effort devoted to this all-important work. 


The second program, inaugurated the latter part of 
the year and prompted by the great loss of life in a 
parochial school fire in Chicago, has been continuing at 
rapid pace, with both fire and building inspectors making 
thorough inspections throughout the city of all public, 
private and parochial schools, churches, hospitals, rest 
homes, day nurseries, etc. Inspections to date have 
indicated that parochial schools and Catholic churches 
within the city are in excellent condition from a safety 
standpoint because of safety measures adopted by His 
Kminence, Richard Cardinal Cushing, over a year ago. 


It was found, however, that several public schools 
and other institutions do not have proper egress, and 
these violations were brought to the attention of the 
respective controlling agencies for correction. Revisits 
to the institutions involved to ascertain whether or not 
violations have been corrected is a standard procedure, 
and, in the event recommendations are not complied 
with within a reasonable period of time, more drastic 
action is then taken. 


We are confident that these various types of inspec- 
tions will result in making the public more safety- 
conscious and will serve as a helpful tool in educating 
the public in the hazards that result from neglect and 
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apathy on the part of many who should display a 
greater interest and knowledge in the fields of building, 
health, and fire safety. 


Miscellaneous 


The Health Department has been issuing press re- 
leases on various matters of health safety during the 
year for the information of the general public, one of 
the more important of which concerns the establishment 
of a ‘“‘Poison Center” located in the Children’s Medical 
Center, 300 Longwood avenue. ‘‘Poison Centers” of a 
similar nature have been established in many sections 
of the country and have proven most helpful in the 
saving of lives, especially the lives of children. It has 
been found that most cases of poisoning are attributed 
to carelessness on the part of parents who fail to keep 
toxic substances, such as aspirin, kerosene, etc., out of 
the reach of children and, in most cases, when a child 
consumes a large portion of these substances, the parents 
are at a loss to know what to do and, in the event they 
are unsuccessful in securing a doctor immediately, chil- 
dren’s lives are endangered. Under the present system 
any person in the community confronted with such a 
situation, whether it be a child or an adult, can call this 
‘Poison Center,’ BE 2—2120, and receive instructions 
over the ’phone for immediate relief. All types of poisons 
are catalogued, and a doctor is on duty twenty-four 
hours a day. 

Interest was indicated in early March for the possible 
purchase of the West End Health Unit by a redevelop- 
ment group, as it was pointed out that the need for such 
a facility would not exist in the immediate future due 
to a change in the character of the population when 
the new West End Development was completed. How- 
ever, your wisdom in deferring action on the matter 
was immediately endorsed by this Commission, as we 
agreed that such a facility should be retained in the area 
until present residents had been relocated, and for the 
further reason that upon completion of the West End 
Development and its occupancy by a higher income 
group, the property at that time would demand a 
higher price than could have been secured when the 
prospective buyer indicated an interest or even at the 
present time. 

It was recommended upon several occasions that an 
attorney from the Law Department be assigned to the 
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Building Department to handle many of the legal 
processes that are required in the matter of demolition, 
Building Code violations, Zoning Code petitions and 
violations, court proceedings, etc. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, due to a shortage of attorneys in the Law Depart- 
ment (several resigned to accept positions with the 
Attorney General) and the desire of the Corporation 
Counsel to cooperate in observing the ‘“‘no hire’”’ policy 
adopted in connection with the ‘‘White Paper Agree- 
ment,” the recommendation was not acted upon favor- 
ably. However, we are hopeful that further considera- 
tion will be given the proposal during the current year, 
as it is our belief that the assignment of an attorney to 
the Building Department will relieve inspectors of many 
of the legal duties they are obliged to perform at the 
present time and will allow them to devote more time 
to inspectional duties. 

A street numbering program was inaugurated, and 
cooperation of property owners was most satisfactory. 
Inspections were centered within the downtown area, 
with special attention being devoted to the Tremont 
and Boylston Street areas. It was surprising to learn 
how many important buildings in the downtown area 
were not identified by numbers, and a casual examination 
of residential homes throughout the city indicated a 
similar neglect. Although this program might appear 
to be minor in importance, nevertheless neglect in 
numbering a business establishment or a home not only 
casts an unfavorable reflection on the owners of such 
properties but indicates that city officials are lax in 
enforcing the provisions of an ordinance that has been 
in existence since 1824. This program will continue 
until every location in the city is properly identified by 
number. These so-called picayune matters, when 
little or no attention is paid to them, result in general 
confusion and disinterest, which are detriments to the 
future planning of a well-organized municipality. 


SUMMARY 


The completion of five years of coordinated operations 
in the field of public safety has resulted in several major 
improvements over past performance, when _ public 
safety agencies acted as individual and separate entities. 
Many minor improvements in operations were inaugu- 
rated and established as standard procedures. The 
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exchanging of ideas among officials of the Building, 
Health, Fire, Traffic, and Administrative Service De- 
partments has been a contributing factor to the over-all 
study of public safety, and if and when the Police, 
School, Public Works and Civil Defense officials become 
associated with the present Commission, we can look 
forward to greater progress and an expansion of public 
safety studies in areas that have not been explored in 
their entirety up to the present time. In this connec- 
tion, we make reference to such subjects as juvenile 
delinquency, disaster relief programs, the acceleration 
of health and safety programs in our schools, automotive 
and pedestrian safety, educational programs for the 
general public in home accidents, seasonal accidents 
attributed to outdoor and indoor athletic activities, 
educational programs in connection with our Building, 
Fire, Housing and Zoning Codes, and many others. 
Safety subjects of which we have not heard up to the 
present time will arise as time goes on, and the only 
way to be prepared to face future problems is to have 
a working committee of officials interested in the various 
phases of public safety who will be on the alert at all 
times. . 


The following are some of the activities initiated by 
our Commission, or in which our members were import- 
ant consultants: 

1. A new Housing Code 
2. A new Building Code 
3. Establishment of a Public Health Council 


4. Elimination of dangerous coasting areas throughout 
the city 


5. Enactment of an all-night parking law 


6. Improving Fire Department operations to such a 
degree as to prompt a commendation from the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters 


7. Adoption of safety regulations for the operation of 
elevators 


8. Inauguration of a demolition program 


9. Enforcement of Building and Housing Code viola- 
tions 


10. Control over the spread of polio and Asian flu 


11. Adoption of a general form for reporting violations 
and defects in city services 
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12. Preliminary approvals of building plans by Fire De- 
partment to eliminate possible fire hazards in the future 


13. Forming of inspection teams in groups of nine — 
three each from the Building, Fire, and Health Depart- 
ments, working simultaneously in specific areas 


14. Inauguration of a street numbering program 


15. Inauguration of an accelerated inspection program 
covering schools, churches, hospitals, rest homes, day 
nurseries, etc. 


We are hopeful that during the current year legisla- 
tion will be enacted and the ordinances amended to 
expand our membership and activities so that our con- 
templated program for the future will become a reality.

This report for the year 1958 is the fourth annual 
report of the Beacon Hill Architectural Commission 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 616, 
Acts of 1955, as amended, is herewith submitted through 
the Building Commissioner. 

The Commission has the duty of passing on the ap- 
propriateness of all changes in exterior architectural 
features of structures in the historic Beacon Hill district. 
We held nine meetings in 1958, all of which were open 
to the public.

Frank J. Coughlin, executive secretary of the Build- 
ing Department, continued to act as secretary to the 
Commission. 
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During the year the Legislature amended Chapter 
616, Acts of 1955, by two significant acts. 

Chapter 314, Acts of 1958, was the result of a bill 
which your Honor submitted at the suggestion of the 
Commission. It strengthened the original law by giving 
the Commission control over changes in color and the 
power to prevent the demolition of buildings. 

We were pleased that the Legislature recognized the 
thesis that you cannot maintain the integrity of a 
historic district if incongruous colors are allowed to 
creep in or our architectural heritage gradually is 
demolished. This amendment now gives our law the 
same powers as are contained in the Nantucket and 
Lexington Laws and in such other architectural control 
laws of historic districts in Alexandria and Richmond, 
Virginia, New Orleans, Louisiana, and Georgetown, 
Dae 

Chapter 315 extended the historic district to include 
‘‘Lower Beacon Hill” or the area west of River street to 
Embankment road and north of Beacon street to 
Pinckney street. The Commission was extremely 
pleased that property owners in this area felt that the 
law was working out so well that they wished to be 
included under the Commission’s jurisdiction. This 
amendment added approximately fourteen acres to the 
historic Beacon Hill district, so that it now comprises 
approximately thirty-six acres. 

There has been a marked improvement in the ap- 
pearance of many properties in the historic district in 
the last four years, and the clean-up campaign and the 
window box program of the Beacon Hill Civic Associa- 
tion and Garden Club has further enhanced the at- 
tractiveness of the area. We believe that the archi- 
tectural control law has been an incentive for this 
increased civic consciousness. i | 

The Commission has continued to receive excellent 
cooperation from the Building Department and other 
city departments and, in general, from the public 
concerned with its work. Very occasionally we en- 
counter property owners and tenants who are un- 
cooperative. Even most of these have been won over 
to the program by patient persuasion. 

We are still hopeful that we can administer this law 
without legal action, but we may have to appeal to the 
Superior Court occasionally, where all else fails.

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SUMMARY OF RENEWAL ACTIVITY IN THE 
MT. BOWDOIN-CODMAN IMPROVEMENT 
AREA 


March 1, 1959. 
Hon. JoHn B. Hynes, 
Mayor of Boston. 


In June, a vital element in the workable program for 
urban renewal was initiated by the designation of the 
Mt. Bowdoin-Codman section of Dorchester as an 
improvement area. This area of nearly four hundred 
acres was selected by the Mayor’s Coordinating Com- 
mittee as a pilot area in a projected plan to conserve 
and improve a belt of substantially good property clear 
across the city. The intention is to immediately estab- 
lish a stop-the-blight zone and at the same time provide 
a first point of attack in the long-term ‘‘roll-back”’ of 
blight, as federal funds become available for rehabili- 
tation of the bordering blighted areas to the north. 

Under the auspices of the Dorchester Rehabilitation 
and Conservation Committee a ‘‘grass-roots”’ citizen 
association and an advisory committee of local banking 
interests have been formed as citizen participation 
groups. The city’s participation in the program has 
two phases, that of code inspection and enforcement and 
providing public improvements. 

The Mt. Bowdoin-Codman Citizens Action Com- 
mittee has had one general meeting a month, starting 
in July, and a steering committee has also been meeting 
every third Monday in the month. The average at- 
tendance at the general meetings has been fifty, and 
about two hundred people have attended at least one 
meeting. The usual officers have been elected and 
several subcommittees have been formed to report on 
civic improvements needed in the area. Speakers from 
city departments have been provided for the monthly 
meetings, and suitable publicity has been obtained from 
the local papers just prior to the meetings. The pro- 
viding of speakers has been a vital element in en- 
couraging attendance through the winter. 

In November an advisory committee composed of 
representatives of the banking interests was formed to 
make advice and service available to owners in the area 
regarding loans and mortgages. This committee has 
not been active, one reason being that the area is not 
eligible for Section 220 loans, i.e., F.H.A. special insur- 
ance for renewal areas. 
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On August 4 three teams of three men each, repre- 
senting the Building, Health, and Fire Departments, 
started a systematic code inspection program. Letters 
signed by the deputy mayor telling of the program and 
its objective were mailed to all owners and tenants 
prior to the inspectors’ visit to the premises. The in- 
spections were completed at the end of a 6-months’ 
period, as estimated, at the rate of 15 dwelling units 
per team per day. Ninety-two per cent of 4,998 
units were inspected.* 

This area is truly a transition or boundary area with 
substandard conditions just beginning to show at the 
northwest corner, middle-income housing, mostly two- 
family houses, on the west and the central eastern part, 
with a fine old single-family area holding up in the 
southeastern section, and a small single-family de- 
velopment being hard pressed in the Mt. Bowdoin 
section in the northeast. The housing, containing 5,000 
dwelling units in 2,272 structures, is almost entirely of 
wood frame construction. In 1950, on a structure basis, 
the houses were 75 per cent owner occupied, an increase 
of 19 per cent over 1940 census data. 


The results of the inspection program showed a total 
of 941 code violations affecting 484 structures, the great 
majority of violations being minor in character. Almost 
half of the violations were recorded in the northwest 
section, containing 29 per cent of the dwelling units, 
where blight is beginning to show. In this northwest 
section 19 per cent of the structures had building code 
violations and 8.7 per cent had housing code violations. 
In the total area 276, or 12 per cent of the structures, 
had building code violations, 90, or 4 per cent, had 
housing code violations, and 151, or 6.7 per cent, had 
fire regulation violations. For comparison purposes, as 
between a structure and dwelling unit as the basic unit, 
it was found that the percentage of housing code viola- 
tions was very nearly the same — 4 per cent against 
3.8 per cent. 

As to type of violation, the building inspection 
records were as follows: 32 per cent faulty porches 
(rotted floors, rails, and posts), 21 per cent exterior 


* This percentage does not hold for Building Code inspections since 
those inspectors were assigned to the school survey near the end of the 
program. At that time it was agreed that the health inspectors would 
note probable structural defects in their inspections and notify the Build- 
ing Department for a later inspection. 
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stairs in bad condition, 12 per cent cracked or deterio- 
rated foundations, 514 per cent lack of proper egress, 
51% per cent interior defects (plaster, ceiling, or wall in 
bad condition, etc.), 5 per cent chimney defects, 2 per 
cent roofs in poor condition, 17 per cent miscellaneous 
(cracked outside walls, garages in disrepair, rotted 
gutters, illegal occupancy, ete.). Of these violations, 
16 per cent were classified as unsafe and dangerous, 
requiring immediate correction. 

Housing code violations showed 45 per cent pertaining 
to light, ventilation, and heating infringements, 30 
per cent to improper storage and disposal of rubbish 
and garbage, 13 per cent to plumbing defects, and 12 
per cent to maintenance deficiencies. There were 
44 cases of insufficient electric outlets, 27 cases of 
improper ventilation of bathrooms, 26 cases of rubbish 
stored in an unsanitary manner within the dwelling 
unit, 23 cases of lack of window or skylight to habitable 
room, 22 cases of obstructed means of egress, and 25 
other types of violations varying from 1 to 21 of each. 

Of the 167 fire regulation violations, 82 were for 
rubbish in the cellar, 68 were for lack of an oil permit, 
the other 17 being chargeable against hazardous storage 
of rubbish in attics, halls, and yards, improper smoke 
and steampipe connections, defective heaters, etc. 

Regarding compliance, the record in the Building 
Department indicates that out of 511 violations ap- 
proximately 260 have been abated, 190 are still in 
process, some of which may require court action, and 
60 cases required court action. Most of the cases 
entered in the court have been completed and thus 
abated but some are still in process. In addition, the 
Building Department inspection reports noted some 
200 buildings that needed painting. Since August 4, 
150 permits to make repairs have been issued by the 
Building Department. Some, of course, were the result 
of compliance with the code, but a large number were by 
voluntary action. 

The Health Department records show that 246 of the 
263 violations have been abated and 17 are still pending. 
Fire regulations require that violations be corrected 
within 48 hours. Reinspections have been made, and 
the record indicates that there has been 100 per cent 
compliance on fire violations. 

On the positive side, as a result of committee action, 
Mt. Bowdoin Green, a small park area, was cleaned up, 
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16 diseased trees were removed, 3 streets were repaved, 
slow signs were erected on West Tremlett street, 1 dilapi- 
dated dwelling was razed, action was taken on several 
complaints involving garbage disposal, sewer condi- 
tions, etc. Surveys for improved street lighting and 
reconstructed streets and sidewalks have been made, 
and a program has been established for the spring con- 
struction season. 

The Department of Public Works has budgeted 9 
streets for complete reconstruction and 9 additional 
streets for sidewalk repairs. A citizens subcommittee 
was formed at the last meeting to survey residents of 
these 18 streets to determine which owners desired tree 
planting, the Park Department having requested $4,000 
in its budget for this item. The improved street lighting 
program is scheduled to begin shortly. 

The citizens committee brought a petition to the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment for a change in zone from 
business to residential to conserve an area on Washing- 
ton street which is now basically in residential use. The 
group is acutely aware of zoning as a tool for better- 
ment. However, two of their zoning problems are 
general in character. One is that the upper part of 
Washington street, which is zoned as a local business 
district, is gradually becoming a general business dis- 
trict, 1.e., wholesale business, storage, and even manu- 
facturing are creeping in through the variance procedure. 
For instance, a wholesale grocery establishment is now 
operating in a former theater, and a garage has been 
turned into a paper box assembling plant. This is a 
natural process, as the demand for a higher use (in this 
case, local business operations) peters out, but it is of 
course in the direction of obsolescence as far as the im- 
mediate neighborhood is concerned. The other problem 
is that of razing nonconforming vacant store buildings 
(there are several in the area). There has as yet been 
no demonstration on the part of the committee to 
persuade rehabilitation of neighboring homes needing 
repair. The reason for this is that the committee 
members to a large extent represent the better sections 
in the area. They are aware that blight at the north 
west corner is spreading, and their ulterior motive is to 
prevent minority groups from moving in. They have 
been inclined to take the position of ‘‘ Let’s see what the 
city is going to do first.”” They are impatient with the 
delays in the process of eliminating particular gripes 
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that they themselves have reported, such as the razing 
of an abandoned building or the fixing up of a building 
that is badly in need of repair, and where the owner is 
using every possible means to forestall it. Neverthe- 
less there are several real workers on the committee, 
and there is therefore a good nucleus for an expanded 
neighborhood organization where none previously ex- 
isted. The real test on the success of this program will 
be shown by their response to a scheduled consolidated 
public improvement program in the late spring. If 
favorable it should ignite a larger membership drive 
with a division into sectional committees, which should 
undertake some demonstration of private rehabilitation 
work. 


Problems 


1. The matter of allaying an antiminority feeling. 
(Karly suggestion for an anti-discrimination speaker 
quashed.) 

2. How to move the advisory group from a ‘‘we 
will help stage” into doing a little programming and 
publicity on its own. (Frankly, I haven’t followed 
through on this.). 

3. How to get the citizens committee to develop its 
own momentum instead of depending on the city as 
the prime mover. (At the last steering committee 
meeting the matter of expansion and renewal of sub- 
committee work was discussed.) 


Recommendations 


That the United Community Services supply a social 
worker to fill the need of a community organizer. 


That smaller areas be used as the unit for community 
organization — say about a quarter-mile radius. This 
would roughly be about one quarter of the Mt. Bowdoin- 
Codman area with about 1,200 dwelling units. A unit 
of this size might get behind block demonstration 
projects.

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Civit DEFENSE ACTIVITIES, 1958 


Statement of Policy 


During the past year the official policy of the Com- 
monwealth which is expressed in Executive Order 31 
of February, 1956, still remains in force and continues 
as the official policy. However, during this year the 
unofficial emphasis in all Civil Defense has been on a 
shelter program, and we have actually had two policies, 
one of which is to evacuate if there is time, and the 
other to take refuge in the best possible shelter if there 
is little or no time. For this reason emphasis has been 
placed throughout the country on two signals — the 
alert or evacuation signal and the take cover signal. 

From the point of view of the City. of Boston both of 
these policies present problems. If a megaton bomb 
were dropped upon the City of Boston there is little or 
no shelter capable of protecting people from the effects 
of blast and heat. On the other hand if the city itself 
were not hit, it offers the greatest protection at present 
against the effects of radioactivity in the large buildings, 
in the subways, and in the cellars of houses. If the 
people were evacuated into smaller towns some fifteen 
to twenty miles from the city their chances of surviving 
the blast would be greater, but their protection against 
hazards of radioactive fallout would ‘be less than they 
might find in the city itself. In addition, there is a 
problem of logistics, since these smaller towns would 
be incapable of supplying evacuees with food and 
water for a period of two weeks. Necessarily, this 
means that people leaving the city by automobile 
would have to carry with them a two weeks’.supply of 
food, blankets, and water in addition to having the gas 
tank of the ear filled. Stopping to fill cars with these 
materials, in addition to people, would obviously de- 
crease the warning time and delay the process of evacua- 
tion. At present, at both federal and state levels, 
greater emphasis has been placed on the construction 
of underground radioactive shelters fully equipped, but 
there is lacking at all levels money to. promote and 
implement such a program. 


Training Exercises 


An area control center test was held on January 23, 
1958, from 1 to 10 pP.m., based on the assumption of a 
surprise attack involving a guided missile from a sub- 
marine. 
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On Saturday, May 3, a test involving radiological 
monitoring was held at White Stadium from 9 a.m. to 
5 P.M. 

A control center exercise called Operation Alert 1958 
was conducted at White Stadium last spring. We 
operated in three shifts on May 6 and 7. During the 
course of this training exercise many additional people 
from the various departments of the city were given an 
opportunity to receive training in the handling of the 
functions of their department during such an emergency. 
As usual we received very fine cooperation from all 
departments and services which would be involved 
in a disaster. 


Training Schools 


The greatest new threat which has been posed by a 
hydrogen bomb has been radioactive fallout. Generally 
there is too little understanding by the public, which 
leads to fear or hopelessness on the part of most people. 
In addition, we have a special peacetime problem in the 
city because there are eighty-five licensees using radio- 
active material in laboratories or in industries. We 
are also the only port on the Atlantic Coast through 
which radioactive waste material passes for commercial 
disposal at sea. To furnish greater understanding of 
radioactive material and to assist those who might 
normally be called upon to function in the unlikely 
event of an accident in which radioactive material is 
involved, we have vigorously promoted training schools 
during this past year. Training schools have been 
provided for the following groups: 

Auxiliary Police 

State Food and Drug Inspectors

Federal Civil Service Employees

The training schools for Police and Fire Depart- 
ments have been carried on throughout the year, and 
radiation training in the Fire Department will be 
completed by all uniformed members of the department 
early in 1959. 

The Civil Defense Department, in cooperation with 
the disaster planning program of the various Boston 
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hospitals, has given Civil Defense orientation lectures 
to those hospitals which have had such a training 
program. Tufts Dental and Medical Schools have now 
for the third year conducted a series of lectures dealing 
with the emergency treatment of mass casualties as 
part of the school program. We have given a number of 
lectures to both schools so that the pupils might be 
orientated on Civil Defense and have a clearer under- 
standing of the part which doctors and dentists would 
play in a real catastrophe. 

First aid classes have been conducted in the Boston 
high and junior high schools as well as the mass feeding 
program in the home economics classes. 

The training school in the use of an auxiliary water 
relay system was a joint project of Civil Defense, the 
Fire Department, and the Public Works Department. 
A rough piece of land was selected which was cleared 
and straightened by bulldozers so that portable 8-inch 
pipe with Victualic couplings could be installed in a 
line to produce a head of water hundreds of feet away 
to establish a point from which Fire Department 
pumpers could operate. . The laying out of the entire 
system in itself was a valuable exercise for all depart- 
ments concerned, but when the system was established 
every man in fifteen companies of the Fire Department 
was given training with the setup which was identical 
to that which would be necessary in any severe emer- 
gency. When weather conditions improve in the 
spring, further training will be given to other companies. 


Routine Tasks 
The following routine work has been carried on by 
the members of the department throughout the year: 

1. Speaking engagements to clubs, civic and 
church organizations, and veterans organizations. 

2. Civil Defense orientation lectures to Navy 
personnel and reserve units of the Army, Navy, 
Marines, and Air Force, and classes in graduate 
schools. 

3. Liaison meetings with other Civil Defense 
units at national and state levels. 

4. Meetings and conferences with state atomic 
energy officials and other city groups to effect greater 
protection for the people of the city from any peace- 
time radiological hazards. 
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5. Meetings with the Red Cross. 


6. Supervising and checking on siren system and 
the installation of new telephone relays to make the 
system more efficient. 


7. Relocation and checking of all first aid supplies 
throughout the city. 


8. Maintenance of Civil Defense equipment such 
as trucks, generators, pumps, and radiation instru- 
ments. 


9. Civil Defense discussions and interviews on 
radio and TV stations. 


10. Panel discussions before various groups such as 
Natural Resources Conference, hospitals, etc. 


Matching Funds 


During the year 1958 we received reimbursement for 
certain operational charges incurred by this department 
in the maintenance of the air raid warning system and 
the control centers. We also made application for and 
received conditional acceptance of two applications of 
approximately $30,000 which had been expended by 
the city in the installation of emergency generators 
at two of our hospitals. 


Our rescue trucks were equipped with radio equipment 
purchased on a matching fund basis on the frequency 
of the Public Works, Fire, and Police auxiliary radio 
systems, so that in the event of an emergency we could 
bring to a forward control point rescue tools and equip- 
ment as well as communications for these three pro- 
tective services. 


Surplus Property 


We have received little equipment that would be of 
value to us under the surplus property program because 
of the lack of items adaptable to our needs and the 
stringent restrictions imposed on such material. How- 
ever, we have succeeded in locating surplus cots which 
we hope will be available to us in the early part of 1959 
and which would be of great value to us in any 
emergency. 
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Deer Island 


In the early part of 1958 the penal institution on Deer 
Island was on two occasions isolated from the mainland 
due to storms which disrupted the normal power and 
telephone communications. At the request of the 
officials there we made a survey of their problem, and 
Civil Defense furnished the institution with two small 
generators, a fixed radio station on the auxiliary police 
network, and a mobile power pack set to enable them 
to better cope with any emergency that might arise. 
The radio, even in the worst of storms, would enable 
the officials to communicate with the harbor police, 
who would in turn carry their message over the regular 
police network. This put the Deer Island Institution 
in a position comparable to that of Long Island, which 
we had previously outfitted with emergency generators 
and a special public works radio system. 


Radioactivity 


Our annual reports for the years 1956 and 1957 have 
stressed the importance that must be accorded radio- 
activity in any Civil Defense plan. It is because of the 
radioactive hazards both from the point of view of an 
immediate attack and the ordinary peacetime hazards 
as the result of a fire or unlikely accident that we have 
conducted so many schools on this subject. Now our 
Fire Department has been trained to meet the special 
hazards they would experience in a fire in which radio- 
active material is involved. We have also trained the 
Police Department and will continue to do so during 
the next year so that they may be aware of the problem 
not only as it regards fire lines but also accidents which 
might occur in the transportation of radioactive waste 
through the city. It is our ultimate intention to disperse 
geiger counters throughout the city in the quarters of 
Fire and Police Departments so that we may always 
have 24-hour protection for the people. 

Many of the courses which we have held were in- 
tended to obtain greater public understanding, since 
the problems that will confront our city in the future 
will become greater as the use of these materials becomes 
more widespread in the hospitals and industry. 

Much of the scientific knowledge regarding radio- 
active material and its effects has to date been theo- 
retical, and greater study is needed so that we may have

a clearer picture of the whole field. This feeling on our 
part caused us to cooperate extensively with Technical 
Operations, who were acting for the Office of Civilian 
and Defense Mobilization in a research project which 
was finally located at Long Island. Just prior to the 
actual experiment itself the radioactive attenuation 
factors were changed as a result of a study in New 
Mexico, and we were happy to learn the protection of 
existing buildings was greater than has been previously 
believed. The experiment at Long Island, which lasted 
for three weeks, attempted to determine more ac- 
curately the safety factors afforded by different types 
of material in present day structures. 

At the conclusion of the experiment the scientists 
were very much pleased at what they had accomplished, 
but the results of the interpretations of the scientific 
data will not be available for some months. We hope 
that the final results will give us more simple and 
adequate information on how people may protect them- 
selves at a reasonable cost in their homes. 


Summary 


We are at present operating under a double policy of 
evacuation and shelter, but neither of them is satis- 
factory to the needs of our city. The best that we can 
hope for at this time is a practical shelter program 
which would enable people to afford some protection 
to their families in their own homes or cellars at a cost 
which is not prohibitive. This is especially true at a 
time when the guidance systems of submarine based 
missiles is becoming perfected to a degree of remarkable 
accuracy. 

During the past year we have emphasized the prob- 
lems of radioactivity to a great extent. This is because 
the radioactive hazard in this city is not merely a war 
hazard. It is an everyday peacetime hazard, and the 
training which we give people to protect themselves 
against the peacetime hazards will also be most effective 
should there ever be any fallout from bombs. 

We have tried to coordinate our activities and Civil 
Defense plans with the work of other departments and 
institutions in the city and to present such material as 
is available in a simple, practical fashion that will 
interest the average individual and relate it to his 
everyday work.

Str, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to August 8, inclusive, from Septem- 
ber 10 to October 3, inclusive, and from November 5 to 
December 31, inclusive. Registration in wards was 
held on August 1, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 from 6 P.M. to 10 P.M., 
for the State Primaries; and September 24, 25, 26, 29, 
30, and October 1, 2, and 3, from 6 p.m. to 10 P.m., for 
the State Election. This registration was held in two 
places in different sections of each ward, seven nights 
in each place. 


In Ward 3, an additional registration place was open 
on August 6, 7, and 8, from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the State 
Primaries; and September 30 and October 1, 2, and 3, 
from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the State Election. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS 
At the City Election held November 5, 1957, the 
number of voters on the list was 345,821. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
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July 26, 1958, was 312,868. From that time to the 
close of registration for the State Election there were 
added the names of 27,061 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 6,150 voters who were 
omitted from the 1958 police listing and who were re- 
stored to the voting list without registration, under the 
provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on the 
day of the State Election, held November 4, 1958, was 
339,929, a decrease of 5,892 from the number on the list 
at the preceding City Election. The number of voters 
on final list December 31, 1958, was 339,958. 


NOMINATION PAPERS, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS 


The Board received 1,683 nomination papers for the 
State Primaries, on which 37,086 names were certified; 
23 petition papers for recount of ballots cast in the 
State Primaries, on which 523 names were certified; 6 
petition papers for recount of ballots cast in the State 
Election, on which 235 names were certified; 1 initia- 
tive petition, consisting of 60 papers, on which 936 
names were certified; 1 petition for a question of public 
policy, consisting of 1,508 papers, on which 22,545 
names were certified; and 21 referendum petitions, con- 
sisting of 200 papers, on which 4,778 names were certi- 
fied, making a total of 3,480 papers filed, on which the 
names of 66,103 voters were certified. 


RECOUNTS 


Recounts of the votes cast in the Democratic State 
Primary for Senator in the Second Suffolk District, 
Wards 1, 2, and 3; and for Representatives in the First, 
Fourth and Eleventh Suffolk Districts, Wards 1, 4, and 
12, were held on September 17, 18, and 19. 


Recounts of the votes cast in the State Election for 
Senator in the Middlesex and Suffolk District, Ward 22; 
and for Representatives in the Fourth Suffolk District, 
Ward 4, were held on November 17 and 18. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST 


The names of 4,557 voters were stricken from the voting 
list by reason of death, removal from the city and other 
causes. 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT lll 


JURORS 
The jury list prepared by the Board in 1958 con- 
tained the names of 8,482 voters of Boston. During the 
time covered by this report 2,775 were drawn for jury 
service. 
REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable to 
appear at a registration office because of physical dis- 
ability were examined for registration in their homes or 
other places of confinement upon receipt of an applica- 
tion for such registration. Applications were received 
from 7 such persons. Of that number, 6 were found 
to be qualified and were duly registered. One applica- 
tion was received after the closing date established by 
law and could not be acted upon. Persons found quali- 
fied to register were furnished with applications for 
absentee ballots for the State Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 


Under the provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 
51, of the General Laws, 16 persons in the military serv- 
ice were registered as voters in Boston during the period 
from the close of registration to the third day preceding 
the State Election. 


ABSENTEE VOTING 


Absentee voting applied to this State Election, and 
set forth below are statistics relating to absentee ballots: 


661 applications received from civilians. 
584 civilian ballots mailed. 
463 civilian ballots returned and sent to polls. 
732 applications received from physically disabled. 
600 ballots mailed to physically disabled.

Voting MACHINES 


The total amount of precincts in the City was reduced 
by four; despite this, mechanized precincts increased to 
271 an increase of four. Eight paper ballot precincts 
were either eliminated or mechanized.

Demonstrations of machines were held in the sections 
where voting machines were used for the first time. As 
required by statute, all voters in these districts were 
notified of the instructions by mail.

SUMMARY 


The proposed measure provides that every former public employee, 
other than a judge, who is pensioned or retired for disability, shall report 
to his retirement authority, annually, his earnings from gainful occupa- 
tion during the preceding year; and that, if such earnings, plus the pen- 
sion, exceed the regular compensation of the position formerly held, the 
pensioner shall refund that portion of his pension equal to such excess or 
the entire pension if such excess is greater than the pension. A refund, 
if required, shall not include any part of a pension represented by salary 
deductions from or special purchase by the former employee. The re- 
quirement of a refund is not applicable to income received in or prior to 
1958.

SPECIAL COMMENTS 


Building fires have again decreased this year. There 
were 3,698 building fires in 1954 and, each year since, 
there has been a steady drop until this year there have 
been only 2,209 building fires — a drop of almost 1,500 
in building fires since ‘‘Jn-Service Inspection”’ started. 

Oil Burner Fires: In the year 1954, there were 329 
fires attributed to space or range oil burners. In 1958, 
it has dropped to 128 (a drop of 200) fires attributable 
to space or range oil burners. 

It is felt that the reduction in the number of build- 
ing and oil burner fires, as mentioned above, can be 
attributed to the comprehensive fire prevention activi- 
ties of the Department. Such programs as our fire 
company ‘In-Service Inspections,” our fire prevention 
indoctrination of sixth grade pupils in all schools both 
public and private, and our continued activity in the 
field of radio and television whereby we continuously 
expound on the means of preventing fires, comprised 
an important part of these activities. 

We have made a studied attack on collecting all the 
money due the City of Boston on permits and licenses. 
All licenses were paid up and, out of the 101,000 per- 
mits sent out last year, all but 2,000 have been collected. 
This does not necessarily mean that there are 2,000 
that haven’t paid. It may be that some of these have 
moved or otherwise made a permit unnecessary and 
didn’t bother to answer. 

Port of Boston: This Committee has functioned eff- 
ciently during the past year, and it is satisfying to 
report that we have had no major fire at any pier or 
wharf facility during the past two years other than 
Pier 2 in South Boston. It was old, obsolete, and a 
fire breeder which was scheduled to be razed, but the 
fire intervened. Daily inspections are made by the 
Fire Department, and the United States Coast Guard 
of all facilities. The filling of import automobile gaso- 
line tanks from other than approved tank trucks, port- 
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able filling tanks or underground storage tanks has 
been prohibited. It is felt by so doing we have elimi- 
nated a serious life hazard as well as a serious potential 
for a major pier fire. Fire Prevention and Fire Protec- 
tion recommendations, which were made a condition of 
the State Warehousemen’s License, were drawn up for 
the grain elevator at the Hoosac Docks in Charlestown, 
which has increased its import approximately 600 per 
cent during the past two years, and, as a result, in- 
creased its fire and explosion hazards. 

Portable fire extinguishers on all pier facilities are 
now recharged only under the immediate supervision 
of the Fire Department Pier inspectors, arrangements 
being made beforehand in all cases. 

The Training School at Moon Island has been com- 
pleted insofar as the building is concerned, but it is 
necessary for the surrounding territory to be graded 
and the outside appliances to be installed. As soon as 
the weather opens, we expect to have this finished. 

The firehouse at Neponset avenue and the one at 
Gallivan Boulevard have been completed making pos- 
sible the deactivation of two (2) engine companies. 

We have seen a reduction in accidents during my 
administration in the department, and I am ealling 
attention to the number of accidents over that period 
of time:

We have continued the Fire College for officers in 
the department this year and have made it available 
to officers in other fire departments. 


‘Fire Prevention Week” was actively pursued in co- 
operation with the Chamber of Commerce, and we 
succeeded in obtaining third place in the ‘‘Fire Pre- 
vention Week” contest arranged by the National Fire 
Protection Association. 
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Public Relations: We have actively pursued the public 
relations angle in our work and have established com- 
plete liaison with newspapers, radio, and _ television 
stations. WBZ-TV and all radio stations carried our 
fire prevention messages as well as the daily report on 
fires and false alarms. 

We have collaborated with the Red Cross, the Heart 
Fund, the Jimmy Fund, etc., and that has brought good 
public relations to this department. 

Our Junior Fire Department is, of course, an active 
part of our public relations inasmuch as we reach the 
parents through teaching the children in the sixth grade 
good fire prevention. This is a well-established pro- 
gram and, as the years go by, more and more fire: 
prevention knowledge will be gained by the children as 
they reach manhood and womanhood. 

In addition- to that, the Fire Prevention Division 
gives talks to hospitals, colleges, rest homes, and other 
public gatherings throughout the city. 

Many points of our program are carried in special 
articles in the newspapers. 

The cooperation on the part of all media of publicity 
with this department is very good. 

During ‘Fire Prevention Week,’ we had live broad- 
casts as well as many messages over and above the 
usual coverage by all stations. 

The Boston Chamber of Commerce arranged a 
“Kick-Off Dinner’ at which the Boston Fire officials 
were guests, and a gathering of about 300 were present 
at this dinner which started the activities off in fine 
fashion. 

We had an essay contest in the Boston schools and 
many prizes were awarded, such as a trip for 2 boys (the 
top winners) with the Boston Celtics on their Western 
Road Trip. Many bicycles were awarded to boys and 
girls along with radios and Hi-Fi record players. 

We feel that the children have been made aware of 
the necessity of fire prevention by making them eager 
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to participate in the fire prevention program in future 
years. 


During “Fire Prevention Week,”’ all means of adver- 
tising were utilized. In addition to television and radio 
programs, newspapers, street banners, window displays 
in large department stores, taxi and truck signs were 
used. Parades, demonstrations by our Drill Team, and 
distribution of fire prevention literature through the 
Boston Public and Parochial School systems also added 
to this phase of our activities. As further evidence of 
our fire prevention activities, we had 55 large billboard 
signs placed in prominent places around the city. 


Training: The importance of training Fire Fighters 
in all phases of their duties and the necessity of equip- 
ping them with knowledge which will enable them to 
overcome the hazards they continually face cannot be 
over-emphasized. The individual efficiency of a fire 
officer or fire fighter in his assigned task is the determin- 
ing factor in the success of fireground operations. These 
operations require teamwork; and, if a member of the 
team is not familiar with his assignments, the entire 
operation will consequently be affected adversely. 


Initial training is used to establish skills in individuals 
which are necessary to perform specific operations. To 
maintain these skills once they have been acquired re- 
quires periodic training in the form of review. This 
review can and does lead to a performance by the indi- 
vidual almost automatic in nature. This in itself is an 
extremely important goal for it allows the accomplish- 
ment of objectives despite diversionary factors which 
are often encountered during fire-fighting operations. 


New advances in the field of fire fighting, protection, 
and extinguishment call for new developments in tech- 
niques employed. These techniques must be tried, 
evaluated and proven on the training grounds prior to 
their being adopted. This represents a very important 
phase of fire department training activities, since it is 
the goal of a modern fire department to keep abreast of 
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progress in the fire-fighting profession as demanded by 
the rapid advances being made in all fields of industry 
today. 

We have had an intensive training program all during 
the year. Every phase of the work was tried over and 
over again so as to indoctrinate the men into the tasks 
they have to perform. 

Engine and Ladder Company Equipment Check: In- 
structors from the Training Division visited all compan- 
ies checking equipment and appliances carried on the 
apparatus to determine their condition, to review com- 
pany members in the proper use and operation of such 
appliances, and to note any deficiencies that exist in the 
equipment of various companies. This was done when 
it was impossible to do outdoor training. 

Relay Pumping: The success of a fire department is — 
to a large extent — dependent on its ability to obtain 
and deliver water in sufficient quantities to control and 
extinguish fires wherever they are encountered. 

We have reviewed the pumping operations along with 
the principles of moving water long distances under 
pressure (commonly referred to as “‘Relay Pumping’) 
and the supplementing of water supplies at fires. We 
gave preliminary instructions indoors in the early part 
of the year followed by actual demonstrations outdoors. 

Water supplement review indicated the value of using 
water mains just outside the fire area to augment sup- 
plies to pumps in the immediate vicinity of the fire. 


The indoor instructions served a twofold purpose: 

1. They allowed a review of present operating 
practices so that efficient fireground opera- 
tion would be continued. 

2. They served as preliminary step towards a 
program dealing with relay pumping, which 
was contemplated at the Fire School (to be 
carried out during temperate weather). 


We inaugurated a training program to teach all fire 
fighters from the Chief Officers down to the Privates the 
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radiation hazards in fire fighting, and all are equally well 
acquainted with what to do in case they are faced with 
fires where radiation hazards occur. 


Surveys were made of the gas masks and instructions 
given in the use of them. 


Training was given in the drafting of water, an opera- 
tion which most fire departments are not often called 
upon to perform but which they must be able to do 
when necessary. This phase of pump operation was 
engaged in by our fire fighters in the course of their 
training. 

Heavy Stream Appliances: Companies were assigned 
to the Fire School and were trained in the proper opera- 
tion and use of heavy stream appliances including deck 
guns, portable deck guns, and ladder pipes. 


During review training in the use of heavy stream 
appliances, different size nozzle tips were used. Mem- 
bers attending these training instructions were shown 
the flows normally associated with and obtainable from 
the various size tips with the number of hose lines 
needed to supply tips of these sizes adequately and satis- 
factorily. 


Fireground Hydraulics and Calibrations of Nozzle Dis- 
charge: In the course of stream development, those at- 
tending the instructions were shown how flows were 
calibrated. They were also shown the pressures re- 
quired to produce such flows. After preliminary in- 
structions, they were able to calculate the pump pres- 
sures required for the various layouts and nozzle tips 
used by estimating the friction loss in the lines feeding 
the heavy stream appliance. All calculations — al- 
though hypothetic — were ideal for actual use on the 
fireground. 

The above is, in fact, a form of simplified fireground 
hydraulics very useful to fire fighters. The results ob- 
tained are accurate. The method has been developed in 
the Training Division and appears to be superior to 
methods previously advanced by other sources. It 
involves placing a specific value on each size nozzle tip 
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under normal operating pressure. When this is known, 
a definite friction loss can be established. 


The sum of the normal nozzle pressure and particular 
friction loss will indicate the required engine pressure. 
Knowledge of the above by members of a fire depart- 
ment will increase the overall fireground efficiency. 


Chemical (Powder) Foam Operations: The develop- 
ment of foam for use on flammable-liquid fires is an 
operation that must also be reviewed from time to time 
to make sure that members are familiar with the opera- 
tion and that the equipment used is in good operating 
condition. In the development of foam from foam 
powder, a foam generator must be employed. There 
are a number of steps which must be taken to place 
the unit in operation. 


Training relative to this subject provided the oppor- 
tunity of practicing these steps and of checking the 
equipment used. 


Seven companies in the Department are equipped 
with a foam generator and quantities of foam powder. 


Mechanical (Liquid) Foam Operations: Kach company 
trained at the Fire School also received instructions re- 
garding the development of mechanical foam using 
foam liquid and a ‘‘Foam-Aire” pipe. There are at 
present 34 of our fire companies provided with this 
equipment. In the course of training, the operation and 
the equipment were reviewed and any deficiencies were 
corrected. 


Oil fires were started in the pits and tanks at the 
school, and the companies used their equipment to 
extinguish these fires. A simple emergency measure to 
develop foam in limited quantities was demonstrated to 
all those attending the school. Foam liquid is dumped 
into the booster tank and discharged through the 114- 
inch attack line fitted with an 8.0.8. nozzle. The 
quality of foam produced is excellent in both fog and 
straight-stream patterns. The best ratio found was one 
gallon of foam for each ten gallons of water. 
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Training on new 100-foot Ladder Truck: A new 100- 
foot steel aerial ladder was received in April 1958. It 
was immediately assigned to Ladder Company 13 in 
District 4. Before this ladder was placed in service, all 
company members were trained in its operation and in 
the maintenance of the ladder truck by instructors from 
this Division and by a representative of the manufac- 
turer, the Seagrave Corporation. 


Training included the following: 


1. Operation of panel and cab 
2. Location and use of all switches and gauges 
3. Operation of air brakes, necessary air pres- 
sure air tank, warning signals 
4. Hydraulic ladder-raising mechanism 
5. Setting jacks 
6. Ladder raising, lowering, extension and re- 
traction 
7. Proper angles of inclination 
8. Turntable operations 
9. Driving and tillering apparatus 
10. Ladder pipe and deck gun operation 
11. Handling aluminum ground ladders 
12. Use and operation of special equipment car- 
ried on this apparatus — Onan generators, 
O’Brien cutter, smoke ejector, and flood- 
lights 


At the present time, we have in service five 100-foot 
Seagrave steel aerial ladders and two 100-foot American 
LaFrance steel aerials. These last two aerials are 
powered by Mack Tractors. 


Special 314-Inch Relay Procedure: Under certain 
conditions where water supplies are remote from the 
fire, relaying must be employed. This requires the use 
of two 24-inch lines between the relaying pumps to 
make sure that adequate quantities of water will be 
available. As relays usually involve long lines, much 
hose must be used in the lay-out. Many times, the 
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entire hose load carried on the apparatus may be de- 
pleted at the scene of operations. 


To prevent this, a special unit was devised and placed 
in service for this type of fire. It is termed a 34-inch 
portable main-laying unit and consists of a 750 g.p.m. 
pumper with a hose body capable of carrying in excess 
of 1,000 feet of 3%-inch hose. The water-carrying 
capacity of this single 34-inch line of hose exceeds 
that of two siamesed 21-inch lines of hose of the same 
length for any given quantity of water. Placing it in 
operation when the occasion arises, eliminates the 
necessity of using up the entire 24-inch hose carried by 
certain engine companies. 


All necessary fittings and appliances for this oper- 
ation are carried on the unit. A pumper (which we 
designate as No. 1) will, to give an example, be posi- 
tioned at the nearest hydrant. (We designate the 
pumper carrying the 3%-inch hose as No. 2). Lines 
will be run from the discharge gates of No. 1 pumper 
into the 3%-inch line of hose being laid to the fire 
area by pumper No. 2. When the entire 31)4-inch hose 
has been laid, it will be connected into the suction 
side of pumper No. 2 and discharge lines will be run 
from this pumper to the fire. In an average situation 
of this type, there will be sufficient water available for 
a deck gun or two or more hand lines. 


_ Ladder Pipe and Water Tower Operation: Review 
training in ladder pipe operations was held at the Fire 
School for a number of companies in the department, 
including those equipped with permanently mounted 
ladder pipes, and particularly for Ladder Companies 8, 
13, 15, 17, and 26. These companies, equipped with 
100-foot steel aerial ladders, also carry portable ladder 
pipes which can be used on the fly ladder of the truck. 

The established ladder pipe procedure calls for definite 
operating pressures, angles of inclination and hose lay- 
outs. In order to keep these essential points in mind, 
company members must undergo periodic training con- 
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cerning this procedure so that fireground operations 
will have a high degree of efficiency. 


In addition to this Fire School training on ladder 
pipes, every ladder company equipped with a ladder 
pipe and the engine companies quartered with them 
conducted evening drills at convenient locations in their 
subdistricts under the supervision of the District Fire 
Chief of the district. By conducting the drills during 
evenings, the Fire School was available for other neces- 
sary training during the day. 

Probationers’ Training: The Training Division, in 
keeping with the practices of recent years, has con- 
tinued to exercise control over new members during 
their probationary period of six months. Candidates 
for appointment are interviewed by this Division to 
determine their previous experience and their impres- 
sion of the fire department. The objectives of the 
Department relative to safeguarding lives and property 
in the event of fire are explained to them. 

This original interview serves the purpose of orienting 
these candidates regarding the Fire Department. It 
calls their attention to the general requirements they 
must comply with and to the type of work they are 
expected to do in the probationary school and in the 
fire company to which they have been assigned. 

Upon their appointment to the Department, they are 
assigned to the Training Division for their basic train- 
ing and indoctrinated in the fundamentals of fire 
fighting. The curriculum set up for this indoctrination 
includes the following: 


(a) Fire ladder construction and use 

(b) Raising, lowering, dogging, and climbing 
fire ladders 

(c) Method of operating from ladders, including 
the use of leg lock to insure the safety of 
personnel 

(d) Rope and its use in the fire service 

(e) Knots employed in our Department 
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(f) Chemistry of fire — Classes of fire and ex- 
tinguishing agents 
(g) Ventilation practices 
(h) Fire extinguishers 
(i) Handling hose and running lines over ladders 
(j) Rope slides and life belts 
(k) Use and operation of fire hydrants 
(1) Single-unit operations 
(m) Fire company operations 
(n) Use of gas masks 
(0) Operation of nozzles and heavy stream ap- 
pliances 
(p) Pump operations 
(q) Extinguishment of fires 
(r) Aerial ladder operation 
(s) Pompier ladder — single and chain 
(t) Rescue equipment 
(u) First Aid and artificial respiration 
(v) Radiation hazards in fire fighting 


An evaluation is made of each member as he progresses 
through this initial training period, and this information 
becomes part of his permanent record in the Depart- 
ment. 

Forms developed for this purpose are known as 
“Drill School Efficiency Rating’? and are compiled by 
the Drillmaster. Each month, for a period of six 
months, the company officer must file a special report 
with the Training Division indicating the progress of 
probationary members under his direct control. 

At various intervals during the probationary period, 
members are detailed from their assigned companies to 
the Training Division for instruction and examination. 
The results of these examinations are included in a 
composite report to the Fire Commissioner designated 
as a ‘Final Probationers’ Report.’’ Recommendations 
are made as to whether or not a member should be con- 
sidered for permanent appointment to the Department. 

Ladder Truck Inspection and Preventive Maintenance: 
During the past year, each ladder truck in the Depart- 
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ment was dispatched to the Maintenance Division for 
inspection and preventive maintenance. Apparatus 
and equipment were examined and necessary correc- 
tions made. Ladders were checked, axes sharpened, 
equipment more efficiently located, and available items 
of equipment were added wherever they served the best 
purpose. 

Items covered in the preventive maintenance check 
included the ignition system, fuel system, steering 
assembly, running gear, tires, braking system, springs, 
lights, warning devices, clutch, paint and body condi- 
tion, etc. Forms listing such items, their condition, and 
any adjustments or repairs made, were filled out by 
maintenance personnel and forwarded to the Training 
Division where they are on file. Each ladder truck was 
thoroughly lubricated and greased, and the crankcase oil 
was changed. 

Pump Test and Preventive Maintenance: The annual 
test of department pumpers was conducted at the pump 
test pit at Headquarters. Motor Squad personnel, 
assisted by engine company personnel, conducted this 
test. Pumps were subjected to the standard service 
tests to determine their condition and efficiency. Hach 
pumper tested must discharge its rated capacity in 
gallons per minute at 150 pounds pressure and half its 
rated capacity at 250 pounds pressure. 

Pumps failing to meet these requirements are checked 
and necessary repairs made by the Maintenance Di- 
vision. Thereafter, they are again tested at the pit to 
determine whether they can successfully pass the service 
test. 

The overall condition of the pumper, the discharge 
gates, pump gauges, relief valves, and pump shift levers 
are also checked. Motor speeds were carefully watched 
to make sure that they remained in the safe operating 
range. Motor defects were attended to by the Mainte- 
nance Division when the pumper was subjected -to pre- 
ventive maintenance work. 

During the testing period, company personnel were 
reviewed as to their knowledge of drafting water from 
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the test pit. When the test was completed, and the 
apparatus was undergoing preventive maintenance work, 
the company members were taken to Memorial Hall 
where they participated in instructions concerning the 
model display pumps at that location. 


Also, when conditions permitted, members were taken 
to the Fire School to participate in the training that 
was taking place at that location, while their apparatus 
was undergoing preventive maintenance work. 


Forms covering the pump test and preventive mainte- 
nance work are on file in the Training Division. Pre- 
ventive maintenance work performed covered the same 
points listed in the ladder truck preventive maintenance 
previously mentioned in this report. 

Hose Wagon Preventive Maintenance: Companies oper- 
ating as double units are assigned hose wagons. When 
they were assigned to have a pump test and preventive 
maintenance, arrangements were made to have the 
necessary maintenance work attended to on both pieces 
of apparatus. Records of this work are on file in the 
Training Division. 

Training in M.T.A. Rescue Procedure: Review train- 
ing was held for all companies in the East Boston area 
on the proper procedure to be followed in rescue prob- 
lems associated with the M.T.A. transit system servicing 
that location. 

The type of trains used on this line has been changed 
during recent years, and it was felt that additional 
training covering the methods of handling emergencies 
would be of value. The M.T.A. extended its fullest 
cooperation by furnishing men and equipment as re- 
quired. Companies responded to the Orient Heights 
Yard and each member was required to participate in 
the various steps involved in the rescue procedure. 


The following companies participated in this training: 
Engine Companies 5, 9, 11, 40, 56 
Ladder Companies 2, 21 
Rescue Company 
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Company Drill Items: The Training Division has con- 
tinued, for the third successive year, the issuance of 
weekly drill items to all companies. These items, in the 
form of outlines, allow a uniformity of the drills being 
conducted throughout the Department. Many perti- 
nent points are covered in the drill items, and they 
appear to be accomplishing their objective of getting 
the fire fighter better acquainted with additional aspects 
of the fire service. 


In conformance with my directive, the format of drills 
was altered during the year to include promotional ques- 
tions from recent Civil Service examinations. These 
questions pertaining to fire fighting, fire protection and 
fire prevention serve as an excellent means of arousing 
interest of members seeking to advance in their profes- 
sion and, at the same time, furnish all members with 
knowledge of considerable value in their profession as a 
fire fighter. 


During the past year, a total of 52 company drills 
were issued to the Department, covering the following:

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Exhibition Drill Team: The exhibition drill team, 
which is the responsibility of the Training Division, 
participated in a number of ‘Fire Prevention Week’’ 
activities during the past year. The drill team, com- 
posed of twenty-two members of the Department, is 
selected and trained by our personnel. Once again, this 
team did an outstanding job before large audiences. 
They demonstrated the raising and climbing of ladders, 
the running of lines, rope-sliding, pompier ladder work, 
and jumping into the life net. A presentation of this 
type acquaints the layman with some of the skills the 
fire fighter must employ in fire-fighting operations and 
rescue work. The opportunity is then afforded to con- 
vey to those watching many timely and important fire 
prevention messages. 

Good public relations are gained by such exhibitions 
for the public can realize some of the difficulties fire 
fighters experience in their effort to control and extin- 
guish fires, and they are grateful for any advice which 
can be passed on to them which would help them to 
prevent fires in their homes and business establishments. 

This past year, in an effort to reach more residents of 
Boston, the exhibition drills were held at night at loca- 
tions throughout the city. This meant that the sites 
selected had to be lighted and provisions were made to 
have this done. Electric generators in service in the 
Department were used for this purpose as were genera- 
tors maintained by the Civil Defence Department. 
This joint operation, which provided excellent illumina- 
tion at each drill location, was a good example of the 
cooperative effort that can be expected between city 
departments during emergencies. 


Listed below are the locations at which these exhibi- 
tion drills were held:

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Ladder Pipe and Smoke Ejector Installations: Dur- 
ing the past year, additional ladder pipes and smoke 
ejectors were placed in service in the Department. The 
addition of this new equipment supplementing that 
already in service with the Department increases the 
overall efficiency of the fire-fighting force by placing at 
its disposal devices conducive to more efficient and safer 
operation.

Generator and Lighting Equipment Survey: A survey 
was conducted to determine the condition of these gen- 
erators and of the cables and floodlights used in con- 
junction with them. At the same time, company mem- 
bers were reviewed relative to the proper operation, use, 
and maintenance of this equipment. These generators 
were found to be in excellent condition as was the 
equipment used with them.

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Single Unit Conversions: The conversion of pumpers 
to enable them to operate as single units was continued 
during 1958 and is still in progress. All conversion 
work was attended to by Maintenance Division per- 
sonnel. This work included changes in pump piping to 
allow auxiliary suction connections for preconnected 
114-inch attack lines, and redesign, to some degree, of 
hose bodies to accommodate adequate loads of 3-inch, 
21-inch, and 14-inch hose. In those instances where 
booster tanks of the pieces being converted were found 
defective, instead of replacing these with tanks, of 150 
gallons (their original capacity), 400-gallon tanks were 
installed. This measure provided an excellent primary 
water supply for initial attack and, in may cases, this 
will prove of considerable value for holding a fire in 
check until hydrant supplies are available. 

At the close of 1958, the following companies were 
operating as single units:

Double Unit Conversions: Some engine companies were 
designated to remain double unit companies. To take 
advantage of the preconnected attack features of single 
units, the pumps of these companies were converted in a 
manner similar to the pumps of single-unit companies. 
The conversion work allowed additional amounts of hose 
to be carried by these companies. 


The following companies are now operating as double 
units: 
Engines 3, 7, 12, 17, 20, 25, 26, 39, 42, 48, 50 


Training in Site Preparation and the Laying of Porta- 
ble Water Mains: The State Civil Defense Department 
stock-piles eight-inch portable steel water mains for 
emergency use in locations where water supplies may be 
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disrupted by natural or man-made disasters. These 
water mains and the fittings used in connection with 
them, if necessarily used, are more capably handled by 
groups who have had special instructions relative to 
them. 


Arrangements were made to obtain quantities of this 
portable main and the necessary fittings through our 
local Civil Defense Department. A site was selected to 
provide the location for a theoretical problem. To assist 
in the site preparation, personnel from the Public Works 
Department, Park Department, and Civil Defense De- 
partment, were enlisted to operate miscellaneous power 
equipment inventoried by them. In this manner, the 
location was prepared for the laying of the main by 
personnel from this Department. 


Members of companies in the area participated in 
laying the main and they all were instructed in its use 
and operation and the quantities of water that could be 
flowed through it. 


This operation indicated how the cooperative efforts 
of the various city departments can be utilized in the 
solution of problems stemming from disasters. 

Ladder Company Operations and Evolutions: A pro- 
gram of drill evolutions for the members of ladder and 
engine companies at locations in their assigned districts 
was carried out during the months of May and June in 
1958. Company members were drilled both inside and 
outside quarters on the raising of straight and extension 
ladders, dogging of ladders, use of hose lines, knots, and 
general ladder practices. Discussions were held on the 
use of the various pieces of equipment carried by the 
ladder companies and methods of estimating the length 
of ladders necessary to reach a particular point. 

The initiation of extensive and comprehensive com- 
pany drills at the Fire School led to the postponement 
of this program which will be resumed at a later date. 

Development of Tank Unit for Brush Fires: During 
sustained periods of dry weather, fire departments are 
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plagued with numerous brush fires. Many of these 
fires are at locations remote from water supplies. There- 
fore, it becomes a problem to obtain sufficient water to 
extinguish the fire. 

The Metropolitan District Commission has under its 
jurisdiction a water tank truck which is ideal for situa- 
tions of this type and which is, at times, called upon by 
this Department. However, it usually happens that 
when conditions are such that we might require its use, 
it is already being used by the M. D. C., who are experi- 
encing similar brush fires in areas under their control. 


For this reason, one of our emergency pumpers was 
fitted with a 400-gallon water tank which was inter- 
connected with the 150-gallon tank already on the pump. 
This provided a unit having a total capacity of 550 gal- 
lons of water which, in many instances, will be sufficient 
for the purpose of handling these fires in remote areas. 


Due to the fact that we had exceedingly wet weather 
last year, we experienced a minimum of brush fires, and 
we were not called upon to place this unit in service in 
its capacity as a water tank. As a pump, it has been 
used for other purposes; but, when its services are re- 
quired as a water tank unit, it will be equipped with 
11-inch lines and placed in service in the particular 
area where we may be experiencing difficulty. 

Engine Squad Training on Rescue Equipment: Review 
instructions were held for all members assigned to 
engine squad companies on the special equipment 
carried by these companies. The intermittent use of 
some items of rescue equipment carried by the engine 
squads requires that review training be frequently 
carried out so that members will continue to maintain 
a high degree of efficiency in their use. 

Equipment, such as the Porter-Ferguson hydraulic 
power kit, the Pak-Kut acetylene cutting outfit, the 
Skil chain saw and circular saw, the Onan generator, 
floodlights, jacks, etc., are items of equipment that may 
be called upon for use at any fire or emergency. The

efficient use of these tools and appliances is most essen- 
tial and review training at periodic intervals is of im- 
portance in maintaining this efficiency. During the 
course of this training, all company members were pro- 
vided with the opportunity of using the acetylene torch 
to cut pieces of scrap metal and thus improve their 
skill in this respect. 

Members assigned to the Rescue Company also re- 
ceived these instructions. 

During 1958, contracts were awarded for the con- 
struction of the Cummins Highway firehouse and the 
Tremont Street firehouse.

The eighty-seventh Annual Report of the Boston 
Health Department is hereby submitted. 

The public health in Boston continued to be satis- 
factory. Communicable diseases presented no problems 
and very few deaths are now attributable to this group 
of diseases with the exception of tuberculosis. Dramatic 
progress, however, continues to be made in the control 
of pulmonary tuberculosis. Forty fewer deaths were 
reported in 1958 than in 1957 dropping the pulmonary 
tuberculosis death rate from 17.7 to 14.6 per 100,000 
population in just one year in spite of the fact that a 
smaller population total was used in computing the 
rate for the year. This was due to the fact that the 
state census of 1955 revealed a population loss for Bos- 
ton and this figure was used rather than the usual esti- 
mated figure based on the 1950 federal census which 
would have resulted in an increase. The neighborhood 
rehabilitation and demolition programs were accelerated 
during the year with good progress made in eliminating 
many derelict and dangerous buildings. 

The various Section and Bureau accounts presented 
in this report present a clear picture of the progress 
made during the year and an assessment of what still 
remains to be done.

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PUBLIC HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Public Health Council lost one of its former es- 
teemed members by death during the year. Mr. Glen- 
wood J. Sherrard, a member of the Council since its 
inception on May 1, 1956, was a prominent Boston busi- 
nessman. His passing was a great loss not only to the 
Boston Health Department but to the entire com- 
munity. 

The Public Health Council met regularly during the 
year. A survey of the tuberculosis problem as it exists 
in Boston by a team of experts from the U. 8. Public 
Health Service had been initiated late in 1957 at the 
invitation of the Council. The report and the recom- 
mendations of the survey team were received during the 
year and steps taken to implement the tuberculosis 
case-finding and control program wherever possible. 

Program planning also was under investigation by the 
Council. With the reduction of communicable diseases 
and the generally satisfactory status of maternal and 
infant health, the Council recognized that an opportunity 
for expanded activity in newer areas of endeavor might 
be possible. Discussion included the following: 


1. A more intensive program in geriatrics including pre- 
vention of diseases in the older age groups. 

2. Increased emphasis on mental health beyond the 
present program of in-service training of Health De- 
partment personnel. 

3. A special study of infant mortality including the entire 
perinatal period. 

4. A stepped-up program of home accident prevention 

particularly emphasizing the preschool age group and 

avoidance of accidental poisoning. 

A program for prevention of dental caries. 

6. An educational program on nutrition with special at- 
tention to the problem of weight control.

BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION 


In 1958, the appropriation for the Boston Health 
Department was $1,880,880.79; expenses for running 
the Department during the same period amounted to 
$1,842,987.71. 

The City of Boston has the responsibility for the 
hospitalization of Boston residents who are ill with 
tuberculosis. The city is responsible also for the 
hospital care of premature infants — all infants whose 
weight is less than five pounds at birth — whose parents 
are financially unable to pay for the hospital care. In 
estimating the 1958 budget, $40,000 more was allowed 
than was actually used. However, this savings was 
offset by several items in the budget that exceeded the 
estimate. The number of tuberculosis patients in sana- 
toria was well below the estimated number and was 
probably due to the use of the newer antibiotics which 
allows patients to be treated at out-patient clinics. It 
has become necessary for the Department to purchase 
huge supplies of these drugs for use in the tuberculosis — 
out-patient clinics which are attended by many of the 
patients after their discharge from the sanatoria. It 
was necessary to expend $32,000 rather than the $22,000 
estimated amount for Budget Item ‘‘ Medical, Dental, 
and Hospital Supplies’? because of the increase in the 
use of drugs in the treatment of tuberculosis patients. 
It is anticipated that in 1959, $40,000 will be needed for 
this item. 

Even though several items in the budget for 1958 
exceeded estimates, because of the savings in the hos- 
pitalization of tuberculosis patients and premature in- 
fants, the Department succeeded in completing 1958 
with a surplus of $37,893.08. 
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In the Settlement Bureau for the year 1958, 349 appli- 
cations for sanatoria care were received. Of these, 111 
patients were transported to sanatoria. During the year, 
$44,475 was expended for the care of Boston-settled 
tuberculous patients at Lakeville, North Reading, West- 
field, and Rutland Sanatoria. An additional $5,181.97 
was paid to other sanatoria for the care of 13 Boston- 
settled tuberculous patients. A subsidy bill in the 
amount of $1,005.01 was submitted to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health for approval. 

The License Bureau issued 10,450 licenses during 
1958 and total income from all sources was $34,695.95. 
A total of 33 various types of licenses are issued by the 
Bureau.

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BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS 


BUREAU ACTIVITIES 


In 1958, there were 13,754 burial, removal, and 
transportation permits issued by the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics. Twelve thousand twenty-two standard 
death certificates were filed and processed for complete- 
ness and accuracy, and the vital information transferred 
to Remington cards for statistical purposes. The stand- 
ard death certificates were then forwarded to the City 
Registrar for permanent recording. Fifteen thousand 
four hundred twenty-three resident live birth certificates 
were received from the Registrar’s Office; processed, 
recorded, and forwarded to the Nursing Bureau. 


ROUTINE REPORTS 


Deaths due to infective and parasitic diseases were 
sent weekly to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health as required by the state law. Total deaths, 
infant mortality, deaths due to pneumonia and influenza, 
and deaths due to infective and parasitic diseases were 
sent weekly to the National Office of Vital Statistics, to 
the Medical Officer in Charge of the Boston Immuigra- 
tion Office, to the British and Cuban Consulates, and 
to the Boston City Record for weekly publication. 
Monthly reports were sent to the National Office of 
Vital Statistics with a summary of total deaths, births, 
and infant mortality for Boston for inclusion in the 
National Report. 


SPECIAL REPORTS 


A special report on specified diseases requested by the 
Science Information Bureau of New York is compiled 
and sent every two weeks by this Bureau, and a quarterly 
and annual report on diabetes is sent to the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company. Numerous requests for special 
study data by physicians, students, public and private 
agencies, and private industrial and consulting firms 
have been answered by the Bureau. 

In compliance with Chapter 66, Section 4 of the Gen- 
eral Laws which requires physicians and funeral direc- 
tors to use only approved black ink in completing stand- 
ard death certificates for permanent registration, the 
Bureau requested and received new copies of 625 death 
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certificates. Since this law has only recently been in 
effect, this large number is understandable and probably 
will not occur in the future, but, during 1958, it repre- 
sented a very time-consuming project. 


In 1957, the Bureau inaugurated, as recommended by 
the World Health Organization, a query program to 
attending physicians, to medical examiners, and, in 
cases where autopsies were performed, to the hospital 
pathologists, on all death certificates on which tubercu- 
losis was assigned either as a direct or underlying cause 
of death. This program was intensified in 1958 and the 
time and effort spent in requesting the physicians spe- 
cifically to state that, in their opinion, tuberculosis was 
either the underlying cause of death or a condition con- 
tributing to the cause but not related to the disease or 
condition causing the death, is reflected in the decline 
in the number of deaths attributed to tuberculosis in 
1957 and 1958. 


STATISTICAL SUMMARY 


There were 9,287 resident deaths with a rate of 12.8 
per 1,000 population and 15,423 resident births with a 
rate of 21.3 in Boston for the year 1958. These figures 
indicate a slight decrease in both the birth and death 
rates when compared to the year 1957. Four hundred 
nineteen deaths occurred among infants under one year 
with an infant mortality rate of 27.2 per 1,000 live births. 


The maternal mortality rate, which has been a source 
of pride in Boston for the past five years, again was ex- 
ceedingly low in 1958. Only four resident maternal 
deaths from causes directly attributable to diseases of 
pregnancy, childbirth, and puerperium were reported 
which gives Boston a maternal mortality rate of 0.3 
per 1,000 live births. 


Heart disease, cancer, vascular lesions of the central 
nervous system, accidents, and disease of the arteries 
are again the five leading causes of death in Boston, 
and although the greatest number of these deaths 
occur in the older age groups, there are far too many 
deaths in the middle age groups, particularly from 
heart disease, cancer, and all types of accidents. 


Deaths due to infective and parasitic diseases in Bos- 
ton are at a minimum with only one resident death each 
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reported as due to cerebrospinal meningitis, scarlet 
fever, and poliomyelitis and no deaths from diphtheria, 
measles, typhoid fever, or whooping cough. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis deaths, which annually have 
shown a marked decline, are the lowest in the history of 
Boston. There were 106 deaths with a rate of 14.6 per 
100,000 of the population for 1958 as compared to 146 
deaths and a rate of 17.7 in 1957, 152 deaths and a rate 
of 18.6 in 1955, and 329 deaths and a rate of 41.4 in 1950. 
The pulmonary tuberculosis death rate in Boston is 
influenced by the make-up of the population. Tuber- 
culosis has become a disease of the older age groups, 
particularly men over forty-five years of age. Boston 
has a higher proportion of its population in this suscep- 
tible age group than other large American cities. Ac- 
cording to the 1950 federal census, 32.45 per cent of the 
population was over 45 years of age or based on the 
1958 population estimate, 235,166 persons are in this 
age grouping. 


POPULATION 


One of the major problems facing all Public Health 
statistical offices is the determination of a reasonably 
accurate population figure which is the base for all 
mathematical computations and rates. There are 
many methods used to determine a reasonably sound 
population figure; such as the arithmetic and geometric 
methods, natural increase, national, and census Bureau 
Release, and each has its merit. It has been the prac- 
tice of the Bureau of Vital Statistics of the Boston 
Health Department to use the arithmetic method based | 
on the last two federal decennial census takings. Based 
on those of 1950 and 1940, an annual increase of 3,063 
in the population during this ten-year period is indi- 
cated. This annual increase applied to the 1950 census 
release of 801,444 for Boston would indicate the present 
population to be 825,948. It is a requirement of Massa- 
chusetts Law, however, that the Office of the Secretary 
of State of the Commonwealth use as a base population 
figure the last published census figure of either the 
federal decennial census or the mid-decade census figure 
of the Commonwealth. The population figure for the 
City of Boston, therefore, is 724,702 based on the census 
of 1955 taken by the Office of the Secretary of State of 
the Commonwealth. 
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In discussing this problem of the wide variance in 
Boston population figures, depending on the method of 
estimation used, the decision was that the population 
figure used by the Boston Health Department should 
coincide with that assigned to Boston by the Common- 
wealth. It is the intention of this Bureau, when the 
1960 decennial census is released, to correct the statis- 
tical data published during the preceding ten-year 
period. 
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BUREAU OF HEALTH EDUCATION 


The Bureau of Health Education devoted the major 
part of its activities to community organization, pa- 
rochial school health education, and public relations. 
Routine activities in the latter area include newspaper 
releases to the daily and weekly press as required and 
spot announcements to radio stations. The Annual 
Report of the Health Department was edited by the 
Bureau. 

Students from various local colleges and schools and 
visitors to the Department were assisted by the Bureau. 
Research projects and special papers on public health 
necessitate many visits by students who are given in- 
formation and helped to locate other sources of data. 


LOCAL HEALTH COMMITTEE ACTIVITIES 


The Savin Street Health Council continued its ac- 
tivities during the year. In cooperation with other 
local neighborhood groups, it sponsored a group of 
meetings open to all interested citizens on various sub- 
jects including clean-up, mental health, and fire pre- 
vention. These subjects were discussed not on a general 
level but from a local point of view since the Savin 
Street district has special problems in each area. The 
Council program includes specific projects aimed at 
achieving at least a degree of improvement in the prob- 
lem under study. 


IN-SERVICE EDUCATION 


A seven-session seminar for the entire health educa- 
tion staff on the topic of mental health with special 
emphasis on health education was started during 1958 
and will continue in 1959. This program, which is being 
conducted by one of the mental health consultants to 
the Department, will provide the health education staff 
with an opportunity to explore some of the newer liter- 
ature and to discuss ways of strengthening the mental 
health aspects of the current health education programs. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 

For several years the health education time has been 
devoted entirely to schools at the elementary level. In 
planning the 1957-58 program, it was decided to ex- 
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plore the opportunities for assisting the secondary 
schools with their health education program. As only 
one health educator is assigned to school work, it would 
be impossible to carry a program in the 54 elementary 
schools and also a program in the 17 secondary schools. 
It was necessary, therefore, to omit the teachers’ meet- 
ing which is held annually in each elementary school. 
Consultation service, routine mailing of educational 
materials, and the loan service, however, were con- 
tinued. 

In order to determine the best approach for assisting 
the secondary schools, the health educator first visited 
each principal to discuss the curriculum, pinpointing 
the subjects in which health instruction was given. In 
most schools it centered in the biology, the home 
economics, and the guidance classes. A few schools 
had courses conducted in correlation with gymnasium 
and special courses in First Aid and Home Nursing. 

The discussion with the principal enabled the health 
educator to plan a meeting which would meet the needs 
of the school. Teachers giving health instruction and 
the principal attended. 

Correlation of curriculum content was discussed. Ma- 
terials available free were displayed and opportunities 
for student field trips were outlined. At each meeting, 
specific needs and problems of the school were taken 
up. In each instance the health educator was able to 
solve, at least in part, the problems presented. Infor- 
mation regarding source materials and field trips was 
prepared and mimeographed copies distributed to the 
teachers. ‘‘A Charm Course for Girls” and ‘‘A Unit on 
Tuberculosis’? prepared by the Bureau of Health Edu- 
cation were also distributed. 

The Health Education Bureau again prepared an 
exhibit for the Annual Archdiocesan Teachers Institute 
held in August. A quiz on safety facts was featured 
using a large self-operated electric board. This exhibit 
served to introduce the subject, school child safety, to be 
emphasized during the 1958-59 school year which again 
was centered at the elementary level. 


COMMUNITY CHEST X-RAYS 


The Boston Health Department, in cooperation with 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health and 
the Boston Tuberculosis Association, planned and con- 
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ducted two community chest X-ray programs during 
1958. The two areas of Boston selected for the programs 
were those having the highest tuberculosis incidence, 
the South End and Lower Roxbury. 

Contacts were made with various community groups 
in the South End. The Health Department made 
direct contact with churches and the Boston Tubercu- 
losis Association with other organizations in the area. 
In Roxbury, the Health Department again contacted 
all churches and, in addition, made contacts with li- 
braries and other special groups such as fraternal and 
veterans’ organizations. Prior to the X-ray program, 
the Roxbury Community Council’s Health Committee 
was reactivated through the efforts of the Boston 
Tuberculosis Association. One third of the volunteers 
who donated their services during the program were 
reached through the Health Committee. In addition 
to direct work with community groups, other health 
education methods, including mass media, were used. 
Posters were distributed to stores in the area, flyers 
were distributed to housing projects, and door-to-door 
contacts were made by a volunteer church group. An 
exhibit loaned by the Boston Tuberculosis Association 
was displayed at central locations during the program. 
Tuberculosis film showings were arranged and carried 
out by the Health Department. 

In the South End chest X-ray program conducted 
during March and April, 7,971 chest X-rays were taken, 
3,824 of these by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health mobile unit and 4,147 by the City of 
Boston mobile chest X-ray unit. Of the 7,971 persons 
X-rayed, 89 were recalled for large film studies because 
of suspicious findings. In the Lower Roxbury program 
completed in June, approximately 2,800 X-rays were 
taken, and 101 persons with suspected chest conditions 
were asked to return for follow-up films. As a result of 
these two programs, six new active tuberculosis cases 
in various stages have thus far been uncovered. 


TUBERCULIN TESTING 


Tuberculin testing programs also were conducted in 
the South End and the Lower Roxbury areas during the 
same period of time. In an attempt to reduce the 
number of home nursing visits usually necessary in a 
community tuberculin testing program, a new approach 
was tried. With close cooperation of school principals 
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and homeroom teachers, parental consent slips were 
obtained for all children tested. Family rosters for all 
positive reactors were sent to be completed and returned 
to the school. When the family rosters were returned, 
letters were sent to all Boston residents listed requesting 
they report for an X-ray if over 18 years of age and a 
tuberculin test if under 18. If there was no response to 
this letter a second one was sent. 

As a result of this approach, 3,111 public and parochial 
elementary school children were Mantoux tested at the 
South End clinic. Of these children, 7.3 per cent were 
positive reactors. Of the 5,380 elementary and high 
school children in Lower Roxbury given the Mantoux 
test, 5.4 per cent were positive reactors. To date, 73 
per cent of all South End positive reactors and 43 per 
cent of all Boston contacts have been followed by the 
Health Department. Fifty-seven per cent of all Lower 
Roxbury positive reactors and 37 per cent of all Boston 
contacts have been followed. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION 


Upon completion of the Lower Roxbury chest X-ray 
program, the Health Department continued to work 
with the Health Committee of the Roxbury Community 
Council in a consultant capacity. After the presentation 
of the Committee’s first public program, a panel dis- 
cussion of school health services in Lower Roxbury, 
consultation services were terminated. 


FUTURE PROGRAM 


At this time plans are being made by the Bureau of 
Health Education to inform Boston physicians of facili- 
ties available to them through the Health Department 
and other community agencies with special emphasis 
on tuberculosis problems. The program is to be carried 
out in cooperation with the Boston Tuberculosis Associ- 
ation. 
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Section of Medical Services 


During 1958, the rules and regulations controlling 
day care agencies were completely revised in order to 
provide effective modern standards in this expanding 
field. ‘This revision includes the requirement that all 
applications be returned within an adequate period of 
time to eliminate the possibility of any operator’s being 
subject to court action for violation of the statute. It 
also insures prompt inspections pertaining to the health, 
the safety, and the structural requirements of these 
institutions. 

The certification of hospitals, nursing and convales- 
cent homes, and rest homes (formerly known as board- 
ing homes for the aged) and the licensure of day care 
agencies was carried on as in the past. At the request 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare, 
children’s foster care agencies and independent foster 
homes for children were inspected. At the present 
time 76 nursing and convalescent homes and 44 rest 
homes are licensed. Sixty-four applications for day 
care agencies were processed and five applications 
are pending approval. 

Seventeen applications for licensure of hospitals (in- 
cluding one new hospital for maternity care) were sub- 
mitted in 1958. Applications approved by the Health 
Commissioner to date total ten, leaving seven in the 
process of inspection for licensure. Forty-six licensed 
hospitals were operating in Boston during 1958. 

Civil Defense activities were very diversified in 1958, 
and many new areas were added to the Health Division’s 
role in the medical and health functions of the Boston 
Civil Defense Agency. 

During 1958, the following number of cases of venereal 
disease in the City of Boston were reported.

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BUREAU OF DISEASE CCNTROL 


During 1958, the Bureau of Disease Control con- 
tinued to spend the major portion of its time and 
energy on the tuberculosis problem of the City of 
Boston. The communicable disease incidence remained 
at the expected level which under present conditions 
and knowledge seems more or less irreducible except for 
the enteric infections. Shigellosis increased threefold in 
1958 as against 1957 and constitutes a problem tempo- 
rarily but not an alarming one. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The tuberculosis record of the City of Boston in 1958 
showed commendable improvement. During 1958, 106 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and five deaths 
from nonpulmonary tuberculosis were reported. ‘This 
gives Boston a pulmonary death rate of 14.6 per 100,000 
and a tuberculosis all forms death rate of 15.3 per 
100,000. 

As is usual in tuberculosis statistics for a community, 
the new case rate for Boston fell much less strikingly 
than the death rate. In 1958, 449 new resident cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 31 new resident cases of 
nonpulmonary tuberculosis were reported. This gives 
Boston a new pulmonary tuberculosis case rate of 62 
per 100,000 population and a new tuberculosis all forms 
rate of 66.3 per 100,000. These are the lowest rates 
Boston has ever experienced. 

The marked drop in the tuberculosis death rate with 
the continued high new case rate would seem to indicate 
that the Boston program is finding the new cases quite 
well and treating them effectively so they do not die of 
the disease. 

At this point, it is important to discuss the quandary 
in which the Boston Health Department finds itself 
regarding the population base on which to compute its 
rates. If the federal census of 1940 and 1950 were used 
to compute the population, even using the arithmetical 
progression method, a population of over 825,000 would 
be obtained. It is acknowledged that Boston, like many 
other large cities in the United States, has lost popula- 
tion rather than gained since the 1950 federal census. 
Therefore, this estimate should not be used. The 
Secretary of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts takes 
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a census of the municipalities in Massachusetts at the 
end of the fifth year after each federal census and this, 
by law, becomes the population base on which statistics 
are computed. Past experience has shown that for 
Boston this census has been in error as much as 50 to 
100 thousand compared with the figures obtained 
when the next federal census was taken. It has always 
understated the population of the City of Boston. The 
last Secretary of State census gave Boston a population 
of 724,000 in 1955 and this figure, of necessity, is used in 
computing Boston’s statistics. The best informed 
sources feel that the Boston population is probably in 
the vicinity of 765,000 rather than the 724,000 assigned 
to it by the Secretary of State census. Using this 
larger population base, the statistics for Boston would 
be considerably improved. 


CASE FINDING 


The Bureau of Disease Control has evaluated its 
methods of case finding and has come to the conclusion 
that some of the most expensive and time-consuming 
programs were not adequately productive for the amount 
of effort and time consigned to them. This was par- 
ticularly true of the college and industry program where 
among 65,204 X-rays taken in 1957 only nine new 
resident cases of tuberculosis were found. This pro- 
gram closed down in 1958 and the work was turned over 
to private industrial X-ray companies. However, dur- 
ing 1958, the Boston Health Department mobile X-ray 
unit took 1,917 X-rays in special industries connected 
with the United States government. Twenty-four 
X-rays showed suspicious pathology and were recalled — 
for X-ray. The number of new resident cases of tuber- 
culosis found in this program is not available at the 
moment because many of the suspects are still being 
studied at the Diagnostic Clinic. 

The mass X-ray program in high incidence areas has 
also been found to be relatively unfruitful. Among 
29,480 X-rays taken in 1957 only 12 new resident cases 
of tuberculosis were found. This program was con- 
tinued during the first half of 1958 and not during the 
second half. It is envisaged that the mass X-ray pro- 
gram will be used in the future to a lesser degree than 
in the past. However, during the first six months of 
1958, 10,771 X-rays were taken in this program with 
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190 suspicious pathologies found. The final number of 
new resident cases discovered is not available because 
many of the patients are still attending the Diagnostic 
Clinic. 

Tuberculin Testing in the public and parochial schools 
of the City of Boston was carried out in the first half 
of 1958 and was surprisingly unproductive. Eighty- 
four hundred ninety-one intradermal tuberculin tests 
were done and 555 positive reactors were found in the 
South End and the Lower Roxbury schools. Despite 
an intensive follow-up of the household and more casual 
contacts of the positive reactors no new resident cases 
of tuberculosis were found. This program, too, will be 
used more sparingly in the future. 


NEW PROGRAMS IN CASE FINDING 


1. Tuberculin Testing in Child Health Conferences 


In May, 1958, tuberculin testing was introduced as a 
recommended routine in all the child health conferences 
of the Boston Health Department. Positive reactors 
have intensive epidemiological studies carried out to 
find the source cases, if possible. Rosters of household 
and casual contacts are made out on each reactor and 
every effort is made to have tuberculin tests done or 
X-rays taken on all of these contacts in search of the 
source case. In 1958, 394 tuberculin tests were done in 
this program. ‘I'wo positive reactors were found. So 
far, no source cases have been found. The small number 
of tuberculins done in the Well Child Conferences in 
nine months indicates that an educational program will 
have to be carried out to make this procedure more 
generally accepted by the family. 


2. Penal Institutions 


During 1958, the Bureau of Disease Control under- 
took the X-raying of the inmates of the penal institu- 
tions. The population of the Deer Island House of 
Correction was X-rayed about every two months, taking 
in the new arrivals and others who did not have chest 
films in over one year. A similar program was instituted 
in the Suffolk County Jail, with visits of the mobile unit 
every six weeks to two months depending on the popula- 
tion eligible for chest X-rays. In this program a total of 
1,401 X-rays were taken with 40 cases with suspicious 
findings discovered. Already four new resident cases of 
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tuberculosis have been found, and there are still a 
number of patients being studied in the Diagnostic 
Clinic. This seems like a productive program and will 
be continued. 


3. Welfare Recipients 

As a pilot study, the Boston Health Department 
mobile unit visited each of the five business oifices of 
the Department of Public Welfare on the day after the 
welfare recipients had received their checks by mail. At 
this time, it has been the experience of the Department 
of Public Welfare, the largest number of recipients visit 
their social workers. A single visit was made to each of 
these oflices by the mobile unit during the last two 
months of the year. X-rays were taken of the recipients, 
the ofiice personnel who so desired, and any residents of 
the area who presented themselves. A total of 1,112 
X-rays were taken and 59 persons were recalled for 
large X-rays. The number of new resident cases of 
tuberculosis that were found in this program has not 
been determined because many of the cases are still 
being studied in the Diagnostic Clinic. It seems reason- 
able to assume that the experience of another year of 
this type of X-raying, with a number of visits to each 
welfare office, will be needed before the effectiveness of 
this new program can be evaluated. 


NEW PLANS FOR CASE FINDING 


The evaluation of the case-finding program of the 
City of Boston seems to indicate that the techniques 
used in the past where the Health Department, itself, 
was attempting to locate the new cases of tuberculosis 
have, for the most part, lost their effectiveness. It now 
seems advisable to try a new approach to this problem, 
namely, to see if the Health Department might not 
better undertake programs for stimulating others to 
find the new cases of tuberculosis for the Department. 
This brings to mind the hospital admission program 
and the program to alert the physicians of the com- 
munity to the prevalence of tuberculosis in the city and 
to get them to diagnose and report the cases of tubercu- 
losis in their practice. 


1. The Hospital Admission Program 


If the hospitals of the City of Boston which reach the 
bulk of the low-income citizens of this city were to take 
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routine X-rays on all the patients who come to them, 
there 1s abundant evidence to show that they would 
pick up many cases of tuberculosis which now go un- 
diagnosed. ‘This X-raying would have to be done on 
all the house admissions, the Out-Patient Department 
cases, and the accident floor cases. In Boston, the four 
most important hospitals for this purpose in the order 
of importance are the Boston City Hospital, the Boston 
Dispensary, the Massachusetts General Hospital, and 
the Massachusetts Memorial Hospital. 

Efforts are already being made to increase the ad- 
mission X-rays taken in the Boston City Hospital Out- 
Patient Department where they have 275,000 visits 
annually. In 1957, 70 per cent of the approximately 
25,000 new patients admitted to the Out-Patient De- 
partment, who could be X-rayed, were X-rayed. By 
the loan of a part-time clerk from the Bureau of Disease 
Control, efforts are now beimg made to raise this figure 
to as nearly 100 per cent as possible. This still leaves 
uncovered the old patients who have been coming to 
the hospital for years. Plans are now in the making 
to see what can be done about getting these patients 
X-rayed annually. 

The house admissions are being X-rayed routinely ac- 
cording to the X-Ray Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. That leaves the accident floor, with about 
90,000 admissions annually. There is adequate X-ray 
equipment on the accident floor. The Boston City 
Hospital is agreeable to supply the films and the roent- 
genologist for this program. ‘To take about 80 per cent 
of the admissions on the accident floor would require 
three to four additional X-ray technicians and an addi- 
tional clerk, an expenditure of about 15 to 20 thousand 
dollars annually. The Boston Health Department can- 
not find money for this program in its budget, and the 
Bureau of Disease Control is trying to obtain these 
funds from the voluntary agencies and the state and 
federal agencies. ‘Thus far, the prospects look bleak. 

The Bureau of Disease Control met with a group 
from the Massachusetts General Hospital, including 
Dr. Dean Clarke, the Medical Director, and Dr. Robins, 
the Chief Radiologist of the hospital, on the subject of 
reintroducing admission X-rays at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital since they had been discontinued two 
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years ago. According to the last report, the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital is considering seriously taking 
admission X-rays on all patients residing in Boston. 


The Bureau of Disease Control has also met with 
various representatives of the Boston Dispensary and 
the Massachusetts Memorial Hospital, and efforts are 
being made to increase admission X-raying in both 
hospitals. 


2. The Private Physician Program 


The Bureau of Disease Control plans to approach the 
physicians, important in the diagnosis and treatment of 
tuberculosis in the City of Boston, in a manner similar to 
the way the pharmaceutical houses detail the physicians. 
The program will concentrate on the physicians in 
general practice in the highest incidence areas. Visiting 
will be done by two Boston Health Department health 
educators, two loaned from the Boston Tuberculosis 
Association to the Bureau of Disease Control, and, inso- 
far as he can find time, the Chief of the Bureau of Disease 
Control. This personnel will be oriented to present the 
pertinent data briefly in the time the physicians will 
allow them emphasizing the frequency of tuberculosis 
in the area, and the importance of diagnosing, reporting, 
and treating these cases. They will leave with the 
doctors stickers to be attached to prescription blanks 
for X-raying patients, sputum outfits, if desired, X-ray 
clinic locations, and the schedules for free X-raying by 
the Boston Health Department and literature on tu- 
bereculin testing and the rehabilitation facilities for 
tuberculosis patients. The Bureau of Disease Control 
hopes in this way to alert the physician to the tubercu- 
losis problem in his neighborhood and to get more 
complete diagnosing and reporting of the cases in his 
practice. It is planned that the high incidence areas 
to be approached first will be the South End, Lower 
Roxbury, and South Boston. It is hoped that the health 
educators will be able to visit these physicians once a 
year. 


As an additional method of contacting the private 
physicians throughout the city, it is planned to send 
letters three to four times a year to all of the physicians 
practicing in the City of Boston. ‘These letters will 
acquaint the physicians with the current public health 
problems of the Boston Health Department, its opinion 
of relevant controversial subjects, and health depart- 
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ment services available to the physician. They will 
attempt to establish a closer rapport between the Boston 
Health Department and the physicians who practice in 
the community. Since tuberculosis, at the moment, is a 
major problem of the Health Department, the letters 
will contain considerable material on the subject. 
Through the cooperation of the Bureau of Health Edu- 
cation, an accurate list of the names and addresses of 
physicians actively practicing in Boston has been com- 
piled. It has been put on addressograph plates. The 
first of these letters, described above, has already been 
composed and sent out in October, 1958. It dealt with 
the problem of tuberculosis in Boston, and the services 
available in the Boston Health Department to the 
private physicians to help them with the diagnosing and 
treatment of tuberculosis in their private practices. 
It was very well received. 


3. Hospital and Private Physicians Program on Posi- 
tive Reactors Under Three Years of Age and Recent 
Converters 

An educational campaign by letter is planned to en- 
courage the greater use of the intradermal tuberculin 
test (Mantoux) by hospitals and private physicians. 
This campaign was initiated in the first physicians’ 
letter sent out in October, 1958, with a discussion of the 
tuberculin test, its advantages and simplicity of appli- 
eation. Further material on this subject is planned in 
future letters. 

As a corollary to this emphasis on the tuberculin 
test, additional information will be mailed to the 
physician on the importance of a positive tuberculin 
reaction in infants who are under three years of age and 
in children who have converted from negative to positive 
within the year. The Boston Health Department con- 
curs with the United States Public Health Service that 
these patients should get I N H treatment for one to 
two years to prevent complications of the tuberculosis 
infection, and that careful epidemiological studies should 
be made on these cases to find out, if possible, the source 
cases of these infections to limit their further spreading 
of the disease. The Boston Health Department is ready 
and willing to carry out the epidemiological studies and 
the treatment of positive reactors found by physicians 
and clinics who do not desire to carry this program out 
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themselves. Of course, all patients will be returned to 
the referring agencies at the end of the study or treat- 
ment. 


Treatment 


A total of 13,396 clinic visits were made by patients 
or suspects to the tuberculosis clinics of the Boston 
Health Department. Ten thousand fifty-three large 
X-rays were taken. All of the X-ray equipment of the 
Boston Health Department was again carefully coned 
and screened by X-ray physicists and the personnel in 
the X-ray service wore badges to insure that the stray 
radiation to which they were exposed was within safe 
limits; which it easily was. The collapse therapy clinics 
were reduced to one during 1958 because of the diminu- 
tion of the case load. The chemotherapy clinics have 
continued to increase rapidly so that in 1958 over 400 
different patients were being treated regularly in these 
clinics. 

During July, 1958, one recalcitrant patient was com- 
mitted to the Detention Center of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health at the Rutland Sana- 
torium. The impact of the detention law on recalcitrant 
patients during 1958 was not striking. 

On May 16, 1958, the Boston Health Department 
opened the River Street Tuberculosis Clinic which is 
housed in one of the buildings of the Boston Sanatorium. 
Simultaneously, the Harvard Street and the Hyde Park 
Tuberculosis Clinics were shut down and their patients 
referred to the River Street Clinic. The River Street 
Clinic also administers chemotherapy to patients. 


TICOB 


The Tuberculosis Integrating Committee of Boston 
met regularly every month during 1958. The meetings 
were well attended and the coordination of the activities 
of the various agencies concerned with the program of 
tuberculosis in Boston was excellent. The feeling of 
friendliness engendered and the desire to cooperate was 
gratifying. 
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OTHER COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


During 1958, 6,188 resident cases of communicable 
disease were reported to the Boston Health Department, 
a decrease of about 1,500 from 1957. This is a low figure 
for a city the size of Boston. The public health physi- 
cians made 1,765 visits on these cases. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

During 1958, four resident cases of poliomyelitis were 
reported in Boston people of which three were paralytic 
and one died. These cases occurred in children who had 
received no anti-polio vaccine. 


MEASLES AND GERMAN MEASLES 


Two thousand three hundred ninety-nine cases of 
measles and 726 cases of German measles were reported 
in Boston residents during 1958, with no deaths. These 
are average figures. 


MUMPS 


In Boston residents, 664 cases of mumps with no 
deaths were reported in 1958. This is about one-third 
the number reported in 1957. 


WHOOPING COUGH 

There were 272 patients with whooping cough and no 
deaths reported in Boston residents in 1958, an increase 
of 100 over 1957. ‘This seems to follow within the realm 
of normal variation. 


SCARLET FEVER 


There were 403 resident cases of scarlet fever in 1958, 
with one death. The continued diminution of the num- 
ber of these cases during the past few years would seem 
to prove the effectiveness of prophylactic antibiotic 
therapy in preventing secondary cases in the contacts 
of scarlet fever patients. 


DIPHTHERIA 

There were no cases of diphtheria in Boston residents 
this year, a perfect record. This proves what can be 
done with adequate prophylactic immunization. 
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OPHTHALMIA NEONATORUM 


There were 129 cases of this disease reported in 
Boston residents in 1958. In no case was gonococcus 
found on the smear. 


ENTERIC COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


There were no resident cases of typhoid fever reported 
in Boston in 1958, a perfect record. 


There were 108 resident cases of salmonellosis re- 
ported and followed up in Boston in 1958, with no 
deaths. This is about the same number as in 1957. 
Salmonellosis is one of the increasing problems in com- 
municable disease. The lack of a ‘‘wonder drug” to 
destroy the salmonella handicaps progress with this 
disease. 


There were 93 resident cases of bacillary dysentery 
reported in Boston in 1958, with one death, an increase 
of threefold in incidence over 1957. Many of these 
cases occurred in an outbreak in one area, the Columbia 
Point Housing Project. The cases were so mild that 
few patients were given specific therapy by the 
visiting physicians. This was probably a mistake, 
since with the longer persistence of the organism in the 
stool, there was greater opportunity for its spread, par- 
ticularly under the conditions of a housing project. 
Recently, the Home Medical Service of the university 
which cares for most of the cases in the area has agreed 
to treat the new and continuing cases with specific 
drugs, which it is hoped will control the epidemic. 


RABIES CONTROL 


During 1958, 3,248 dog bites and 52 small animal 
bites were reported in the City of Boston; of this total, 
168 were face bites. Approximately 700 of these patients 
were treated at the Boston City Hospital and none re- 
ceived antirabic therapy. 


VENEREAL DISEASE 


In 1958, 1,076 cases of syphilis and 984 cases of gon- 
orrhea were reported to the Boston Health Depart- 
ment. In addition, 512 cases that were lost to treat- 
ment were reported by the treating hospitals. Of these 
lost cases, 390 were successfully brought in for treatment 
by the personnel of the Bureau of Disease Control. 
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MENTAL HEALTH 


During 1958, the In-Service Training Program in 
mental health proceeded as planned. Two study groups, 
totaling 29 public health nurses, one health educator, 
and miscellaneous other personnel, met with Dr. Gerald 
Caplan of the Harvard School of Public Health for 15 
sessions of one and three-quarters hours each to discuss 
problems in mental health as they are seen by the public 
health personnel. The nurses and the health educator 
completed the course which entitled them to college 
credits in the Massachusetts Division of University 
Extension. 

Dr. Gerald Caplan and his associates had 54 one to 
two hour conferences in the health units of the City of 
Boston with the health unit staffs. During these con- 
ferences, problems in mental health which were brought 
up by the staff were discussed, and questions were 
answered. The attendance was good and the acceptance 
by the conferees very satisfying. 

As another facet of this program, Dr. Gerald Caplan 
and his associates met with individual higher executives 
of the Boston Health Department to discuss the prob- 
lems in mental health which these executives encoun- 
tered in the management of their staffs and in their 
activities in general. Seventy-one conferences of this 
type were held, each lasting one to two hours. The 
In-Service Program in mental health will be continued 
in 1959 with modifications. 
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BUREAU OF DIAGNOSTIC LABORATORY 


The Bacteriological Laboratory of the Health Depart- 
ment has maintained its inflexible standards of work 
performance in the diagnostic field of microscopic, 
cultural, and serological bacteriology in spite of the 
pressure of professional staff shortages. By maintenance 
of standards, techniques, and conscientiousness beyond 
the average, the annual recertification by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health of the Bacteri- 
ological Laboratory in personnel, performance, and the 
use of equipment was again accomplished in 1958. 


An outstanding addition to the laboratory equipment 
was made during the year, the facility of a large walk-in 
type incubator solely for the incubation of tuberculosis 
cultures. This was secured, installed, and conditioned 
through the combined alertness of the Health Commis- 
sioner and the ingenuity of an employee of the Health 
Department at an amazingly low cost to the Depart- 
ment. The extended incubation period of tuberculosis 
cultures frequently required by the slow growth of these 
organisms has thus been satisfied by this acquisition. 


Again in 1958, the type of diagnostic service rendered 
reflects the progressive accomplishments in the field of 
public health medicine, epidemiology, and immunology. 
The 5,300 tuberculosis specimens, on each of which 
three cultures were made and on 2,000 of which guinea 
pigs were also inoculated, reflect the continued activity 
in case finding, while in order to aid case treatment, the 
laboratory now performs drug sensitivity tests upon 
request by submitting physicians. 

The year’s examination of 1,500 specimens for enteric 
pathogens has proved most fruitful in its successful 
isolation of carriers of the specific etiological agent 
especially in two mass salmonella outbreaks following 
large formal functions. The value of such cultural work 
has been demonstrated in studies of outbreaks of 
shigella infections in housing projects and nursing 
homes, both of which occurred in the late fall. 


Serological examinations, as well as those for gono- 
coccus, diphtheria, streptococcus, blood cultures, and 
environmental sanitation samples, have maintained the 
annual average. 
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The personnel of the Bacteriological Laboratory co- 
operates constantly with each Departmental Bureau of 
the entire Health Department, its daily reports motivat- 
ing functions in the respective Bureaus of Public Health 
Nursing, Child Health, Medical Service, Tuberculosis, 
Food, and Sanitation. As an example of departmental 
cooperation, the Bacteriological Laboratory performed 
both standard method cultural and microscopic exami- 
nations of 1,900 milk samples for seven months during 
the renovation of the Milk Laboratory followed by a 
hospitalized illness of the milk bacteriologist. 

The Laboratory continues to serve as the distributing 
agent for the state-provided Salk Vaccine. This bio- 
logical product, commercially produced, is securable 
only by Boston physicians and hospitals for expectant 
mothers and infants under one year. 
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BUREAU OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


During 1958, again there was a large staff turnover 
and loss of staff positions due to reasons of economy. 
One of the greatest contributions of the nursing staff 
was their willingness to follow through in the proper 
channeling of nurse-power. This helped the Bureau to 
continue the type of service the community has learned 
to expect. 

In order to relieve crowded clinic services, to cover 
schools, and to equalize the case load, it was necessary 
to reassign the nursing staff and change the district 
lines for Savin Street, South Boston, and the Dorches- 
ter areas. This change, together with the development 
of an appointment system for the Well Child Confer- 
ences at the Savin Street Unit and the New England 
Hospital, has relieved overcrowding, and the needs of 
the people in these areas seem to be adequately and 
comfortably met. 

A weekly morning Well Child Conference in the 
Bromley Park Housing Project was added. This ses- 
sion is staffed by pediatricians from the Harvard School 
of Public Health. 

The method of referring infant births to the Bureau 
of Child Health has been changed from birth certificate 
referral to direct referral by four large Boston hospitals. 
The public health nurse now visits infants referred 
from the hospital within three weeks of discharge at a 
time when the visit is needed most. The direct referral 
method has proved to be most valuable and satisfying. 

Nursing visits to infants under four weeks of age in- 
creased by 4,334 visits. Child health visits increased 
by 7,487 visits during the past year. Closer cooperation 
between the Visiting Nurse Association staff and the 
Health Department staff to prevent overlapping of 
service may help to eliminate other visits in order that 
the greatest number of newborn may receive service 
during the first month after birth. A pilot study in one 
area of the city is now in progress. 


SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 


Orientation of Staff 

For the second consecutive school season the Septem- 
ber orientation program for nurses assigned to schools 
was adjusted to meet the needs of the nurses assigned 
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to the school health service. The orientation consisted 
of one three-hour session for seven nurses being re- 
assigned to schools (review of the school program), and 
for eight recently appointed staff nurses; two three- 
hour sessions on the interpretation of School Health 
Service Administration — policies, procedures, records, 
reports, use of reference data, and community resources. 
In November, 28 nurses received orientation through 
discussion, demonstration, and practice in the Pure 
Tone Audiometer Hearing Test by the public health 
nurse audiometrist. Eighteen staff nurses received 
their initial orientation regarding policies and proce- 
dures for the ‘‘Spring Roundup” and preparation for 
the closing of the school season. 


Polio vaccinations were continued in the schools 
this year in order to complete all third vaccinations. 
Sixteen staff nurses in the South End and Lower Rox- 
bury areas received orientation in the ‘‘Mantoux Test- 
ing’ program for the schools in these areas. This 
orientation consisted of interpretation of the program, 
observation of procedures, and participation in the 
program. Eighty-nine and two tenths per cent of 
pupils in the South End schools and 85.7 per cent of 
the pupils in the Lower Roxbury schools were tested. 


By appointments, 24 schools were visited by the 
public health nursing supervisor of the parochial school 
program. Visits consisted of interpretation of the school 
health program when indicated, review of pupil health 
records and nurses’ follow-up reports, observation and 
discussion of attitudes regarding school health problems. 
Suggestions and requests were noted for further dis- 
cussion and action. 


Considering the number of nurses recently assigned 
to school health service, the rotation of nurses during 
the school season among several schools, the continua- 
tion of the polio program in all schools, and the Man- 
toux testing program in two areas, the school health 
public health nursing service showed a decrease of 1,038 
hours in time spent in the schools, also a decrease in 
number of interviews with teachers and parents, but an - 
increase of 579 home visits over the previous year. 
There was also an increase in number of vision tests and 
the follow-up of vision deviations. Referrals from 
teachers showed an increase of 2,967. Inspections by 
the nurses increased 5,112. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


The goal for 1958 was to concentrate on tuberculosis 
case finding. During the year, the tuberculosis super- 
visor retired and the nurse assigned to her position was 
completing the Master’s Program at Boston University. 
The principal public health nurse, with the assistance of 
the clerks, carried this program along with her regular 
duties. 

There were 5,504 more nursing visits made in the 
tuberculosis program during 1958. 

Mantoux testing is an added service in the Well Child 
Conferences and at Immunization Clinics for children up 
to eighteen years of age and others who may request it. 

A most important nursing contribution in this pro- 
gram was the organization of a Committee on Tech- 
niques of Interviewing in clinics. The Committee has 
developed objectives and methods and is now working 
on content of a guide for interviewing in Tuberculosis 
Clinics and Well Child Conferences. As recommended 
by a recent survey, the interview techniques have been 
established in three areas of the city. 


NUTRITION 


Since the nutritionist acts primarily as a consultant 
to the Public Health Nursing staff, the program in a 
large measure depends on the needs and interest of the 
group. The public health nurse feels a constant need 
for simplifying and structuring nutritional knowledge so 
that she may convey it more effectively to patients and 
families. Through her membership on the Interviewing 
Committee and in group meetings with the staff, the 
nutritionist is in a position to recognize the nutritional 
problems encountered by the nurses and is now develop- 
ing valuable material to be used by the public health 
nurse in her family teaching. 

The following outline describes the content of mate- 
rial emphasized at staff nutrition meetings during 1958. 


1. Recommended Dietary Allowance — Revised, 1958 — 
N.R.C. 

2. Basic 4 Food Groups, Bureau of Human Nutrition, 
U.S.D.A. 


Recent developments in the field of Nutrition. 


3. 
4. Modified diets and budget problems of patients clari- 
fied and identified. 


5. Personal diet problems discussed. 
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At present, attention is focused on a unified method 
for studying food habits and for evaluating methods of 
presentation. Group meetings (role playing) are held in 
each district. 

Nutritionist’s activities also included investigation of 
food practices in 60 day care centers and 35 nursing, 
convalescent, and rest homes. Food costs for diets 
for 60 tuberculosis patients were computed. Pamphlets, 
posters, and materials for demonstrations were provided 
to staff. 


STUDENT PROGRAM 


The objective of this program is to prepare students 
for the field of Public Health Nursing and to introduce 
those preparing for other nursing fields to community 
activities outside the hospital setting. 

Meetings are held at intervals during the year with 
faculty members of universities, colleges, and hospitals 
to discuss programs for field experience. ‘There is a 
demand for a larger number of students to be admitted 
to this program. 

During 1958, the following collegiate schools of 
nursing sent students.

A total of 45 undergraduate students from Boston 
City Hospital had an affiliation of one month each. A 
total of 5 graduate and 16 student nurses observed at 
the Well Child Conference. A total of 120 graduates 
and undergraduates each spent one day of observation 
and field experience with the Bureau of Nursing. 


CIVIL DEFENSE PROGRAMS 


Nursing in disaster by natural cause or in defense is 
an important factor in Public Health. 

In the event of an alert, the nurses have been in- 
structed to seek shelter wherever they happen to be 
and to assist in giving advice and counseling to those 
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nearby. They also participate in practice alerts. Ar- 
rangements were made to have two staff nurses attend 
an Institute in Civil Defense Nursing sponsored by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Both received 
Teachers’ Certificates in Civil Defense Nursing. 

A request was received from a Hospital Nursing In- 
structor for a member of the Civil Defense Agency to 
lecture to a class of nurses on ‘“‘Health Services in a 
Disaster.” Arrangements were made for a qualified 
member of the agency to give the lecture. 

A lecture for the Health Department nurses by a 
physician associated with the Civil Defense Agency was 
arranged during the year. 

The Civil Defense Oath was administered to Health 
Department personnel and to nurses in other agencies. 

Four practice alerts were attended by the supervising 
nurse assigned to Civil Defense. Advice and counseling 
were given to nurses in other agencies and hospitals 
that were interested in taking courses in Civil Defense 
Nursing or in teaching it to their personnel. 


IN-SERVICE EDUCATION PROGRAMS 


Staff education programs were carried on during the 
year. The Educational Committee consists of one 
supervisor and four staff nurses. The Education Direc- 
tor and the Mental Health Supervisor also attended 
these meetings. 

The nursing staff was fortunate in having two out- 
standing lectures on Interpersonal Relations — one on 
Interviewing and one on Civil Defense. 

The Mental Hygiene Program being initiated in the 
Department will continue in the Nursing Bureau for the 
remainder of the year. Twelve nurses attended the 
first study group and seventeen nurses, the second 
study group. Each group met with Dr. Gerald Caplan 
at the Harvard School of Public Health for 15 sessions. 
Sessions were also held every two weeks in the local 
health units with the entire staff attending. Mental 
Health specialists consulted with the staff attending 
exploring their needs in the Mental Health field. 


Two nurses attended an Institute on Civil Defense 
Nursing. Twelve nurses are attending late afternoon or 
evening sessions at local collegiate schools. 


Two nurses are on educational leave. 
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COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES 


Several supervising nurses participated actively in 
community activities. In one area the supervisor was 
Chairman of the local Committee on Public Health. 
This group was instrumental in forming a Mental 
Health Guidance Association, which will serve a popula- 
tion of 120,000 people. In another area of the city, the 
supervising nurse participated actively in a group who 
were also instrumental in laying the groundwork for 
preventive mental health program. 

Reports of individual accomplishments come from 
several areas of the city. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 3/7 


Section of Local Health Services 


BUREAU OF CHILD HEALTH AND HEALTH 
UNITS 


Due to serious illness, the Director of Local Health 
Services was absent from duty for the last five months 
of the year. Since the budget did not permit the em- 
ployment of an acting Director, the administrative 
duties of the Section had to be absorbed by the Health 
Commissioner and the Head Clerk of the Section. 

During 1958, four maternal deaths occurred among 
Boston residents. 

According to the records of the Boston Health De- 
partment’s Bureau of Vital Statistics there was a de- 
crease of 130 live births as compared with the previous 
year. The total number of live births in 1958 was 
15,423 with a rate of 21.3 per 1,000 population. Four 
hundred nineteen infant deaths occurred with a rate of 
27.2 per 1,000 live births. 

One thousand one hundred fifteen premature babies 
were reported to the Health Department during the 
year, and the hospital expenses for 154 babies, amount- 
ing to $43,460.97, were provided by the Department. 


CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES 


Thirty-three Well Child Conferences were conducted 
each week during the year throughout the city. Eight 
of the ten Health Units operated two days a week, and 
two operated one day a week; four substations operated 
two days a week, and seven substations operated one 
day weekly. The North End Child Health Conference 
and the West End Child Health Conference which 
formerly operated two days a week were changed to one 
day a week. 

Sixty thousand visits were made to the 33 clinics 
during the year, chiefly for the routine procedures of 
regulation of formulae and other dietary changes, im- 
munizations, and physical examinations, and advice to 
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parents. Seven thousand eight hundred forty-six chil- 
dren under one year of age made their initial visit to the 
conferences during 1958, 884 more than last year. 

Routine inoculations of the triple antigens of diph- 
theria, tetanus, and whooping cough were given to 
children as follows: 6,180 received first doses, 5,761 
second doses, and 5,473 completed the series of three 
inoculations, while 3,869 were given a booster dose. 
Six thousand three hundred twenty-eight were vacci- 
nated against smallpox, and 3,906 were later given cer- 
tificates for successful results. 


“Shots” of poliomyelitis vaccine were available for 
children under one year of age at the conferences, and 
4,873 first, 4,803 second, and 3,936 third inoculations 
were administered. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The school health program in the City of Boston is 
administered by the Boston School Department on the 
one hand for public schools and on the other by the 
Archdiocesan Department of Education for parochial 
schools. The Boston Health Department works in con- 
junction with the latter and assists in providing health 
services through the Bureaus of Public Health Nursing, 
Health Education, and Maternal and Child Health. 
Three extra physicians were employed from Septem- 
ber 15 to June 15 to perform the duties of school physi- 
clan. ‘This was necessitated by the large enrollment in 
the parochial schools. 


When school opened in the fall of the year, all Boston 
parochial school children were inspected by a Boston 
Health Department physician and nurse. About the 
first of October, the immunization program started and 
antigens of diphtheria and tetanus were given either as 
booster doses to those who required them or as a series 
of three inoculations to pupils who had not previously 
received them. The number of inoculations given may 
be found in the Statistical Section of this Annual Report. 


The Boston Health Department purchased polio vac- 
cine in May, 1958, to take care of absentees who had not 
received the three inoculations. During this program, 
358 polio inoculations were administered. The free 
polio vaccine program was terminated on October 31, 
1957, except for infants under one year of age and ex- 
pectant mothers. 
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Physical examinations began about the first of No- 
vember. All students in the first, fifth, and eighth 
grades were examined, and those in other grades who 
were referred by teacher, parent, or school nurse were 
also included in the examinations. 

A routine vision test was given to the pupils of the 
first, third, fifth, and seventh grades. Included also in 
the testing were those in other grades in whom impaired 
vision was suspected by the teacher, the school nurse, or 
the physician. Pupils found to have serious impair- 
ments of the eyes were given referrals — first to a pri- 
vate physician (ophthalmologist) selected by their 
parents or guardians or secondly to the specialist in 
eye diseases who is employed by the Department and 
holds clinics at several of the Health Units. 

Hearing tests were given to students in the third 
_grade and to others who indicated possible abnormali- 
ties. A public health nurse trained in the use of the 
Pure Tone Audiometer had charge of this part of the 
program and supervised all the hearing examinations. 
Children showing auditory deviations were referred to 
a private otologist or to one of the hospitals conducting 
a clinic for diseases of the ear. 


HEALTH UNITS 

The full-time public health physicians conducted 
clinics five afternoons a week. Two such sessions were 
spent in the Well Child Conference and the other three 
periods were devoted to the administration of smallpox 
vaccine, triple antigens of diphtheria, tetanus, and 
whooping cough, gamma globulin, and typhoid para- 
typhoid vaccine to persons seeking such ‘‘shots.”’ 
Physical examinations of children and adults scheduled 
for vacation at supervised camps and other recreational 
areas were also performed at these afternoon clinics. 

Each Health Unit provides quarters for both an oper- 
ating room and waiting room for children referred for 
dental service. Morning and afternoon clinics were held 
daily in which dentists, dental hygienists, and dental 
assistants carried on’ the dental program as recorded 
under ‘‘ Bureau of Dental Services.” 

The Health Department employs an ophthalmologist 
who conducted, each week, a morning clinic at four of 
the Health Units. Children referred from both public 
and parochial schools were examined, given eye drops, 
prescriptions for glasses, and advice. 
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Maternity hospitals are encouraged to make use of 
the Health Units in their prenatal programs. At the 
East Boston, the South Boston, and the West End 
Units, clinics were maintained by the personnel of the 
Boston Lying-In Hospital, while the Department of 
Obstetrics of St. Margaret’s Hospital operated a similar 
program at the South Boston Health Unit. All clinics 
were conducted once a week. 

Six mental health programs were in operation at the 
South Boston, the East Boston, the West End, the 
Harvard Street, and the Whittier Street Units under the 
direction of the Harvard School of Public Health, the 
Carney Hospital, the Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Health, and other groups. 

A number of private agencies which are engaged in 
health and welfare activities were furnished office space 
in the units, together with heat, light, and janitor 
service. Among these are the Division of Maternal and 
Child Health of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, the Visiting Nurse Association, the 
Catholic Charitable Bureau, the Public Welfare De- 
partment, the League of Women for Community Service, 
the Robert Gould Shaw House, the Salvation Army, 
the Jewish Family and Children Services, and the Guild 
of Our Lady of Ransom. 

On April 1, 1958, a new program was inaugurated in 
order to have the Nursing Service visit the newborn at 
as early a date as possible. St. Margaret’s, St. Eliza- 
beth’s, the Harley, and the Beth Israel Hospitals par- 
ticipated in this program, and reported births directly 
from the hospital to the Bureau of Child Health. Im- 
mediately upon receiving the reports, a postal card 
was sent to each parent or guardian asking whether a 
Health Department nursing visit at the home was 
desired or if the pediatric services of a private physician 
were being used. A total of 3,908 babies were reported 
by the four hospitals. One thousand, seven hundred 
seventy-three parents had private physician services, 
457 requested that a Health Department nurse visit 
the home, and 1,678 did not reply. When parents have 
a private physician to take care of the newborn, a 
Health Department nurse does not visit the home; 
thus, 1,773 unnecessary home visits were eliminated 
under this new system. 
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BUREAU OF DENTAL SERVICES 


During 1958, in order that the school children of the 
City of Boston, both parochial and public, might have 
improved and more efficient dental services, six addi- 
tional dental clinics were opened in school buildings, 
and plans for a seventh are under way. These school 
clinics operate in addition to the regular dental clinics 
conducted in the Health Units and Substations. By 
the rotation of personnel, the additional clinics have 
been staffed without an increase in the number of 
employees. In fact, one full-time dentist has been 
deleted from the budget. 


This program: 

1. Eliminates the necessity of nurses accompanying the 
children to and from the schools to the clinics. 

2. Eliminates the disruption of the classroom which 
occurred when groups of students had to leave classes 
to attend clinic. Now, two children at a time attend 
clinic in the building. Upon their return to class two 
more are sent to the dental clinic, thus minimizing 
the time lost from studies. 

3. Eliminates the hazards present when children travel 
to and from clinics outside the school building. 


The cost of setting up these additional clinics has 
been held to a minimum by using equipment removed 
from clinics where it was no longer necessary due to the 
shift in population. 
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Section of Environmental 
Sanitation 


The detailed reports of the Bureaus within the Sec- 
tion of Environmental Sanitation of their activities for 
the year 1958 follow. 

As may be noted, the Bureau of Housing and Sanita- 
tion continued its accelerated program in both Housing 
Code Survey and Enforcement and Demolition. A 
total of $110,787.25 was spent in the Demolition Pro- 
gram by the Health Department and this money was 
expended for the demolition of 136 dwellings and the 
repair of 38 party walls. 

The city has designated an area in the Dorchester 
section of the city as an Urban Rehabilitation Area. 
Three teams of inspectors, each team comprising a 
building inspector, a fire inspector, and an environmen- 
tal sanitation inspector, are making a systematic, house- 
to-house inspection for the purpose of upgrading the 
area and preventing the spread of blight. To the 
present time, 3,784 inspections in this area have been 
made and 240 violations have been abated. 

As in the past, the milk supply continues to rank in 
quality as one of the best in the country. There was no 
outbreak of disease traceable to the milk supply, and 
all samples of pasteurized milk examined were found to 
be properly pasteurized. 

The Bureau of Food Inspection has put into effect 
the filing system that was mentioned in last year’s 
report. Every eating and drinking establishment has 
its own folder and all information relative to the estab- 
lishment is kept in the folder. The usual condemna- 
tions and seizures of food occurred during the past year 
but, in the main, the quality of food has remained high. 
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BUREAU OF GENERAL SANITATION 


During 1958, the Bureau of General Sanitation initi- 
ated a Housing Code Enforcement Program in a sec- 
tion of the city which was designated as an Urban 
Rehabilitation Area by the Mayor’s Coordinating Com- 
mittee on Urban Renewal. This area, known as the 
Geneva-Talbot Improvement Area, is bounded by 
Talbot Avenue, the Midland Railroad, Geneva Avenue, 
and a line extending from Peabody Square to Geneva 
Avenue near the rapid transit tunnel. It comprises 
approximately 4,500 dwelling units mostly in owner- 
occupied dwellings. 

Three-man teams consisting of a health, a fire, and a 
building inspector are making the inspections and to 
date 3,784 dwelling units have been inspected resulting 
in the disclosure of 250 Housing Code violations of 
which 240 violations have been abated. When this 
area is completed, the Enforcement Program will be 
continued in a contiguous area with the hope that 
eventually a belt around the city will be completed in 
an effort to stop the spread of blight. 

During the year, it came to the Bureau’s attention 
that stores were being used as dwelling places, a viola- 
tion of General Laws, Chapter 111, Sections 128, 128B, 
128D, and 128F, which states that ‘‘the occupancy of a 
store used as a dwelling place is unfit for such purpose.” 
Vacate notices were served in all cases with the coopera- 
tion of the Boston Police Department and satisfactory 
results were obtained. 

About 250 acres of wet and spongy land were sprayed 
during the spring and summer seasons for mosquito 
eradication in the West Roxbury and Hyde Park sec- 
tions of Boston. Dipper tests had been made in these 
areas which resulted in the detection of mosquito larvae. 

The Demolition Program has continued successfully 
in the past year. One hundred thirty-six dwellings 
were demolished at a cost of $110,787.25. By the re- 
moval of these buildings, not only have serious health 
menaces been removed but also police and fire hazards 
have been eliminated. The environmental sanitation 
inspectors are continuing to survey their districts to 
determine which structures should be demolished and 
it is anticipated that even a larger number of buildings 
will be razed under this program next year. 
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The following courses were attended by the inspectors 
from this Bureau under the in-service training program. 


1. Air Pollution conducted at Northeastern University 

2. Chemistry and Bacteriology of Water conducted at the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health Station 
at Lawrence, Massachusetts 

3. Environmental Sanitation at the Waltham Training 
Station, Waltham, Massachusetts 


During the past year several executive members of 
this Bureau attended Neighborhood Rehabilitation 
meetings as guest speakers advising the committees of 
the responsibilities of this Bureau relative to rehabilita- 
tion. It has been noted that a greater community 
spirit, cooperation and understanding of Health De- 
partment problems have resulted from these meetings. 
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BUREAU OF MILK AND CHEMISTRY 
LICENSES AND PERMITS 


During 1958, the number of licenses and oleo registra- 
tions issued still continued to decrease. The number of 
permits to sell or serve milk from a dispenser increased 
from 270 to 300. There was one less permit issued to 
sell cream than was issued in the previous year. 

Nine thousand two hundred seven dollars was de- 
posited with the cashier of the Health Division repre- 
senting $948 less than in 1957. In addition, 3,097 
applications to sell or deliver frozen desserts, 107 
applications for licenses to manufacture frozen desserts, 
and 15 applications for licenses to maintain an estab- 
lishment for the pasteurization of milk were approved 
and given to the cashier who issued the permits and 
licenses and collected $524 in fees. 


NUMBER OF SAMPLES 


Fifteen thousand seven hundred ninety-nine samples 
were collected by this Bureau in 1958, as compared with 
17,146 in 1957. In June, 1958, the senior collector of 
samples retired and has not been replaced. In addition, 
the laboratory of the Bureau examined 1,921 samples 
of food and water submitted by other Bureaus of the 
Health Department and other departments of the City 
of Boston. 


QUALITY OF MILK 


The quality of milk sold in Boston has not changed 
significantly from the previous year. The average 
bacteria count after pasteurization was 2,700 colonies 
in one cubic centimeter. This compares with 2,600 in 
1957. The standard is 10,000. The average bacteria 
count of Grade A milk was 1,200 colonies per cubic 
centimeter. In 1957, the average count was 900. There 
has been a steady decline in the sale of Grade A milk 
over the past years. This is due to the steady improve- 
ment of the regular milk. The bacteria count of regular 
milk since 1953 has come within the standard of Grade 
A milk. 
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Ninety notices warning of coliform content in excess 
of the standard were sent. This is a ten per cent re- 
duction from the previous year. 

In 1958, as it has been for decades, not a single case 
of disease was traceable to the Boston milk supply. 


COURT CASES 


Five cases were prosecuted in Court, and fines totaling 
thirty dollars were levied. 
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BUREAU OF FOOD 


During 1958, the Bureau of Food again concentrated 
its efforts on maintaining a close watch on the food 
supply for Boston residents as well as for persons who 
come to Boston to work, shop, or visit. To this end, the 
Bureau works in close cooperation with the Section of 
Medical Services, the Diagnostic Laboratory, and the 
Bureau of Disease Control of the Health Department 
and with the Food and Drug Division of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health, the Federal Bureau 
of Animal Industry and the United States Food and 
Drug Administration. 

During the year, the reorganization of the filing sys- 
tem was completed setting up a case history record of 
each eating and drinking establishment in the city. The 
many and varied changes of ownership and management 
necessitate constant checking and rechecking to keep 
the files current but their value in maintaining proper 
supervision of the many eating and drinking establish- 
ments justifies the time spent. 

In a market and shipping area as large as Boston, 
large amounts of food are condemned each year, the 
vast majority of it being seized and disposed of before 
it enters retail channels. Large quantities which were 
condemned during the year included 30,000 pounds of 
fresh ham, 33,000 pounds of bananas, and 12,000 pounds 
of flour, the latter two items having been contaminated 
by fire and water. 

In spite of the many precautions and safeguards 
maintained to protect the public, occasional outbreaks 
of food poisoning occur. One such explosive outbreak 
of salmonella infection occurred during the year in- 
volving approximately 100 people who had eaten a 
catered dinner. A thorough inspection of the premises 
suggested that the food handlers might be harboring 
the causative organism and subsequent follow-up and 
examination revealed that eleven employees were tem- 
porary carriers. With adequate medical treatment and 
supervision, this situation was corrected. 

The food vending vehicle business is a somewhat un- 
stable one with some concerns changing hands several 
times during the year. Constant vigilance is required 
of the Bureau of Food to make certain that each owner 
and operator is informed of the proper procedures for 
food distribution.

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Weights and Measures Division 


The primary duty of a Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures is to see that equity prevails in all sales of com- 
modities or services which involve the use of weighing 
or measuring devices. 

There are two equally important divisions of the 
Sealer’s work, the mechanical and the supervisory. 
The mechanical involves the inspection, testing, and 
sealing or condemning of all weighing or measuring 
devices found in commercial use. The supervisory has 
to do with the manner in which equipment previously 
sealed is used. 

Under the heading of supervisory are such activities 
as rewelghing or remeasuring commodities that have 
been prepackaged in advance of sale, checking the 
weights in containers packaged by the manufacturer; 
checking loads or deliveries of coal, oil, and other com- 
modities; investigating complaints, teaching housewives 
and others to order definite quantities; and educating 
both buyers and sellers in general in regard to their 
rights and duties under Weights and Measures Laws. 
It should be remembered that much of the good which 
results from the work of the Division is intangible as it 
prevents short weight or measure and faulty or dis- 
honest practices. 

The Division is charged with the enforcement of the 
following General Laws of Massachusetts that relate to 
Weights and Measures: Chapters 94, 95, 96, 97, and 98. 
In addition the Division is charged with the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of Chapter 101 relating to 
Hawkers, Pedlers, and Transient Vendors. 

While the task is a never-ending one, supervision of 
the food supply, on which the health of the city depends, 
can be kept on a firm foundation. To further this end, 
the Bureau keeps abreast with the constant changes 
occurring almost daily in the food industry.

LITIGATION 


SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the City or its officials were decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


McHugh v. Board of Zoning Adjustment of Boston, 
336 Mass. 682. Under St. 1924, c. 488, s. 20, as amended, 
with exceptions not relevant here, no change in the 
boundaries of a zoning district shall be made except by 
the decision of not less than four fifths of the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment’s twelve members, rendered after a 
public hearing, with the further provision that a majority 
of the Board shall consist of a quorum for all public 
hearings and for all acts of the Board except that the 
written record of a decision changing the boundaries of a 
district shall be signed by not less than four fifths of the 
Board’s twelve members. The written record of the 
decision upon an application for a boundary change 
which was heard by only nine members was signed by 
ten members including two who did not attend the 
hearing. The Supreme Judicial Court held this met the 
requirement of the statute, but then proceeded to annul 
the decision on the ground that on the facts of the case 
the decision was invalid as spot zoning. 


Rodenstein v. Board of Appeal of Boston, Mass. Adv. 
Sh. (1958) 599. This was a bill in equity filed in the 
Superior Court by an abutting owner by way of appeal 
from a decision granting a variance to permit with 
certain restrictions the parking of thirty pleasure auto- 
mobiles for a fee on rocky land in a sixty-five foot 
residential district. The land was part of an estate the 
larger part of which was being used under prior variances 
for a large filling station. The Supreme Judicial Court 
affirmed the Superior Court’s decree sustaining the 
variance. 


Murphy v. Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1958) 845. This 
was a petition filed in the Superior Court for a declara- 
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tory judgment determining the retirement allowance 
payable under G. L. (Ter. Eid.) c. 32, s. 58, as amended, 
to a veteran who had been in the service of the City as a 
teacher for thirty years, in twenty-two of which he had 
also served in an athletic coaching capacity. Upon 
petitioner’s appeal, the Superior Court’s decree adjudg- 
ing that compensation for coaching was not to be 
included in computing the retirement allowance was 
reversed by the Supreme Judicial Court, which held 
that the petitioner’s ‘‘work was so related that he was 
entitled to be retired from what he was doing and to 
have the highest annual compensation under both types 
of appointment stand as the base for his retirement 


pay. 


Campbell v. Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1958) 989. This 
was an action of contract brought in the Superior Court 
to recover salary as Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of the now abolished Statistics Department during the 
period from January 10, 1950, when under protest the 
plaintiff had orally resigned as a Statistics Trustee, to 
April 30, 1951, when his term would have expired. 
Upon the plaintiff’s appeal from the Superior Court’s 
finding for the City, the Supreme Judicial Court affirmed 
that the plaintiff was not entitled to recover the salary 
he sought, holding that it was not necessary that the 
resignation be in writing, and further that the protest 
did not vitiate the voluntariness of the resignation. 


Beaumont v. Director of Hospitals and Superintendent 
of the Boston City Hospital, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1958) 1141. 
This was a petition for a writ of mandamus to restore the 
petitioner to her position in the civil service from which 
she had been removed by a decision the notice of which 
did not state fully and specifically the reasons therefor 
as required by statute. Within five days after this 
notice the petitioner requested a hearing before the 
Civil Service Commission. The Supreme Judicial Court 
held that by requesting the administrative review, the 
petitioner waived the deficiency in the notice and lost 
the right to question it. 


Mosey Cafe, Inc. v. Licensing Board for the City of 
Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1958) 1348. This petition 
filed in the Superior Court and reported by that court 
without decision to the Supreme Judicial Court sought a 
judgment declaring G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 140, s. 183A, as 
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amended, and Revised Ordinances of Boston (1947), 
ce. 40A, s. 1, cl. 92, inapplicable or void so far as the 
furnishing of public entertainment on weekdays solely 
through the use of radio, television and juke boxes as 
employed by the petitioner in its restaurant was con- 
cerned. The Supreme Judicial Court held: (1) that the 
petitioner’s activities fell within said section 183A; 
(2) that said clause 92 was valid under St. 1949, c. 222, 
notwithstanding the provision in section 183A that no 
fee shall be chargeable for a license issued under it to a 
person also licensed as a common victualler; and (3) that 
section 183A, the purpose of which is the preservation of 
public order at public entertainments and not censor- 
ship, is constitutional. 


Mosey Cafe, Inc. v. Mayor of Boston, Mass. Adv. 
Sh. (1958) 1351. This was a companion case to Mosey 
Cafe, Inc. v. Licensing Board for the City of Boston, 
supra. ‘The question was whether G. L. (Ter. Ed.) 
c. 136, s. 4, as amended, and Revised Ordinances of 
Boston (1947), ec. 40A, s. 1, cl. 298, were inapplicable or 
void so far as the furnishing of public entertainment on 
Sunday solely through the use of radio, television or 
juke boxes as employed by the petitioner in its restau- 
rant was concerned. The Supreme Judicial Court held 
neither the statute nor the ordinance to be unconstitu- 
tional or void as applied to the petitioner. 


Boston v. Merchants National Bank of Boston, Mass. 
Adv. Sh. (1958) 1393. The basic question presented by 
this petition for declaratory relief filed in the Supreme 
Judicial Court was whether St. 1954, c. 164, as amended 
by St. 1957, c. 718, is constitutional or, more spe- 
cifically, whether the construction, operation and mainte- 
nance of a municipal auditorium with an exhibition 
hall, assembly hall and accessory rooms suitable for 
exhibitions, conventions and other shows and gatherings 
as authorized by the statute just cited is a public purpose 
for which public moneys raised by taxation may be 
expended. In ordering the entry of a final decree declar- 
ing the statute to be constitutional, the Supreme 
Judicial Court said: ‘‘Considering St. 1954, c. 164, and 
its amendment, we have no hesitation in determining 
that the erection of the proposed auditorium is a public 
purpose. ”’ 
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2. Crivit SERVICE 


This department handled twenty-one hearings given 
to employees by the various department heads under 
the Civil Service laws. 


This department represented department heads on 
seven cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission 
by City employees. The department also represented 
department heads in two matters under the Adminis- 
trative Procedures Act.

The City of Boston is a party respondent to all peti- 
tions filed with the Land Court for registration of title to 
lands within the territorial limits of the city. During 
the year the office appeared in 73 cases in this court and 
examined all petitions and papers filed therewith, pre- 
paring many answers to said petitions and documents 
and stipulations affecting the land and title sought to be 
registered. 
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D. PROBATE COURT 


During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘‘Park Department.”’ The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. ‘The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. ‘The other 
two members served without compensation. 

In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 

Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Sections 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,725 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the following 
facilities: a general office building; 128 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bath houses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes); 3 public 
bathing beaches with bath houses in which are 2 so- 
laria; 4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 2 outdoor); 85 
public squares; 1 laundry; 14 greenhouses; 19 ceme- 
teries (3 active, 16 inactive or historic); 108 miles of 
parkways, driveways, walks and paths; 131 acres of 
ponds and rivers; and the care and maintenance of all 
trees on city streets, parks and playgrounds. 


PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 3 


The department organizes, promotes and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 

This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our Park System 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 

In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that 
much of our appropriation is expended for the mainte- 
nance and improvement of parks, gardens, park and 
recreation buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, 
cemeteries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to 
efficient service. We are confining this report to major 
work accomplished in 1958, all of which is substantially 
outside the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1958 


PARK AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


Construction of Playground at Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Parkway, Russett Road, Bruce and Weld Streets, 
West Roxbury: The reconstruction of this playground 
was conducted by completely enclosing it with a 6-foot 
chain link fence and by laying an underground conduit 
for night lighting on the walks for the sum of $15,187.70. 
During 1959, we hope to continue another phase of the 
construction work at this playground. 

Jamaica Pond-Olmsted Park: The first phase of the 
work done towards rehabilitating the area was started 
this year, which included the reclaiming and protecting 
of the shore line and the slopes surrounding the pond, 
installation of new drainage system, and rebuilding 
some of the walks for the sum of $59,680. Work will 
continue in 1959. 

Jefferson Playground, Roxbury: This playground is 
being completely redesigned and reconstructed, with 
new loam surface, grass-sodded ball field, children’s 
play area with equipment, new seats and canopy-type 
backstop for the sum of $24,698. 
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Hanson Street, South End: With an expenditure of 
$14,042 we procured a vacant lot of land and con- 
structed thereon a children’s play area with apparatus, 
asphalt surface, chain link fence, and seats. 

Quincy Street, Dorchester: On the site of the former 
abandoned Quincy Street School we have constructed 
a small children’s area with playground apparatus, 
drinking fountain, benches, asphalt surface, and chain 
link fence for the sum of $9,208.31. 

East Glenwood Avenue, Hyde Park: At this location 
we procured a large vacant lot of land and constructed, 
for the sum of $20,179.27, a small neighborhood play- 
ground complete with playground equipment for tots 
and juniors, including basketball court and a mothers’ 
rest. We also constructed an asphalt surface, graded 
and seeded the slopes, and fenced the entire area with a 
chain link fence. 

Wiliam F. Smith Playground, Brighton: At this 
location we erected bleacher seats at the Little League 
Diamond at a cost of $2,697.14. 

John J. Ryan Playground, Charlestown: At this 
location we erected portable bleachers on the main ball 
diamond at a cost of $2,578.50. The large ball field 
was completely regraded, loamed, and seeded for the 
sum of $9,014.32. 

Franklin Park Golf Course: All the golf tees were 
rebuilt, slopes seeded, and the fairways graded and 
seeded for the sum of $16,348. 

Copley Square, Boston: A decorative steel post and 
chain barrier fence was erected which encircles the park 
area in front of the Public Library. This work was done 
for the sum of $4,808.32. 

La Fayette Mall, Boston Common: A contract in the 
amount of $9,483.86 was awarded and completed on 
the flower boxes on the Mall. 3 


WALKS AND ROADWAYS 


Commonwealth Avenue: The contract awarded in 
1957, in the amount of $44,000, was completed in 1958. 
The center Mall from Arlington Street to Massachusetts 
Avenue was reconstructed with asphalt surface with a 
sealer coat; the grass edges were sodded and reloamed. 
All crosswalks were rebuilt and surfaced and new 
14-foot-long park benches were erected along the entire 
length of the avenue. Repairs were made to the road- 
way in the amount of $5,526.78.

PARK SYSTEM 


Defective concrete blocks were replaced throughout 
the Park System in the amount of $8,295.80. 


BUILDINGS, ETC. 


Boston Common: Contract was awarded for the repair 
of benches on walks throughout the Common amount- 
ing to $14,929. After many years repairs were made 
to the famous Brewer Fountain for the sum of $7,778. 


TREES 


Approximately 800 trees were planted during the 
year on city streets and parkways for the sum of $29,999. 

Approximately 330 dead and diseased trees were 
removed during the year, amounting to $26,780. 

Trees were sprayed throughout Park System at the 
cost of $12,000. Trimming of trees was conducted in 
various sections of the Park System at the cost of 
$20,000. 

RECREATION 


Our recreation program and what this department 
accomplishes for all groups, from the youngest to the 
Golden Age, is well known in the community. Our 
program has been copied by many other cities in the 
United States. 

As in former years we have conducted our city-wide 
basketball, baseball, handball, and football programs 
in all sections of the city. Thousands of persons com- 
peted in all our events, which are set up in Junior, 
Junior Varsity, Varsity and Senior Varsity, and Senior 
Park leagues, in all these sports. It might be of interest 
to point out that in our Senior Park Football League, 
whose games are witnessed by hundreds of thousands, 
the final play-off game was held in the new Boston Col- 
lege Stadium. This privilege was granted to us through 
the courtesy of His Eminence Cardinal Richard J. 
Cushing and Boston College officials. 

During the summer season, for a ten-week period, 
we staffed 125 play areas with recreation leadership, 
and the young men and women instructors, most of 
whom were college graduates or upper classmen in 
college, directed a workshop covering sports, games, 
athletics, handcrafts, music, ete. Among the more 
popular attractions were the several soft ball leagues, 
which now include women as well as men. 
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A special indoor recreation demonstration, which 
included girls from each of the 14 recreation centers 
throughout the city, was held at the Tobin Memorial 
Gymnasium, at which the May Queen was selected. 

In addition to the regular annual events like May 
Day, Halloween, and the Golden Age parties, the 
Recreation Division promoted weekly programs be- 
ginning with ‘“‘Get Acquainted Week” and including 
‘‘Be Kind to Animals Week,’ ‘‘Do It Yourself Week,’’ 


‘“Be a Good Citizen Week,”’ ete

In compliance with the provisions of section 24 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I respect- 
fully submit the annual report of the Public Works 
Department and the Public Improvement Commission 
for the year ending December 31, 1958. 


FISCAL 


The total expenditures of the department for the year 
were $24,091,546.44, of which $3,283,217.68 represents 
water assessments levied by the Metropolitan District 
Commission and $898,266.66 represents Metropolitan 
District Commission sewer assessments. The water 
assessments are $45,479 less than those levied in 1957, 
and the sewer assessments are $24,101.49 more than 
those levied in 1957. ~ 

The water assessment reduction is a reflection of the 
colder and wetter conditions prevailing in 1957 which 
lowered the water usage and consequently lowered our 
assessment payable in 1958. Under normal conditions 
both the water and sewer assessments tend to increase 
and must be anticipated. 
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The receipts of the Water Division totaled $6,056,- 
716.55, and the surplus resulting from the sale of water 
was $78,924.81. The operation of the Sumner Tunnel 
resulted in a substantial surplus of $924,350.77. In 
comparison to the record previous year, this represents 
a drop in surplus of $270,235.53. This drop in revenue 
can be traced to the opening of the Northeast Express- 
way and the consequent loss of traffic to the Mystic 
River Bridge facility. 


LOAN ORDERS 


For the first time in many years, the department did 
not request a loan order for the construction of public 
ways. It was possible to refrain from a loan order 
request because of two factors. First, on July 26, 1957, 
your Honor approved a City Council order for a $3,000,- 
000 appropriation for the construction of public ways. 
Secondly, approximately $2,225,000 was made available 
to Boston under the provisions of Chapter 718 of the 
Acts of 1956. The total amount made available by these 
two provisions gave the department adequate funds for 
its construction needs for both 1957 and 1958, thereby 
eliminating any need for a loan order request for 1958. 


STREET ConstTRUCTION WorK 
State-Aid Program 

The Chapter 90 work, which has become a vital cog 
in our over-all highway improvement program, was 
carried forward with customary concentration. We are 
rapidly approaching the much desired goal of having 
most of our main arteries thoroughly revamped to meet 
present-day traffic needs. 

With the completion of the final link in the chain 
consisting of the Seaver Street-Columbus Avenue con- 
tract now under construction, we will have developed 
a completely remodeled, divided highway from Mat- 
tapan square to Egleston square by way of Blue Hill 
avenue, Seaver street, and Columbus avenue. It will 
have appropriate left-turn lanes, the latest in mercury 
vapor luminaries, and all the other adjuncts of present- 
day highway standards. 

I submit below a schedule of Chapter 90 projects 
which were under construction in 1958 and the list of 
Chapter 90 projects which we have earmarked for 1959 
consideration.

The report of the Division Engineer of the Highway 
Division lists in detail the varied highway constructions 
and reconstructions accomplished throughout the city 
along with some of the more important roadways. 

The policy of replacing defective brick sidewalks 
with cement concrete sidewalks wherever conditions 
indicated the need for such improvement was somewhat 
curtailed due to the smaller amount of money allowed 
in the budget for this type of work.

STREET LIGHTING 


We have continued our policy of replacing inefficient 
gas lamps with modern electric illumination. During 
the year we replaced just under 400 gas lamps, leaving 
only about 300 out of a total of approximately 7,000 
gas lamps that were in operation eight years ago. We 
hope to complete the gas lamp changeover during the 
coming year. 


A detailed list of lighting installations and improve- 
ments is included in the report of the Lighting Section 
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of the Highway Division. This listing, plus a compila- 
tion of the total amount of modernization accomplished 
by relighting with modern mercury vapor lights of at 
least 15,000 lumens, highlights the accelerated pace of 
our very important street lighting modernization 
program.

Snow REMOVAL 


The snow season of 1958 was highlighted by the 
snowstorm which began early Sunday morning on 
February 16 and continued with unabated fury through- 
out the day. It ended at approximately four o’clock 
on the morning of the next day, Monday, February 17. 


A modern-day record accumulation for one snowstorm 
was run up by this storm when it left a staggering 
total of 19.4 inches in the city proper and as much as 
22 inches in our suburban areas. 


The department mustered every possible piece of 
city and hired equipment in order to combat this 
paralyzing blow and worked around the clock to restore 
conditions approaching normal. 

As is increasingly noticeable with each storm, the 
parked cars greatly impeded the work of properly 
plowing the streets. Because of this problem of snowed- 
in vehicles, some of our smaller residential streets 
remained unplowed until we were able to haul out the 
offending cars. 

The storm took a major portion of the total outlay 
of $782,000 for snow removal work in 1958. The 
accumulation for the year was 49.3 inches according 
to the official records at the East Boston Airport 
weather station. 


On April 11, a rather unusual storm took place that 
deposited an accumulation of 2 inches to 3 inches of 
slushy snow. With the exception of only two other 
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years, this was the latest date upon which we have 
had any appreciable amount of snow within the last 
twenty years. 


BRIDGES 


The outstanding bridge project for this year was the 
complete reconstruction of the Summer Street Bridge 
over the Reserved Channel with the exception of the 
drawspan proper. 

This completes the last link in the modernization of 
Summer and L streets, which. has been in progress for 
over a year. This has been a joint city-state Chapter 
90 project and has helped considerably to smooth the 
traffic flow over this much used highway. 


SoutH Bay INCINERATOR 


Because of several strikes and delays in deliveries of 
materials, the construction of the incinerator was some- 
what behind schedule, but the very noticeable progress 
made is reflected in a comparison of the two pictures 
taken at the site at the beginning and end of the year. 


PERSONNEL 


There were 1,885 employees in the department as of 
December 31 as compared with 1,948 employees on the 
rolls on January 1, 1958. 

On April 15 I assumed the office of Commissioner of 
Public Works, through appointment by your Honor, 
following the retirement of George G. Hyland who 
served in the position for a total of nearly fifteen years. 
His prior service with the city started in 1925. Mr. 
Hyland, because of his intimate knowledge of the 
department and its varied activities, gave his best 
efforts in all that he did, and he left a record of faithful 
and conscientious service not only to the Public Works 
Department, but to the city itself. 

I attach reports from the Division Engineers relative 
to the activities of their divisions in 1958, together with 
a report of the Public Improvement Commission cover- 
ing its work during the year.

REPORT OF THE AUTOMOTIVE DIVISION 


Boston, January 2, 1959. 
To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DeEaR SIR: 

I am submitting herewith the annual report of the 
Automotive Division of the Public Works Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1958. This report 
covers the activities of the five garages, the Mobile 
Guard Section, and the Motor Pool. 

The quota of employees assigned to the Automotive 
Division for. 1958 was 116 employees, assigned to the 
following duties: 1 chief automotive engineer in charge 
of the division; 9 clerical employees; 1 dispatcher in 
charge of the Motor Pool; 4 employees assigned to the 
stockroom; 3 employees assigned to wreckers; 41 em- 
ployees assigned to repair work; 38 employees assigned 
to maintenance of buildings, gasoline and oil dispensing, 
cleaning, and watchmen’s duties, and motor vehicle 
operation; and 19 employees assigned to the Mobile 
Guard Section which maintains a watch over Public 
Works Department property and equipment between 
the hours of 4 p.M., and 8 a.m. weekdays, and all day 
Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays. Due to retirements, 
ete., there were 107 employees on the payroll at the 
end of 1958. 

The office maintained by the division at City Hall 
processed 1,799 requisitions in 1958, of which 1,141 
were service orders, and 658 were purchase orders. A 
petty cash fund of $300 was used to make about 100 
purchases a month, usually under $3 each. The City 
Hall office reports the following expenditures from the 
1958 appropriation.

The department’s fleet of 483 units of automotive 
equipment under the supervision of this division 
consists of 82 sedans and other vehicles used for trans- 
portation purposes, and 265 trucks of various sizes, 
including 36 snowfighters, 10 compressors, 4 catch- 
basin cleaners, 34 pickup trucks, 119 dump trucks, 
6 wreckers, 6 flushers, 3 derrick trucks, 2 lumber trucks, 
1 rack truck, 3 platform trucks, 32 emergency trucks, 
and 9 miscellaneous trucks. There are 26 street sweep- 
ers, 11 road rollers, 7 snow and bucket loaders, 19 front 
bucket loaders, 2 tractor shovels, 4 crawler tractors, 
1 grader, 3 trailer compressors, and 63 miscellaneous 
pieces. There are 4386 of these units registered under 
the motor vehicle law of the Commonwealth. 

The repair shop at the Highland Street garage 
performed approximately 12,000 repair jobs in 1958, 
including tire repairs and lubrication check-ups. Six 
thousand repair work orders were made out by the 
motor equipment repairmen. Contracts in the amount 
of $12,000 and $5,000 were issued for the respective 
repair of Walter snowfighters and F. W. D. trucks. 

The Mobile Guard and the Motor Pool operated in a 
satisfactory manner during 1958. The Motor Pool 
consists of one dispatcher and eight drivers (one from 
the Automotive Division). The dispatcher makes all 
assignments to the drivers, and also has charge of the 
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short-wave radio. Within the Public Works Depart- 
ment are 44 cars equipped with two-way radios. The 
Motor Pool assignments outside the Public Works 
Department consist of the following: 


Institutions Department — Conveying patients to Tewks- 
bury and Long Island, and children to various homes. 

Purchasing Department — Conveying inspectors to sources 
of supplies. 

Public Library — Checking distant libraries. 

Election Department — Conveying voting machine offi- 
cials and work on election days. 

Assessing Department, Printing Department, Public Cele- 
brations, Collector’s Office, Mayor’s Office, Real Estate Di- 
vision, City Planning Board — Various assignments. 


The Mobile Guard Section, with 17 men and 3 
vehicles, patrols the city, protecting Public Works 
Department property. The guards inspect all yards 
and, at each location, punch a Detex time clock. Watch- 
‘men are permanently stationed on locations where 
experience has shown that it is advisable to have a man 
present at all times to protect city property. 

A survey of the Albany Street garage was made late 
in 1958 by the Thompson & Lichtner Company. They 
recommend that extensive repairs be made to this plant 
and the sum of $60,000 has been requested in the 1959 
budget for this purpose.

Throughout the year 1958 the status and condition of 
the city’s ten drawbridge facilities remained practically 
unchanged from the previous year, and are specifically 
described as follows: 


1. Over Fortr Point CHANNEL 


Dover Street Bridge: On June 3, 1958, this bridge was 
permanently closed to all highway traffic. Prior to 
that, it had been closed to waterborne traffic since May 
13, 1955. 


As of this writing, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works has executed a contract for the complete 
removal of the bridge superstructure and its replace- 
ment with a solid fill causeway, with culvert facilities 
to be installed to accommodate tidal flow. 


Under this contract, which has been executed under 
the provisions of Section 34, Chapter 90, of the General 
Laws, the city will pay one half the cost, estimated to 
total $553,711, based on the low bid for the work. 


Related to this project is the construction of a trestle 
upstream from the bridge, necessary to carry the re- 
located water mains and other utilities as required by 
the replacement of the bridge. The trestle project, of 
necessity, 1s being executed in connection with the 
completion of the Fitzgerald Expressway in that area; 
and under an agreement with the Commonwealth, the 
city will assume one half the cost of the trestle project 
in an amount not to exceed $60,000.00. 


Broadway Bridge: This bridge has not operated as a 
drawbridge since May 138, 1955, but has been kept in 
operable condition against the possible necessity of 
making openings to accommodate the movements of 
waterborne equipment in connection with the construc- 
tion of the expressway project upstream of the bridge. 


It is expected that in the coming year it will be 
possible to exclude this possibility, and then fix the 
ends of the draw, remove the drawhouse, fender piers, 
machinery, etc. The bridge is in good condition. 


Summer Street, Congress Sireet, and Northern Avenue 
Bridges: These three bridges are fully operating. At 
the present time, it is expected that the American 
Sugar Refinery will be relocated at the Mystic River 
sometime in 1960, at which time the Summer Street 
and Congress Street Bridges need no longer be operated. 
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The rebuilding of the Summer Street Bridge should 
proceed at that time, and new studies are being initiated 
to investigate the possibility of a solid fill replacement 
of the bridge. 


The Congress Street Bridge is in good condition. 


The Northern Avenue Bridge is operating satisfac- 
torily, but is in need of replacement structurally. It is 
hoped that the possibility of closing the entire channel 
to navigation in the near future will permit a solid fill 
replacement of this bridge. 


2. Over RESERVED CHANNEL 


Summer Street Bridge (Formerly L Street): This bridge 
has been undergoing major repairs during 1958. The 
entire South Boston approach trestle has been rebuilt; 
and the longer Boston approach has been repaired on 
the underside by renewing pile bracings and encasing 
defective piles with concrete. The entire surface of both 
approaches will be repaved. 


It is expected that this project will be completed 
before the end of the year. 


The work has been accomplished under a Chapter 90 
project, with the city assuming 40 per cent of the total 
cost and the Commonwealth the remainder. The total 
estimated cost is $271,000. 


The drawspan of this bridge, although in need of 
major repairs or replacement, was purposely excluded 
from the work because of the strong possibility that the 
movable span could be replaced by a fixed span at a 
much lower cost, due to the fact that the volume of 
commercial waterborne traffic above the bridge has de- 
clined to the point where closing of the draw would be 
justified. 

3. OvEeR CHARLES RIVER 

Charlestown Bridge: The work of reconstructing the 
approach spans and drawspan of this bridge has been 
completed except for minor details relating to the 
operating system of the drawspan. 


In connection with this project, which included com- 
plete removal of the steel floor systems, new concrete 
and steel decks, a new operating system for the draw- 
span and related steel repairs, etc., it was necessary to 
close the draw to waterborne traffic until the span was 
restored to full operation. 
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Accordingly, the drawspan was so closed on May 1, 
1957, and it was intended to have the bridge operating 
before the end of that year. 

However, because of the inherent structural and me- 
chanical problems involved in operating this span, and 
the danger of seriously interrupting the elevated train 
service of the M.T.A. which crosses this bridge, the 
bridge has not yet been restored to operation. 

Furthermore, the decline of waterborne traffic passing 
through the draw of this bridge makes it justifiable to 
close the span permanently to navigation except for 
vessels that can pass under the span. 

Accordingly, a petition has been filed with the United 
States Engineers for permission to convert the movable 
span to a fixed span, thereby eliminating a source of 
interruption and delay to transit and highway traffic, 
and, in addition, making possible an annual saving of 
approximately $100,000 for maintaining and operating 
the movable span. 


4. Over CHELSEA RIVER 


Andrew P. McArdle and Chelsea Street Bridges: Both 
of these bridges are fully operating and in good condition. 


5. Over Mystic RIVER 


Malden Bridge (Alford Street): This bridge is fully 
operating. The structure has been in very poor con- 
dition structurally for some years, requiring rather con- 
tinuous maintenance and repairs. 

Under an agreement with the Commonwealth, the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works has sched- 
uled the rebuilding of this bridge at an estimated cost of 
$4,000,000, with the Commonwealth assuming the full 
cost; it being understood that, on completion, the bridge 
will revert to the City of Boston for operation and 
maintenance. 

At the present time, the State Department has en- 
gaged a consulting firm of engineers to draw up plans 
and specifications for the new bridge, and it is expected 
that the project will be started in the latter part of 1959. 


6. INLAND BRIDGES

With few exceptions, the inland bridges are in fair 
condition. Certain necessary major improvements, in- 
volving the bridges over the Boston & Albany Railroad 
have been deferred, as previously reported, due to the 
proposed extension of the Massachusetts Turnpike into 
Boston; which development would automatically re- 
quire rebuilding most, if not all, of these bridges. 

However, because of the extreme need of immediate 
repairs to two of the bridges over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, namely the Broadway and Boylston Street 
bridges, contracts for renewing the decks have been 
awarded as described hereinafter. 


Masor CoNnstTRUCTION WoRK AND REPAIRS 


Deck Repairs to the Broadway Bridge over the Boston 
& Albany Railroad: Due to the extremely defective 
condition of the bridge deck, a contract was entered into 
with John J. Botti to make the necessary repairs. 

Because of very heavy vehicular traffic on normal 
work days, all work had to be done on week ends, when 
the area to be repaired was closed to traffic. 

The roadways were stripped of all asphalt plank wear- 
ing surface; defective stringers and underplank renewed; 
and a new spruce plank wearing surface installed. 

Work commenced May 10, 1958, and was completed 
June 3, 1958, at a cost of $15,100. 

The structural condition of this bridge is such that it 
was considered advisable to close the bridge to all heavy 
trucking. This was done on May 27, 1958. 

Deck Repairs to the Sprague Street Bridge over the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad: -A contract 
in the amount of $12,345 was entered into with the 
Albert C. Graglia Company, Inc., to make repairs to 
the deck of this bridge. 
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This work consisted of replacing approximately 25 per 
cent of the deck planking, and laying a new wearing 
surface of bituminous concrete. 


However, when the deck was uncovered it was found 
that all the underplank was defective to the extent that 
complete renewal was necessary, and, accordingly, the 
original contract was amended to cover the additional 
cost. 


The work commenced June 23, 1958, and was com- 
pleted October 10, 1958, at a cost of $28,979.11. 


Deck Repairs to the Boylston Street Bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad: Bids were received August 6, 
1958, for repairs to the deck of this bridge. The repairs 
include replacing defective stringers, renewing the entire 
underdeck and placing a new bituminous concrete wear- 
ing surface. 


Due to the contractor’s inability to obtain early de- 
liveries of lumber, the start of this project has been 
tentatively postponed until early in 1959. 


The contract was awarded to the Martin J. Kelly 
Company, Inc., in the amount of $22,255.

Demolition of the Piers at North End Park. In con- 
nection with the program of the Mayor’s Waterfront 
Rehabilitation Committee, this office prepared plans 
and specifications for the subject work, and a contract 
for the same was awarded by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works under Chapter 91 of the 
General Laws, in the amount of $20,900. The cost will 
be shared equally by the Commonwealth and the city. 
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YARD FORCES 


The maintenance force of the Bridge Service is utilized 
in various repair operations of both emergency and 
routine nature in repairs to bridge roadway decking, 
sidewalks, fender piers, retractile bridge tracks, stair- 
ways, railings, and pertinent facilities. 

Other work consists of placing and removing barri- 
cades and traffic control signs necessary when bridge 
repairs involve interference with traffic; also cleaning 
bridge sidewalks and stairways of ice and snow. 


SUMNER TUNNEL 


Under the terms of Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958, 
the ownership, operation, and maintenance of the 
Sumner Tunnel will transfer to the Massachusetts Turn- 
pike Authority, at such time as the Authority may 
determine, after the issuance of bonds to provide for 
the construction of a new tunnel and the acquisition of 
the existing tunnel. 

It is expected that the actual transfer of title will take 
place about April, 1959. 

The total traffic for the year of 1958 amounted to 
11,721,627 vehicles. This is a decrease of 1,175,097 from 
the previous year of 1957 when 12,896,724 automobiles 
used the Sumner Tunnel. 

The decrease in traffic is attributed to the completion 
of the Northeast Expressway facilities by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works, which resulted 
in a natural deflection of traffic from the tunnel to the 
Mystic River Bridge. 

However, the anticipated net result of trafic volume 
loss for this reason is around 9 per cent, which is con- 
siderably less loss than was generally estimated. 

All of the electrical and mechanical equipment used 
in the daily operation of the tunnel is in good condition, 
and under a constant maintenance schedule. Any re- 
pairs or adjustments required are made as needed. 


The toll collecting equipment, including all toll regis- 
ters, key boxes, and treadles, are under constant super- 
vision, and any replacements, repairs, or adjustments 
are made as required. 

All other buildings, structures, automotive equipment, 
etc., belonging to the Sumner Tunnel are in first-class 
condition and no immediate repairs are anticipated.

The regular forces of the Paving Service were em- 
ployed as usual in the maintenance of public streets, 
resurfacing and patching macadam pavements, patching 
permanent pavements, such as asphalt and granite 
block, and maintaining gravel, brick, and artificial stone 
sidewalks. 

In the snow removal season, division forces were em- 
ployed in spreading rock salt and sand on icy streets 
and also supervised plowing work throughout the city 
by 250 contractors’ hired plows after snowstorms. All 
snow removal bills for plowing, hauling, force account 
work, cubic yard removal, etc., were processed through 
the Paving Service office.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SANITARY DIVISION.

To the Commissioner of Public Works: 
Dear Sir: 


I submit herewith a statement of the activities of the 
Sanitary Division of the Public Works Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1958: 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


Contracts were awarded in all seventeen of the refuse 
collection contract districts in March to eleven con- 
tractors. All were for a period of one year with the 
exception of the contract for the Hyde Park district, 
which was awarded to Dooley Brothers, Inc., for a two- 
year period. The one-year contract for the West Rox- 
bury district, awarded to Marinucci Brothers & Co., 
Inc., contained a renewal option for a second year at 
the same terms, if the city so elects. 

A disposal contract for the so-called ten-year contract 
area was awarded to the M. DeMatteo Construction 
Company for conducting the disposal operations at 
Spectacle Island and the Calf Pasture for the same 
price as the aforesaid company had in the previous year 
for the Spectacle Island operation only. 

The total cost of refuse collection and disposal for 
1958 was approximately $2,580,000. This is $10,000 less 
than the cost for the same services in 1957, and this was 
accomplished in spite of a 15-cent per hour wage increase 
to the labor force engaged for this work. 

Other disposal facilities have been maintained during 
the year by: — 


(a) A renewal of the Dagett contract for disposal of the 
East Boston refuse at the Saugus Dump. 

(b) Continued sale of garbage delivered at the Victory 
Road Receiving Station to a hog farmer, providing an 
income of $4,615 for the year. 
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(c) Keeping in repair the Fort Hill and the Victory Road 
Receiving Stations, and the installation of a new exhaust 
system for the Blacksmith Shop. 


(d) Continued operation of the Gardner Street Dump 
with Sanitary Division forces. An excellent dumping opera- 
tion is conducted at this site, and it serves the West Roxbury, 
Jamaica Plain, Hyde Park, and Brighton districts.

STREET CLEANING AND SNOW. REMOVAL 

The street-cleaning function has been conducted as 
usual. Mechanization of this function did not progress 
satisfactorily during this year, for, although we did 
acquire two new mechanical pickup sweepers at this 
year’s end, four of the oldest sweepers were turned in as 
part of the deal, which reduced the number of mechanical 
sweepers from twenty-eight to twenty-six. Further- 
more, many of these machines, which have been in 
operation for over ten years, break down frequently 
with considerable outage in service. A more adequate 
program for replacement of this equipment should be 
developed. 


Division street-cleaning forces removed snow from the 
streets in the downtown retail stores district, and there- 
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after in other sections of the City Proper following 
storms in excess of two inches which occurred during the 
fall and winter months. 


The entire division was mobilized for the Spring 
Clean-up Campaign, conducted from March 24 to April 
18. At the end of this period, every section of the city 
was in a clean condition, and the winter’s accumulation 
of sand in the gutters had been removed. A crew of relief 
recipients was obtained from the Welfare Department 
and was employed in cleaning up the city-owned vacant 
lots in the Lower Roxbury and South End districts. 


INCINERATOR CONSTRUCTION 


Construction of the South Bay Incinerator proceeded 
during the year. There was some delay occasioned by 
labor difficulties and material shortages. There were 
two strikes at the site, one by laborers and one by car- 
penters. There was a strike at the plant furnishing the 
precast concrete roof slabs, which delayed closing in the 
boiler room for fifty-six days; and delivery of structural 
steel was very slow. Asa result, the construction of the 
incinerator is considerably behind schedule. 


The Coleman Brothers Corporation completed con- 
struction of the refuse storage bin on January 22 of this 
year. The John Bowen Company, Inc., commenced 
work on the incinerator building on January 20, and 
their work is still in progress. The Tynan Incinerator 
Company commenced work for installing the furnaces, 
boilers, and appurtenances on September 2. 


Plans and specification for the construction of a steam 
main from the incinerator to the Boston City Hospital 
have been completed, and an application for a permit to 
cross the Southeast Expressway with this steam main 
has been submitted to the State Department of Public 
Works. Negotiations have proceeded during the year 
with the Boston Edison Company for the purchase of 
surplus steam from the incinerator. It is now estimated 
that the incinerator will be ready for operation about 
July 1, 1959.

Dwar SIR: 

I submit herewith statement of the activities and 
expenditures of the Sewer Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1958. 

Expenditures During 1958: The activities of the Sewer 
Division during the year consisted of advertising for 
sewer construction at a contract bid price of $98,658.16, 
and the maintenance and operation of the sewer system 
at a cost of $748,462.45. 


Contract Work: Contract work consisted of the ex- 
tension of the sewer system to provide drainage for new 
buildings and street construction and to eliminate cess- 
pools, the locations and cost of which are attached. 

Maintenance Work: Maintenance work consisted of 
the cleaning of 3,883 catch basins by contract and 1,535 
by yard forces, the freeing of stopped sewers and catch 
basins, and the repair of sewers, manholes, and catch 
basins by the yard forces and the operation of the 
pumping station and disposal works, the cost of which is 
attached. 

The Sewer Division is responsible for the maintenance 
of about 1,295.31 miles of sewers and surface drains, 
the emergency cleaning of catch basins, the repair of 
broken sewers and catch basins, the answering of house 
drain complaints, the operation of pumping stations 
and storage basins for the disposal of sewage by division 
forces; the keeping of records, the issuance of permits 
for and the inspection of the construction of house 
drains; engineering, clerical, and inspectional work in 
connection with the construction of sewerage works 
done by advertised contract. 
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An advertised contract was awarded to the lowest 
bidder for the emergency repair of sewers at a bid price 
of $17,260. 


Two advertised contracts were awarded to the lowest 
bidders for the cleaning of catch basins in the sum of 
$22,950. 


Proposed Work to be Done by Advertised Contract 
During 1959 Is As Follows: 


Emergency repairs of sewers. Estimated cost, $20,000.

The covering in that part of open Canterbury Branch 
of Stony Brook from Canterbury street to Walk Hill 
street. Estimated cost, $155,000. Would be built under 
Chapter 91, under which the state would assume one 
half of the cost. 


The covering in of an open tidal creek known as 
Neponset River and Squantum Bay (Davenport Brook), 
between the end of the existing Davenport Brook 
Conduit near Hallet street, Dorchester, and highway 
culvert recently constructed in connection with the 
Southeast Expressway. Estimated cost, $90,000. Would 
be built under Chapter 91, under which the state would 
assume one half of the cost. 


The covering in of Spring Street Brook, between 
Gould street and 1,200 feet south of Gould street, West 
Roxbury. Estimated cost, $120,000. 


The rebuilding of the existing 3-foot by 4-foot brick 
sewer built in 1881 with a twin 30-inch diameter inverted 
siphon located within the Prudential area and the tracks 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad, between Huntington 
avenue and Garrison street and Boylston street at Fair- 
field street. Estimated cost, $236,800. 


The Sewer Division Labor Force Consists of the Follow- 
ing: 14 laborers, 1 carpenter, 28 motor equipment oper- 
ators and laborers, 9 catch-basin machine operators, 3 
tide gate repairmen and 1 working foreman-tide gate 
repairman, 8 working foremen-sewer cleaners, 10 sewer 
cleaners, 4 bricklayers, 2 yardmen, 1 heavy motor equip- 
ment operator, 5 sewer district foremen, and 1 main 
drainage foreman. This makes a total of 87 men assigned 
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to answering complaints, cleaning catch basins, cleaning 
sewers, repairing manholes and catch basins, repairing 
broken sewers, and other related work. 

Length of Sewers Built: During the fiscal year 1958 
there were built by contractors and day labor 2.69 miles 
of common sewers and surface drains throughout the 
city. After deducting 0.16 miles of sewers and surface 
drains, rebuilt or abandoned, the net increase for 1958 
is 2.53 miles, which, added to the existing 1,295.31 miles 
of common sewers and surface drains and 30.93 miles 
of intercepting sewers, makes a grand total of 1,328.77 
miles of all sewers belonging to the City of Boston, and 
under the care of the Sewer Division on January 1, 1959. 

There were 120 catch basins built or rebuilt and none 
abandoned or removed during the year, making a net 
gain of 120 catch basins and a grand total of 24,818 
catch basins under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1959. 

Permit Office Report: Entrance fees to the amount of 
$11,619.23 have been deposited with the City Collector 
for collection from estates upon which no sewer assess- 
ments were ever paid, in accordance with Ordinances of 
1945, Chapter 27, Section 10. 

There were 704 permits issued, viz., 140 to district 
foremen and contractors and 564 to drain layers for 
repairing or laying new house drains. Inspectors from 
this office have personally inspected the work done under 
these drain-layers’ permits. 

There were 1,989 complaints investigated, and in- 
spectors are instructed to report in writing in each case. 
There were 1,920 catch-basin complaints received. 

Reported in writing on 3,605 municipal liens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with Chapter 60, Section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
1,800 requests for information on municipal liens.

To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR Sir: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the ac- 
tivities of the Survey Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1958. 

This division performs engineering services for other 
divisions of the Public Works Department and other 
city departments, boards, and commissions. It also 
performs administrative and engineering duties re- 
quired by the Public Improvement Commission for its 
operation. 

The principal engineering duties include: 

(a) the making of plans, surveys, estimates and reports 
relating to the laying out, widening, construction, and 
design of public highways; 

(b) the taking of easements for sewerage works; 

(c) staking out lines and grades for the construction of 
highways, sewerage, etc. ; 

(d) the making of property surveys of land to be acquired 
by the City of Boston by eminent domain; 

(e) the making of plans and surveys of city-owned land 
for purposes of sale, interdepartmental transfer, or new 
development; 

(f) the making of various engineering surveys and plans 
required by other city departments. 


For the Public Improvement Commission, the ad- 
ministrative functions include the processing of petitions, 
arranging public hearings, preparing estimates and 
orders relating to land damages and street and sewer 
betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of streets and sewers, pre- 
paring orders for eminent domain land takings, pre- 
paring orders for the granting of permits for use of

Engineering Services: This is the tenth annual report 
submitted by the undersigned. From 1949 to 1954 as 
Chief Engineer of the old Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment, and from 1954 to date as Survey Division Engi- 
neer, I have been primarily concerned with the mainte- 
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nance and development of professional engineering 
services for public works and other city activities. 
During this entire period, the strength and caliber of 
the city engineering forces has suffered seriously. We 
lose the better men to more attractive positions paying 
higher salaries. Likewise, we are unable to attract 
competent men to the beginning grades. As a result, 
our engineering program is suffering seriously. In this 
division we are attempting to carry on with a total of 
38 employees the work formerly done by 73, with the 
38 comparing unfavorably in training and experience 
with the former group. And, to make the problem 
more serious, we are assigned many new functions. 
These include construction surveys, highway construc- 
tion plans, specific repair plans, setting of stone bounds 
on new streets, inspection of private way construction, 
and reviewing plot plans for all new buildings in the city. 

Our reproduction work, which originally consisted of 
making blueprints of our own Engineering Division 
plans, now also includes the making of blueprints, 
ozalids, autopositives, and photostatic copies for most 
city departments. 

We have also established a full-time photographic 
service. 

Redevelopment programs are now looming larger and 
larger in both city engineering and public works pro- 
grams. Urban redevelopment involves discontinuance 
of old streets and laying out new ones. Currently we are 
making a comprehensive survey of all the streets in the 
so-called ‘‘Government Center’ area. This work covers 
the re-establishment of approximately 7 miles of street 
lines in a section probably without compare in the 
entire country for crooked and irregular streets. 

Attempting to carry on all of this work with an inade- 
quate force means incomplete projects and postpone- 
ment of whatever can be put off. Obviously we perform 
no miracles. We are forced to operate on a day-to-day 
basis which, in the long run, will prove to be the most 
inefficient and expensive way to accomplish an effective 
engineering program. Low pay, short-handed survey 
parties, and ‘‘short-cut’’ engineering have all had an 
adverse affect on morale, making the general problem 
more serious each year. 

It is recommended that a careful study be made of the 
entire matter of municipal engineering. In my opinion 
“consultants” should be engaged for large or special 
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projects, but this will do little to solve our problem. A 
new fresh policy must be established, fixing qualifica- 
tions, duties, wages, and general working conditions for 
engineering personnel that will compare favorably with 
similar positions in other Government and _ private 
activities. 

Damages: During 1958, 133 land damage reports 
recommending awards totaling $36,305.95 were sub- 
mitted to the Public Improvement Commission. 

Assessments: During the period reported on, estimates 
of benefit for assessment purposes were prepared amount- 
ing to $255,861.50. These estimates are included in 
orders for street and sewer improvements. Also, final 
assessments were prepared amounting to $305,031.65.

DEAR Sir: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Water Division, operations and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1958. 

During the year a total of 17,810.4 linear feet, or 3.37 
miles of main pipe was laid or relaid, varying in size 
from 4 inches to 12 inches, and 569 applications were 
received for installation of new service pipes, enlarged 
service pipes, and fire pipes, etc., into new or remodeled 
buildings. 

There were 23 petitions received for the extension of 
water mains. The particular streets in which the above 
work was performed are shown on the accompanying 
tables. 

The districts in which the main pipe was laid and 
relaid are as follows:

needed to extend water mains to provide water into 
residential areas.

ENGINEERING OFFICE 


The office force maintained its usual service to the 
public with information in relation to the Water Di- 
vision, estimates on new service pipes, making out con- 
tracts, assisting the yard forces on Water Division 
matters, compiling official data, bringing record plans to 
date, supervising all construction and snow removal in 
areas Nos. 4 and 5. 

The engineering forces assisted in design and super- 
vision of water mains for the following major projects, 
their status being as follows:

Fort Hill square to Kneeland street — completed. 
Kneeland street to beyond Dover street — design com- 
pleted and under construction.

Projects being studied and in various stages of progress 
are as follows: 


(a) Reinforce southern section of West Roxbury by 
utilizing abandoned Brookline water mains. 

(b) Reinforce Stony Brook section of Hyde Park with 
H.H.S. 

(c) Reinforce Low Service, Roxbury and South Boston, 
by cleaning and lining 30-inch—24-inch main, Roxbury 
Crossing to Andrew square. 

(d) Storage building for water works supplies in Albany 
Street yard. 

(e) Warren Bridge, relocation of 20-inch L.S. and 16-inch 
H.S. to allow demolition of bridge. 

(f) Extension of M.T.A. Highland Division from Beacon 
street at Maitland street, plans completed and under con- 
struction. 


Hydrants: There were 23 new hydrants established, 
101 hydrants changed, and 7 hydrants abandoned. 
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Summation: System relaid 1.11 miles, extended 2.27 
miles, 23 hydrants established and 7 hydrants aban- 
doned — an increase of 16 hydrants. 


THE DISTRIBUTION BRANCH 


The Distribution Branch, consisting of the main yard 
at 710 Albany street (with a small subyard in Charles- 
town) and three district yards, is responsible for the 
repair and maintenance of main pipes, service and fire 
pipes, hydrants, gates, and providing emergency and 
general service to the public. The main yard maintains 
emergency crews around the clock for any water service 
that might be required in any section of the city. 

The main yard and three district yards were assisted 
by three contracting firms, one in each yard, with one 
contractor having two districts. The contractual work 
consisted of excavation and back-filling to allow the 
Water Division employees to repair leaks, lay or relay 
water services, change hydrants, and repair or replace 
defective water appurtenances. This contractual work 
was performed in a satisfactory manner and proved its 
value by giving service to the public. 


District YARDS 
The district yard forces were utilized in repairs of 
main pipe leaks, installation of new service pipes, new 
fire pipes, service pipe repairs, fire pipe repairs, meter 
changes, off and on calls, and general maintenance 
service to the public. 


THe MACHINE SHUP 


The machine shop and plumbing shop handled all 
drilling of services in the main yard and assisted in case 
of emergency in the district yards. The machine shop 
continues to machine and assemble all new gates up to 
and including 12 inches, tapping gates up to 6 inches. 
Gates 16 inches and larger are now purchased under 
contract made under specifications of New York Pat- 
tern, M.D.C. Type. They machine and assemble all 
hydrants, repair defective hydrants, repair in the 
ground if possible defective gates, and rebuild gates 
both corporation, tapping, and high pressure. Along 
with this work they — both the plumbing and machine 
shop — are called on to assist other branches of the 
Public Works Department in many special jobs.

BUSINESS OFFICE 


This office performs all the work related to the proc- 
essing of bills to property owners for water used and 
the maintenance of water meters. 

These operations include receiving applications for 
new services and fire pipes; reading 95,000 meters quar- 
terly; computing and preparing 382,000 bills amounting 
to $6,014,801.04; keeping account of paid and unpaid 
bills; testing, repairing, installing, and removing water 
meters; and receiving complaints from the water- 
consuming public. 

It is unfortunate that for many years the surplus of 
the Water Division was not allowed to accumulate a 
reserve fund which would have been available when 
water receipts failed to meet expenditures.

Through the Commissioner of Public Works. 
Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 24, 
Chapter 3, of the Revised City Ordinances of 1947, the 
following report of the Public Improvement Commission 
for the year ending December 31, 1958, is respectfully 
submitted. 

The Public Improvement Commission was established 
May 1, 1954, by the provisions of Section 57, Chapter 2, 
of the 1954 Ordinances. This Commission, consisting 
of the Commissioner of Public Works, the Commissioner 
of Real Property, and the Chairman of the Boston 
Traffic Commission, was assigned all of the powers and 
duties of the former Board of Street Commissioners, 
except: 


(a) Those relating to the storage and sale of inflammables, 
filling stations, and parking lots, which were trans- 
ferred to the Committee on Licenses in the Public 
Safety Commission; 

(b) Those relating to the planting and removal of trees in 
public ways, the use of public ways for any temporary 
obstruction in, under, or over the same, the use of 
public ways for the storage and sale of merchandise, 
and the designating of coasting streets, which were 
transferred to the Commissioner of Public Works; 

(c) Those relating to the abatement of taxes, which were 
transferred to the Real Property Department. 


Functions of the Board of Street Commissioners 
transferred to this Commission include the authority 
to lay out, widen, relocate, alter, discontinue, or rename 
public highways, and to order the making of specific 
repairs therein; to order the construction of sanitary 
sewers and storm drains; to take land by eminent 
domain for municipal purposes (except housing and 
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ofi-street parking); to permit the opening of private 
ways for public travel; to levy assessments for street, 
sidewalk, and sewer betterments; and to issue permits 
for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, 
tracks and similar uses of the public ways. 


STREET PROGRAM 

During the period covered by this report, 98 highway 
improvements, including the laying out of 46 new 
highways, the widening and relocation of 17 public 
ways, the making of specific repairs in 18 existing 
streets, the alteration of 1 public way, the discontinuance 
of 11 streets, and the revision of grade of 5 streets were 
ordered by the Public Improvement Commission. 

Of particular interest in these groups are the following 
projects: 

The improvement of Commonwealth avenue, Brighton, 
from Warren street to Chestnut Hill avenue, at an estimated 
cost of $340,000. Last year Commonwealth avenue was recon- 
structed from Brighton avenue to Warren street under the 
Chapter 90 Program, and the improvements included in the 
reconstruction have been very favorably noticed. This year’s 
project provides for continuing the divided highway concept 
through the construction of a new roadway to carry west- 
bound traffic in the section that is now a grassed reservation. 
The present easterly roadway is to be divided into a two-lane 
road for through traffic and a 22-foot-wide service road. 

The improvement of Columbus avenue, Roxbury, from 
Roxbury Crossing to Jackson square, at an estimated cost of 
$85,000. ‘This work includes the reduction in sidewalk widths 
and the construction of a new type rumble strip highway 
divider. This section of Columbus avenue is part of a principal 
route through the city from Mattapan square to Park square. 
In the past two years the section from Mattapan square to 
Egleston square has been completely reconstructed and im- 
proved. 

The improvement of Dorchester avenue, South Boston, from 
West Fourth street to Dorchester street, at an estimated cost 
of $120,000. The reconstruction of this street will include 
the reduction of existing sidewalk widths so as to allow an 
additional eight feet for highway traffic.

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ASSESSMENTS 


During the year 1958, the Highway Division of the 
Public Works Department sent notice of completion of 
62 streets at a total cost of $697,513.17. On this work 
the Public Improvement Commission levied assess- 
ments in the amount of $277,359.15. 


During the same period, the Sewer Division of the 
Public Works Department reported the completion of 
construction of sanitary sewerage in 11 streets at a 
cost of $64,984.14, on which the Public Improvement 
Commission levied assessments in the amount of 
$27,672. 

The completion of new sidewalks in one street at a 
cost of $11,291.46, authorized by the Boston City 
Council, was also reported by the Highway Division. 


On this the Public Improvement Commission levied an 
assessment of $5,234.25.

Additions and alterations were made to several build- 
ings in order to improve the heating systems. 

During the year, it was decided by the School Commit- 
tee to relocate the present Boston Technical High School 
in the Memorial High School, Roxbury. An architect 
was appointed to develop plans and specifications for 
this relocation. Proposals were received for the ma- 
chinery for this new location so that when the struc- 
tural changes are made, there will be no delay in set- 
ting the machinery in action. 

As has been the case for years, all work performed by 
this department in the category of alterations and 
repairs was accomplished within the statutory allow- 
ance for that purpose. 


During the year 1958 the following new school build- 
ings were accepted: 
Blackinton-John Cheverus District, East Boston-Orient 


Heights Area. This elementary school consists of 9 class- 
rooms and 1 kindergarten and will accommodate 340 pupils. 
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Henry Grew District, Hyde Park (Henry Grew School 
site). This elementary school consists of 8 classrooms, 1 
kindergarten, 1 sewing room and 1 all-purpose room and will 
accommodate 305 pupils. 

Rice-Franklin District, South End. (Former site of Eng- 
lish High School). This elementary school consists of 22 
classrooms, 1 kindergarten, 1 woodworking shop, 1 sheet 
metal shop, 2 sewing rooms, 1 cooking room, 1 gymnasium 
and 1 assembly hall and will accommodate 1,010 pupils. 
This is the first elementary school in Boston to have a gym- 
nasium as an integral part of the structure. 

Boston Trade High School. An addition consisting of a 
gymnasium and additional cafeteria facilities. 

A contract was awarded for the construction of an elemen- 
tary school in the Martin District, Roxbury (site of Thomas 
Dwight School). This elementary building consists of 26 
classrooms, 2 double kindergartens, 1 manual training room, 
1 sewing room, 1 assembly hall and 1 playroom and will 
accommodate 1,010 pupils. It is anticipated that this 
building will be occupied in September 1959. 


Plans and specifications are advancing on the follow- 
ing proposed projects: 
An 8-classroom addition to the David A. Ellis School in 
the Henry L. Higginson District. 


An addition to the Dorchester High School to provide a 
gymnasium and cafeteria extension. 


Contracts will be negotiated for these two projects early 
in 1959. 


In submitting this report for 1958, it is felt that much 
constructive work was performed by this department.

There were seventeen formal meetings of the Traffic 
Commission during the year 1958. 

Varied changes in the regulations were made through 
the year as a result of changes in traffic occasioned by 
construction of the Central Artery, the Southeast 
Expressway, and other roadway improvements through- 
out the city. Some of the major factors that were voted 
by the Commission were the alteration of the all-night 
parking rule to allow relief in congested residential 
areas, resulting in a change in the time in most areas, 
prohibiting parking from 8 a.m. to 6 P.M., where for- 
merly no parking any time existed. Thus, together 
with the alternate parking rule (odd and even) insti- 
tuted in 1957, it would relieve conditions for snow 
removal, street cleaning, and free access for fire ap- 
paratus in narrow streets. 

The Traffic Commission ruling for the nonpayment of 
parking meter fees for the usual two-hour period through- 
out the city on Saturday, passed in 1957 for a tempo- 
rary period, was extended, as it proved a definite factor 
in encouraging Saturday shoppers to patronize Boston 
merchants. 

Several consultations with the Greater Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Boston Retail Trade Board 
were also held during the year relative to various im- 
provements in the downtown area, including the ex- 
tension of the towing area and the increase of meter 
fees from 5 cents to 10 cents per hour in the downtown 
business district. It was pointed out that the advantage 
of increased meter fees in the downtown area would not 
only encourage the observation of the regulations and 
facilitate enforcement, it would result in the removal 
of the strong temptation to park overtime and en- 
courage greater use of the off-street parking facilities. 
It was felt, then, that the turnover of the 2,000 metered 
on-street parking spaces could provide from 10,000 to 
15,000 available parking spaces for the short-time 
shopper in the downtown area and would thus afford 
considerable relief to the stagnated, congested narrow 
streets in the business district. 

Recommendations were also submitted for a uniform 
set of regulations in the downtown area in respect to 
towing areas, parking fines, and meter fees. 
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A bill proposing the towing law extension was sub- 
sequently submitted to the Legislature, and the Com- 
mission voted to authorize the chairman to request the 
Mayor that the sum of $100,000 be appropriated from 
the Parking Meter Fees Fund for the acquisition of 
2,500 new 10-cent per hour parking meters. 

On April 15, 1958, Associate Commissioner George G. 
Hyland, an outstanding member of the Commission as 
Public Works Commissioner of the City of Boston, 
tendered his resignation from the services of the city 
when he accepted the private position of Executive 
Engineer with the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 
His absence as a member of the Commission will be 
long felt because his intelligent and faithful contribu- 
tions to the conduct of the affairs of the Commission 
was augmented so inspiringly by his display of enthu- 
slasm and energy. 

Mr. Robert P. Shea, former division engineer in the 
Public Works Department and associated with the 
department for over forty years, was duly appointed to 
succeed Mr. Hyland by his Honor the Mayor. Com- 
missioner Shea immediately assumed his duties as 
Associate Commissioner to the Trafic Commission 
and has since continued to emulate the same energy 
and interest in its affairs as did his predecessor. 

A temporary traffic regulation was put into effect ex- 
cluding traffic on Temple street and West street for the 
purpose of restricting those streets to use of pedestrian 
travel only during parts of retail shopping days. ‘This 
experiment was the result of a desire to create a ‘‘Shop- 
per’s Mall” which could be studied and observed for 
future planning and redesigning of the central business 
district. 

The Dover Street Bridge over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad was closed to allow for construction of an 
entirely new bridge of modern design to conform with 
the construction of the John F. Fitzgerald Expressway 
in that area. This occasioned a new pattern of traffic 
flow to accommodate the 20,000 daily users of the 
bridge during the period of construction. 

Progress on the final connecting links of the Express- 
way continued through the year, and the Southeast 
Expressway was opened to Freeport street, Dorchester, 
where motorists now have access to Morrissey Boule- 
vard interchange. State Commissioner of Public Works 
Anthony DiNatale requested and received additional 
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funds to enable the contractors to increase their man 
power and equipment in order that the allamportant 
link from Kneeland street to Freeport street may be 
completed six months before schedule, with a tentative 
target date set for June 30, 1959. This would enable 
the increased summer traffic to take advantage of the 
entire twenty-mile Expressway connecting Saugus at 
the extreme end of the Northeast Expressway with 
Braintree at Route 37 to Route 128 and points south. 


Motorists were given a prelude of the widest vehicular 
tunnel in the world when the Fitzgerald Expressway, or 
the Central Artery, was opened under Dewey square to 
Beach street. 

This most modern of such tunnels has already indi- 
cated to what promising potentials the completed artery 
will reach with its many access ramps in the downtown 
area. The multifloor parking garages so strategically 
located can now afford the desired stimulus to the 
downtown business area. As in previous years, during 
the construction of the Expressway, the Commission 
was constantly prepared to put into effect changes in 
traffic patterns to facilitate the flow with minimum 
possible congestion. Police Commissioner Sullivan made 
available as many men as were required from his traffic 
division to control the heavy traffic movements through- 
out the entire area, with the result that traffic, in 
general, moved along as well as could be expected under 
the most acute conditions. 


The Boston Globe moved into its new building on 
Morrissey Boulevard in May, 1958, thus bringing im- 
mense relief to traffic on busy Devonshire street and 
Washington street, its former location. This modern 
plant is an example of the improvements the future out- 
look has in store for Boston business, and the Globe is 
to be commended for this step forward. Ample parking 
with quick access to speed highways was provided for 
both its employees and the many daily visitors who 
wish to inspect Boston’s most modern newspaper plant. 

Following closely is the new Herald-Traveler building 
under construction in the New York Streets industrial 
area with similar provisions for ample off-street parking 
for both employees and visitors. Thus, with the opening 
scheduled early in 1959, Boston residents will take great 
pride in the forward look its two great newspapers have 
created. 
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After several years of a determined study and compre- 
hensive analysis of motor vehicle traffie accidents 
throughout the city, the Massachusetts Safety Council 
made its formal presentation of its Boston Traffic 
Accident Survey on November 25, with a luncheon at 
the Boston Gas Company. The study bore out the 
fact that traffic accidents have more than doubled in 
the past ten years in the City of Boston and that the 
most dangerous intersections for traffic accidents are 
the same year after year. 

The report pointed out the ten most dangerous inter- 
sections and recommended physical improvements for 
each. Many of the intersections included in this group 
will be substantially redesigned as the Central Artery 
nears completion during 1959, since their location in the 
proximity of the Expressway will create increased 
hazards. Others will be studied by our engineering 
division to determine the proper approach for any im- 
provement which our engineers feel will reduce the 
accident frequency and maintain an efficient flow of 
trafiie with minimum congestion. 

A Boston Citizens Traffic Safety Committee com- 
prised of leading Boston business and civic leaders was 
also recommended in the report to develop a program 
of citizen interest and support for improvements. A 
tentative committee was duly selected as officers of this 
committee and a date for its first meeting was set for 
February, 1959. 

Massachusetts avenue was declared the most danger- 
ous street in the City of Boston by the report, and 
strong emphasis was expressed that the Inner Belt 
should be built without any additional delay and should 
run parallel to Massachusetts avenue in that area. 

The report also reeommended pedestrian enforcement 
legislation for the downtown district and suggested that 
Boston adopt the Uniform Traffic Ticket System of the 
American Bar Association.

The sign shop painted and erected 7,144 traffic signs 
during the year, of which 2,763 were new signs of varied 
types and 4,381 were replacements of old signs. 

Twenty-five new silk screens were made up replacing 
old screens of the more popular type signs.

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Parking Meter Division 


The parking meter division maintained a total of 
8,319 meters during the year 1958, a slight increase over 
the 8,298 of 1957. There was no major area of new 
installations of meters, although several minor additions 
accounted for the slight increase. 

The Commission, after concluding that the temporary 
ruling allowing parking at meters throughout the city on 
Saturdays for the two-hour limit without payment of a 
parking meter fee passed in 1957 did prove successful, 
voted the rule as permanent. Saturday shoppers are 
indeed grateful, as is indicated by the reported increase 
of motor vehicles in shopping areas throughout the 
city. This, of course, accounts for the noticeable de- 
crease in revenue from parking meter fees over previous 
years, yet the necessity for control of on-street parking 
areas still exists during the week with the increased 
volumes of traffic induced by the approaching com- 
pletion of the Expressway facility. 
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Safety Education Division 


For the second successive year Boston’s motor 
vehicle fatalities reached an all-time low when 50 people 
lost their lives in traffic accidents during 1958. When 
one looks back over the records to 1934 when 148 people, 
the highest recorded figure, died in traffic accidents in 
the City of Boston, and at a period when the volume 
of vehicles operating within the city limits was only 
25 per cent of today’s volume, he must wonder how such 
a remarkable record could be possible. The answer is 
simple enough, and is contained in the continuous 
emphasis of the three E’s — Engineering, Education, 
and Enforcement. 

Through engineering improved road conditions, signal 
controls at hazardous intersections, extensive studies of 
causes and effects of traffic patterns are possible. 
Educating motorists to the new and improved techniques 
of modern driving has played a most important part in 
accident reduction through the years. Enforcement 
agencies have contributed an allimportant part in 
emphasizing to the motorists that they must do their 
part in obeying the traffic rules and regulations estab- 
lished for their own safety and the safety of the public. 

Everyone associated with these all-important factors 
and motorists themselves deserve the credits for these 
improvements in traffic conditions today, and it is only 
with these combined efforts that the City of Boston 
will continue to enjoy an accident safety record to be 
proud of. 

Statistical high lights of the analysis are as follows: 

1. Fatal accidents, 49; persons killed, 50. This is the second 


successive year that a new low figure for fatal accidents 
was ever recorded in the City of Boston. 


2. Of the 50 killed there were 38 pedestrians, 11 operators, 
and 1 occupant. 


3. Total traffic accidents numbered 13,205, including 11,882 
nonfatal, and 1,276 property-damage, all three figures 
indicating a marked reduction over 1957. 


4, There were 1,214 pedestrian accidents, and the 38 pedestri- 
ans killed made up 76 per cent of the total fatalities, while 
the total pedestrian accidents constituted 9.2 per cent of 
all the accidents. 
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In the age groups there were 4 youngsters up to age 9 
killed (all pedestrians), and there were 20 people over 
age 65, 18 pedestrians and 2 operators. 


There were 31 people killed during the hours of darkness, 
and 19 lost their lives in traffic accidents while it was 
daylight. 


Speed was a factor in 5 fatal accidents, 16 fatalities 
occurred at intersections of which 4 were signalized, and 
34 died from traffic accidents between intersections. 


December was the worst month, with 8 fatal accidents, 
and Thursday was the worst day, with 11. There were 
5 fatal accidents between the hours of 2:00 a.m. and 
5:30 A.M. 


The Roxbury district had the highest fatality record 
with 15, of which 12 were pedestrians; this district also 
had the most traffic accidents (2,656), this was well 
above all outlying sections and exceeded only by the down- 
town section with 3,479. 


Boston’s motor vehicle death rate for 1958 was 6.8 per 
100,000 population as against 10.0 for other cities in the 
same population group, and compared to a national 
average of 8.3. 


Ratio of injuries to deaths was 361 to 1, an improvement 
of 13 over 1957. 


There were 69 bicycle accidents in 1958, decrease of 20.

DEAR SIR: 


I have the honor to present the 1958 Annual Report 
of the Veterans’ Services Department. 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was 
established by Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 
66, and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947 it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
Chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, necessitated the 
earlier change in the name and structure of the depart- 
ment. 

The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 


1. The furnishing of Veterans’ Benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, 
dependents, and the various wars and _ conflicts 
included in our program are defined in the General 
Laws. 
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2. The furnishing of information, advice and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employ- 
ment, vocational or other educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other 
veterans’ benefits. 


Certain accomplishments of the department are not 
peculiar to any one year. Particular care is exercised 
each and every year to extend the monetary benefits 
provided by law to those who are entitled to them and 
who require them but to withhold benefits from those not 
entitled. Each application is investigated thoroughly. 
The department exerts special effort to assure that 
Federal or State benefits available to recipients be 
received so that the burden upon the City of Boston is 
reduced as much as possible. In operating a division 
at the Boston City Hospital we collect by way of re- 
imbursement from the Commonwealth moneys that the 
City would not otherwise receive. It will continue 
to be our intention to pursue the course of action out- 
lined. 

Over three quarters of the appropriation for this 
department represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend in 
any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has shown that this ex- 
penditure, the only one in which any savings may be 
effected, can only be controlled through investigation of 
the claims received, yet in the final analysis and in a 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute control 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. This 
department maintains the attitude that when a great 
many veterans and dependents are in genuine need it 
is our obligation to render service and to help, and, as 
we have said in so many words before, we stand willing 
to assist those who are entitled to and require assistance 
under the law but we exercise stringent efforts to with- 
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hold benefits from persons not entitled to them and not 
actually in need. Furthermore, we shall do our utmost 
to see that our recipients avail themselves fully of any 
Federal or State benefits which would reduce the burden 
upon the City of Boston. 


In 1958 the department was composed of three divi- 
sions, as follows: 


1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Settlements 
3. Hospital 


I am proud to report that our relations with the office 
of the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts continue to be excel- 
lent. It is particularly important to maintain this 
relationship in order that the City of Boston may 
attain the greatest possible reimbursement from the 
Commonwealth. 


The department received $836,409.79 in 1958. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

$1,897,467.61 in Veterans’ Benefits payments to bene- 
ficiaries, as compared to an expenditure of $1,658,684.09 
for this purpose in 1957.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 20, 
Chapter 488, of the Acts of the year of 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the 
City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of its 
thirty-fifth annual report, a statement of its acts and 
doings and receipts and expenditures for the year 
ending December 31, 1958. 


During the year there were no changes in the mem- 
bership of the Board. In accordance with the provisions 
of Section 9, chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, the Board organized at an executive meeting 
on May 7, 1958, by its re-election of the following 
officers: ALBERT V. Cotman, Chairman, WILLIAM L. 
HyYLanp, Vice-Chairman. Miss Mary T. Downey 
and Thomas Ii. McCormick were reappointed, re- 
spectively, as secretary and engineer. 


bo 
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The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. Public hearings, executive sessions, 
and inspection trips were held as found necessary, 
the staff of the City Planning Board rendering such 
assistance aS was essential in the way of investigations, 
field surveys, drafting, and clerical work. A detailed 
record of the proceedings has been filed by the Board 
in the office of the Building Commissioner, as required 
by law. This record is open to public inspection, and 
notice of the decision has been mailed to all parties in 
interest. 

Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 433 petitions has been received. A summary 
of action taken on petitions received this year and a 
condensed summary of all petitions is contained herein 
in Tables I and II. 


COURT DECISIONS 

During the year court action was taken on two 
decisions of the Board authorizing a change in zone 
boundaries. 

Petition No. 407, upon which board action had 
been taken on August 16, 1956, was entered in the 
Supreme Court, after being upheld in the Superior 
Court as the following case: 

Mary FE. McHugh vs. Board of Zoning Adjustment. 
Decree of the Superior Court reversed and decision 
of the Board annulled on February 10, 1958. The 
decision of the court stated that the Board decision 
was ‘‘spot zoning,” that though the specifications 
for the Board’s decision are of general application 
to the area they do not apply to the particular locus. 
The petition involved a small extension of a general 
business zone on Western avenue, Brighton, into a 
residential area immediately to the rear. 

Petition No. 410, upon which board action had 
been taken in 1957, was entered in the Superior Court 
as 

Reservoir Manor Corp., Old Colony Properties, Inc., 
Constantine W. and Isabel C. Akstens vs. the Board 
of Zoning Adjustment. Case was dismissed. 

This brings to a total of nineteen the number of 
attempts to overrule a decision of the Board by parties 
who considered themselves aggrieved by the action 
taken. 
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The summary of court action taken follows: 
Two decisions of the Board were quashed. 
One decision of the Board was quashed in part. 
Two decisions were annulled. 
Thirteen decisions were dismissed. 
One petition was withdrawn. 


In only one case, that of Petition No. 407, referred 
to above, was the decision of the Board overturned on 
the basis of equity considerations. 


ZONING LEGISLATION 


There were no amendments to the current zoning 
law during the year. 


However, there was an amendment to Chapter 665 
of the Acts of 1956, the new zoning enabling act for the 
City of Boston in the form of Chapter 77 of the Acts 
of 1957. This makes appointees to the Zoning Com- 
mission subject to approval by the City Council and 
increases the number of zoning commissioners from 
nine to eleven. Three of the eleven commissioners 
shall be selected at large by the Mayor, of whom one 
shall own alone or with one or more other persons, 
and shall occupy in whole or in part as his place of 
residence, a dwelling house having not more than three 
dwelling units. 


The City Council on May 19, 1958, accepted Chapter 
665 of the Acts of 1956 as amended by Chapter 77 of 
the Acts of 1957. Before the new zoning enabling act 
can become effective the new Zoning Commission must 
hold public hearings, officially adopt the new code, 
and then submit it to the General Court. The Act 
cannot then take effect until one year has expired 
after the date of the filing. 


Of interest to, but not in the jurisdiction of the 
Board, is Chapter 314 of the Acts of 1958, which en- 
larges the powers and duties of the Beacon Hill Archi- 
tectural Commission, and Chapter 315 of the Acts 
of 1958, which adds eight more blocks (349, 351-A, 
301-B, 352, 353, 354, 355, 355-A) to the historic Beacon 
Hill District.

The first paragraph of section 5 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as amended, 
is hereby further amended by striking out clause (13), 
as appearing in section 2 of chapter 8 of the Ordinances 
of 1957, and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause:

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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to !827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,”’ passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’”’ The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘‘First Revision,’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Patrinus Sir Drvus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Boston1a ConpiTa, A.D. 1630. CiviTaTis 
ReEeimMInE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.’”’ Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court”’ held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” © 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.”’ 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, c. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640,

when ‘‘Mount Woollaston’” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres “‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of tue Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1878, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
sncorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
py St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

MAYOR OF BOSTON 
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INTRODUCTION 


As a public document THe Municipat REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THz MunicipaL REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MUNICIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

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CURRENTLY OPERATIVE PROVISIONS 
OF 
CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 
INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


“City’’, the city of Boston. 


‘Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


‘Regular municipal election”’, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


‘Preliminary election”’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


‘Proportional representation’’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 


‘Present form of city government’’, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 

None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Secr. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for a period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Secr. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Pian A, GOVERNMENT By Mayor, City Councit, anp ScHoot Com- 
MITTEE, ELECTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS. 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


Sect. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or schoo] committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shal] 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
“acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


SectT. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Sect. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resigns or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a Dew mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Sect. 13A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 

Sect. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from any 
cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municipal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 

Sect. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly incurred 
by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Secr. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shall preside at 
the meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its

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proceedings. 'The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. 


Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. ‘The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
city council. 


Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 

Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 

Sect. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 

Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials. 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city councillor 
elect. 

Sect. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shal] 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of schoo] committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy 
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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 

Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NOMINATION AND ELECTION Provisions UNDER PLAN A _ AND 
Puan D. 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term ‘‘regular 
election” shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term ‘‘pre- 
liminary election” to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Sect. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form:—

Signature of Candidate. 


Sect 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
“‘Present’’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or ‘‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)”, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows: — city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the Genera] Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word ‘‘Veteran”’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him. 

A nomination petition may consist of one or more sheets; but each sheet 
shall be in substantially the following form:—

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 

The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shal! require satisfactory identification of such person. 

The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 

Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition. All nomination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number required by said 
section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The election commission shall complete 
the certification required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the preliminary election. 

A nomination petition which has been filed and is in ap- 
parent conformity with law shall be valid unless written objection thereto 
is made by a registered voter of the city.

57B.* Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination before five o’clock in the afternoon of the twenty-ninth day 
preceding the preliminary election, or is found to be ineligible or dies, the 
vacancy may be filled by a committee of not less than five persons or a 
majority thereof, if such committee be named and so authorized in the 
nomination petition; provided, however, that all certificates of substitution, 
except any certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A, shall be filed with the election commission at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on said twenty-ninth day. 

The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election, 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 

If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre- 
viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
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and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shal Jbe deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the aternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote

election shall be counted. 

Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (8) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the origina] candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 

Sect. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shal] 
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post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posed shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the purpose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
so posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 

Sect. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petiton concerning the elective 
public offices held by him.

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 

Sect. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the 
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office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words ‘‘VoTE FoR (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’’ The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shal] not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 

Sect. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 

Srcr. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan Aor D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of school] committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 

Sect. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 

Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 

Sect. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office 

Sect. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at 
both of said elections, there shall be printed directions to the voters that 
each voter shall not vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section.

THe Mayor AND City CoUNCIL. 
* * * * * * * * * * 


Secr. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 

Sect. 3A.f In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Secr. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, 
or for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a 
period of more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have 
been given in the City Record.

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. . . . 


It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract in 
respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the city or 
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county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shal] 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both, . . . 


Tue EXEcuTIvVE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Szcr. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Secr. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both.

THE FINANCE CoMMISSION. 

Secr. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance conmission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
fifty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The com- 
mission shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its 
appropriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, or- 
dinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel.

Sect. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of

Secr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Secr. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. AJ] bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston 
issued under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction 
of tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, 
and said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 


Secr. 27. Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term ‘compilation date,” 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 


Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in theboard of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shal] have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 


Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “City 
Record.” All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense Of Said city. 

Sect. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board 
or official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing, and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 2 new activities — the receipt and 
processing of general complaints and the establishment of an office machine 
repair unit. It is under the charge of a board known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative Services as 
chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Personnel, the 
Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, and the 
Assessor, ex Officiis. It is the duty of this board, and more especially of 
the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under the Mayor, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, activities, 
policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, and officers so that the 
administration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 


The regular activities of the department are divided into six divisions — 
administrative, budget, personnel, purchasing, complaints and office ma- 
chine servicing. The Director, in addition to his regular duties, as set forth 
above, directs the operations and procedures of the Complaints Division 
and the Office Machine Repair Unit. The Supervisor of Budgets is the 
budget officer of the city and county and under the direction of the Mayor 
and in consultation with the Director is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as all subsequent 
revisions of the items in any budget. The Supervisor of Personnel is in 
charge of all personnel records as well as the administration of all com- 
pensation plans established for city and county employees. He makes a 
continuing study of personnel problems, employment conditions, and 
economic changes affecting all departments and recommends to the Mayor 
and department officials programs and administrative policies designed 
to improve and co-ordinate the handling of personnel matters. The 
Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials or

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supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of the 
printing plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the city and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. 

The department also contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission shall not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. 
Each year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects 
and the Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the 
Mayor; and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from 
the list so submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a 
member of the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor 
from a list selected by the body which made the original selection, as 
aforesaid. 





* The Commissioners serve without compensation. 
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No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval] of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the Art 
Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all con- 
tracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, bust, 
bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said Commission 
acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the City were 
placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Assessing Department is under the charge of an officer, known as 
the Assessor, who shall, for the assessing department including the board 
of review, exclusively have the power, and perform the duties, conferred 
or imposed by law on the assessor of taxes in existence immediately prior 
to December 24, 1958 with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspension, 
discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. The 
assessor shall also have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by law on the assessor of taxes and the board of assessors in 
existence immediately prior to December 24, 1958 and except as otherwise

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provided in the following paragraph, shall further have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors 
of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
assessor shall divide the assessing department from time to time into a 
statistical research division and such other divisions as he shall adjudge 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 

The Board of Review consists of the assessor, ex officio, and two other 
members each of whom shall be appointed by the mayor and one of whom 
shall from time to time be designated by the mayor as chairman of said 
board. The board of review shall have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by law on the board of review in existence immediately 
prior to December 24, 1958 and shall further have the powers and perform 
the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities 
in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect to 
abatement of taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. The 
board of review shall not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
assessor except as he acts as a member thereof; but, unless otherwise 
ordered by the mayor, said board shall not communicate with the mayor, 
or make any annual or other report, except through the assessor. 

Every application for abatement filed with the assessor with respect 
to a tax other than a poll or motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to be 
filed with the board of review and shall be forthwith transmitted by him 
to said board; and the board of review shall be deemed to come within the 
terms ‘‘assessor,”’ ‘“‘assessors”’ and ‘‘board of assessors” as used in any 
application for the abatement of, or in any appeal from a refusal (by 
failure to act or otherwise) to abate, or in any statute relating to the 
abatement of, or in any statute relating to an appeal from a refusal (by 
failure to act or otherwise) to abate, a tax other than a poll or motor 
vehicle excise tax.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824. 
Under provisions of Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1941, the office of City 
Auditor was placed under Civil Service on November 2, 1943, by a refer- 
endum vote of 60,139 to 12,409. 
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The office of Deputy City Auditor was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 

Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were pub- 
lished by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 
1867, the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 

The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, a member of the Boston 
Retirement Board and a member of the Administrative Services Board.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 

The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 

The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
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building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 

The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master and journeyman plumbers; establishes the qualifica- 
tions of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 148 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 

The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 

The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
Occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 

On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 

By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, the Public Safety 
Commission and the Committee on Licenses were included in the Build- 
ing Department, but none of said Boards, Commission or Committee is 
subject to the supervision or control of the Building Commissioner, but 
unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor none of said Boards, Commission 
or Committee shall communicate with the Mayor or make any annual or 
other report, except through the Building Commissioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Association; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by the Associated 
General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity; 
and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of office is five years. 
Each member is paid $25 per diem for actual service, but not more than 
$3,500 in any one year for the aggregate services rendered by him under 
building code and zoning law. 

Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused in re building law or in re zoning law may 
appeal therefrom within ninety days, and a person who has been ordered 
to incur expense may within thirty days after receiving such order (or 
in the case of its being a hazardous condition in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner within a shorter period as the Building Commissioner 
designates) appeal to the Board of Appeal by giving notice in writing to 
the Commissioner. All cases of appeal are settled by the Board after a 
hearing, and a decision rendered on same open for public inspection.

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The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the ‘‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth’’. 


The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 


Under the provisions of Stat. 1958, Chap. 315, the following addition 
was made to the Historic District. The area bounded as follows: southerly 
by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer street; southerly again by Beaver 
place; westerly again by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 
and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, 
the westerly line of Charles street. 


It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an “‘Exterior Architectural Feature’ is the ‘‘archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion”’. 


The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows: 
— one from two candidates nominated by the Beacon Hill Civic Associ- 
ation, Inc., one from two candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from two candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, one from two candidates nominated by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, and one member selected at 
large by the Mayor. As the term of any member expires his successor 
shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years. The members 
shall serve without compensation.

The Assistant City Clerk is appointed by the City Clerk, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor. By Gen. Laws, Chap. 41, §18, the certificate or 
attestation of the Assistant City Clerk has equal effect with that of the 
City Clerk.

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing “‘The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 

In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation. 

In August 1952 an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council concerning the organization and enlargement of the powers 
and duties of the City Planning Board. 

The membership of the Board shall be made up as formerly with the 
exception that the engineer shall be a registered professional engineer, and 
members shall serve for terms of six years without compensation, but 
shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses in- 
curred in the performance of their duties. 

The Board shall make, and from time to time add to or amend, a master 
plan for the improvement and development of the city. 

Referral of capital improvements to the City Planning Board for report 
is mandatory. 

In addition all departments shall submit to the City Planning Board on 
or before October Ist in each year a list of all capital improvements pro- 
posed to be made in carrying on the work of such departments in the six 
succeeding years. The City Planning Board shall forthwith prepare a 
capital improvement program and shall, not later than the second Monday 
of the succeeding January, submit such program with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto to the Mayor. 

Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 28 placed the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment in the City Planning Department but not under the super- 
vision or control of the City Planning Board.

The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of thirty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 

Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The Commission consists of eleven commissioners appointed by the 
Mayor subject to confirmation by the City Council as follows: one com- 
missioner from two candidates nominated by the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts, one commissioner from two candidates nominated by 
the Boston Central Labor Union, one commissioner from two candidates 
nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from two 
candidates nominated one by The Boston Society of Architects and one 
by the Boston Society of Landscape Architects, one commissioner from 
two candidates nominated by the Boston Society of Civil Engineers, one 
commissioner from two candidates nominated by the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, one commissioner from two candidates nominated 
by the Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., one commissioner 
from two candidates nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, and three commissioners selected at large by the mayor, one of 
whom shall own alone or with one or more other persons, and shall occupy 
in whole or in part as his place of residence, a dwelling house having not 
more than three dwelling units. All zoning commissioners shall be residents 
of Boston; provided that any person who on May 22, 1958, is a member 
of the Board of Zoning Adjustment of said city may be a zoning commis- 
sioner irrespective of his place of residence. The term of office is for three 
years and the commissioners serve without compensation. 
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The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation and from time to 
time amend it upon petition or otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not 
less than seven of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

A zoning regulation shall be designed among other purposes to lessen 
congestion in the streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population, to 
facilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, 
schools, parks and other public requirements; to conserve the value of 
land and buildings; to encourage the most appropriate use of land through- 
out the city; and to preserve and increase its amenities. 

Votes of the zoning commission adopting a zoning regulation or amend- 
ment thereof shall be subject to the same provisions of law in respect to 
approval by the mayor as orders or votes of the city council of the city,’ 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine members of the 
zoning commission shall be necessary to pass such a regulation or amend- 
ment over the vote of the mayor. 

If any zoning regulation or amendment thereof is favorably decided 
upon, any person aggrieved or any municipal officer or board, may within 
fifteen days after the entry of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court, 
sitting in equity, for the County of Suffolk. 


CIVIL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. DeEparRTMENT oF CiviL Derensse. ‘There is hereby 
established a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘depart- 
ment’). It shall be the function of the department to have charge of 
civil defense as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to 
perform civil defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter 
or by any and all executive orders or general regulations promulgated 
thereunder, and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor 
under said Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Director or Civit Derense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“‘director’’), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shal] have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed

from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, with- 
in the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 
1950. The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, 
equipment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan 
for purposes of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any 
agency or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to 
the terms of the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency 
making the offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept 
of all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Crivin DeFrensE Apvisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
‘lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director 
of civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons 
as the authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such 
member of said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall 
serve as chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the 
direction and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil 
defense. 

Sect. 4. Portce Arp To OTHER CITIES AND TOWNS IN EVENT OF 
RIoTs AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and 
any act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derrinition. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, 
as now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or 
continuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894. 
The voting precincts in the 22 wards number 278. 


POLICE LISTING BOARD. 

Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the board 
of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the members 
of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of the city of 
Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior justice of said court who is 
not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagreement, be a 
member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the deciding vote 
in case of a tie.”

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the

The Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and 
one a housewife.

The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 

The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions.

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The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Centra] Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, Central Book Stock, School Issue Section, 
at 400 Shawmut avenue, twenty-seven Branch Libraries, one Hospital 
Library Service at Boston City Hospital, and three Bookmobiles. In 
addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the 
Boston Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch.

DIRECTOR’S OFFICE. 


The general administration of the library system as a whole is centered 
in the Director’s Office, which acts in close relationship with the Trustees’ 
Office, with an interchangeable staff acting for the two offices. 


DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES. 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles. The purely library activities 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles are therefore considered as 
& unit which is designated as the Division of Home Reading and Com- 
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munity Services. Within this division there are closed departments and 
public departments. The main grouping of the public departments is that 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles, and the Audio-Visual 
Department, Central Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Depart- 
ment in the Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the 
Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles is the Work with Adults, the Work 
with Young Adults, and the Work with Children.

DIVISION OF PERSONNEL. 


The personnel program of the Library is administered by the Division 
of Personnel within the frame work of the policies established by the 
Trustees and the Director. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 


In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Main Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the 
Puvis de Chavannes, Sargent, and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library 
Building afford opportunities for emphasizing the Library’s valuable 
resources. Storytelling in the Children’s Section, Open Shelf Department, 
and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers is a part of the 
Library’s program of work with children. Four publications are dis- 
tributed free throughout the system: Books Current, Spotlight on Books 
for Young Adults, and Books on Parade, each issued four times a year, and 
B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year. For The Boston Public Library 
Quarterly, issued in January, April, July and October, there is a subscrip- 
tion fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a single copy.

As thus constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when, by the 
provisions of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was merged with the 
Public Grounds, Bath and Music Departments, under the name of Park 
and Recreation Department. In 1920, the Cemetery Department was 
merged with the Park Department, the latter title being substituted for 
Park and Recreation Department. On May 1, 1954, the department 
became the Parks and Recreation Department. The four Associate 
Commissioners serve without compensation.

The Public Works Department was established on February 1, 1911, 
when the Street, Water, and Engineering Departments were combined 
under a single executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works. Under 
the City Ordinances the Commissioner has authority to create such di- 
visions of the department as he considers necessary. The department 
as at present organized is composed of the Bridge, Highway, Auto- 
motive, Sewer, Sanitary, Survey, and Water Divisions, each in charge of a 
Division Engineer or Chief Engineer. 

The Commissioner of Public Works must be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession. He is in charge of the construction and 
maintenance of all streets, sidewalks, and sewers; granting of permits to 
open, occupy, obstruct, and use portions of the streets and sidewalks; 
planting and removal of trees in public ways; street lighting, both gas and 
electric; installation, maintenance, and operation of all fixtures and appli- 
ances held by the City for its water supply; cleaning and flushing of streets, 
as well as snow removal from streets; collection and removal of ashes, 
garbage, and refuse; installation and maintenance of street signs; con- 
struction, maintenance, and operation of City-owned bridges used as 
highways; and maintenance and operation of the Sumner Vehicular 
Tunnel under Boston Harbor connecting the City Proper with East Boston 
and points to the North. 


Automotive Division.

The Division Engineer is responsible for the care, control and mainte- 
nance of all department-owned motor vehicles, and for the operation and 
maintenance of five garages and related facilities, together with a Mobile 
Patrol, organized for the protection of department property in all sections 
of the city, and a motor pool of passenger cars. 

The department’s fleet of 484 units of automotive equipment, under 
the supervision of this division, consists of 83 sedans and other vehicles 
used for transportation purposes, and 265 trucks of various sizes, including 
36 snow fighters, 10 compressors, 4 catch-basin cleaners, 34 pick-up trucks, 
119 dump trucks, 6 wreckers, 6 flushers, 3 derrick trucks, 2 lumber trucks, 
1 rack truck with crane, 3 platform trucks, 32 emergency trucks, and 9

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miscellaneous trucks. There are 26 street sweepers, 11 gasoline road 
rollers, 7 snow and bucket loaders, 19 front bucket loaders, 2 tractor 
shovels, 4 crawler tractors, 1 grader, 3 trailer compressors, and 63 pieces 
of miscellaneous equipment; 436 of these units are registered under the 
motor vehicle laws of the Commonwealth.

The Bridge Division was established June 2, 1954, under Section 33 of 
Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

The Division Engineer has charge of the design, construction, operation, 
and maintenance of the greater number of highway bridges within the 
limits of the City, the abolishment of grade crossings, the maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Tunnel, and also has charge of special engineering 
work for other City departments. During the year 1958, 11,721,627 
motor vehicles passed through the Sumner Tunnel.

The Highway Division was established June 2, 1954, under Section 33 
of Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

The Division Engineer has charge of the construction and maintenance 
of all public streets, including snow removal, the issuing of permits to open, 
occupy and obstruct portions of streets, the care and upkeep of electric 
and gas lamps on public streets, alleys, parks, and public grounds, and the 
placing of all street signs. 


On December 31, 1958, this division had under its jurisdiction 753.87 
miles of public streets throughout the City, and the number of street lamps 
in use on this date comprised 25,324 electric and 334 gas, making a total 
of 25,658 lamps. Also under the jurisdiction of this division are 90 spot 
lights in various parts of the City for use by police officers assigned to 
Traffic Control. 

Sanitary Division.

The Division Engineer has charge of the contract collection, removal 
and disposal of ashes, garbage and refuse, and street cleaning and flushing 
by City forces. 

While the department is not required to remove so-called commercial] 
refuse from shops, stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted 
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to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed under the authority of the City Ordinances. A charge of 20 
cents a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established. 
The producers of the refuse make payment direct to the contractors in 
the various districts for this service. 


Sewer Division.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works. 


Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are levied by the 
Public Improvement Commission, which also awards damages for land 
takings made for sewer construction. The assessment upon estates for 
a new sewer is limited to an amount not exceeding three-fourths of the 
cost thereof, proportionately upon the estates benefited, and it is a lien 
upon the property. An Act of the Legislature prohibits the assessment of 
the cost of surface drains. 


In the calendar year 1958, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 2.53 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 120 catch 
basins, making on January 1, 1959, a total of 1,328.77 miles of common 
and intercepting sewers and 24,818 catch basins in charge of the Sewer 
Division. 

The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Dorchester. 


The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 


Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 


Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

The Survey Division was established May 1, 1954, under Chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1954, Section 56, which amended Section 33 of Chapter 
27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

This division performs certain engineering services for the divisions 
of the Public Works Department and other City departments. It also 
performs administrative and engineering services required by the Public 
Improvement Commission for its operation. 


The principal engineering functions include the making of plans, surveys, 
estimates and reports relating to the laying out, widening, construction, and 
design of public highways; the making of surveys and plans relating to the 
presevation and maintenance of street line location records, the making of 
surveys and plans for sewerage easements, staking out lines and grades for 
the construction of highways, sewerage, etc.; the making of property sur 
veys of land to be acquired by the City of Boston by eminent domain; the 
making of topographic surveys in connection with the construction ov vari- 
ous municipal buildings; the making of plans and surveys of City-owned 
land for purposes of interdepartmental transfer or for sales to the public; 
the making of engineering surveys and plans required by other City depart- 
ments; furnishing street locations and related engineering information to 
the public; photographic and reproduction work, including blueprinting, 
photostating, etc. 

For the Public Improvement Commission, the administration functions 
include the processing of petitions, arranging public hearings, preparing 
estimates and orders relating to land damages and street and sewer better- 
ments, preparing orders for the laying out of streets and the construction 
of streets and sewers, for eminent domain land takings, and for the grant- 
ing of permits for use of public highway, erection of poles, etc., and it is 
also responsible for the maintenance of all records in the charge of the 
Public Improvement Commission. 


Water Division.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. 

The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1958 was 1,033.05 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,549, including 503 
high pressure, 394 private; number of meters now in service, 93,569. 
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The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department, and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board 
and the Boston Water Registrar. 


A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession 
in 1898 of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent 
lands. The sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the 
State by the City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 
1898. Total available quantity of water in the six storage reservoirs 
of the Metropolitan system on January 1, 1959, 396,946,300,000 gallons, 
of which about 88 per cent was in the Quabbin Reservoir, about 65 miles 
west of Boston, an artificial lake, 25,216 acres in surface area and added 
to the system in 1948. There are also 15 distribution reservoirs having 
a capacity of 3,118,850,000 gallons, 12 pumping stations being connected 
with them. In the existing Metropolitan Water District are 12 cities 
besides Boston, and 15 towns, a portion of Winchester and Lynnfield 
Water District. Boston takes about 54.1 per cent of the entire water 
supply of the District. 


The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1958 was 
110,935,300 gallons, or 163 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.721 miles of pipe with 503 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1953, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping 
stations are now in use.

and private ways; to order the construction of sanitary sewers and storm 
drains; to take land by eminent domain for municipal purposes (except 
for Public Housing and Off-Street Parking); to permit the opening of 
private ways for public travel; to levy assessments for street, sidewalk, 
and sewer betterments and to issue permits for the location of wire- 
carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, and similar uses of the public ways.

The Real Property Board has the powers and performs the duties con- 
ferred or imposed on the Board of Real Estate Commissioners by the

The Boston Retirement System was established on February 1, 1923, 
under the provisions of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, which was 
accepted by the Mayor and City Council in August, 1922. 

An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946. 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946. Every employee appointed after that 
date becomes a member of the new system. 

Both systems are administered by a Retirement Board consisting of 
Walter J. Malloy, appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years; 
Joseph P. Lally, City Auditor, ex officio; and John C. Kabachus, elected 
by members of the system. The Board serves without compensation.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. By Stat. 1957, Chap. 253 the Commission was reorganized. 
The traffic commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, and until the quali- 
fication of his successor, receives compensation established by the Mayor 
and City Council, and may be removed by the Mayor. The associate 
commissioners receive no compensation. 


The commissioner may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the publie 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission.

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The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 1,109 one-way 
streets, 1,696 no-parking regulations, and 397 stop streets. The com- 
mission maintains 393 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, 34,330 traffic signs, and two hundred and 
thirteen (213) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including cross- 
walks, center lines, lanes, lines and stop lines, are maintained by the 
commission. ‘Twelve hundred and seventy-one (1,271) loading zones, 
requiring 35,276 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to 
$50,059 are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these 
loading zones. The commission also maintains 8,319 parking meters. It 
is anticipated that approximately $497,438 will be taken in as revenue 
during the year 1958.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as. 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces from June 25, 1950 through January 31, 
1955 inclusive. 

This department provides information, advice and assistance to veterans 
of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits to which they are en- 
titled relative to employment, vocational and educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans benefits.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issued annual reports. In 1921 the name of the Board was changed 
to Overseers of the Public Welfare. In 1954 the official name of the de- 
partment was changed to the Welfare Department. 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1958, was $1,036,218.41, the annual income from 
which ($33,335.89 in 1958) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers is the Temporary Home on Chardon street 
for temporarily destitute women and children, opened in 1857.

Minors’ licenses (7.e., minors under 16 years of age to act as newsboys, 
etc.) are obtained by application to the Principal of the school which the 
minor attends. 


BUREAU OF CHILD ACCOUNTING. 

Administration Building Annex, 45 Myrtle street. 

The Bureau of Child Accounting comprises the following-named depart- 
ments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, Vocational Guidance, 
and Attendance (including Certificating Office); and the following divisions: 
Division of Statistics and Publicity; Division of Pupil Adjustment 
Counseling. 

SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE. 
(Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
39 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9a. M. and 1.30 Pp. M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 

Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 
1 otologist, 52 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 8 school medi- 
cal aids, and 1 sanitary engineer. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 75 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 64 school nurses (including 10 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year; 
the estimated income for the current year, and the unexpended balance 
in the separate fund under Chap. 71-47. The appropriation for 1958 is 
$733,098. 


The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director; 1 associate 
director; 1 assistant director; 4 elementary supervisors; 10 instructors of 
military science; 1 armorer; 34 women and 32 men instructors of physical 
education; 69 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools; 31 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools; 31 assistant teacher coaches, 67 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
also part-time co-operative-industrial courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
Dorchester High School, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury Memorial 
High School for Boys, and South Boston High, and practical arts courses 
in the evening elementary schools, 


For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 


There are co-operative courses in eight high schools, as follows: 
Brighton (automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester 
(woodwork and upholstery), East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde 
Park (machine shop practice), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet 
metal and auto body). 
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Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, Roxbury Memorial High School (Boys), and South Boston 
High School. 

There are 151 shops, including 8 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, 
printing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Cardboard construction and handcrafts in the fourth and fifth grades, 
although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and 
summer activity; home gardening in 46, and school gardening in 14 
elementary and junior high districts and on a seven-acre plot of City of 
Boston property in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS. 


In the Home Economics Department there are 151 teachers, an assistant 
director and a director. 

There are 10 high schools offering courses in Home Economics: Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park 
High, Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale, and South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 11 appointed teachers of clothing, 
1 teacher assigned from Trade High, 1 teacher assigned from Junior High, 
1 teacher assigned from Elementary; 6 appointed teachers of foods, 1 
provisional teacher of foods, and 1 provisional teacher of foods and cloth- 
ing. There are 17 standard clothing laboratories, 8 foods laboratories, 
and 4 home economics suites. 

In the junior high there are 34 teachers of foods; one teacher assigned 
to Special Class Occupational Center, and three teachers assigned from 
Trade High School. There are 82 elementary and junior high school 
teachers of clothing, including 1 teacher assigned from Trade High. 
There are also 7 provisional and 6 temporary teachers having home 
economics programs. 

There are 46 rooms equipped for instruction in foods, 16 of these have 
adjoining suites. There are 117 classrooms equipped for the teaching of 
clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS. 


There are seven evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse), Dorchester (Jeremiah E. Burke Schoolhouse), East Boston 
(Joseph H. Barnes Schoolhouse), Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical 
Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which 
are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are 
conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All 
but the Central High are commercial schools. 
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There are ten evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. ‘These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
rom 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for immigrants where 
instruction in the English language is provided, classes being conducted 
daily (except Saturday) for three hours in the forenoon and two in the 
afternoon. 


COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an em- 
ployment permit or released from regular school attendance under a 
Home Permit are required by law to attend a course of instruction in 
education four hours per week. These children are assigned to the William 
Blackstone Junior High School, 33 Blossom Street, West End, for the 
equivalent of a continuation school education. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES. 


In 1912 the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 

Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, 
etc., basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by 
the Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 

These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab. 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 
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The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of accrued 
interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions for 
the year. 

On December 31, 1958, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $574,891.11 and 224 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund association, started in 1900, 
is at present paying $120 per year to 1,226 annuitants, the total amount 
of its fund on August 31, 1958, being $2,489,176.13. At that date 2,216 
teachers were contributing $24 per year to the Fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of schoo 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 


By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
hotels, narcotics, vice, obscene literature, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop 
keepers and dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, domestic rela- 
tions, retail stores. A night motor patrol squad performs duty throughout 
the city, to prevent, so far as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts 
of violence or other serious crimes have been committed, to arrest and 
prosecute the offenders. Criminal identification, fingerprints and photo- 
graphs, missing persons, warrants and summonses are handled by this 
Bureau. The Bureau also handles cases of fugitives from justice and con- 
ducts hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various 
police departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. 
Further, it cooperates in every way possible with outside police depart- 
ments in the investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Super- 
vision of the daily line-up of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is 
conducted by this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 
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The Central Complaint and Records Bureau records all complaints, 
crimes, arrests and incidents on IBM equipment. It supervises the de- 
velopment and maintenance of the system of operations of the Depart- 
ment, including two police broadcasting stations, ‘‘KCA860,”’ located at 
Police Headquarters and on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, 
Pemberton Square, the latter station being operated by remote control 
from Police Headquarters. 

These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 

The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 127 police cars, 3 police boats, and 29 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, full equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 

The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 

The Senior Building Custodian’s Office is charged with the care of all 
police buildings. Orders for building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., are issued by this office. 

The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of lost, stolen and 
abandoned property, money or other property alleged to have been illegally 
obtained, and all articles and property taken from persons arrested for 
any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized liquor and gaming 
implements which come into possession of the Department. 

Orders for supplies, uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the 
“William H. Pierce” and the “‘ William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; 
and a Chris-Craft 16-foot speedboat named the ‘“‘ Warren C. Perkins.” 


The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 


On January 1, 1959, the police force numbered 2,850.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit’. 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licences to lodging houses. 


By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.’’ 


By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 


By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 


By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
clienses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 

By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 


By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
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30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have formally 
requested in writing that such notice be given them for license applications 
in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Technical Institute as an independent technical institute for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to “the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston”’ be managed “under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.”’ 
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Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘‘of which,’’ he says, ‘‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
State, not presuming to carry my views farther.”” The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
“‘Selectmen’’, $329,300.48 (132 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for “the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Tech- 
nical Institute and for the equipment of the same.’”’ Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the “Selectmen” as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the “Selectmen,” and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to, which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 


Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 


Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only the annual income from this fund 
has been used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 
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In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be “‘laid out” by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected and equipped at 
a cost of $438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical 
Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision in 
industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. In 1957, the Board of Collegiate Authority of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts voted to confirm the action of a vote of the 
Members of the Franklin Foundation to confer the Degree of Associate 
in Engineering upon qualified graduates of Franklin Technical Institute. 
It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($286,131 for the fiscal year 1958), 
and income from the previously mentioned funds (7.e., the Andrew Car- 
negie donation and the Storrow bequest). Educational programs are 
offered which are accredited by the Engineers’ Council for Professional 
Development. The building contains 12 classrooms, 5 drafting rooms, 
6 shops and 13 laboratories. There is also an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 927. Eight hundred (800) adult students received instruc- 
tion at evening sessions and 356 in day courses during the school year of 
1958. 


The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 
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At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere— made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 


locations: 
Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 
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This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 


Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 


Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 
Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester. 


Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty 
Heights, Charlestown. 


Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park. 
War Memorial Center in the Fens. 


Swimming Pool, Diving Poo! and Locker Building, Commercial 
street. North End Park. 
War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas. With the approval] 
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of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such substandard conditions. 


FEDERALLY-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS. 


Fifteen Federally-aided developments consisting of 10,156 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority for the housing of low-income 
families, preference being given to veterans and servicemen. The de- 
velopment in the Bay View section which was constructed by the Au- 
thority was subsequently sold to the federal government to house war 
workers. It was operated by the Authority, under lease from the Federal 
government, and tenancy was later restricted to veterans and servicemen 
with families. On December 31, 1956 title was given to the Authority 
with the development to be used to house low-income families. 

Old Harbor Village, South Boston, the only development built and 
owned by the Federal government, was leased to the Authority to house 
low-income families on May 1, 1938. On December 31, 1958 title to it was 
given to the Authority. 

Local housing authorities are now empowered to build housing for 
elderly persons of low income. The Mayor and the City Council have 
approved erection of an additional 400 apartments under the enerally= 
aided program for this purpose. 


SraTE-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


The basic Housing Authority Law was amended in 1948 by Chapter 200. 
This legislation provided for State aid to local authorities in building homes 
for veterans’ families of low income by means of State guarantee of the 
principal and interest on local housing authority notes or bonds issued for 
this purpose and annual subsidy by the State not to exceed two and one- 
half per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. Veterans of World 
War II, and other veterans with families of low income, receive preference 
in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 3,681 dwelling units have been built and occupied 
in ten developments. 


UrsBan RENEWAL ACTIVITIES. 


On December 20, 1957, the Urban Renewal Administration of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency approved a contract of novation 
which made effective the shift of the urban renewal activities of the Au- 
thority to the newly formed Boston Redevelopment Authority. This 
agency came into existence through legislation passed in the 1957 session 
of the Great and General Court. 

The following developments were initiated by this Authority and have 
been transferred to the Boston Redevelopment Authority for completion: 
New York Streets Area, West End Area, Mattapan Area, South Cove 
Area, and the Charlestown Area.

The Boston Redevelopment Authority, established in accordance with 
Gen. Laws, Chap. 121, as amended by Chap. 150, Acts of 1957, has the 
sole responsibility for urban renewal projects in the City of Boston. 


The Authority was organized in September 1957 and received its cer- 
tificate of organization from the Secretary of the Commonwealth on 
October 4, 1957. 


Under the provisions of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Finance Agency is authorized to enter into con- 
tracts with local redevelopment authorities to finance slum clearance and 
urban renewal projects. Two thirds of the net project costs of an urban 
renewal project may be obtained from the Federal Government, the re- 
maining one third must be provided by the local government. 


Recent amendments to Chapter 121 of the General Laws provide 
authority for local communities to carry out urban renewal without 
Federal aid. 


The Authority is presently engaged in a series of projects in various 
stages of planning and execution. A brief description of each project is 
detailed below: 


New York Streets Project UR Mass, 2-1. All land acquisition, reloca- 
tion of families, demolition, grading and site improvements completed. 
The cleared land was sold in 1957 to the Cerel-Druker Redevelopment 
Corp. The Redevelopment Plan calls for the land to be used for light 
industrial and commercial purposes. In October 1957, the Boston Herald- 
Traveler Corp. started construction on a six acre site in the project area 
for a new publishing plant to contain 210,000 square feet of floor area. 
Completion is scheduled for June 1959. 


West End Project, UR Mass. 2-3. A loan and grant contract was entered 
into on January 27, 1958. The land was acquired in April 1958 and 
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relocation of the 2,567 families commenced. A demolition contract was 
awarded in August 1958. At the close of the year, over 50 per cent of the 
families had been relocated and 20 per cent of the 876 buildings demolished. 
The Redevelopment Plan calls for the land to be used for residential and 
complementary commercial uses. New construction in two sections of the 
48 acre tract will start in 1959. 

Mattapan Project, Mass. R-S. An application for a loan and grant con- 
tract was filed with the Housing and Home Finance Agency in 1958. 
The proposed plan calls for the acquisition of about 75 acres of predomi- 
nately open land containing but 34 structures. If approved, the execu- 
tion of the plan would create land, with streets and utilities installed, for 
800 to 1,000 new dwelling units and would result in lifting the total as- 
sessed valuation in the area to approximately $4,000,000 from the present 
figure of $200,000. 


Whitney Redevelopment Project. The Authority has adopted a plan for 
the redevelopment of a seven acre blighted residential area in the Whitney 
Street area of the Roxbury District. It is proposed to demolish the exist- 
ing 90 odd structures, mostly three-story wooden frame buildings and 
vacate several of the narrow, inadequate streets. A private limited divi- 
dend corporation plans to construct three high rise apartment buildings 
containing 810 dwelling units. Present plans call for the clearance and 
site preparation on this project to be financed with City of Boston funds, 
without Federal aid. The City will recover its funds, plus taxes, over a 
period of twenty years. Project execution will start immediately following 
approvals, required by law, by the Boston City Council and State Housing 
Board. 


Government Center. The Boston Planning Department is presently pre- 
paring a redevelopment plan for the so-called Government Center Project 
in the Scollay Square-Dock Square area. When the plan is ready and 
following necessary approvals, this Authority will carry out the project 
execution. The objective is to clear the area of the obsolete, dilapidated 
structures that dominate the district and make cleared land available for 
a new Federal Office Building, a new City Hall, a building to house State 
agencies and for private office and commercial buildings. 


Roxbury Renewal Area. An application has been prepared for a survey 
and planning advance from the Housing and Home Finance Agency of 
$295,000, to undertake surveys and studies of a 1,000 acre project in the 
Roxbury district. Preliminary studies indicate the need for a broad-scale 
renewal effort in this section of the City, to preserve and maintain the 
better parts of the area, to encourage rehabilitation and conservation in 
sections that may be restored, and to clear out segments of blight that 
are beyond reclamation. 


It is the Authority’s intent to make urban renewal a continuing program 
to take full advantage of existing State and Federal legislation, and to 
submit applications for additional projects based on the availability of 
funds at both a Federal and City level.

The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the City of Boston Hotel 
Association, one commissioner from three candidates nominated by the 
Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and two com- 
missioners selected at large by the Mayor. As the term of any com- 
missioner expires, his successor shall be appointed in like manner as 
such commissioner for a term of five years. Vacancies in the board shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. The commissioners 
serve without compensation but are to be reimbursed for their traveling 
and other necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 


The commission shall construct, or cause to be constructed, the munici-

Until the completion of the construction of a new city hall, there shall 
be in the city a board, known as the Government Center Commission 
consisting of the Director of Administrative Services of the City, the 
Chairman of the City Planning Board of the City, and the Commissioner 
of Public Works of the City, ex officiis, and four other members appointed 
by the Mayor of the City, as follows: one from three candidates nominated 
by the Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from 
three candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and 
Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, and one selected at large by the Mayor.

Said Commission 
shall elect one of its members as vice chairman, and shall also elect a 
secretary, who need not be a member of the Commission. The members

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of the Government Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 

The Government Center Commission shall have the power and duty to 
acquire in the name and behalf of the City by purchase or gift from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority or otherwise or to request the Public 
Improvement Commission of the City to so acquire by eminent domain 
under G. L. Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for the City, and, in acquiring the whole 
or any part of such site from said authority, to assume in the name of the 
City any and all obligations imposed by or under G. L. Chapter 26LL. 
Subject to the provisions of Sections 44A to 44L, inclusive, of G. L. Chapter 
149 and the provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 418 of the Acts of 1890, as 
respectively amended, the Government Center Commission shall also 
have the power and duty to contract in the name and behalf of the City 
for the preparation of such site and the planning and construction thereon 
of such new city hall.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 

The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. At the date of this report, 1957, three 
of the original incorporators are still alive, namely: Ex-Mayor James M. 
Curley, James J. Mahar, Chairman of the Boston Housing Authority, and 
Henry C. Mildram, retired civil engineer. 
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Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1958 loans made 
to members amounted to $2,059,410.65 and a total of $28,256,698.77 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $1,253,940 and 
reserves of $173,854.48, with 11,222 members, 5,185 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three year term.

The Commission chooses its own Chairman and its own Secretary. 
Its members receive no compensation for their services. 

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 

The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 

A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were “‘substantially completed” and in ‘‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge. 
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All debts and expenses of the County of Suffolk are borne by the City of 
Boston, unless otherwise specified.

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Norr.— From January 6, 1845, to February 27, 1845, or from the close of Mayor 
Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jt. Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
rom June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1959. 


In Crry Councit, April 6, 1959. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1959, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for 
the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 


Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met by the in- 
come from tolls and any excess over income from taxes, in accordance 
with the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as 
amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; that appropriations for the 
maintenance and operation of parking meters and the regulation of park- 
ing and other traffic activities incident thereto, be met by the income 
from parking meter fees; that the other appropriations hereinafter speci- 
fied be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of 
business on December 31, 1958, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special 
appropriation; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1959; by taxes on the polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the 
proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any de- 
partment or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation be 
expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several contribu- 
tors thereof. 


Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, and 
all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax for the 
year 1959, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the Common- 
wealth, shall be due and payable on July 1, 1959. Interest shall be charged 
at the rate of 4 per cent per annum and computed from October 1, 1959, 
on all real estate and personal property taxes remaining unpaid after 
November 1, 1959, and assessed and payable in the year 1959, before said 
November 1, 1959, until such taxes are paid. All interest which shall have 
become due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such taxes. 


Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item. 
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In Crty CounciL, January 5, 1959. 


Ordered, That the respective sums of money specified for the city de- 
partments in the schedule hereinafter set out be, and hereby are, ap- 
propriated for the purposes hereinafter specified, said sums to be raised 
by taxation on the polls and estates of the City of Boston, and that all 
orders heretofore or hereinafter passed by the City Council relating to 
appropriations, taxes and interest thereon apply to the appropriations 
and taxes herein provided for.

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BOSTON FIRE PREVENTION CODE 
ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1.01—T%tle 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the 
Boston Fire Prevention Code, and it shall take effect upon 
its passage. 


Section 1.02—Definitions 

In this Code the following words, unless a different 
meaning is required by the context or is specifically pre- 
scribed, shall have the following meanings: 

(a) ‘‘Arson Squad,’ uniformed members of the Fire 
Department as may be designated by the Assistant Chief 
of Department for the purpose of investigating all multiple 
alarm fires and fires or explosions reported as of suspicious, 
unknown or undetermined origin, and fires or explosions 
where loss of life or injury to persons occurred as a result 
of fire or explosion. 

(b) ‘Assistant Chief,’’ the Assistant Chief of the Boston 
Fire Department in charge of the Fire Prevention Di- 
vision within the Boston Fire Department. 

(c) “Board of Fire Prevention Regulations,’’ the board 
established under Section 14 of Chapter 22 of the General 
Laws. 

(d) “Committee on Licenses,’ the Committee on 
Licenses of the Public Safety Commission in the Building 
Department of the City of Boston. 

(e) ‘Deputy Commander,” the senior Deputy Fire 
Chief in each Fire-Fighting Division of the Boston Fire 
Department. 

(f) ‘‘Fire Door,” a fire door constructed in accordance 
with the construction requirements of the Boston Building 
Code. 

(g) ‘‘Head of the Fire Department,” the chief executive 
officer of the Boston Fire Department. Any authority 
conferred upon the Head of the Fire Department under 
this Code may be delegated to such members of the Fire 
Department as the Head of the Fire Department shall 
designate. 

(h) ‘“‘Person,”’ any person, firm, corporation, partner- 
ship, association or society. 

(7) ‘‘License,” permission granted by the Committee 
on Licenses to keep, store, use, manufacture or sell at 
specified locations materials which produce conditions 
hazardous to life or property. 


Section 1.083—Organization 

(a) There is established an executive division of the 
Fire Department of the City of Boston which is known as 
the Fire Prevention Division. 

(b) Said division shall be in charge of an Assistant Chief 
of Department, who shall be under the control and super- 
vision of the Chief of the Fire Department and the Fire 
Commissioner. 

(c) The said Assistant Chief of Department shall be 
designated by the Fire Commissioner from an eligible 
promotional list for that grade established by the Division 
of Civil Service of the Commonwealth, in accordance with 
Chapter 31 of the General Laws and regulations established 
thereunder. 
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(d) The Fire Prevention Division shall be comprised of 
such personnel, both uniformed and civilian, as the 
Assistant Chief, with the approval of the Fire Commis- 
sioner, deems necessary for the proper operation of said 
division. 

Section 1.04—Duties of Assistant Chief 


(a) The Assistant Chief of Department in charge of the 
Fire Prevention Division, hereinafter referred to as 
Assistant Chief, shall, under the supervision and control 
of the Head of the Fire Department, perform all the duties 
required of him by law, the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, and by the pro- 
visions of this Code. 


(b) The Assistant Chief shall have power and authority 
to pass upon any question arising under the fire regulations 
of this Code subject to the supervision and control of the 
Head of the Fire Department and to the conditions, modi- 
fications and limitations contained herein, and as may be 
conferred from time to time by law or ordinance. 


(c) The Assistant Chief shall make, or cause to be made, 
inspections with sufficient frequency to secure efficient 
supervision of all buildings, structures, or places used 
either for manufacturing or commercial purposes, or occu- 
pied or frequented by large numbers of people, and of all 
school buildings, public and private halls, institutional 
buildings, theaters, multiple dwellings, also places of 
assembly, ships or vessels, docks, wharves, piers, open-air 
parking spaces, also all places of amusement, recreation 
or employment to determine the safety of the occupants 
of such buildings, structures, or places in the event of fire 
or explosion; to examine the working order of all exit 
doors, fire escapes, fire-fighting appliances, the condition 
and maintenance of exits, corridors, stairways, fire escapes 
and their approach with regard to obstructions; the dis- 
position, the quantity, arrangement and protection of 
stock, combustible material and proper disposal of waste 
material; heating devices and ovens, flammable liquids 
and explosives and the protection of hazardous machinery 
and appliances, with regard to safety from fire; and to 
ascertain whether the fire regulations of this Code are 
being efficiently carried out. 


(d) The Assistant Chief shall make or cause to be made 
an inspection of any building, structure or place within a 
reasonable time after any person complains that any fire 
regulation of this Code is being violated, or that com- 
bustible materials are kept in any building, structure or 
place in any insecure manner, or that doors, stairways, 
corridors, exits or fire escapes in any factory, workshop or 
place of employment, amusement, education or recreation 
are obstructed or are in an unsafe condition, or that any 
exit door or exit is kept locked or fastened during the time 
such places are occupied or frequented by employees or 
by the public, or that any building, structure or place is 
occupied or crowded beyond capacity of its exits, or that 
the heating apparatus, appliances, or devices in any build- 
ing or structure are insecure or dangerous, or that any 
building, structure or place is being maintained in such a 
manner as to be a fire menace or dangerous in case of fire 
or explosion. If any of the above conditions are found to 
exist, the Head of the Fire Department shall give notice 
in writing to the owner, lessee, occupant or person in 
control of such building, structure or place to remedy 
such condition. 
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(e) Whenever the maintenance, operation or use of any 
land, building, structure, material or other object, or any 
part thereof, constitutes a fire or explosion hazard which 
is dangerous or unsafe or a menace to the public safety, 
and the action taken to eliminate such dangerous or unsafe 
condition or conditions which create or tend to create 
the same is not specifically provided for in this Fire 
Prevention Code, the Assistant Chief in Charge of the 
Fire Prevention Division is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to take such action as may be necessary to elimi- 
nate such dangerous or unsafe condition or conditions. 


Section 1.05—Investigation of Fire 


The District Chief of the fire district in which a fire or 
explosion occurs shall investigate the cause, origin and 
circumstances of every fire or explosion occurring in the 
City of Boston, involving loss of life, injury to person or 
by which property has been destroyed or damaged, and 
so far as possible, shall determine whether the fire or 
explosion was due to carelessness or design. Such in- 
vestigation shall begin immediately upon the control of 
the fire by the Fire Department, and if it appears that the 
fire or explosion is of suspicious origin, or is the result of a 
violation of law, or if the cause cannot be determined, the 
District Chief shall take charge of all physical evidence 
and shall immediately notify the Arson Squad, who 
shall in turn notify the State Fire Marshal. The District 
Chief shall, within 48 hours, report in writing all other 
fires or explosions by which a loss is sustained to the 
Assistant Chief and to the State Fire Marshal. A record 
of all fires or explosions occurring in the City of Boston 
shall be kept by the Fire Department and such records 
shall be open to public inspection. 


Section 1.06—IJ vestigation of Suspicious Fires 


The Assistant Chief or the Arson Squad of the Fire 
Prevention Division shall investigate the circumstances 
of all fires or explosions of suspicious or undetermined 
origin of which they have notice, and may investigate 
the circumstances of any fire or explosion occurring any- 
where within the City of Boston. For such purposes the 
Assistant Chief, or some person designated by him, may 
summon and examine on oath, administered by the 
Assistant Chief or such person so designated, any person 
supposed to know or having means of knowing any 
material facts touching the subject of investigation. 
Such witnesses may be kept apart and examined sepa- 
rately, and such examination shall be reduced to writing, 
and false testimony therein shall be perjury. Any justice 
of a District Court or of the Superior Court, upon applica- 
tion of the Assistant Chief, or person so designated, may 
compel the attendance of such witnesses and the giving 
of such testimony in the same manner and to the same 
extent as before said court. If, upon such investigation, 
the Assistant Chief, or person so designated, believes that 
the evidence is sufficient to charge any person with crime, 
he shall make a complaint therefor, and shall furnish the 
proper officers with the evidence and names of witnesses 
obtained by him. The Assistant Chief shall, when re- 
quired, report to the State Fire Marshal and the Com- 
missioner of Insurance his proceedings and the progress 
of prosecutions instituted hereunder.

Section 1.07—License for Hazardous Materials and 
Operations 


No building or other structure shall be used for the 
keeping, storage, use, sale or manufacture of flammable, 
combustible, or explosive fluids, solids or gases, or any 
substance having such properties that it may spontane- 
ously or acting under the influence of any contiguous 
substance or any chemical or physical agency, ignite 
or inflame or generate flammable or explosive vapors or 
gases to a dangerous extent, or any substance which may 
contribute fuel to a fire or increase the intensity or 
spread of fire, unless the Committee on Licenses shall 
have granted a license to use the land on which such 
building or other structure is or is to be situated for the 
aforementioned uses, after a public hearing, notice of the 
time and place of which hearing shall have been given, 
at the expense of the applicant, by the clerk of the Com- 
mittee on Licenses, by publication, not less than seven 
days prior thereto, in a newspaper published in the English 
language in the City of Boston, and also by the applicant 
by registered mail, not less than seven days prior to such 
hearing, to all owners of real estate abutting on said 
land or directly opposite said land on any public or 
private street as they appear on the most recent local 
tax list at the time the application for such license is 
filed, and unless the application for such license shall have 
endorsed thereon the certificate of approval or disapproval 
of the Head of the Fire Department. The application 
for such license shall itemize the various substances and 
the amounts thereof. The application for such license 
shall be accompanied by plans and specifications, in 
duplicate, showing location and amounts of substances, 
fire protection proposed, lot lines of proposed licensed 
land and lot lines of real estate abutting on said land, 
one copy of which shall be retained by the Fire Depart- 
ment and the other copy retained by the Committee on 
Licenses. 

Substance found on land licensed hereunder which are 
of a combustible or explosive nature or are hazardous to 
life or property and which are not specified on said license 
may be ordered removed immediately by the Fire or 
Police Department. Such license shall be recorded in the 
Office of the City Clerk, and it shall, from the time of the 
granting thereof by the Licensing authority, be deemed a 
grant attaching to the land described therein and as an 
incident of ownership thereof running with the land and 
shall not be deemed to be merely a personal privilege. 
Any license granted hereunder shall remain in force 
unless and until revoked as hereinafter provided. Any 
such license granted hereunder shall be subject to such 
conditions and restrictions as may be prescribed in the 
license by the Committee on Licenses, which may include 
a condition that the license be exercised to such extent 
and within such period as may be fixed by the Committee 
on Licenses. 


Flammable liquids when in any motor vehicle which is 
in a building or other structure, shall be deemed to be 
kept in such building or other structure within the mean- 
ing of this section; provided, that this section shall not 
apply to any building in existence on July 1, 1911, in 
which not more than two automobiles or motor vehicles, 
are kept, if such building or part thereof is not used either 
for human habitation or for holding gatherings of more 
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than twenty persons, or for giving entertainments, in- 
struction or employment to more than that number, or 
to any private garage not in existence on said July first 
which is an appurtenance to a dwelling and in which not 
more than three automobiles or motor vehicles are kept. 

A license for the keeping, storage, use, sale or manu- 
facture of any of the articles named in this section shall 
not be required in amounts not exceeding those prescribed 
by regulation by the State Board of Fire Prevention Regu- 
lations, but a permit from the Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment for such limited amounts and to perform any 
business, act, process or operation which may constitute 
a fire hazard shall be required. 


Section 1.08—Certificate of Registration 

The owner or occupant of said land licensed as herein 
provided in section 1.07 shall annually, on or before April 
thirtieth, file with the Fire Prevention Division a cer- 
tificate of registration setting forth the name and address 
of the holder of such license. No certificate of registration 
shall be required for any building used as a garage for 
storing not more than three vehicles, provided such build- 
ing is not used as a repair shop, lubritorium or service 
station or similar garage used by the general public. 


Section 1.09—Revocation of License 


Any license granted by the Committee on Licenses may 
be revoked for cause, after notice and hearing given to 
such owner or occupant, by the Committee on Licenses, 
and the manufacture, storage, keeping for sale or selling 
of the materials specified in the license may be halted 
immediately by the Fire Department if such licensed 
business becomes in any way an extreme fire hazard or a 
menace to public safety, pending such hearing. 


Section 1.10—Replacement and Alteration in Construction 


Any building or structure erected or maintained under 
any license granted by the Committee on Licenses shall 
always be subject to such replacements and alterations in 
construction and to such regulations of its use in respect 
to protection against fire or explosion as the Committee 
on Licenses or the Fire Department may prescribe. 


Section 1.11—Right of Aggrieved Persons—License 


Any person aggrieved by the granting of a license by 
the Committee on Licenses on the ground that the exercise 
thereof would constitute a fire or explosion hazard may, 
within ten days after the granting thereof, appeal to the 
State Fire Marshal who, after notice and hearing, shall 
finally determine whether such a hazard would result. If, 
in his opinion, such a hazard would result, he shall notify 
the Committee on Licenses, and such notice when received 
by such Committee shall constitute a revocation of such 
license and no further license for the same or similar use 
of the same land shall be granted within one year after 
receipt by such Committee of such notice. 


Section 1.12—Permits 

(a) A permit shall constitute permission to keep or 
store in limited quantities, or use, sell or manufacture 
flammable, combustible or explosive fluids, solids or gases, 
or any substance having such properties that it may 
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spontaneously, or acting under the influence of any con- 
tiguous substance, or of any chemical or physical agency, 
ignite, or inflame or generate flammable or explosive vapors 
or gases to a dangerous extent, or any substance which 
may contribute fuel to a fire or to increase the intensity 
or spread of fire, or to perform any business, act, process 
or operation which may constitute a fire hazard. 


(b) Before a permit is issued, the Assistant Chief, or 
such members of the Fire Department as may be desig- 
nated by the Head of the Fire Department, shall inspect 
and approve the storage installations, receptacles, build- 
ings or places that such substances are kept, stored, used, 
sold or manufactured, or in which a hazardous business, 
act, process or operation is to be performed; and, unless 
specifically provided for in this code, shall prescribe the 
safeguards and other conditions which must be provided. 
In those instances which require safeguards involving 
walls, partitions, floors, ceilings, roofs, doors or other 
construction features the Assistant Chief shall notify the 
Building Department of such requirements. In those 
instances where a substance or process may involve a 
health hazard the Assistant Chief shall notify the Health 
Commissioner. 


(c) All applications for a permit required by this code 
shall be made to the Fire Prevention Division in such form 
and detail as it shall prescribe. 


(d) Permits shall at all times be posted on the premises 
designated therein, and shall at all times be subject to 
inspection by any member of the Fire Department au- 
thorized to inspect buildings or other premises. 


(e) One permit only shall be required by establishments 
dealing in, or using, two or more of the substances referred 
to in sub-paragraph (a) of this section to be kept in the 
establishment at any one time, provided each of the sub- 
stances is listed and the amount specified, and further 
provided the individual quantities of each substance or 
the aggregate quantity does not exceed the amount au- 
thorized under a permit. Where a permit is required for 
the use of any occupancy such storage shall be included 
in the permit. 


(f) The maximum amount of substances referred to in 
sub-paragraph (a) of this section authorized under a 
permit shall be not exceeding the following amounts that 
may be kept without a license or registration, or either 
of them, except as hereinafter provided for:

Flammable gases (within a building). 3,000 cubic feet

No permit will be required for the keeping or storage of 
any flammable fluid, solid or gas, in amounts not exceed- 
ing those specified in the table, in any building or other 
structure used as a wholesale or retail drug establishment, 
chemical laboratory, doctor’s or dentist’s office, or other 
similar approved professional establishment, provided 
that the provisions of this section shall apply only to the 
keeping and storing of such articles approved as appurte- 
nances and essential to the professional conduct of the 
business with which they are kept or stored. 
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Section 1.13—Revocation of Permit 


The Head of the Fire Department may revoke a permit 
issued if any violation of this code is found upon inspection 
or in case there has been any false statement or mis- 
representation as to a material fact in the application on 
which the permit was based. 


Section 1.14—Fees 


The fee for licenses, certificates of registration and 
permits issued by the Fire Prevention Division shall be 
such amount as may be established from time to time by 
ordinance, provided that the fee for certificates of registra- 
tion shall be not more than one half of the amount of the 
fee for such a license. 


Section 1.15—Failure to Secure a Permit 


Any person required to apply for a permit under any 
provision of this code, who fails to make such application, 
or who performs any act requiring a permit after the 
permit has been denied, or after revocation of a permit, 
or fails to file a Certificate of Registration as required by 
Section 13, Chapter 148 of the General Laws and to pay 
such fee as may be established by ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, 
oF by imprisonment for not more than one month, or 

oth. 


Section 1.16—Right of Aggrieved Person—Permit 


Any person aggrieved by the granting of a permit by 
the Fire Department on the ground that the exercise 
thereof would constitute a fire or explosion hazard may, 
within ten days after the granting thereof, appeal to the 
State Fire Marshal who, after notice and hearing, shall 
finally determine whether such a hazard would result. 
If, in his opinion, such a hazard would result, he shall 
notify the Assistant Chief, and such notice when received 
by the Chief shall constitute a revocation of such permit 
and no further permit for the same or similar use at the 
same location shall be granted within one year after 
receipt by the Chief of such notice. 


Section 1.17—Approval of License Applications 


(a) Before a license application is approved, the 
Assistant Chief, or such members of the Fire Department 
as may be designated by the Head of the Fire Department, 
shall inspect and approve the storage installations, 
receptacles, buildings or storage places to be used under 
such license, and when warranted list the conditions 
under which the license may be approved where there are 
necessary steps to be taken to prevent or minimize the 
possibility of fire or explosion at such location. One 
of the conditions may include adequate fire protection. 


(b) When a license is granted by the Committee on 
Licenses after disapproval by the Fire Department, a 
report of the reasons therefor shall be submitted to the 
Head of the Fire Department by the Clerk of said Com- 
mittee. 


(c) Licenses and certificates of registration shall at all 
times be posted on the premises designated therein, and 
shall at all times be subject to inspection by any member 
of the Fire Department authorized to inspect buildings 
or other premises. 
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(d) In such cases where the amount of flammable, 
combustible or explosive fluids, solids or gases or other 
substances specified in sub-section (a) are in such quantity 
as to exceed that authorized under a permit and are, 
therefore, authorized under a license, a permit shall be 
required to perform any business, act, process or opera- 
tion which may constitute a fire or explosion hazard. 


Section 1.18—Determination of Flammability 


(a) Any substance submitted to the Fire Prevention 
Division for determination as to flammability or composi- 
tion shall be tested by the Division Chemist who shall, 
in writing, report his analysis and findings to the Assistant 
Chief and to the person submitting the sample thereof. 


(b) When a question arises as to whether a substance 
is subject to sections 1.07 or 1.12 the decision of the 
Assistant Chief based on the report of the analysis and 
finding of the Division Chemist shall prevail. 


Section 1.19—Right to Inspect 


The Head of the Fire Department, the Assistant Chief, 
or any member of the Fire Department to whom the Head 
of the Fire Department may delegate his authority, may, 
in the performance of the duties imposed by this Code, 
or in the furtherance of the purpose of any provision of 
any law, ordinance or by-law relating to the subject 
matter of this Code, or of any rule or regulation of the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, or any order 
of the State Fire Marshal or Head of the Fire Department, 
enter any building, including individual apartments or 
other premises including private ways, alleys, yards and 
driveways adjacent thereto or any ship or vessel, to make 
inspection or investigation, without being held or deemed 
to be guilty of trespass. 


Section 1.20—Ezistence of Hazardous Conditions 


The Head of the Fire Department, may, and upon 
complaint of a person having an interest in any building 
or premises or property adjacent thereto, shall enter into 
buildings including individual apartments, and upon 
premises including private ways, alleys, yards and drive- 
ways adjacent thereto, and make an investigation as to 
the existence of conditions or material likely to cause fire 
or explosion, or which are conducive to fire or explosion 
or which are likely to increase the intensity or spread of 
fire. When such conditions are found, such officer or 
persons shall issue a Fire Department Abatement Order 
to remove or remedy such conditions. Such order shall 
be served upon the owner, occupant or his authorized 
agent responsible for the condition by the officer or 
person discovering the condition. If the responsibility 
cannot be definitely placed on an occupant, the owner 
shall be held responsible for the condition. The officer 
or person serving the order shall specify, in writing, on the 
order, the date on which such condition shall be removed 
or remedied. Such officer or person shall make a rein- 
spection on the date so specified, and, if upon such rein- 
spection, the condition is not removed or remedied he 
shall refer the matter to the Fire Prevention Division. 
If an order requiring the removal of combustible rubbish 
is not complied with within the specified time, the Fire 
Prevention Division may notify the Public Works De- 
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partment, by means of a suitable authorization, to remove 
or remedy such condition under the supervision of a 
member of the Fire Prevention Division designated by the 
Assistant Chief. The Head of the Fire Department may 
order the immediate removal from such building or 
premises of any materials which are likely to cause fire or 
explosion or which are conducive to fire or explosion or 
which are likely to increase the intensity of fire if, in his 
opinion, such materials are extremely hazardous to life 
or property. 


Section 1.21—Division Records 
The Assistant Chief shall cause to be kept records of: 


(a) Applications for permits, permits issued, approval 
of licenses, fees collected. 


(b) Fires of suspicious, unknown, undetermined 
origin, or as a result of violation of law with the results of 
investigations thereof. 


(c) Cross-reference file of such fires by street and owner 
and of arson suspects. 


(d) Activities of Arson Squad. 


(e) Complaints received of violation of this code, of 
action taken thereon and of final disposition. 


(f) Inspections by members of the Fire Prevention 
Division. 


Section 1.22—Frequency of Inspections 


(a) Monthly inspections shall be made of theatres, 
motion picture houses, public halls and special halls. 


(b) Quarterly inspections shall be made of hospitals, 
sanitoriums, convalescent or nursing homes, boarding 
homes for the aged, licensed by and under the Supervision 
of the State Department of Public Health and/or hos- 
pitals or other institutions (public or private), licensed 
by and under the Supervision of the State Department of 
Mental Health and of all schools and church property. 


(c) The Deputy Commander shall arrange for the 
regular and frequent inspection of the following oc- 
cupancies as, in his opinion, the fire and life hazard 
demand: —public buildings, places of assembly, premises 
in which any hazardous building is conducted, buildings 
in which people reside, are employed, or are assembled 
in large numbers, docks, piers, wharves. 


(d) Inspections of dwellings and of building in general 
shall be performed by members of the fire-fighting force 
as may be prescribed from time to time for so-called 
“In-Service Building Inspections’’. 


(e) All inspections shall be reported in writing, on 
prescribed form, by officer or member of Department 
making the inspection. 


Section 1.23—Reports to Other City Departments 


When a violation of law, ordinance, by-law, or regula- 
tion is found in a building or other premises which comes 
under the jurisdiction of a City Department other than 
the Fire Department, the Inspector shall notify the 
Department having jurisdiction on General Form 65, 
“Public Safety Inspection Report’’. Such form shall 
be made in triplicate and forwarded to the Fire Prevention 
Division where one copy shall be retained and two copies 
shall be forwarded to the proper Department. Said 


Boston FIRE PREVENTION CopE 17 


Department shall, within 10 days, return one copy to 
the Fire Prevention Division with a notation made of 
the action taken thereon, which copy shall be returned to 
the Inspector so that he may make a reinspection to 
determine compliance thereof. 


Section 1.24—Penalties 

Violation of any provision of this Code shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $100 or imprisonment for not 
more than one month or both, except in the case of a 
continuing offence which shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than $50 for each day during which the offence 
continues. 


Section 1.25—Amendments to Code 

Any article, section, paragraph, sentence, or word of 
this Code may be amended or deleted and any additions 
may be made to this Code from time to time by City 
Ordinance. 


Section 1.26—Validity of Code 

In the event that any article, section, paragraph, 
sentence, or word of this Code is declared for any reason 
to be invalid, no other portion of this Code shall be in- 
validated thereby. 


ARTICLE 2. AUTOMOBILE TIRE REBUILDING PLANTS 


Section 2.01—General 

Automobile tire rebuilding plants shall conform to all 
other applicable requirements of this code as well as to 
the following provisions. 


Section 2.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be required to conduct or maintain any 
tire recapping or rebuilding plant. 


Section 2.03—Construction and Protection Requtre- 

ments 

(a) Tire rebuilding plants shall have all floor openings, 
such as for stairs and elevators, enclosed in an approved 
manner in accordance with construction requirements 
of the Boston Building Code. 

(b) Tire rebuilding plants in buildings of wood frame 
construction or in buildings used in part for residence 
occupancy shall be separated from other portions of the 
building in accordance with construction requirements 
of the Boston Building Code, and shall be equipped with 
an approved automatic sprinkler system. 


Section 2.04—Dust Collecting System 

Buffing machines shall be located in a room separated 
from the remainder of the plant in accordance with 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code, 
with each door opening protected by an approved self- 
closing fire door. Each machine shall be connected to an 
ample dust collecting system discharging to a suitable 
container which shall be cleaned at frequent intervals. 


Section 2.05—Ventilation 

Each room where rubber cement is used or mixed, 
or flammable solvents are applied, shall be equipped with 
effective mechanical or natural ventilation. 
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ARTICLE 3. AUTOMOBILE WRECKING YARDS, JUNK YARDS 
AND WASTE MaTERIAL HANDLING PLANTS 


Section 3.01—General 


Automobile wrecking yards, junk yards and waste ma- 
terial handling plants shall conform to all other applicable 
requirements of this code as well as the following provi- 
sions. 


Section 3.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be obtained to conduct or maintain any 
automobile wrecking yard, junk yard or waste material 
handling plant. 


Section 3.03—Location 


No automobile wrecking yard, junk yard or waste 
material handling plant shall be located as to seriously 
expose adjoining or adjacent properties. 


Section 3.04—Burning Operations 

The burning of wrecked or discarded automobiles or 
any parts thereof or junk or any waste materials shall be 
done only in designated open spaces or incinerator enclo- 
sures approved for burning purposes by the Fire Preven- 
tion Division. 

Section 3.05—Construction and Protection Requirements 


(a) Handling and storage of large quantities of waste 
paper, rags or other combustible materials shall not be in 
a building of wood frame or ordinary construction unless 
the building is sprinklered. Vertical openings shall be 
enclosed in accordance with construction requirements of 
the Boston Building Code. 


(b) Picking rooms shall be separated from storage 
rooms in accordance with construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code, with each door opening provided 
with an approved fire door. Picking rooms shall be pro- 
vided with exhaust systems of sufficient capacity to ade- 
quately remove dust and lint. 


ARTICLE 4. Bowwuinc ALLEYS 
Section 4.01—General 


Bowling alleys shall conform to all other applicable 
requirements of this code, as well as the following pro- 
visions. 


Section 4.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be required for bowling pin refinishing 
and bowling alley resurfacing operations involving the 
use and application of flammable liquids or materials. 


Section 4.03—Alley Resurfacing Operations 


Resurfacing operations shall not be carried on while 
the establishment is open for business. The Fire Preven- 
tion Division shall be notified when alleys are to be resur- 
faced. Proper ventilation shall be provided. Heating, 
ventilating, or cooling systems employing re-circulation 
of air shall not be operated during resurfacing operations 
or within one hour following the application of flammable 
finishes. All electric motors or other equipment in the 
area which might be a source of ignition shall be shut 
down, and all smoking and use of open flames prohibited 
during the application of flammable finishes and for one 
hour thereafter. 
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Section 4.04—Pin Refinishing 


Pin refinishing involving the application of flammable 
finishes shall be done only in a special room meeting the 
requirements of Article 12; such room shall not be located 
below grade nor shall it have communication with any 
pits, wells, pockets or basements. 


Storage of flammable liquids in such rooms shall not 
exceed a combined aggregate of 60 gallons in original 
metal containers, or in approved safety containers not 
exceeding 5 gallons individual capacity. A metal waste 
can with self-closing cover shall be provided for all waste 
materials and rags; contents shall be removed daily. 
Smoking shall be prohibited at all times in refinishing 
rooms. 


ARTICLE 5. COMBUSTIBLE FIBRES, STORAGE AND Han- 
DLING OF 


Section 5.01—Definition 

“‘Combustible fibres”? shall mean and include readily 
ignitable and free burning fibres, such as cotton, sisal, 
henequen, ixtle, jute, hemp, tow, cocoa fibre, oakum, 
baled waste, baled waste paper, kapok, hay straw, Spanish 
moss, excelsior and other like materials. 


Section 5.02—Permit Required 

A permit shall be required for the storage and handling 
of combustible fibres in quantities in excess of 100 cubic 
feet. 


Section 5.03—Loose Storage 

(a) Loose combustible fibres (not in suitable bales or 
packages), whether housed or in the open, shall not be 
stored within 100 feet of any building except as herein- 
after specified. 


‘ (b) Not to exceed 100 cubic feet of loose combustible 
fibres may be kept in any building provided storage is 
in a metal or metal-lined bin equipped with a self-closing 
cover. 

(c) Quantities exceeding 100 cubic feet of loose com- 
bustible fibres, but not exceeding 500 cubic feet, may be 
stored in rooms or compartments having floor, walls and 
ceiling in accordance with construction requirements of 
the Boston Building Code. Each opening into such 
rooms or compartments from other parts of the building 
shall be equipped with an approved fire door. 

(d) Quantities exceeding 500 cubic feet of loose com- 
bustible fibres may be stored in approved vaults, con- 
structed as follows: 


(1) Storage vaults shall be located outside of build- 
ings or if located inside shall be provided with approved 
safety vents to the outside. 

(2) Walls, floors, and ceilings shall be constructed in 
accordance with construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. Roofs of outside vaults shall 
be of non-combustible material but may be so con- 
structed as to readily give way in case of an internal 
explosion. 

(3) Openings, if any, between vault and main build- 
ing ail: be protected on each side of the wall by an 
approved fire door. Wall openings in outside vaults 
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exposing other property (not sufficiently detached to 
be considered cut off) shall be protected by approved 
fire doors or equivalent. 


(4) Vaults located within buildings and exceeding 
1,000 cubic feet storage capacity shall be protected by 
approved automatic sprinklers, carbon dioxide, or 
other approved inert gas systems. 


(e) Not to exceed 2,500 cubic feet of loose fibres may be 
stored in a detached building suitably located, with open- 
ings properly protected against entrance of sparks. The 
detached building shall be used for no other purpose. 


Section 5.04—Baled Storage 


(a) No single block or pile shall contain more than 
25,000 cubic feet of fibre exclusive of aisles or clearances. 
Blocks or piles of baled fibre shall be separated from 
adjacent storage by aisles not less than 5 feet wide; or by 
flash fire barriers consisting of continuous sheets of non- 

combustible material extending from floor] to a height of 
at least 1 foot above the highest point of piles and 
projecting at least 1 foot beyond the sides of the piles. 


(b) Sisal and other fibres in bales bound with com- 
bustible tie ropes, also jute and other fibres liable to swell 
when wet, shall be stored to allow for expansion in any 
direction without endangering building walls, ceilings or 
columns. Not less than 3 feet clearance shall be left 
between walls and sides of piles, except that if storage 
compartment is not more than 30 feet in width, one foot 
clearance at side walls will be sufficient, provided a center 
aisle not less than 5 feet wide is maintained. 


(c) Not less than 3 feet clearance shall be maintained 
between sprinkler pipes and tops of piles. 


ARTICLE 6. Dust ExpLostons, PREVENTION OF 


Section 6.01—Definition 

The term “dust” as used in this article shall mean dust 
which, if mixed with air in the proper proportions, be- 
comes explosive and may be ignited by a flame or spark. 


Section 6.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be obtained for the operation of any 
grain elevator, flour, starch or feed mill, or plant pulver- 
izing aluminum, coal, cocoa, magnesium, spices, sugar, or 
other material producing dust as defined in Section 6.01. 
However, no permit shall be required for plants utilizing 
only direct-fired pulverized coal systems which have been 
constructed in accordance with the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters Regulations or some equally acceptable 
standards and which are continually maintained in the 
condition which satisfies these regulations. 


Section 6.03—General Requirements 


(a) All dust-producing or dust-agitating machinery such 
as grinding mills and separators, and all elevators, elevator 
legs, spouts, hoppers and other conveyors handling mate- 
rial in pulverized form shall be provided with casings or 
enclosures maintained as nearly dust-tight as possible. 


(b) Approved magnetic or pneumatic separators shall be 
installed at some point in the system ahead of all shellers, 
crackers, crushers, grinding machines, pulverizers and 
similar machines in which the entrance of foreign materials 
may cause sparks to be generated. 
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(c) Suitable dust collecting equipment shall be installed 
and accumulation of dust shall be kept at a minimum in 
the interior of buildings. 

(d) All machinery and metal parts of the crushing, dry- 
ing, pulverizing and conveying systems shall be electrically 
grounded. 

(e) Smoking and the carrying of matches, the use of 
heating or other devices employing an open flame, or use 
of any spark producing equipment is prohibited in areas 
containing dust-producing or dust-agitating operations. 
Artificial lighting in such areas shall be by electricity with 
all wiring and electrical equipment installed in accordance 
with the requirements of the Boston Electrical Code. 


ARTICLE 7. Exits 


Section 7.01—Obstructions to Egresses 

(a) All egresses and means of escape from buildings or 
structures, including doors, windows, aisles, passageways, 
corridors, stairways and fire escapes shall be kept unob- 
structed either by persons or things, and ready for use 
while such buildings are occupied. 

(b) Motor vehicles shall not be parked under the canti- 
lever of fire escapes, nor in such manner as to block exits 
or passageways to the street, nor to interfere with the 
means of egress from buildings, or with the operation of 
the Fire Department in the event of fire or emergency. 
If, in the opinion of the Head of the Fire Department, or 
such person to whom he delegates his authority, a motor 
vehicle is parked in such manner as to violate this sub- 
section, he shall notify the Boston Police Department to 
take the necessary steps to remove or have such motor 
vehicle removed. 

(c) In other than dwellings, no person shall place, store 
or keep, or permit to be placed, stored or kept on or under 
or at the bottom of any exit stairway, inside or outside, 
exit hallway, elevator or any other means of egress, any 
materials the presence or the burning of which would 
obstruct or render hazardous egress of persons from the 
building. 

Section 7.02—Exits Open in Direction of Egress 

Egresses from any building or structure in which fifty 
or more persons are accommodated or assembled, or from 
a schoolhouse, church, theatre, special hall, public hall, 
miscellaneous hall, hospital, sanatorium, convalescent or 
nursing home, boarding home for the aged, grandstand, 
stadium, bleacher or arena, or from a factory, workshop, 
mercantile or other establishment which has accommoda- 
tions for ten or more employees, or from an office building, 
dormitory, hotel, family hotel, apartment house, boarding 
house, lodging house or tenement house which has eight 
or more rooms above the second story shall open in the 
direction of egress. 


Section 7.02a—Marking of Egresses 
Such egresses shall have a sign on them with the word 
“Eixit’”’ in letters not less than 5 inches in height. 


Section 7.02b—Lighting of Egresses 

Such egresses shall be lighted at night, while the building 
or structure is occupied, and shall be lighted during day- 
light hours when natural lighting is deficient. 
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Section 7.02c—Number of Egresses 


Such occupancies shall have at least two means of egress 
from each floor direct to the street or to an unobstructed 
passageway leading to the street, and shall not be locked, 
bolted or fastened from the inside during their occupancy. 


Section 7.02d—Revolving Doors Prohibited 


Revolving doors shall not be permitted as an immediate 
means of egress from a place of assembly as defined in 
Section 23.01b. 


Section 7.03—Stairway Doors to Be Kept Closed 


It shall be unlawful to block open any stairway enclosure 
door which leads to or from a floor of the building. 

Section 7.04—Fire Exit Drills 

(a) Fire exit drills shall be held at least monthly, 
weather permitting, for students, teachers and other 
occupants of public and private schools while school is in 
session. 

(b) Fire exit drills shall be held at least monthly, 
weather permitting, for employees of hospitals, sani- 
toriums, convalescent or nursing homes, boarding homes 
for the aged, licensed by and under the Supervision of the 
State Department of Public Health and/or hospitals or 
other institutions (public or private), licensed by and 
under the Supervision of the State Department of Mental 
Health. 

(c) Fire exit drills shall be held at least quarterly for 
employees of factories, workshops, mills, office buildings 
or other occupancies where people are employed in large 
numbers. 

(d) Such fire exit drills shall be conducted in accord- 
ance with procedure established by the Head of the Fire 
Department or by an Officer of the Fire Department to 
whom he delegates the authority. 


Section 7.05—Blocking and Barring Windows 


(a) Exterior windows of any building shall not be 
bricked in, boarded up, blocked with stock nor in any way 
prevented from being used in the event of fire as an exit 
to the outside street level via Fire Department ladders 
or otherwise by the occupants thereof, or for use by the 
Fire Department for rescue work, ventilation and access 
to an interior fire, unless approved by the Head of the 
Fire Department. 

(b) Except in places of detention, windows in elevator 
shafts and windows facing and within 5 feet of open tanks 
or moving machinery, exterior windows shall not be 
equipped with bars or grille work which would prevent 
the use of such windows as an exit in case of fire or ex- 
plosion, unless such bars or grille work are equipped with 
devices so designed to permit ready escape therefrom by 
occupants thereof and to permit ready access from the 
outside by the Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 8. FIRE EXTINGUISHERS 
Section 8.01—Definitions 


As used in these sections: 

“Standard fire extinguisher’? means a portable fire 
extinguisher which bears the label of approval of a na- 
tional testing laboratory acceptable to the Head of the 
Fire Department. 
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‘Service,’ where used in reference to fire extinguishers, 
means the inspection, repair, recharging or testing of fire 
extinguishers. 


“Service man’’ means a person having obtained a 
Certificate of Competency as herein provided to inspect, 
repair, recharge or test fire extinguishers. 


Section 8.02—IJnsiallation 


All standard fire extinguishers shall be installed in the 
manner prescribed in Pamphlet No. 10 entitled ‘‘Stand- 
ards of the National Board of Fire Underwriters for the 
Installation, Maintenance and Use of Portable Fire 
Extinguishers as Recommended by the National Fire 
Protection Association,” in every location where required 
by this code. Every required or non-required fire ex- 
tinguisher when installed shall be fully charged and ready 
for immediate use. Where an extinguisher is likely to be 
obscured by piles of stock, lumber or otherwise, a sign 
shall be installed and maintained which will mark the 
location of such extinguisher in a manner legible at a 
distance of at least 50 feet. 


Section 8.03—Maintenance 


Extinguishers shall be recharged or weighed after use. 
Extinguishers shall be inspected annually, shall be re- 
charged or weighed as specified in aforesaid Pamphlet 
No. 10, and maintained in good condition and ready for 
immediate use at all times. 

Every such fire extinguisher which employs a cylinder 
shell at a static or working pressure in excess of 100 pounds 
per square inch shall be subjected to a hydrostatic pressure 
test five years after the date of manufacture and every 
five years thereafter as prescribed in said Pamphlet No. 10. 
Except in the case of establishments employing personnel 
qualified to perform the work, extinguishers shall be re- 
charged by a ‘‘service man”’ as defined in Section 8.01. 


Section 8.04—Tags 


Every standard fire extinguisher shall have attached 
thereto a tag which clearly indicates the dates of inspec- 
tion and recharging or weighing, and the signature of the 
person performing the work. 

Every such fire extinguisher which has passed the 
hydrostatic pressure test as herein required shall be 
provided with a metal label or tag as prescribed in afore- 
said Pamphlet No. 10. 


Section 8.05—Board of Examiners 


There is hereby established a board of examiners which 
shall pass upon the qualifications of applicants desiring a 
certificate of competency as fire extinguisher service men. 
The board shall consist of 4 members, as follows: A 

rson selected by the Assistant Chief in Charge of the 

ire Prevention Division who is experienced in the work 
of servicing fire extinguishers and has the recommenda- 
tion and approval of at least one organization in the fire 
equipment field, and the three Assistant Chiefs of the 
Fire Department. 


Section 8.06—Duties and Powers of Board of Examiners 


Said board shall prescribe and hold written examina- 
tions for applicants for certificate of competency as fire 
extinguisher service man and practical tests of the appli- 
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cants’ knowledge of the servicing of fire extinguishers. 
Said board shall issue certificates of competency to quali- 
fied applicants, and is empowered to revoke the certificate 
of competency of any holder of a certificate who fails to 
properly service a fire extinguisher, or for any other just 
cause. 


Section 8.07—Certificate of Competency Required 


No person shall engage in the business of servicing fire 
extinguishers unless he shall first have obtained a certifi- 
cate of competency as herein provided. 


Section 8.08—A pplication for Certificate of Competency 


Every applicant for a certificate of competency as a 
fire extinguisher service man shall file with the Assistant 
Chief in Charge of the Fire Prevention Division a written 
application, signed by the applicant, stating his address; 
age, present occupation, business activities during the 
previous five years, experience with the repair, recharging, 
testing and use of fire extinguishers, knowledge of the 
ordinances pertaining to fire extinguishers and such other 
information as may be deemed necessary. 

Every application shall be accompanied by two 1” x 1”’ 
prints of a bust photograph of the applicant. 


Section 8.09—Isswance of Certificate of Competency 


A certificate of competency shall be granted to all 
qualified applicants who shall have passed such examina- 
tion and who shall have delivered to said Assistant Chief 
satisfactory evidence of the existence of a public liability 
insurance policy issued by an insurance company of 
national standing, insuring the public in an amount of 
not less than $10,000 against property damage and in a 
like amount against personal injury caused by the negli- 
gence of such applicant in servicing fire extinguishers. 
The insurance coverage shall include both manufacturers 
and contractors liability and products liability types. 


Section 8.10—Certificate of Competency 

Upon the approval of the application by the board of 
examiners and the acceptance of the public liability insur- 
ance policy, and upon payment of an annual fee of $15.00, 
a certificate of competency shall be issued. Such certifi- 
cate of competency shall expire on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber of the year in which it is issued. Said Assistant Chief 
shall provide the holder of such certificate with an identi- 
fication card which shall carry a 1’’x 1” photograph of 
the holder of such certificate and the number of the cer- 
tificate of competency of the holder, which card shall be 
signed by said Assistant Chief. 


Section 8.11—Certificate of Competency Renewal 


Any such certificate of competency may be renewed 
upon payment of an annual fee of $15.00. Any change of 
address of the holder of a certificate of competency shall 
be reported to said Assistant Chief. 


Section 8.12—Rules and Regulations 

The Assistant Chief in charge of the Fire Prevention 
Division, in his discretion, may make or cause to be made 
an inspection of the contents and working condition of 
any fire extinguisher, and may promulgate such reason- 
able rules and regulations as he deems necessary to carry 
out the purposes of the provisions of Article 8. 
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ARTICLE 9. FIRE PROTECTION EQUIPMENT 
Section 9.01—Scope 


This article shall apply to existing conditions except 
where equivalent or more stringent legal requirements are 
enforced by the building or other municipal departments, 
or by statute law or regulation. 


Section 9.02—Chief of Division to Survey Premises and 
Specify Equipment to Be Provided 


The Chief of the Fire Prevention Division shall survey 
or cause to be surveyed, each commercial and industrial 
establishment, mercantile, educational and institutional 
occupancy, place of assembly, hotel, multi-family house, 
and trailer camp and shall specify suitable fire detecting 
devices or extinguishing appliances which shall be pro- 
vided in or near boiler rooms, kitchens of restaurants, 
clubs and like establishments, storage rooms involving 
considerable combustible material, rooms in which hazard- 
ous manufacturing processes are involved, and other 
places of a generally hazardous nature. Such devices or 
appliances may consist of automatic fire alarm systems. 
automatic sprinkler or water spray systems, standpipe and 
hose, fixed or portable fire extinguishers of a type suitable 
for the probable class of fire, or suitable asbestos blankets, 
manual or automatic covers, or carbon dioxide or other 
special system may be required. 

However, except that in the case of an order requiring 
the installation of automatic sprinklers or water spray 
systems, standpipe and hose and their devices and appurte- 
nances, such order shall be subject to the approval of the 
Building Commissioner of the City of Boston. 


Section 9.03—Mazintenance of Equipment 


Sprinkler systems, standpipe systems, fire alarm sys- 
tems, and other fire protective or extinguishing systems 
or appliances which have been installed in compliance 
with any permit or order, or because of any law, regula- 
tion or ordinance, shall be maintained in operative condi- 
tion at all times, and it shall be unlawful for any owner or 
occupant to reduce the effectiveness of the protection so 
required. 


Section 9.04—Sprinklers Required in Basements 


(a) Approved automatic sprinkler systems shall be 
installed in all basements having an area exceeding 
1,500 square feet, when used for the manufacture, sale 
or storage of combustible goods or merchandise. The 
requirements of this section shall not conflict with any 
statute, regulation or ordinance governing the installation 
of sprinklers in such occupancies. 


(b) Combustible goods or merchandise shall include 
those made of wood, paper or rubber; those containing 
flammable liquids; those packed with quantities of 
excelsior, moss or paper; and other goods or merchandise 
of equivalent or greater combustibility. 


Section 9.05—Shutting Off Fire Alarm and Fire Ex- 
tinguishing Equipment 
Except as hereinafter provided, no person shall shut 
off, disconnect, obstruct, remove, or destroy, or cause or 
permit to be shut off, disconnected, obstructed, removed 
or destroyed, any part of any fire alarm system, or of any 
sprinkler system, special extinguishing system, water 
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main, hydrant or other device used for fire protection in 
any building owned, leased or occupied by such person 
or under his control or supervision, without first procuring 
a written permit so to do, from the Fire Prevention 
Division, subject to such terms and conditions, as, in 
the judgment, of the Assistant Chief or his authorized 
representative protection against fire or the preservation 
of public safety may require. This section shall not 
prevent the temporary shutting off or disconnection or 
partial removal of such a system, main, hydrant or other 
device, for the purpose of making necessary repairs or of 
preventing freezing or other property damage, providing 
an oral notification has been given to the Fire Depart- 
ment prior to such action. ‘Temporary interruption 
shall be deemed for a period not exceeding two weeks. 
Under extenuating circumstances where equipment can- 
not be provided with the necessary heat to prevent 
freezing, such as railroad shops, car shops, sheds, etc. 
devices may be shut down for a period extending from 
November Ist to April Ist providing the Fire Department 
has been notified and a written permit has been obtained 
therefor. An oral report may be construed as meaning a 
telephone report to the Fire Prevention Division or the 
District Chief of the Fire District concerned. 


ARTICLE 10. FIRES IN THE OPEN 
Section 10:01—Permit Required 


Permits to maintain fires in the open air will be issued 
by the Fire Commissioner in accordance with the Regula- 
tions hereinafter set forth, and upon the terms and condi- 
tions therein provided. 


Section 10.02—Scope 


No person shall set, maintain or increase a fire in the 
open air in the city of Boston without obtaining a permit 
from the fire commissioner as hereinafter provided. 
Permits for the setting and maintaining of fires in the 
open air in said city may be issued by the fire commis- 
sioner of said city for such periods of time, not exceeding 
one year from the date thereof, and subject to such 
reasonable conditions as said fire commissioner may 
establish by regulation. Any such permit may be re- 
voked at any time by said fire commissioner. Violation 
of this section shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not more 
than one month, or both. 


Section 10.03—Classes of Permits 
The following classes of permits will be issued: ’ 
I. Household Fires in the Open. 


II. Contractor’s or Tradesmen’s Small Fires in the 
Open. 


III. Large Fires in the Open. 

IV. Fires at Patriotic Celebrations. 
V. Incinerators. 

VI. Barbecue. 


Section 10.04—Terms and Conditions Applicable to 
Every Permit 
(a) This permit shall be revocable at any time by the 
Fire Commissioner. 


Boston FirE PREVENTION CopE 27 


(b) Any fire set or maintained under authority of this 
permit shall be extinguished upon request by a member 
of the Fire Department. 


(c) Acceptance of this permit shall constitute an 
agreement on the part of the person to whom it is issued 
to indemnify and save harmless, the City of Boston from 
any damage it may sustain, or liability it may incur 
toward third persons, by reason of the issuance of this 
permit or any action taken thereunder. 

(d) No fire shall be maintained in such manner as to be 
a smoke nuisance. 


(e) This permit is void in case of high wind. 
(f) Violation of any applicable law or ordinance or of 


ae condition contained therein shall render this permit 
void. 


(g) Fires must be at all times under the personal 
supervision of the permit holder or other adult person 
acting under his direction, who shall remain at the loca- 
tion of the fire until the fire is thoroughly extinguished. 
All fires must be extinguished not later than sunset, 
except in case of Class IV permit, and except where express 
permission is given in permits of other classes, 


Section 10.05—Additional Terms and Conditions Ap- 
plicable to Class I, Class III and Class V Permits 


(a) No fire set or maintained under authority of this 
permit shall be within one hundred feet of another fire 
in the open, nor within thirty feet of any building or 
structure, nor within thirty feet of any combustible 
rubbish, wood, debris, trees, bushes or standing piles of 
leaves, branches, grass, etc. 


(b) Permit holder must have premises equipped with 
garden or fire hose sufficient in length to reach the fire, 
and attached to faucet, with water in the hose ready for 
immediate use at all times, must be available while fire is 
burning. 

(c) This permit is void on June 17 and July 4, or days 
celebrated as such. 


Section 10.06—Class I Permits. Permits for House- 
hold Fires in the Open 


(a) These permits are issued on separate forms, and in 
accordance with the conditions and specifications thereon. 


(b) Permits of this class will authorize the setting and 
maintenance of small fires for the burning of leaves, grass 
and brush from gardens, farms or yards in open areas 
by the owner or tenant of such areas or by an authorized 
agent of the owner or tenant. 


(c) Permits of this class shall be issued by District 
Chiefs for and in the Name of the Fire Commissioner. 


Section 10.07—Class II Permits. Permits for Con- 
tractor’s or Tradesmen’s Small Fires in the Open 


(a) Permits of this class will authorize the setting and 
maintenance of miscellaneous small fires necessary in such 
activities as street paving work or repair of sewer or water 
services, or operation of devices using an open flame, the 
use of tar kettles, blow torches, welding torches and other 
flame-making implements i in the open air.

(b) Restricted Permits of Class II shall be confined to 
locations described in the permit, shall run for a period of 
one month or more, and may be issued to responsible 
adults only. 

(c) General Permits of Class II shall not be confined 
to a particular location, shall run for a period of not more 
than one year, and may be issued to responsible adults. 


Section 10.08—Class III Permits. Permits for Large 
Fires in the Open 

(a) Permits of this class will authorize the setting and 
maintenance of fires exceeding four square feet in area 
for the purpose of consuming large quantities of rubbish 
or debris on construction jobs and operations of like 
character. 

(b) Class III Permits may be issued to responsible 
adults only, to be exercised on a location described in the 
permit. Such permit shall run for a period of one month, 
three months, or six months, according to the character 
of the location and the nature of the material burned. 

(c) Class III Permits shall contain such additional 
terms and conditions as in the judgment of the District 
Chief are necessary for the public safety, which may 
include a paid Fire Department detail. 


Section 10.09—Class IV Permits. Permits for Fires at 
Patriotic Celebrations 

(a) Class IV Permits may be issued to responsible adults 
for a period of one night only, to be exercised at a 
described location satisfactory to the District Chief in con- 
nection with a patriotic celebration. 

(b) Class IV Permits shall contain such additional 
terms and conditions as in the judgment of the District 
Chief are necessary for the public safety. 


Section 10.10—Class V Permits. Incinerators 


Class V Permits may be issued to responsible adults to 
be exercised at a prescribed location for the purpose of 
consuming rubbish in an approved incinerator. 


Section 10.11—Class VI Permits. 

Class VI Permits may be issued to a responsible adult, 
to be exercised at a prescribed location, for barbecue pur- 
poses ONLY. Screen guard to be placed before the fire 
opening when in operation. Spark arrester to be placed 
over chimney opening. Only charcoal and wood to be 
used for fuel. 


ARTICLE 11. FLAMMABLE DECORATIONS 


Section 11.01—Definition 

“Flammable decorations” shall include all such mate- 
rials as curtains, draperies, scenery, plastic shields, up- 
holstery materials, streamers, surface coverings applied 
over the building interior finish for decorative, acoustical 
or other effect, and also cloth, cotton batting, straw, 
vines, leaves, trees and moss used for decorative effect, 
bamboo and other wood or fibres, but it shall not include 
ordinary window shades. 


Section 11.02—Permit 


(a) Flammable decorations shall be prohibited in pub- 
lic buildings and places of assembly and in stores unless a 
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permit for the use of same has been obtained from the 
Fire Department under such terms and conditions as 
prescribed in writing by the Fire Department. 


(b) Terms and Conditions under which permission or 
authorization will be granted for the use of flammable 
decorations in public buildings, places of assembly and 
stores are prescribed in the following sections. 


(c) The word “flammable” shall have the same meaning 
as the word “inflammable” as used in Chapter 148 of the 
General Laws and in Rules and Regulations of the Board 
of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


Section 11.03—Certain Materials to Be Submitted for Test 


No fabric, plastic, artificial leather of any type, lac- 
quered leather, or other decorative material shall be used 
for decorations in public buildings, places of assembly, 
and in stores within the City of Boston until a sample 
thereof has been submitted, tested and approved in ac- 
cordance with the Boston Fire Department’s Terms and 
Conditions applicable to the use of flammable decorations. 

The burden of proof that an article has been flame- 
proofed and made fire resistant is upon the owner or user 
of the material in question. 


Section 11.04—Purpose of Test 


The purpose of the Boston Fire Department test is to 
determine the ability of materials to withstand direct con- 
tact with a flame and to determine the ability of the 
material to act as a self-extinguisher if ignited. 


Section 11.05—Sampling 


All samples submitted for testing shall consist of a strip 
of material at least 10 inches long, cut to include the 
entire width of the roll. Each sample shall be identified 
with the manufacturer’s name, trade name, and numbers 
designating quality, colors and roll representation. 


Section 11.06—A pparatus 


Tirrell Burner 

Stop Watch 

Tron Ring Stand, Clamp, and Suitable Wire for Sus- 
pending Sample 

Fume Exhaust Hood 


Section 11.07—Procedure 


_ (a) Specimens—Six (6) specimens, one and _ one-half 
inches by 10 inches, shall be cut at random from the 
sample sheet. 


(b) Test—The flame of the Tirrell Burner is adjusted 
so that the blue cone of the flame is approximately one 
and one-half inches high and the total height of the flame 
is six inches. 

The sample is suspended in a vertical position. (The 
test is conducted where drafts will not interfere with the 
proper conduct of the test.) 

The flame is applied to the lower end of the sample for 
ten (10) seconds and withdrawn, and the duration of the 
flaming (afterflame) of the specimen is noted. The length 
of time between disappearance of afterflame and dis- 
eb ep ts of visible smoldering (afterglow) shall also be 
noted. 

In testing materials, where a portion of the sample 
under test fuses off before the ten seconds has elapsed, 
the burner shall be raised so that the flame shall continue 
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on the remaining portion of the sample for ten seconds. 
If the fused-off portion continues to burn over the pre- 
scribed two seconds, it will be considered cause for re- 
jection of the sample. 

Section 11.08—Specification 

No specimen when tested by the procedure described 
above shall show afterflame of more than two (2) seconds 
after the burner flame is withdrawn. 

No specimen when tested by the procedure described 
above shall have an afterglow of more than forty (40) 
seconds after the burner flame is withdrawn. 


Section 11.09—Certificate of Analysis 


On completion of test, a certificate of analysis and a 
letter of approval shall be issued by the Boston Fire 
Department. 


Section 11.10—Certificate of Flameproofing 


Where a flameproofing process, not of a permanent 
nature, is applied to decorative material to be used in any 
public building, place of assembly or store, a certificate 
of flameproofing, specifying the basic formula of the 
treatment applied and the date of application, shall be 
filed with the Head of the Fire Department by the person, 
firm, or corporation applying the flameproofing treatment 
together with the sample. 

This certificate is required in addition to the certificate 
of analysis (report of laboratory test). 

Laundering or dry cleaning of the materials in question 
shall render the certificate of flameproofing void. At the 
expiration of the time limit stated on the certificate, the 
flameproofing process shall be reapplied and the certificate 
shall be renewed. 

The certificate of flameproofing form shall be obtained 
from the Fire Prevention Division. 


Section 11.11—Order to Remove Flammable Decorations 


The Head of the Fire Department may order the removal 
from any public building, place of assembly or store, of 
any flammable decoration used or installed therein in 
violation of the above terms and conditions. 


ARTICLE 12. FLAMMABLE FINISHES — APPLICATION OF 
— Division I — GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 12.01—Scope 


This article shall apply to locations or areas where the 
following activities are regularly done: (1) the applica- 
tion of flammable or combustible paint, varnish, lacquer, 
stain or other flammable or combustible liquid applied 
as a spray in continuous or intermittent processes; and 
(2) dip tank operations in which articles or materials are 
passed through contents of tanks, vats or containers of 
flammable or combustible liquids, including coating, 
finishing, treating and similar processes, but shall not 
apply where equivalent or more stringent legal require- 
ments are enforced by other municipal departments or 
ordinances or by statute law or regulation. 


Section 12.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be obtained for spraying or dipping 
operations utilizing more than one gallon on any working 
day of flammable or combustible liquids. However, no 
permit shall be required for small, intermittent spraying 
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operations for domestic use or for use incidental to and 
not considered a major process of a business, provided 
the spraying is not performed in proximity to combustible 
construction or materials. 


Section 12.03—Smoking Prohibited 
Smoking shall be prohibited in any spray finishing 
areas and in the vicinity of dip tanks. ‘‘No Smoking” 


signs with lettering of approved size shall be conspicu- 
ously posted in such areas. 


Section 12.04—JWVelding Warning Signs 


Conspicuous signs shall be posted in the vicinity of all 
spraying areas, dipping operations and paint storage rooms, 
conveying the following warning: 


NO WELDING 
The use of welding or cutting equipment in, or near 


this area is dangerous because of fire and explo- 
sion. Welding and cutting shall be done only 
under the supervision of the foreman in charge. 





Section 12.05—Electric Wiring and Equipment 


Electric wiring and equipment shall be installed in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the Boston Electrical 
Code. 


ARTICLE 12. FLAMMABLE FINISHES—APPLICATION OF— 
Driviston II]—Spray FINISHING 


Section 12.06—Location of Spray Finishing Operations 


Spray finishing operations shall not be conducted in 
buildings used for assembly, institutional or residential 
occupancies, except in a room designed for the purpose, 
protected with an approved system of automatic sprinklers 
and separated vertically and horizontally from other areas 
in accordance with construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. 


Section 12.07—Spraying Area Defined 

(a) ‘Spraying area’’ shall mean any area in which 
dangerous quantities of flammable vapors or combustible 
residues, dusts or deposits are present due to the opera- 
tion of spraying processes. The Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment may define the limits of the spraying area in any 
specific case. 

(b) A spraying area shall include: 

(1) The interior of spray booths. 

(2) The interior of ducts exhausting from spraying 
processes. 

(3) Any area in the direct path of spray or any area 
containing dangerous quantities of air-suspended 
combustible residue, dust, deposits, spray or vapor 
as’a result of spraying operations. 


Section 12.08—Spray Booths 


(a) Spray booths shall be substantially constructed of 
noncombustible material in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Boston Building Department. 

(b) The interior surfaces of spray booths shall be smooth 
and continuous without edges and otherwise designed to 
prevent pocketing of residues and facilitate cleaning and 
washing without injury. 
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(c) The floor of the spray booth and operators’ working 
area, if combustible, shall be covered with non-combustible, 
non-sparking material of such character as to facilitate 
the safe cleaning and removal of residues. 


(d) Distribution of baffle plates, if installed to promote 
an even flow of air through booth or cause the deposit of 
overspray before it enters exhaust duct, shall be of non- 
combustible material and readily removable or accessible 
on both sides for cleaning. Such plates shall not be located 
in exhaust ducts. 


(e) Each spray booth having a frontal area larger than 
nine square feet shall have a metal deflector or curtain 
not less than 214-inches deep installed at the upper outer 
edge of the booth, over the opening. 


(f) Each spray booth shall be separated from other 
operations by not less than three feet, or by a greater 
distance, or by such partition or wall as the Head of the 
Fire Department may require and in accordance with 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code 
to reduce the danger from juxtaposition of hazardous 
operations. 


(g) Spray booths shall be so installed that all portions 
are readily accessible for cleaning. A clear space of not 
less than three feet on all sides shall be keep free from 
storage or combustible construction. 


(h) When spraying areas are illuminated through glass 
panels or other transparent materials, only fixed lighting 
units shall be used as a source of illumination. Panels 
shall effectively isolate the spraying area from the area 
in which the lighting unit is located, and shall be of non- 
combustible material of such a nature or so protected 
that breakage will be unlikely. Panels shall be so arranged 
that normal accumulations of residue on the exposed 
surface of the panel will not be raised to a dangerous 
temperature by radiation or conduction from the source 
of illumination. 


Section 12.09—Dry Type Overspray Collectors—(Ex- 
haust Air Filters) 


In conventional dry type spray booths, overspray dry 
filters, if installed, shall conform to the following: 


(a) The spraying operations shall be so designed, in- 
stalled and maintained that the average air velocity over 
the open face of the booth (or booth cross-section during 
spraying operations) shall be not less than 100 linear feet 
per minute. Visible gauges or audible alarm devices shall 
be installed to indicate that the required air velocity is 
maintained. 


(b) All discarded filter paks shall be immediately re- 
moved to a safe, well detached location or placed in a 
water-filled metal container and disposed of at the close 
of the day’s operation. 


(c) The location of filters in a spray booth shall be so 
as to not reduce the effective booth enclosure of the 
articles being sprayed. 


(d) Space within spray booth on the downstream and 
upstream sides of filters shall be protected with approved 
automatic sprinkler, 


(e) Filters shall not be used when applying a spray 


material known to be highly susceptible to spontaneous 
heating and ignition, 
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(f) Clean filters shall be non-combustible or of ap- 
proved type. 


(g) Filters shall not alternately be used for the applica- 
tion of lacquer and other materials such as varnishes, 
stains, and ground coats. 


Section 12.10—Electrical and Other Sources of Ignition 


(a) There shall be no open flame or spark-producing 
equipment in any spraying area, nor within 20 feet 
thereof, unless separated by a partition. 


(6) Space heating appliances, steam pipes or hot sur- 
faces shall not be located in a spraying area where de- 
posits of combustible residues may readily accumulate. 


(c) Unless specifically approved for locations containing 
both deposits of readily ignitable residue and explosive 
vapors, there shall be no electrical equipment in any 
spraying area, whereon deposits of combustible residues 
may readily accumulate, except wiring in rigid conduit 
or in boxes or fittings containing no taps, splices or ter- 
minal connections. 


(d) Electrical wiring and equipment not subject to 
deposits of combustible residues but located in a spraying 
area shall be of explosion-proof type approved for use in 
such hazardous locations. Such area shall be considered 
a Class I, Division 1 hazardous location under the Boston 
Electrical Code. 


(e) Electrical wiring, motors, and other equipment out- 
side of but within 20 feet of any spraying area, and not 
separated therefrom by partitions, shall not. produce 
sparks under normal operating conditions. Such area 
shall be considered a Class I, Division 2 hazardous loca- 
tion under the Boston Electrical Code. 


(f) Electric lamps outside of but within 20 feet of any 

spraying area and not separated therefrom by a partition, 
shall be totally enclosed to prevent the falling of hot par- 
ticles and shall be protected from physical damage by 
suitable guards or by location. 


(g) Portable electric lamps shall not be used in any 
spraying area during spraying operations. Portable elec- 
tric lamps, if used during cleaning or repairing operations, 
shall be of the type approved for hazardous locations. 


(h) All metal parts of spray booths, exhaust ducts and 
piping systems conveying flammable liquids shall be 
properly electrically grounded in an effective and per- 
manent manner. 


Section 12.11—Ventilation of Spray Booths and Spray 
Finishing Areas 
(a) All spraying areas shall be provided with mechani- 
cal ventilation adequate to prevent the dangerous accu- 
mulation of vapors. 


(b) Spraying operations shall not be conducted unless 
mechanical ventilation is in operation. 


(c) Each spray booth shall have an independent exhaust 
duct system discharging to building exterior, except 
multiple cabinet spray booths in which identical spray 
finishing material is used with a combined frontal area of 
not more than eighteen square feet may have a common 
exhaust. If more than one fan serves one booth, all fans 
shall be so interconnected that one fan cannot operate 
without operating all. 
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(d) Electric motors driving exhaust fans shall not be 
placed inside booths or ducts. Fan rotating element shall 
be non-ferrous or non-sparking or the casing shall con- 
sist of or be lined with such material. 

(e) Belts shall not enter duct or booth unless belt and 
pulley within the duct or booth are tightly enclosed. 


(f) Exhaust ducts shall be constructed of steel and shall 
be substantially supported. 

(g) Exhaust ducts shall have a clearance from unpro- 
tected combustible construction or material of not less 
than 18 inches. If combustible construction is provided 
with the following protection applied to all surfaces within 
18 inches, clearances may be reduced to the distances 
indicated: 


(1) 28 gauge sheet metal on 43-inch asbestos mill 
board—12 inches 

(2) 28 gauge sheet metal on -inch asbestos mill 
board spaced out 1 inchonnon-combustible spacers— 
9 inches 

(3) 22 gauge sheet metal on 1-inch rockwool bats 
reinforced with wire mesh or the equivalent—3 inches 


(h) Air exhausted from spraying operations shall not be 
recirculated. 


Section 12.12—Storage and Handling of Flammable 
Liquids 


(a) The storage and handling of flammable liquids 
shall be in accordance with Article 13 of this code and 
shall also conform to the provision of this section. 


(b) Where the quantity of liquid in 5-gallon and smaller 
containers, other than original sealed containers, exceeds 
a total of 10 gallons it shall be stored in an approved 
storage cabinet or in approved storage or mixing rooms. 


(c) Original closed containers, approved portable tanks, 
approved safety cans or a properly arranged system of 
piping shall be used for bringing flammable liquids into 
corey Lae areas. Open or glass containers shall not 

e used. 


(d) Containers supplying spray nozzles shall be of 
closed type or provided with metal covers kept closed. 
Containers not resting on floors shall be on non-combustible 
supports or suspended by wire cables. Containers supply- 
ing spray nozzles by gravity flow shall not exceed 10 
gallons capacity. 


(e) All containers or piping to which is attached a hose 
or flexible connnection shall be provided with a shut-off 
valve at the connection. Such valves shall be kept shut 
when not in use. 


(f) Heaters shall not be located in spray booths nor 
other locations subject to the accumulation of deposits or 
combustible residue. 


(g) If flammable liquids are supplied to spray nozzles 
by positive displacement pumps, pump discharge line 
shall be provided with an approved relief valve discharg- 
ing to pump suction or a safe detached location. 

(h) Whenever flammable liquids are transferred from 
one container to another both containers shall be effectively 
grounded. Piping systems for flammable liquids shall be 
permanently grounded. 
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Section 12.13—Fire Protection Equipment 


Suitable portable fire extinguishers, small hose or other 
fire extinguishing equipment shall be installed near all 
spraying areas as may be specified by the Head of the 
Fire Department. 


Section 12.14—Operations and Maintenance 


(a) All spraying areas shall be kept as free from the 
accumulation of deposits of combustible residues as 
practical, with cleaning conducted daily if necessary. 


(b) Scrapers, spuds or other such tools used for cleaning 
purposes shall be of non-sparking material. 


(c) Residue scrapings and debris contaminated with 
residue shall be immediately removed from premises and 
properly disposed of. 


(d) Approved metal waste cans shall be provided 
wherever rags or waste are impregnated with finishing 
material and all such rags or waste deposited therein im- 
mediately after use. The contents of waste cans shall be 
properly disposed of at least once daily and at the end of 
each shift. 


Section 12.15—Drying Apparatus 


(a) Drying apparatus shall, in addition to conforming 
with the requirements of this article, comply with the 
applicable provisions of Article 22. 


(b) Spray booths, rooms or other enclosures used for 
spraying operations shall not alternately be used for the 
purpose of drying by any arrangement which will cause a 
material increase in the surface temperature of the spray 
booth, room or enclosure. 


(c) Except as specifically provided in the following 
subsection (d), drying or baking units, utilizing a heating 
system having open flames or which may produce sparks 
shall not be installed in a spraying area, but may be 
installed adjacent thereto when equipped with an inter- 
locked ventilating system arranged to: 


(1) Thoroughly ventilate the drying space before 
heating system can be started; 


(2) Maintain a safe atmosphere at any source of 
ignition; 

(3) Automatically shut down heating system in the 
event of failure of the ventilating system. 

(d) Automobile refinishing booths or enclosures, other- 
wise installed and maintained in conformity with this 
division, may alternately be used for drying with portable 
infra-red drying apparatus when conforming with the 
following: 

(1) The procedure shall be restricted to low-volume, 
occasional spray application. 


(2) Interior of spray enclosures shall be kept free of 
overspray deposits. 

(3) During spray operations, the drying apparatus 
and electrical connections and wiring thereto shall not 
be located within spray enclosure nor in any other 
location where spray residue may be deposited thereon. 

(4) Spraying apparatus, drying apparatus, and 
ventilating system of spray enclosure shall be equipped 
with suitable inter-locks so arranged that: 
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(a) Spraying apparatus cannot be operated 
while drying apparatus is inside spray enclosure. 

(b) Spray enclosure will be purged of spray 
vapors for a period of not less than 3 minutes before 
drying apparatus can be energized. 

(c) Ventilating system will maintain a safe 
atmosphere within the enclosure during the drying 
process and drying apparatus will automatically 
shut off in the event of failure of the ventilating 
system. 

(5) All electrical wiring and equipment of drying 
apparatus shall conform to the provisions of this article 
and shall otherwise be installed in accordance with the 
requirements of the Boston Electrical Code. Only 
equipment of a type approved for Class I, Division 2 
hazardous locations shall be located within 18 inches 
of floor level. All metallic parts of drying apparatus 
shall be properly electrically bonded and grounded. 


ARTICLE 12—FLAMMABLE FINISH—APPLICATION OF— 
Division I1]—Dr1re Tanks 


Section 12.16—Definition 

(a) “Dip tank” shall mean a tank, vat or container of 
flammable or combustible liquid in which articles or 
materials are immersed for the purpose of coating, finish- 
ing, treating or similar processes. 

(b) ‘Vapor area’”’ shall mean any area containing dan- 
gerous quantities of flammable vapors in the vicinity of 
dip tanks, their drain boards or associated drying, convey- 
ing or other equipment, during operation or shut-down 
periods. The Head of the Fire Department may deter- 
mine the extent of the vapor area, taking into considera- 
tion the characteristics of the liquid, the degree of sus- 
tained ventilation, and the nature of the operations. 


Section 12.17—Location of Dip Tank Operations 

Dip tank operations shall not be conducted in buildings 
used for assembly, institutional or residential occupancies, 
except in a room designed for the purpose, protected with 
an approved system of automatic sprinklers and separated 
vertically and horizontally from other areas in accordance 
wae construction requirements of the Boston Building 

ode. 


Section 12.18—Ventilation of Vapor Areas 

(a) All vapor areas shall be provided with mechanical 
ventilation adequate to prevent the dangerous accumula- 
tion of vapors. 

(b) Required ventilating systems shall be so arranged 
that the failure of any ventilating fan shall automatically 
stop any dipping conveyor system. 


Section 12.19—Construction of Dip Tanks 

(a) Dip tanks, including drain boards if provided, shall 
be constructed of substantial noncombustible material, 
and their supports shall be of heavy metal, reinforced 
concrete or masonry. 

(b) Dip tanks of over 150 gallons in capacity or 10 
square feet in liquid surface area shall be equipped with a 
properly trapped overflow pipe leading to a safe location 
outside buildings. 


Boston Fire PREVENTION CopE 37 


(c) The bottom of the overflow connection shall be not 
less than 6 inches below the top of the tank. 

(d) Dip tanks over 500 gallons in liquid capacity shall 
be equipped with bottom drains automatically and manu- 
ally arranged to quickly drain tank in event of fire, unless 
the viscosity of the liquid at normal atmospheric tempera- 
ture makes this impractical. Manual operation shall be 
from a safely accessible location. Where gravity flow is 
not practicable, automatic pumps shall be provided. 

(e) Such drains shall be trapped and discharged to a 
closed properly vented salvage tank or to a safe outside 
location. 

(f) Dip tanks utilizing a conveyor system shall be so 
arranged that in the event of fire, the conveyor system 
shall automatically cease motion and required bottom 
drains shall open. 

Section 12.20—Storage and Handling of Flammable 

Liquids 

The storage and handling of flammable, dip-tank liquids, 

shall be in accordance with Article 13. 


Section 12.21— Electrical and Other Sources of Ignition 


(a) There shall be no open flames, spark producing 
devices, or heated surfaces having a temperature suffi- 
cient to ignite vapors in any vapor area. 

(6) Electrical wiring and equipment in any vapor area 
shall be explosion-proof type approved for use in such 
hazardous locations. Such area shall be considered a 
Class I, Division I hazardous location under the Boston 
Electrical Code. 

(c) Unless specifically approved for locations contain- 
ing both deposits of readily ignitable residues and explosive 
vapors, there shall be no electrical equipment in the vicinity 
of dip tanks or associated drain boards or drying opera- 
tions which are subject to splashing or dripping of dip- 
tank liquids, except wiring in rigid conduit or in threaded 
boxes or fittings containing no taps, splices or terminal 
connections. 

(d) In any floor space outside a vapor area, but within 
20 feet therefrom, and not separated by tight partitions, 
there shall be no open flames or spark producing devices. 
Such area shall be considered a Class I, Division 2 hazard- 
ous location under the Boston Electrical Code. 


Section 12.22—Operations and Maintenance 

(a) Areas in vicinity of tanks shall be kept as clear of 
combustible stock as practical and shall be kept entirely 
free of combustible debris. 

(b) When waste or rags are used in connection with 
dipping operations, approved metal waste cans shall be 
provided and all impregnated rags or waste deposited 
therein immediately after use. The contents of waste cans 
shall be disposed of at the end of each shift by methods 
approved by the Head of the Fire Department. 


Section 12.23—Fire Extinguishing Equipment 

(a) Areas in the vicinity of dip tanks shall be provided 
with portable fire extinguishers suitable for flammable 
liquid fires, as specified by the Head of the Fire Depart- 


ment. 
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(b) Dip tanks of over 150 gallons capacity or 10 square 
feet liquid surface area shall be protected with at least one 
of the following automatic extinguishing facilities: 


(1) Approved automatic water spray extinguishing 
system; 

(2) Approved automatic foam extinguishing syste m; 

(3) Approved automatic carbon dioxide system; 

(4) Dip tank covers. 

(c) Dip tanks containing a liquid with a flash point 
below 110° F. (when used in such manner that the liquid 
temperature may equal or be greater than its flash point 
from artificial or natural causes) shall conform to the 
above when having both a capacity of more than 10 gallons 
and a liquid surface area of more than 4 square feet. 


Section 12.24—Dip Tank Covers 


(a) Covers arranged to close automatically in the event 
of fire shall be actuated by approved automatic devices 
and shall also be arranged for manual operation. 


(b) Covers shall be of substantial non-combustible ma- 
terial or of tin-clad type with enclosing metal applied with 
locked joints. 


(c) Chains or wire rope shall be used for cover support 
or operating mechanism where the burning of a cord would 
interfere with the action of a device. 


(d) Covers shall be kept closed when tanks are not in 
use. 


Section 12.25—Hardening and Tempering Tanks 


(a) Tanks shall be located as far as practicable from 
Apbaitiy and shall not be located on or near combustible 
oors. 


(b) Tanks shall be provided with a non-combustible 
hood and vent or other equally effective means, venting 
to outside of building to serve as a vent in case of fire. All 
such vent ducts shall be treated as flues and be kept well 
away from combustible roofs or materials. 


(c) Tanks shall be equipped with a high temperature 
limit switch arranged to sound an alarm when the tem- 
perature of the quenching medium reaches 50° F. below 
the flash point. 


(d) Hardening and tempering tanks of over 500 gallons 
capacity or 25 square feet liquid surface area shall be pro- 
vided with fire extinguishing equipment. 

(e) Air under pressure shall not be used to fill or to 
agitate oil in tanks. 


Section 12.26—Flow Coat Operations 

(a) Flow coat operations shall conform to the require- 
ments for dip tanks, considering the area of the sump and 
any areas on which paint flows as the area of a dip tank. 

(b) Paint shall be supplied by direct low pressure pump- 
ing arranged to automatically shut down by means of 
approved heat actuated devices, in case of fire, or by a 
gravity tank not exceeding 10 gallons in capacity. 


ARTICLE 13. FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS 
Section 13.01—Scope 


(a) These sections shall not apply in any instance 
where the use or occupancy of any building or other 
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structure is specifically regulated by statute law or by 
rules and regulations of the State Board of Fire Preven- 
tion Regulations. 


(b) No volatile inflammable fluid except an amount not 
exceeding one quart contained in an approved safety can 
and no non-volatile inflammable fluid except an amount not 
exceeding ten gallons for domestic use shall be kept, used 
or stored in any part of any building used for habitation, 
and no volatile inflammable fluid in quantity exceeding 
one gallon contained in an approved safety can, and no 
non-volatile inflammable fluid in quantity exceeding 
thirty gallons, shall be kept, used or stored, except in the 
tank of an automobile, motor boat or stationary engine, 
within fifty feet of any building used for habitation, unless 
a permit has first been obtained therefor from the Head 
of the Fire Department under such terms and conditions 
as he may prescribe. 


(c) No person shall construct, maintain or use any 
tank or container of more than ten thousand gallons’ 
capacity, for the storage of any fluid other than water, 
unless the same is located underground, without first 
securing a permit therefor from the Commissioner of 
Public Safety. The Commissioner may, after notice and 
hearing, revoke any such permit for cause. Whoever 
violates this paragraph or a rule or regulation made under 
the following paragraph shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than fifty nor more than one thousand dollars. 


The board shall make rules and regulations governing 
the construction, use and maintenance of tanks to which 
the preceding paragraph applies. 

No underground tank which has been used for the 
keeping or storage of gasoline shall be removed or re- 
located unless a permit therefor shall first have been 
obtained from the Head of the Fire Department. 


(d) No person shall manufacture, store, keep for sale, 
sell or transport any compound for use as a stove polish 
containing any liquid or compound whatsoever which will 
emit a gas that will flash at a temperature of less than 
140° F., except that foundry paste which contains in- 
flammable compound, if packed in metal containers, 
sealed by fusion and weighing in gross not less than 
five pounds, and if such container is labeled ‘‘ Dangerous 
—Inflammable compound—Keep away from fire, heat 
and lights” may be manufactured, stored, kept for sale, 
sold or transported for use only by stove foundries, stove 
manufacturers and stove dealers on their own premises 
under rules and regulations prescribed by the board. 
The flash point of said compound shall be ascertained in 
the manner prescribed by such rules and regulations, 


(e) Dry-cleaning. 

(1) Dry-cleaning and dry-dyeing and the keeping, 
storage and use of cleaning and dyeing fluids in con- 
nection therewith, shall be governed by the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the State Board of Fire 
Prevention Regulations. 

(2) A permit shall be required for the operation of a 
dry-cleaning or dry-dyeing plant. 


(f) Fuel Oil. The construction, installation and oper- 
ation of oil burning equipment and the keeping, storage, 
and use of fuel oil or other flammable liquid products used 
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in connection therewith shall be governed by the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the State Board of Fire 
Prevention Regulations. 


(g) Garages. The construction and maintenance of 
buildings or other structures used as garages and to the 
related storage, keeping and use of gasoline, shall be 
governed by the rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


(h) Transportation of Flammable Liquids by tank vehi- 
cles, pipelines, etc. The transportation of flammable 
liquid by tank vehicles, pipelines or other methods, shall 
be governed by the rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


(z) Flammable Liquids on Waters. The keeping, hand- 
ling and transportation of flammable liquids, and the 
disposition of crude petroleum or any of its products, in 
harbors or other waters of the City of Boston, shall be 
governed by the Rules and Regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


Section 13.02—Definitions 


(a) “Flammable liquid,” any liquid or mixture of 
liquids normally in a liquid state, which, when heated to 
a temperature not over two hundred degrees (200°) F., 
will emit a vapor which will ignite by flame or spark. 


(b) ‘‘Class A flammable liquids,” any flammable liquid 
having a flash point below one hundred degrees (100°) F. 


(c) “Class B flammable liquid,” any flammable liquid 
having a flash point of not less than one hundred degrees 
(100°) F., nor higher than one hundred eighty-seven 
degrees (187°) F. 

(d) ‘‘Class C flammable liquid,’ any flammable liquid 
having a flash point above one hundred eighty-seven 
(187°) F., but not over two hundred degrees (200°) F. 


Buik StoraGE UNDERGROUND OR IN BUILDINGS 


Section 13.03—Underground: Outside of or Under Build- 
ings 

(a) Location. A flammable liquid storage tank may 
be located underground, outside of or under a building, 
if such installation meets the requirements of this section. 
The tank shall be so located with respect to existing build- 
ing foundations and supports that the loads carried by 
the latter cannot be transmitted to the tank. 


(b) Depth and Cover. Excavation for underground 
storage tanks shall be made with due care to avoid under- 
mining of foundations of existing structures. Under- 
ground tanks shall be set on firm foundation and sur- 
rounded with soft earth or sand well tamped in place. 
Tanks shall be covered with a minimum of 2 feet of earth 
or shall be covered with not less than 1 foot of earth on 
top of which shall be placed a slab of reinforced concrete 
not less than 4 inches thick. When underground tanks 
are or are likely to be subjected to traffic they shall be 
protected against damage from vehicles passing over them 
by at least 3 feet of earth cover, or 18 inches of well- 
‘tamped earth, plus 6 inches of reinforced concrete or 
8 inches of asphaltic concrete. When asphaltic or rein- 
forced concrete paving is used as part of the protection 
it shall extend at least 1 foot horizontally beyond the 
outline of the tank in all directions. 
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(c) Anchorage. Where a tank may become buoyant 
due to a rise in the level of the water table or due to loca- 
tion in an area that may be subjected to flooding, suitable 
precautions shall be observed to anchor the tank in place. 


Section 13.04—Underground; Inside of Buildings 
(a) Unenclosed tanks shall not be located within 
5 feet, horizontally, of any fire or flame. 


(b) Tanks larger than 60 gallons capacity shall not be 
located in buildings above the lowest story, cellar or 
basement, except in commercial or industrial establish- 
ments or processing plants where storage on a higher 
floor is required by the process. 


(c) Except as otherwise provided, tanks exceeding 
275 gallons capacity in an individual building or in a 
section of a building separated by fire walls shall be 
installed in an enclosure constructed as follows: The 
walls of the enclosure shall be constructed of solid masonry 
units or poured concrete construction having a fire 
resistance rating of not less than three hours. Such 
enclosures shall be installed only on a concrete or other 
fire-resistive floors and shall be bonded to the floors. 
Enclosures shall have tops of reinforced concrete at least 
5 inches thick or equivalent fire-resistive construction, 
except that where floor or roof construction above the 
enclosure is concrete or other fire-resistive construction, 
the walls may be extended to and bonded to the underside 
of the construction above in lieu of the provision of a 
separate top. Any openings to such enclosures shall be 
provided with fire doors or other approved closures and 
six-inch non-combustible liquid-tight sills or ramps. 
Provision shall be made for adequate ventilation of such 
panerutee prior to entering for inspection or repairs on 
tanks. 


STORAGE IN CLOSED CONTAINERS INSIDE BUILDINGS 
Section 13.05—Scope 


Sections 13.06 to 13.09, inclusive, apply to the storage 
of flammable liquids in drums or other portable closed 
containers not exceeding 60 gallons individual capacity 
inside buildings. 


Section 13.06—Design and Construction of Inside 
Storage Rooms 


(2) Inside Storage Rooms shall comply with the 
following general construction requirements: Walls, floors 
and ceilings shall be constructed in accordance with the 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code. 
Openings to other rooms or buildings shall be provided 
with non-combustible liquid-tight raised sills or ramps at 
least 6 inches in height and with approved self-closing 
fire doors. Where other portions of the building or other 
properties are exposed, windows shall be protected in an 
approved manner. No combustible material shall be 
used for interior room surfaces or shelving. Proper top 
and bottom ventilation shall be provided. Heating shall 
be restricted to low pressure steam or hot water or to 
electrical units approved for Class I hazardous locations. 

(b) Electrical devices located in Inside Storage Rooms 
used for Class A flammable liquids shall be approved for 
Class I, Division 2 hazardous locations and for Class B or 
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Class C flammable liquids, shall be equipment for general 
use. Installations shall be made in accordance with 
requirements of the Boston Electrical Code. 


(c) Rooms or portions of buildings, affording a type of 
building construction and other features equivalent to 
that required for Inside Storage Rooms, may be utilized 
for storage of flammable liquids if not used for any other 
storage or operation which, in combination, create a 
greater fire hazard. 


(d) Storage rooms shall be located to minimize damage 
in the event of an explosion. 


(e) The quantity of flammable liquid in an Inside 
Storage Room shall not exceed the quantity specified in 
this paragraph except as provided in paragraph (f) of this 
section. If not protected by an approved automatic fire 
extinguishing system: 

(1) 550 gallons total, of which not more than 

(2) 275 gallons may be of Class A. 
If protected by an approved automatic fire extinguishing 
system: 

(3) 1,100 gallons total, of which not more than 

(4) 550 gallons may be of Class A. 


(f) The quantity of flammable liquid in an Inside 
Storage Room may be increased to that permitted by 
Section 13.13 (c) for Inside Mixing and Handling Rooms 
provided the construction is as provided in paragraphs (a) 
and (b) of this section, but with walls, floors and ceiling con- 
structed in accordance with the construction requirements 
of the Boston Building Code. 


Section 13.07—Storage Cabinets 


(a) Storage cabinets may be used where it is desirable 
to keep more than 10 gallons of flammable liquids inside 
buildings. No individual container shall exceed 5 gallons 
capacity and not over 50 gallons shall be stored in any one 
cabinet. 

(b) Storage cabinets shall be constructed as follows or 
built to equivalent requirements. The bottom, top, door 
and sides of cabinet shall be at least No. 18 gauge sheet 
iron and double walled with 114-inch air space. Joints 
shall be riveted, welded and made tight by some equally 
effective means. The door shall be provided with a 3-point 
lock, kept closed when not in use, and the door sill shall 
be raised at least 2 inches above the bottom of the cabinet. 
When deemed necessary by the Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment, cabinets shall be vented. The cabinet shall be con- 
spicuously labeled in red letters ‘““FLAMMABLE—KEEP 
Frre Away.” 


Section 13.08—Manner of Storage and Limitations 


(a) Flammable liquids shall not be stored (including 
stock for sale), near exits, stairways or areas normally 
used for the safe egress of people. 


(b) The storage of flammable liquids in closed con- 
tainers shall comply with the following occupancy sched- 
ule except that the Head of the Fire Department may 
impose a quantity limitation or require greater protection 
where, in his opinion, unusual hazard to life or property is 
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involved, or he may authorize increase of these amounts 
where the type of construction, fire protection provided or 
other factors substantially reduce the hazard. 


(1) Dwellings and apartment houses containing not 
more than three dwelling units and accompanying at- 
tached or detached garages. Storage other than fuel oil, 
prohibited, except that which is required for mainte- 
nance or equipment operation which shall not ,exceed 
10 gallons. Such flammable liquids shall be stored in 
metal closed containers or safety cans. 


(2) Assembly and office occupancies, apartment houses 
containing more than three dwelling units, hotels and 
theatres. Storage prohibited, except that which is re- 
quired for maintenance and operation of building and 
operation of equipment. Such storage shall be kept in 
metal closed containers stored in a storage cabinet or in 
safety cans or in an Inside Storage Room not having a 
door that opens into that portion of the building used 
by the public. 

(3) Educational and institutional occupancies. Stor- 
age shall be limited to that required for maintenance, 
demonstration, treatment and laboratory work and 
shall be in an Inside Storage Room. Flammable liquids 
stored for such purposes shall be in containers not larger 
than one quart or in safety cans or in storage cabinets. 


(4) Mercantile occupanies. In rooms or areas acces- 
sible to the public, storage shall be in closed containers 
and limited to quantities needed for display and normal 
merchandising purposes. Where the aggregate quantity 
of additional stock exceeds 50 gallons it shall be stored 
in rooms or portions of buildings that comply with the 
construction requirements of Section 13.06 ‘Design 
and Construction of Inside Storage Rooms.”’ 


(5) General Purpose and Public Warehouses. Storage 
shall be in accordance with section 13.08 b(7). Storage 
in containers of 1 gallon or larger capacity shall be in 
fire-resistive buildings or in portions of buildings cut 
off by non-combustible construction in accordance with 
the construction requirements of the Boston Building 
Code. Non-combustible material, creating no hazard 
to the flammable liquids, may be stored in the same 
area, 


(6) Flammable Liquid Warehouses. Storage shall 
be in accordance with section 13.08 6(7). 

If storage building is located 30 to 50 feet from build- 
ing or line of property that may be built upon, the 
exposing wall shall be a blank wall constructed in ac- 
cordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. If storage building is located 
10 to 30 feet from building or line of property that may 
be built upon, the exposing wall shall be a blank wall 
constructed in accordance with the construction re- 
quirements of the Boston Building Code. If storage 
building is less than 10 feet from the line of adjoining 
property that can be built upon, the exposing wall 
shall be a wall constructed in accordance with the con- 
struction requirements of the Boston Building Code, 
with openings protected by approved fire doors. 

(7) Flammable liquid containers shall be stored in 
tiers or piles, separated by main aisle widths of 8 feet 
and side aisle widths of 4 feet. 
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Section 13.09—Fire Control 

(a) When the Head of the Fire Department requires 
sprinklers, they shall be installed in an approved manner. 
Installations shall be made in accordance with nationally 
recognized good practice. 

(b) Open flames, smoking and other sources of ignition 
shall not be permitted in flammable liquid storage rooms. 


(c) Materials which will react with water to produce 
flammable vapors shall not be stored in the same room 
with flammable liquids. 

(d) Oxygen or other oxidizing materials shall not be 
permitted in flammable liquid storage rooms. 


STORAGE IN CLOSED CONTAINERS OUTSIDE BUILDINGS 


Section 13.10—Scope 


Section 13.11 applies to the storage of flammable 
liquids in drums or other portable closed containers not 
exceeding 60 gallons individual capacity outside buildings. 


Section 13.11—Basic Safeguards 

(a) Storage of 100 drums or more of Class A flammable 
liquids shall be limited to groups of 100 drums, located at 
least 60 feet from the nearest building or line of adjacent 
property that may be built upon and each group shall be 
separated by at least 40 feet. Storage of 300 drums 
or more of Class B and Class C flammable liquids shall 
be limited to groups of 300 drums located at least 50 feet 
from nearest building or line of adjoining property that 
may be built upon and each group shall be separated by 
at least 30 feet. These distances may be reduced 50 per 
cent if sprinklers and drainage away from exposures are 
provided. 

(b) The drum storage shall be located to prevent 
run-off or drainage toward other storage or buildings. 
The area shall be kept clear of grass, weeds and other 
foreign combustibles. Signs shall be posted prohibiting 
open flames and smoking. 


Section 13.12—Manner of Storage—Commercial and 
Industrial Establishments 
Flammable liquids shall be stored in tanks, closed 
containers or approved safety cans. 


Section 13.13—Use of Flammable Liquids 


(a) Location. Flammable liquids in quantities requir- 
ing license or permit shall be used in buildings, portions 
of buildings or rooms constructed and designed in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the following sub- 
section (b) Inside Mixing and Handling Rooms. 

(b) Design and Construction of Instae mrwizy and 
Handling Rooms. Rooms shall have at least one exterior 
wall. Walls, floors and ceilings shall be constructed in 
accordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. Door openings shall be provided 
with non-combustible liquid-tight sills at least 6 inches 
high and provided with an approved fire door of the self- 
closing type. Adequate drainage to a safe location shall 
be provided. Adequate natural ventilation shall be pro- 
vided or if mechanical ventilation is provided, installation 
shall be in accordance with nationally recognized good 
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practice. Heating shall be by low pressure steam or hot 
water or by electrical units approved for Class I hazardous 
locations. All equipment such as mixers, filters, pumps, 
motors, and shafting shall be permanently and effectively 
grounded. Electrical installations shall be made in 
accordance with the requirements of the Boston Elec- 
trical Code. 


(c) Storage Limits for Inside Mixing and Handling 
Rooms. An Inside Mixing and Handling Room not pro- 
tected by an approved automatic fire extinguishing system 
shall contain not more than, 


(1) 11,000 gallons total of which not more than, 
(2) 2,750 gallons may be of Class A. 


(3) These amounts may be increased to not more 
than one day’s supply where daily consumption ex- 
ceeds the above limits. 


Section 13.14—Dispensing 


(a) Class A flammable liquids shall be dispensed only 
in an Inside Mixing and Handling Room. 


(b) Class A flammable liquids shall not be drawn from 
or dispensed into vessels or containers within a building 
except by means of a device drawing from top of the tank 
or the container. Gravity discharge within a building of 
Class A flammable liquids from tanks, drums, or con- 
tainers other than safety cans, is forbidden, except where 
the nature of the manufacturing process requires gravity 
flow. Upon approval of the Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment such gravity flow shall be permitted only from 
vessels storing flammable liquids sufficient for not more 
than one day’s operation. 


(c) Class A flammable liquids shall not be dispensed 
within a room or building which normally contains 
sources of ignition within the possible path of vapor 
travel. Dispensing devices shall be provided with iron 
or steel valves where compatible with the flammable 
liquid handled. Where practicable, there shall be, in 
addition to the outlet valve, a secondary control device 
or valve outside of the immediate area, by which the 
flow may be stopped in the event of fire or other accident 
at the outlet. Outlet valves, where practicable, shall be 
of the self-closing type. 


(d) Container Filling Facilities. Class A flammable 
liquids shall not be run into containers unless the nozzle 
and container are electrically interconnected. Where the 
metallic floor plate on which the container stands while 
filling is electrically connected to the fill stem or where 
the fill stem is bonded to the container during filling oper- 
ations by means of a bond-wire, the provisions of this 
section shall be deemed to have been complied with. 


(e) Exit facilities shall be provided to prevent occupants 
from being trapped in the event of fire. 


Section 13.15—Ventilation 


(a) Building or rooms or other enclosures in which 
Class A flammable liquids are used or stored in open vats 
or dip tanks shall be provided with ventilation sufficient 
at ail times to prevent accumulation of flammable vapors. 
Where natural ventilation is insufficient under all con- 
ditions to prevent the accumulation of flammable vapors, 
mechanical ventilation shall be provided and used. The 
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accumulation of flammable vapors within the combustible 
or explosive range under normal operating conditions, as 
determined by an approved flammable-vapor indicator, 
shall be prima facie evidence of the violation of this sec- 
tion. 


(b) Design of ventilating systems shall take into account 
the relatively high specific gravity of the vapors. Open- 
ings to the outside for natural ventilation shall be at floor 
level and shall be unobstructed except by louvers, or 
coarse screens. Mechanical systems for removing flam- 
mable vapors shall be designed, installed and operated 
in accordance with nationally recognized good practice. 


Section 13.16—Sources of Ignition 


Open flames, heating devices and processes employing 
temperatures capable of igniting the vapors of the flam- 
mable liquids used shall be prohibited in buildings, rooms 
and other confined spaces in which Class A flammable 
liquids are used in the open, or in which Class B and 
Class C flammable liquids are used for the purpose of 
saturating, coating or otherwise treating goods or ma- 
terials. Artificial lighting shall be by electricity only. 
Electric devices located within the possible path of vapor 
travel shall be of a type approved for such locations. 
Compliance with applicable provisions of the Boston 
Electrical Code shall be deemed prima facie evidence of 
compliance with this section. Smoking shall be pro- 
hibited and suitable signs to that effect shall be displayed. 


Section 13.17—Fire Controls 


(a) Where flammable liquids are used or dispensed, 
portable fire appliances shall be provided. The number 
and type of appliances shall be as specified by the Head 
of the Fire Department or person designated by him. 


(b) Whenever flammable liquids are stored in containers, 
provision shall be made and maintained for the detection 
of leakage. Leaking containers shall be immediately re- 
moved or made tight. 


(c) Access shall be provided by unobstructed aisles 
whereby fire-control apparatus may be brought to bear 
on any part of such flammable liquids storage. 


(d) In buildings, rooms or other confined spaces in 
which flammable liquids are stored, combustible waste 
materials shall not be allowed to accumulate, except in 
closed metal containers. 

(e) Crankcase drainings and flammable liquids shall 
not be dumped into sewers, but shall be stored in tanks or 
tight drums outside of any building until removed from 
the premises. 


PROCESSING PLANTS 


Section 13.18—Manner of Storage 
(a) Flammable liquids shall be stored in tanks, closed 


containers shall conform to the requirements of Sections 
13.05 to 13.09 of this article or paragraph (b) of this section. 

(b) Storage of flammable liquids within rooms or build- 
ings shall be limited in accordance with the following 
paragraphs: 

(1) Within wood frame buildings, storage of Class A 
flammable liquids shall be prohibited; storage of Class B 
and Class C flammable liquids shall be limited to 60 
gallons in any tank or container. 
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(2) In other than wood-frame buildings, Class A 
flammable liquids may be stored in closed containers or 
safety cans, of not more than 5 gallons individual ca- 
pacity and not exceeding a total of 25 gallons. Class B 
and Class C flammable liquids may be stored in closed 
containers of not more than 5 gallons individual capac- 
ity, or in barrels, drums, or tanks not exceeding 120 
gallons individual capacity. The total quantity stored 
in this manner shall be limited to 220 gallons. 


Section 13.19—Blending and Mixing 


(a) Mixing or blending rooms or buildings shall meet 
the design requirements of Section 13.13 (b), Design and 
Construction of Inside Mixing and Handling Rooms. 
Mixing or blending rooms or buildings shall be provided 
with natural or mechanical ventilation that will prevent 
the accumulation of flammable vapors in hazardous con- 
centrations. Design of ventilating systems shall take 
into account the relatively high specific gravity of the 
vapors. Openings in outside walls for natural ventilation 
shall be at floor level and shall be unobstructed except by 
louvers, or coarse screens. Mechanical systems for re- 
moving flammable vapors shall be designed, installed and 
operated in accordance with nationally recognized good 
practice. 


(b) Vessels used for mixing or blending of Class A 
flammable liquids shall be provided with self-fitting non- 
combustible lids that will control a fire within such vessel 
when applied thereto. Where such devices are impracti- 
cable, automatic or manually controlled chemical or 
other fire extinguishing devices approved by the Head of 
the Fire Department shall be provided. 


(c) Open flames and other sources of ignition shall not 
be used within the possible path of vapor travel where 
flammable liquids are mixed or blended in open containers. 


(d) Vessels shall be electrically connected by bond- 
wires, piping, or similar means, where differences of 
potential could otherwise be created by accumulation of 
static-electrical charges. 


Section 13.20—Dispensing from Containers Wuthin 
Buildings 


(a) Class A flammable liquids may be dispensed from 
approved safety cans, provided that there are no open 
flames or other sources of ignition within the possible 
path of vapor travel. 


(b) Class B and Class C flammable liquids may be dis- 
pensed from containers not exceeding 60 gallons in individ- 
ual capacity by means of a pump or. similar device taking 
suction through the top of the container. 


Section 13.21—Sources of Ignition 


Open flames, heating devices and processes employing 
temperatures capable of igniting the vapors of the flam- 
mable liquid used shall be prohibited in buildings, rooms 
and other confined spaces in which Class A flammable 
liquids are used in the open, or in which Class B and Class 
C flammable liquids are heated above their flash point in 
open containers. Artificial lighting shall be by electricity 
only. Electrical devices located within the possible path 
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of vapor travel shall be of a type approved for such loca- 
tions. Electrical devices meeting the applicable require- 
ments of the Boston Electrical Code shall be deemed 
prima facie evidence of compliance with this section. 


Section 13.22—Housekeeping 


(a) Wherever flammable liquids are stored in containers 
provision shall be made and maintained for the detection 
of leakage. Leaking containers shall be immediately re- 
moved and the contents transferred to a tight container. 


(b) Access shall be provided by unobstructed aisles 
whereby fire control apparatus may be brought to bear 
on any part of such flammable liquids storage. 


(c) In buildings, rooms or other confined spaces in 
which flammable liquids are stored, combustible waste 
materials shall not be allowed to accumulate, except in 
closed metal containers. 


(d) Crankease drainings and flammable liquids shall 
not be dumped into sewers, but shall be stored in tanks or 
tight drums outside of any building until removed from 
the premises. 


Section 138.23—Fire Control Equipment 


Where flammable liquids are stored, or are used in 
open vessels, or are dispensed within buildings or other 
enclosures, fire control equipment shall be provided in 
such quantities as public safety shall require. The number 
and type of appliances shall be in accordance with na- 
tionally recognized good practice and shall be acceptable 
to the Head of the Fire Department. 


Section 13.24—Safety Cans 


Owners or occupants of buildings shall provide self- 
closing safety cans of a type approved by the State Fire 
Marshal, for the keeping of volatile flammable liquids in 
small quantities other than that kept in approved storage 
containers. 


Section 13.25—Labels on Containers of Flammable 
Liquids 

(a) All Class A and Class B liquids kept for sale at 
retail shall bear a label with the words “‘ Danger—Keep 
Away From Fire’’, or similar wording. The lettering on 
the labels required by this section shall be at least as 
conspicuous as bold-face standard type, in capital letters 
not less than fourteen (14) point in size for containers 
over four (4) ounces. Containers of four (4) ounces or 
less may have lettering not less than six (6) point in size. 


(b) The label on all flammable liquids kept for sale at 
retail shall specify the flash point of the contents. If the 
flash point is not specified on the label, the contents shall 
be deemed as a “Class A flammable liquid’’, unless other- 
wise determined by the Head of the Fire Department. 


Section 13.26—Fueling Motor Vehicles 


The fueling of motor vehicles in any location, including 
piers and docks, shall be either by means of a hose directly 
from a storage tank or from an approved portable gasoline 
tank or from an approved tank truck. 
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ABANDONMENT OR REMOVAL OF UNDERGROUND TANKS 
CONTAINING FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS 


Section 13.27—Permit Required 


(a) A permit shall be obtained for the removal or 
relocation of an underground tank that has been used for 
the keeping or storage of flammable liquids. 


(b) A new tank shall not be installed in place of the 
one removed of a capacity in excess of the one removed 
unless a proper license has been obtained to cover the 
capacity of the tank so installed, and no tank of any 
capacity shall be installed in place of the one removed 
until inspected and approved by an officer of the Fire 
Department. 


Section 13.28—Tanks Rendered “Temporarily Out of 
Service”’ 


(a) Remove all flammable liquid that can be pumped 
out with the service pump. 


(b) The fill line, gauge hatch and pump suction shall 
be capped and secured against tampering. 


(c) The vent line shall be left open. 


Norte: As an alternate to the above procedure, the 
tank may be rendered gas free. 


Section 13.29—Abandoning Underground Tanks in 
Place 


(a) Remove all flammable liquid from tank and from 
all connecting lines. 


(b) The suction, inlet, gauge and vent lines shall be 
disconnected. 


(c) The tank and any remaining pipe stubs shall be 
filled with a sludge composed of sand and water. 


(d) Cap or plug all connecting lines below ground level. 


Section 13.30—Removal of Underground Tanks 


(a) Remove all flammable liquid from tank and from 
all connecting lines. 


(b) The suction, inlet, gauge and vent lines shall be dis- 
connected. 


(c) The tank shall be flushed with water and rendered 
gas free as indicated by combustible gas indicator. 


(d) Cap or plug inlets and outlets and keep them capped 
or plugged during the transportation and storage of the 
tank. 


(e) If a tank is to be disposed of as junk, it should be 
retested for explosive vapors, and, if necessary rendered 
gas free by filling tank with inert gas. After junking and 
before releasing to junk dealer, a sufficient number of holes 
or openings should be made in it to render it unfit for 
further use. 


(f) No tank shall be removed until the District Chief 
has visited the premises and obtained necessary infor- 
mation relative to such removal. 
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ARTICLE 14. FUMIGATION AND THERMAL INSECTICIDAL 
FOGGING 


Section 14.01—Scope 

This article applies to fumigation and thermal insecti- 
cidal fogging operations which shall conform to all other 
applicable requirements of this code, as well as the follow- 
ing provisions. 


Section 14.02—Definitions 

(a) “‘Fumigant”’ shall mean and include any substance 
which by itself or in combination with any other sub- 
stance emits or liberates a gas, fume or vapor used for the 
destruction or control of insects, fungi, vermin, germs, 
rodents, or other pests, and shall be distinguished from 
insecticides and disinfectants which are essentially effec- 
tive in the solid or liquid phases. 

(b) ‘Thermal insecticidal fogging”’ shall mean the use 
of insecticidal liquids which are passed through thermal 
fog-generating units where they are, by means of heat, 
pressure and turbulence, transformed and discharged in 
the sane of a fog or mist that is blown into an area to be 
treated. 


Section 14.03—Permit Required 


(a) No person shall engage in the business of fumiga- 
tion or thermal insecticidal fogging without a permit. 


(b) No fumigation room, vault or chamber using a toxic 
or flammable fumigant shall be maintained without a 
permit. 


Section 14.04—Sources of Ignition 

All fires, open flames and similar sources of ignition 
shall be eliminated from the space under fumigation or 
thermal insecticidal fogging. Heating, if needed, shall be 
by steam or hot water. 


Section 14.05—Notification of Fumigation 


The Fire Prevention Division shall be notified in writing 
at least twenty-four hours before any building or structure 
is to be closed in connection with the use of any toxic or 
flammable fumigant. 


Section 14.06—Breathing Apparatus Required 


All persons engaged in the business of fumigation or 
thermal insecticidal fogging shall maintain and have 
available approved protective breathing apparatus. 


Section 14.07—Watchman Required During Fumigation 

During the period fumigation is in process, except 
when fumigation is conducted in a gas-tight vault or tank, 
a capable, alert watchman or watchmen shall remain on 
duty at the entrance or entrances to the building, ship, | 
or enclosed space fumigated until after the fumigation is 
completed and until the premises are properly ventilated 
and again safe for human occupancy. Sufficient watch- 
men shall be provided to prevent any persons from enter- 
ing the building, ship or enclosed space under fumigation 
without being observed. 


Section 14.08—Entrance Doors Placarded 


All entrance doors to buildings or areas being fumigated 
shall be placarded with conspicuous signs stating that 
fumigation operations are being conducted therein. 
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Section 14.09—Thermal Insecticidal Fogging Liquids 


No thermal insecticidal fogging liquid shall be used 
that has a flash point below 100° F. 


ARTICLE 15. Hazarpous CHEMICALS 


Section 15.01—Scope 

This article shall apply to materials not otherwise cov- 
ered in this code which are highly flammable, or which 
may react to cause fires or explosions, either alone or in 
contact with other substances, or which by their presence 
create or augment a fire or explosion hazard, or which 
because of their toxicity, flammability, or liability to ex- 
plosion render fire fighting abnormally dangerous or diffi- 
cult; also to flammable liquids which are chemically un- 
stable and which may spontaneously form explosive com- 
pounds, or undergo spontaneous reactions of explosive 
violence or with sufficient evolution of heat to be a fire 
hazard. Hazardous chemicals shall include such materials 
as corrosive liquids, radio-active ‘materials, oxidizing 
materials, potentially explosive chemicals, highly toxic 
materials, and poisonous gases. 


Section 15.02—Definitions 


(a) “Corrosive liquids” shall mean and include those 
acids, alkaline caustic liquids, and other corrosive liquids 
which, when in contact with living tissue, will cause 
severe damage of such tissue by chemical action; or are 
liable to cause fire when in contact with organic matter or 
with certain chemicals. 


(b) “Oxidizing materials’ shall mean and include sub- 
stances such as chlorates, permanganates, peroxides, or 
nitrates, that yield oxygen readily to stimulate combus- 
tion. 


(c) “Radioactive material’ shall mean and include any 
material or combination of materials that spontaneously 
emit ionizing radiation. 

(d) ‘Potentially explosive chemical’? shall mean and 
include any chemical substance, other than one classified 
as an explosive, which can be exploded by heat or shock 
when it is unconfined and unmixed with air or other 
materials. 


(e) “Highly toxic materials’ are materials so toxic to 
man as to afford an unusual hazard to life and health, 
during fire fighting operations. Examples are: Para- 
thion, malathion, TEPP (tetraethyl phosphate), HETP 
(Hexaethyl tetraphosphate), and similar insecticides and 
pesticides. . 


(f) “Poisonous gas” shall mean and include any noxious 
gas of such nature that a small amount of the gas when 
mixed with air is dangerous to life. Examples are chlor- 
picrin, cyanogen, hydrogen cyanide, nitrogen peroxide, 
and phosgene. 


Section 15.03—Permit Required 


A permit shall be required for the storage or handling 
of more than 55 gallons of corrosive liquid; or more than 
500 pounds of oxidizing materials; or more than 500 milli- 
curies of radioactive material; or 10 pounds or more of 
organic peroxides; or 500 pounds or more of ammonium 
nitrate; or any amount of highly toxic material or poison- 
ous gas. 
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However, no permit shall be required for the storage 
or handling of any of the aforementioned substances for 
domestic use or for use in connection with and only 
incidental to some business other than such storage or 
handling. 


Section 15.04—General Requirements 


(a) The manufacture, storage, handling and use of 
hazardous chemicals shall be safeguarded with such pro- 
tective facilities as public safety requires. 


(b) The Head of the Fire Department may require the 
separation or isolation of any chemical that in combina- 
tion with other substances may bring about a fire or ex- 
plosion or may liberate a flammable or poisonous gas. 
The Head of the Fire Department may require separation 
from other storage, occupancies or buildings when the 
quantity stored constitutes a material hazard. 


(c) Defective containers which permit leakage or spillage 
shall be disposed of or repaired, in accordance with 
recognized safe practices; no spilled materials shall be 
allowed to accumulate on floors or shelves. 


(d) Where kept for retail sale in containers or packages 
usual to the retail trade, storage shall be neat and orderly 
and shelves shall be of substantial construction. 


(e) Where specific requirements are not otherwise 
established, storage, handling and use of hazardous 
chemicals shall be in accordance with nationally recognized 
good practice. 


Section 15.05—Ozxidizing Materials 


Oxidizing materials shall be stored in one-story build- 
ings in dry locations and separated from organic ma- 
terials including wooden surfaces, and in accordance with 
other requirements specified by the Head of the Fire 
Department. 


Section 15.06—Radioactive Materials 


(a) Readily legible signs warning of radiation dangers 
shall be placed at entrances to locations where radio- 
active materials are used and stored. Signs will not be 
required for storage of manufactured articles, other than 
liquids, such as instruments or clock dials of which radio- 
active materials are a component part and luminous com- 
pounds, when securely packed in strong containers pro- 
vided the gamma radiation at any surface of the package 
is less than 10 milliroentgens in 24 hours. 


(b) When not in use, radioactive materials shall be 
kept in adequately shielded fire-resistant containers of 
such design that the gamma radiation will not exceed 
200 milliroentgens per hour or equivalent at any point of 
readily accessible surface. 


Section 15.07—Potentially Explosive Chemicals 


(a) Potentially explosive chemicals shall be protected 
from external heat, fire and explosion. Good house- 
keeping shall be maintained. All spilled materials shall 
be promptly gathered and destroyed in an approved 
manner. Smoking shall be prohibited in the storage area. 

(b) Organic Peroxides. A suitably isolated well- 
ventilated and unheated one-story storage building con- 
structed with walls having a fire-resistance rating of not 
less than 1 hour, a non-combustible floor and lightweight 
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insulated roof shall be provided for the storage of 50 pounds 
or more of organic peroxides. If not adequately pro- 
tected by a fast-acting deluge type automatic sprinkler 
system, the storage building shall be located the following 
distances from flammable liquid storage, combustible 
materials in the open and from any other building or 
highway: 


Weight of Organic Peroxide Distance 
(pounds) (feet) 
50 to 100 75 
100 to 500 100 
500 to 1,000 125 
1,000 to 3,000 200 
3,000 to 5,000 300 


The organic peroxides shall be stored in the original 
shipping containers (I.C.C. containers). Care shall be 
taken to avoid rough handling or contamination of these 
chemicals. Readily legible warning signs and placards 
shall be prominently placed in the storage and processing 
areas. 


(c) Ammonium Nitrate. Storage of ammonium ni- 
trate in quantities of 500 pounds or more shall be in well- 
ventilated one-story buildings with a floor surfacing of 
non-combustible material in storage and handling areas. 

Stored materials shall not be in contact with walls, 
partitions or ceilings of combustible materials. Buildings 
of other than fire-resistance or non-combustible construc- 
tion in which ammonium nitrate is stored shall be provided 
with an automatic sprinkler system. Explosives shall 
not be stored in the same building with ammonium 
nitrate. The ammonium nitrate storage area shall be 
separated by a 30-foot space or by a non-combustible 
partition from the storage of all combustible materials 
or other contaminating substances, such as sulfur, coal, 
flour, and metallic powders, such as zinc, copper and 
magnesium. Method of storage, pile height and width 
of aisles shall be in accordance with nationally recognized 
good practice. Ammonium nitrate shall be stored away 
from all heat-producing appliances and electrical devices. 


Section 15.08—Poisonous Gases 

(a) Storage of poisonous gases shall be in rooms of at 
least one-hour fire-resistant construction and having 
natural or mechanical ventilation adequate to remove 
leaking gas. Such ventilation shall not discharge to a 
point where the gases may endanger any person. 

(b) Legible warning signs stating the nature of hazard 
shall be placed at all entrances to locations where poison- 
ous gases are stored or used. 


Section 15.09—Corrosive Liquids 

Satisfactory provisions shall be made for containing 
and neutralizing or safely flushing away leakage of 
corrosive liquids which may occur during storage or 
handling. 


Section 15.10—Plastics 
(a) The manufacturing and handling of plastics shall be 
overned by the rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 
(b) A permit shall be required for the manufacturing 
and handling of plastics. 
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ARTICLE 16. Hazarpous OcCUPANCIES IN BUILDINGS 
UsEep FoR HABITATION 


Section 16.01—Terms and Conditions 


No part of any building used for habitation nor that 
part of any lot within 50 feet of any buildings so used 
shall, except as permitted by section 13.01 (6b), be used 
for the storage, keeping or handling of any article or 
material that is or may become dangerous to the public 
safety as a fire menace, and no part of any such building 
shall be used as a carpenter shop or paint shop, nor for 
the storage, keeping or handling of excelsior, shavings, 
sawdust, cotton, paper stock, feathers or rags, except 
under such terms and conditions as the Head of the Fire 
Department may prescribe in writing. 


Section 16.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be required for the use of any building 
or that part of any lot within 50 feet of any building for 
any of the purposes specified in Section 16.01. 


Section 16.03—Location 
It shall not be located above the first floor. 


Section 16.04—Separation 

It shall be separated from the rest of the building by 
walls or partitions in accordance with the construction re- 
quirements of the Boston Building Code. There shall be 
no openings for doors or windows in such walls or parti- 
tions. 


Section 16.05—Ceiling 


It shall have a ceiling with a fire-resisting rating in 
accordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. 


Section 16.06—Floor 


It shall have a flooring of fire-resisting material in 
accordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. 


Section 16.07—Ezits 

It shall be provided with not less than two means of 
exit, located as far apart as conditions may permit. 

Section 16.08—Openings 


All light, ventilating, elevator and stairwells passing 
vertically through it shall be enclosed with walls or parti- 
tions equivalent to the walls and partitions separating it 
from the remainder of the building. 


Section 16.09—Fire Protection 

It shall be equipped throughout with an efficient wet 
sprinkler system and such other portable fire fighting 
appliances as may be especially ordered. 


Section 16.10—Flammable Material 

All flammable material of whatever nature shall be kept 
in metal-covered or metal-lined containers, except such 
amounts and quantities necessary for immediate use. 


Section 16.11—Waste Material 


All waste material shall be kept in metal containers 
equipped with self-closing covers until such time same 
is to be removed. 
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ARTICLE 17. INCINERATORS 


Section 17.01—Service Openings 


(a) All service openings into an incinerator flue shall be 
provided with a hopper or other charging device con- 
structed of metal of sufficient thickness and durability to 
prevent cracking, breakage or deformation in normal 
usage and otherwise in conformity with the construction 
requirements of the Boston Building Code. Such hopper 
or other charging device shall be firmly built into the 
masonry and shall be so designed and installed that no 
part will project into the flue and that the opening to the 
flue interior will be closed off while the service opening 
(hopper) door is fully open. The hopper or other device 
shall be counterweighted or otherwise devised so that it 
will close automatically upon release and be so con- 
structed as to be tightly fitted when in closed position. 


(b) No service opening shall be installed in any part of 
the combustion zone of an incinerator. 


(c) Instructions shall be posted at each service opening 
stating that waste is to be deposited only in bags or 
similar wrappings and warning against introduction of 
loose dusty materials, flammable liquids or compounds, 
pressurized cans or bulky or unwieldy articles into the 
chute opening. 


Section 17.02—Mounting 


Incinerators shall be set on proper foundations on the 
ground or on fire-resistive floors with no combustible 
material on the underside thereof. 


Section 17.03—Incinerator Rooms 


(a) Incinerators in which the combined hearth and 
grate area of the combustion chamber is 7 square feet or 
less, unless approved for safe clearance from combustible 
materials in accordance with the requirements of the 
Boston Building Code, shall be enclosed within a room 
separated from other parts of the building by walls and 
ceiling having a fire resistance of not less than one hour, 
and used for no other purpose except storage of containers. 


(b) Incinerators in which the combined hearth and 
grade area of the combustion chamber exceeds 7 square feet 
shall be enclosed within a room separated from other 
parts of the building by walls, floor or ceiling having a 
fire resistance of not less than 2 hours and used for no 
other purpose except storage of waste material and refuse 
containers, and building heating equipment. 


(c) Door or other openings in rooms containing in- 
cinerators communicating with other areas of the building 
shall be protected by approved self-closing or automatic 
fire doors. 

(2) Rooms containing incinerators shall be supplied 
with an adequate amount of air for combustion and venti- 
lation. Air supply may be furnished by one of the follow- 
ing means: 

(1) Ascreened or louvered ventilator, door or window 
opening or other suitable air intake. If communicating 
to other parts of the building the opening shall be pro- 
tected by an approved fire damper. 


(2) A duct leading from the incinerator room to the 
outside air. 
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(3) A duct leading to a boiler or furnace room cut 
off as prescribed above and provided with sufficient air 
supply for both rooms. 


(e) Ducts extending from an incinerator room through 
other parts of a building shall be constructed and pro- 
tected in accordance with the requirements of the Boston 
Building Code. 


Section 17.04—Permit Required 


No incinerator shall be fired unless a permit has been 
granted by the Head of the Fire Department for use of 
such incinerator. 


Section 17.05—Compliance with Boston Building Code 


Incinerators shall be constructed in accordance with the 
applicable provisions of the Boston Building Code. 


Section 17.06—Spark Arrester 


The top of the chimney of an incinerator shall be 
covered with a spark arrester consisting of a cage or 
screen of non-corrodible metal of a design approved by the 
Boston Building Commissioner, and having an area not 
less than twice the flue area. 


Section 17.07—Cleaning 


Incinerators shall be cleaned with sufficient frequency 
to prevent the accumulation of debris above the charging 
door of the combustion chamber. 


ARTICLE 18. LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS YARDS 
AND WooDWORKING PLANTS 


Section 18.01—Permit Required 


No person shall store in excess of 100,000 board feet 
of lumber nor operate a building materials yard or wood- 
working plant without a permit. 


Section 18.02—Open Yard Storage 


(a) Lumber shall be piled with due regard to stability 
of piles and in no case higher than 20 feet. 


(6) Driveways between and around lumber piles shall 
be at least 15 feet wide and maintained free from ac- 
cumulation of rubbish, equipment or other articles or 
materials. Driveways shall be so spaced that a maximum 
grid system unit of 50 feet by 150 feet is produced. 


(c) Permanent lumber storage, operating under a 
permit, shall be surrounded with a suitable fence at least 
6 feet high, unless storage is within a building. 


Section 18.03—Operational Fire Hazards in Lumber 
Yards 


(a) Refuse Burners. The burning of shavings, sawdust 
and refuse materials shall be permitted only under boilers, 
in furnaces, or in incinerators or refuse burners safely 
constructed and located. Stacks shall be provided with 
approved spark arresters having openings not greater than 
34 inch, or other effective means provided which will 
eliminate the danger from sparks, such as an expansion 
chamber, baffle walls or other effective arrangement. 
At boiler or other points where sawdust or shavings are 
used as fuel, a storage bin of non-combustible construction 
with raised sill, shall be provided. 
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(b) Smoking shall be prohibited except in specified 
safe locations in buildings. Large ‘‘No Smoking” signs 
shall be painted on exterior walls and on signs, erected 
at driveways’ edges. ‘“‘No Smoking”’ signs shall be posted 
throughout all buildings except in specific locations 
designated as safe for smoking purposes. 


(c) Weeds shall be kept down throughout entire yard 
and shall be sprayed as often as needed with satisfactory 
weed ee or cut or grubbed out. Dead weeds shall be 
removed. 


(d) Debris such as sawdust, chips and shorts shall be 
removed regularly from piling areas. Proper housekeeping 
shall be maintained at all times. 


Section 18.04—Portable Fire Extinguishing Equip- 
ment in Open Yards and Buildings 


Portable fire extinguishing equipment shall be provided 
for open yards and sheds, and shall be located at drive- 
ways so that a travel distance of no more than 75 feet 
along driveways is needed from any part of open yard to 
reach a portable fire extinguisher. In buildings, portable 
fire extinguishing equipment shall be provided as specified 
by the Head of the Fire Department. 


Section 18.05—Woodworking Plants 


(a) Sawmills, planing mills and other woodworking 
plants shall be equipped with refuse removal systems 
which will collect and remove sawdust and shavings as 
produced; or suitable metal or metal-lined bins, provided 
with normally closed covers or automatically closing 
covers, shall be installed at or near such machines, and 
shavings and sawdust shall be swept up and deposited 
in such bins at sufficiently frequent intervals as to keep 
the premises clean. Blower and exhaust systems shall be 
installed in accordance with nationally recognized good 
practice. 

(b) Fire fighting equipment, either portable fire ap- 
pliances or small hose supplied from a suitable water 
system, shall be provided near any machine producing 
shavings or sawdust. 


ARTICLE 19. MAGNESIUM 


Section 19.01—Scope 


This article applies to the storage, handling and proc- 
essing of magnesium. 


Section 19.02—Definition 


“Magnesium” shall mean the pure metal and alloys of 
which the major part is magnesium. 


Section 19.03—Permit Required 

A permit shall be obtained for the melting, casting, 
heat treating, machining, or grinding, of more than 10 
pounds of magnesium per working day. 


Section 19.04—Storage of Pigs, Ingots and Billets 


(a) Storage of magnesium pigs, ingots and billets out of 
doors shall be in piles not exceeding 1,000,000 pounds 
each, separated by aisles not less in width than one half 
the height of pile, and separated from combustible mate- 
rial or buildings on the same or adjoining property by a 
distance of not less than the height of the nearest pile. 
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(b) Storage of pigs, ingots and billets in buildings shall 
be on floors of non-combustible construction, in piles not 
larger than 500,000 pounds each, separated by aisles not 
less in width than one half the height of the pile. 


Section 19.05—Melting Pots 


Floors under and around melting pots shall be of non- 
combustible construction. 


Section 19.06—Storage of Magnesium Articles in 
Foundries and Processing Plants 


The size of storage piles of magnesium articles in found- 
ries and processing plants shall not exceed 1,250 cubic feet 
and shall be separated by aisles not less in width than 
one half the height of pile. 


Section 19.07—Heat Treating Ovens 


Approved means shall be provided for control of mag- 
nesium fires in heat treating ovens. 


Section 19.08—Magnesiuwm Processing Operations 


(a) At each grinding, buffing or wire brushing operation 
on magnesium, not including rough finishing of castings, 
dust shall be collected by means of suitable hoods or en- 
closures connected to a liquid precipitation type of sepa- 
rator, such that the dust will be converted to sludge with- 
out contact in a dry state with any high speed moving 
parts. 


(b) Connecting ducts or suction tubes shall be com- 
pletely grounded and as short as possible, with no un- 
necessary bends. Ducts shall be carefully fabricated and 
assembled, with a smooth interior and with internal lap 
joints pointing in the direction of air flow, and without 
unused capped side outlets, pockets or other dead-end 
spaces which might allow an accumulation of dust. 


(c) Each machine shall be equipped with its individual 
dust separating unit, except that with multi-unit ma- 
chines not more than two dust-producing units may be 
served by one separator. Not more than four portable 
dust-producing units in a single enclosure or stand may 
be served by one separator unit. 


(d) Power supply to machines shall be interlocked with 
(1) exhaust air flow and (2) liquid pressure level or flow in 
such a way that improper functioning of the dust re- 
moval and separator system will shut down the machine 
it serves. 


Section 19.09—Fvre Extinguishing Powder 


A supply of approved extinguishing powder for magne- 
sium fires shall be kept within easy reach of every operator 
performing a machining, grinding or other operation pro- 
ducing magnesium dust, chips, or turnings. 


Section 19.10—Storage of Magnesium Articles in Ware- 
houses and Stores 


(a) Magnesium storage in quantity greater than 50 
cubic feet shall be separated from storage of other mate- 
rials that are either combustible or in combustible con- 
tainers, by aisles equal in width to not less than the height 
of the piles of magnesium. 

(b) Magnesium storage in quantity greater than 1,000 
cubic feet shall be separated into piles each not larger 
than 1,000 cubic feet with aisles between equal in width to 
not less than the height of the piles. 
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(c) Where storage in quantity greater than 1,000 cubic 
feet is in a building of combustible construction, or the 
magnesium is packed in combustible crates or cartons, or 
there is other combustible storage within 30 feet of the 
magnesium, the storage area shall be protected by auto- 
matic sprinklers. 


Section 19.11—Handling of Magnesium Fines (Fine 
Magnesium Scrap) 

(a) Chips, turnings and other fine magnesium scrap 
shall be collected from the pans or spaces under machines 
and from other places where they collect at least once each 
working day, and placed in a covered steel container and 
removed to a safe location. 


(b) Magnesium fines shall be kept separate from other 
combustible materials. 


(c) Storage in quantity greater than 50 cubic feet of 
fine magnesium scrap (six 55-gallon steel drums) shall be 
separated from other occupancies by fire-resistive con- 
struction without window openings or by an open space 
of at least 50 feet. 


(d) Storage in quantity greater than 1,000 cubic feet 
shall be separated from all buildings other than those used 
for magnesium scrap recovery operations by a distance of 
not less than 100 feet. 


ARTICLE 20. MatTcHEs 


Section 20.01—Permit Required 


(a) No person shall manufacture matches without a 
permit. 

(b) No person shall store matches exceeding in aggre- 
gate 60 matchman’s gross (14,400 matches each gross) 
without a permit. 


Section 20.02—Wholesale Storage 


(a) At wholesale establishments and wherever matches 
exceeding 60 matchman’s gross are stored, shipping con- 
tainers containing matches shall be arranged in piles not 
exceeding 10 feet in height nor 1,500 cubic feet in volume 
with aisles at least 4 feet wide. 


(b) Where other materials or commodities are stored on 
the same floor with matches, a portion of the room shall 
be devoted to match storage exclusively, and a clear 
space of not less than 4 feet maintained between match 
storage and such other materials or commodities. 


Section 20.03—Storage Not To Be Near Vertical Open- 
ings 
No matches shall be stored within 10 feet of any open 
elevator shaft, elevator shaft opening, open stairway or 
other vertical opening. 


Section 20.04—Match Bins Required 


Where shipping containers containing matches are 
opened, the contents of such broken containers shall be 
removed and stored in metal or metal-lined bins equipped 
with self-closing metal or metal-lined covers. 


Section 20.05—Storage by Retailers 

Where matches are sold at retail, original sealed pack- 
ages may be stored on shelves. When such packages are 
broken, individual boxes shall be stored in metal or 
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metal-lined bins or other fireproof receptacle with the 
cover closed, except when necessary to obtain access 
thereto. 


Section 20.06—Exzploding Matches 


No person shall sell or keep for sale exploding matches, 
so called. ‘ 


ARTICLE 21. Opren AIR PARKING 


Section 21.01—IJnspection and Approval 


Prior to the issuance of a license by the Committee on 
Licenses for the business of conducting an open air park- 
ing space the Head of the Fire Department shall inspect or 
cause to be inspected all the premises specified therein to 
determine compliance with the following section 21.02. 
If said section is complied with the Head of the Fire De- 
partment shall approve such license. Such license shall 
not be issued without approval by the Head of the Fire 
Department. 


Section 21.02—Fire Extinguishing Equipment 


Every licensee shall at all times maintain on his parking 
space a place for fire extinguishing equipment away from 
heat from natural or artificial sources and, if the layout 
plan in the application for his license shows more than 
seventy spaces to be used for the parking or storing of 
vehicles, one additional such place for each seventy spaces. 
A licensee shall, at all times, when his parking space is open 
for parking or storing vehicles, keep every place for fire 
extinguishing equipment readily accessible and keep 
readily accessible thereat not less than 50 pounds of loose 
sand or other non-flammable absorbent material and at 
least one fire extinguisher fully charged with not less than 
15 pounds of carbon dioxide gas in liquid form. 


ARTICLE 22. Ovens, INDUSTRIAL BAKING AND DRYING 


Section 22.01—Scope 


This article shall apply to the location, design, con- 
struction and operation of industrial baking and drying 
ovens which are heated with oil or gas fuel or electric 
units or which during operation contain flammable vapors 
from the products being baked or dried. It is the intent 
of this article to provide requirements for the operation 
of these ovens within certain limitations of control de- 
pending on oven design, paint formulation, and ventila- 
tion requirements, the disregard of which may cause them 
to function in an unsafe manner, thereby becoming liable 
to destruction by fire or explosion. 


Section 22.02—Permits and Plans Required 


(a) No oven to which this code applies shall be operated 
without a permit from the Head of the Fire Department. 


(b) Application for a permit shall be accompanied by 
plans showing all essential details and calculations for 
safe operation. 


Section 22.03—Location and Construction 


(a) Ovens, oven heaters and related equipment shall be 
located with due regard to the possibility of fire resulting 
from overheating or from the escape of fuel gas or fuel oil 
and the possibility of damage to the building and injury 
to persons resulting from explosion. 
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(b) Ovens shall be located at or above grade, or if in 
basements at least 50 per cent of the wall area of the room 
in which the oven is located shall be above grade. 


(c) Oven shall be so located as to be readily accessible 
for inspection and maintenance and with adequate clear- 
ances to permit the proper functioning of explosion vents. 
Roofs and floors of ovens shall be sufficiently insulated 
and ventilated to keep temperatures at combustible ceil- 
ings and floors below 160° F. 


(d) Ovens shall be constructed of non-combustible ma- 
terials throughout except where the maximum oven oper- 
ating temperature is not over 160° F. The amount of 
insulation used in oven panel construction shall be enough 
to prevent the outside surface temperature from exceeding 
160° F., or adequate guards shall be provided to protect 
personnel, 


(e) Ovens which may contain flammable air-gas mix- 
tures shall be equipped with relief vents for freely relieving 
internal explosion pressures. 


(f) Allduct workshall be constructed of non-combustible 
material. Ducts shall be made tight throughout and 
shall have no openings other than those required for the 
proper operation and maintenance of the system. Ducts 
passing through combustible walls, floors, or roofs shall 
have adequate insulation and clearances to prevent surface 
temperatures from exceeding 160° F. Exhaust ducts shall 
not discharge near doors, windows or other air intakes 
in a manner that will permit re-entry of vapors into the 
building. 


Section 22.04—Ventilation 


(a) Ovens in which flammable or toxic vapors are 
liberated or through which products of combustion are 
circulated shall be ventilated by the introduction of a 
supply of fresh air and proper exhaust to outdoors. 
Discharge pipes shall not terminate within 10 feet meas- 
ured horizontally from any door, window or wood frame 
walls of any building. Such oven ventilation shall be 
arranged to provide vigorous and well distributed air 
circulation within the oven and to insure that the flam- 
mable vapor concentration will be safely below the lower 
explosive limit at all times. Unless the oven is operated 
in accordance with specific approval specifying particular 
solvents and rate of ventilation, the rate of ventilation 
shall not be less than 10,000 cubic feet of fresh air per 
gallon of solvent evaporated in continuous process ovens, 
and not less than 380 cubic feet per minute per gallon of 
flammable solvent evaporated in batch process ovens. 


(b) Exhaust duct openings shall be located in the area 
of greatest concentration of vapors. 


(c) All exhaust shall be by mechanical means using 
power driven fans. 


Section 22.05—Safety Controls 

(a) Safety controls shall be sufficient in number, and 
substantially constructed and arranged to maintain the 
required conditions of safety and prevent the development 
of fire and explosions hazards. 

(b) Ventilation controls, suitably interlocked, shall be 
provided which will insure required ventilation of the 
system. 
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(c) Fuel safety controls, suitably interlocked and ar- 
ranged to minimize the possibility of dangerous accumu- 
lations of explosive air-fuel mixtures in the heating 
system, shall be provided. 


(d) Excess temperature controls shall be provided to 
maintain a safe operating temperature within the oven. 


(e) Conveyor interlocks shall be provided in conveyor 
ovens having a flammable vapor hazard, so that the 
conveyor cannot move unless ventilating fans are operating 
and discharging the required amount of air. 


ARTICLE 23. PLacEes or ASSEMBLY 


Section 23.01—Permit Required 


(a) No place of assembly as defined in paragraph (6) of 
this section shall be maintained, operated or used as such 
without a permit, except that no permit shall be required 
for any place of assembly used solely as a place of religious 
worship. 


(b) “Place of assembly,”’ any building designed, con- 
structed, reconstructed, remodeled, altered, used, or in- 
tended to be used, for 50 or more persons to assemble 
therein for any of the following: Dance halls; cabarets; 
restaurants, including the type of restaurant commonly 
known as a night club; all places in which alcoholic bev- 
erages are sold or for sale to be consumed on the premises; 
any room or space used for public or private banquets, 
feasts, dances, socials, card parties, or weddings or religious 
services except in the case of funerals in private homes; 
lodge and meeting halls or rooms; skating rinks; gym- 
- naslums; swimming pools; billiard, pool, bowling and table 
tennis rooms; halls or rooms used for public or private 
catering purposes; funeral parlors; recreation rooms; 
broadcasting studios; school and college auditoriums; 
and all other places of similar occupancy. Nothing in this 
paragraph shall apply to a single family or two-family 
dwelling, or to a place of incarceration or detention, a 
convent, a monastery, a church, a synagogue, a theatre, a 
special hall, a public hall, or a schoolhouse. For the 
purpose of this Code the continuous path of exit from any 
place of assembly to the street shall be included as a 
“‘Place of Assembly.” 


Section 23.02—Flammable Decorations 


No flammable decorations shall be used in a place of 
assembly until a Certificate of Analysis and a letter of 
approval has been issued by the Boston Fire Department 
in accordance with terms and conditions prescribed in 
Article 11—Flammable Decorations. 


Section 23.03—Pyrozrylin Coated Fabric 


Pyroxylin coated fabric used as a decorative material in 
accordance with Article 11 or as a surface covering on fixed 
furnishings, shall be limited in amount to the following: 

Such fabrics containing 1.4 ounces or more of cellulose 
nitrate per square yard shall not be used in excess of a 
total amount equivalent to 1 square foot of fabric surface 
to 15 cubic feet of room volume. Each square foot of such 
fabric which contains 1.7 ounces or more of cellulose 
nitrate per square yard shall be counted as 2 square feet 
in making this computation. 
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Section 23.04—Motion Picture Screens 


In places of assembly no motion picture screen or screen 
masking shall be used until a Certificate of Analysis and 
a letter of approval has been issued by the Boston Fire 
Department in accordance with terms and conditions 
prescribed in Article 11. 


Section 23.05—EHzit Doors 


During the period of occupancy, no exit door shall be 
locked, bolted, or otherwise fastened or obstructed by any 
means, so that the door cannot be opened from the inside 
by the use of ordinary door knob or by pressure on the 
door or on a panic release device. 


Section 23.06—A isles 


In each room where chairs, or tables and chairs, are 
used the arrangement shall be such as will provide for 
ready access by aisles to each exit doorway. Aisles leading 
directly to exit doorways shall not be obstructed by chairs, 
tables or other objects. 


Section 23.07—Use of Exit Ways 


No part of a stairway, whether interior or exterior, nor 
of a hallway, corridor, vestibule, balcony or bridge leading 
to a stairway or exit of any kind, shall be used in any way 
that will obstruct its use as an exit or that will present a 
hazardous condition. 


Section 23.08—Ash Trays 


Where smoking is permitted, there shall be provided 
on each table and at other convenient places suitable 
non-combustible ash trays or match receivers. 


Section 23.09—Oen Flame 


No open flame for decorative or display purposes shall 
be permitted, including any open flame as part of a per- 
formance, in any place of assembly. 


Section 23.10—Fire Appliances 


All fire protection equipment required under Article 9 
shall be kept in working condition. Extinguishers and 
hose and similar appliances shall be visible and convenient 
at all times. It shall be the duty of the owner and the 
tenant of each building, or part of a building, occupied as 
a place of assembly to properly train sufficient regular 
employees in the use of fire appliances so that such appli- 
ances can be quickly put in operation. 


Section 23.11—Plan of Exit Ways and Aisles 


A copy of the plan showing the capacity and location of 
exit ways and of aisles leading thereto and bearing the 
approval of the Boston Building Department shall be 
kept on display in the premises. 


Section 23.12—Marking and Lighting of Exits 


All exits in places of assembly shall be marked and 
lighted in accordance with Sections 7.02 (a) and 7.02 (0). 


Section 23.13—Emergency Lighting 


Emergency lighting shall be provided in the event of 
power failure. 
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ARTICLE 24. PrecauTIONS AGAINST FirE, GENERAL 


Section 24.01—Use of Torches for Removing Paint 


Any person using a torch or other flame-producing 
device for removing paint from any building or structure 
shall provide one approved fire extinguisher or water hose 
connected to the water supply on the premises where 
such burning is done. In all cases, the person doing the 
burning shall remain on the premises 1 hour after the 
torch or flame-producing device has been used. 


Section 24.02—Hot Ashes and Other Dangerous Materials 


No person shall deposit hot ashes or cinders, or smoul- 
dering coals, or greasy or oily substances liable to spon- 
taneous ignition, into any wooden receptacle, or place the 
same within 10 feet of any combustible materials, except 
in metal or other non-combustible receptacles. Such 
receptacles, unless resting on a non-combustible floor or on 
the ground outside the building, shall be placed on non- 
combustible stands, and in every case shall be kept at 
least 2 feet away from any combustible wall or partition 
or exterior window opening. 


Section 24.03—Accumulations of Waste Materials 


(a) Accumulations of waste paper, hay, grass, straw, 
litter or combustible or flammable waste or rubbish of 
any kind shall not be permitted to remain upon any 
roof or in any court, yard, vacant lot or open space. All 
grass, vines or other growth, when same endangers 
property, or is liable to be fired, shall be cut down and 
removed by the owner or occupant of the property. 


(b) The occupants of buildings shall provide covered 
metal containers as receptacles for waste paper, oily rags, 
and oily waste and metal containers for ashes except that 
in multiple dwellings housing more than 3 families, the 
owners of the buildings shall provide such containers. 


Section 24.04—Handling Readily Combustible Materials 


No person making, using, storing or having in charge, 
or under his control any shavings, excelsior, rubbish, 
sacks, bags, litter, hay or combustible waste materials 
shall fail or neglect at the close of each day to cause all 
such material which is not compactly baled and stacked 
in an orderly manner to be removed from the building or 
stored in suitable vaults or in metal or metal lined, 
covered, receptacles or bins. The Head of the Fire De- 
partment shall require suitable baling presses to be in- 
stalled in stores, apartment buildings, factories and similar 
places where accumulations of paper and waste materials 
are not removed at least every second day. 


Section 24.05—Storage of Readily Combustible Materials 


Storage in buildings shall be orderly, shall not be 
within 3 feet of the ceiling, and not so located as to en- 
danger exit from the building. Storage in the open shall 
not be more than 20 feet in height, shall be so located, 
with respect to adjacent buildings, as not to constitute a 
hazard, and shall be compact and orderly. 


Section 24.06—Flammable Decorative Materials in 
Buildings of Mercantile and Institutional Occupancy 
Highly flammable materials such as cotton batting, 
straw, dry vines, leaves, trees, artificial flowers or shrub- 
bery and foam plastic materials shall not be used for 
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decorative purposes in show windows or other parts of 
mercantile and institutional occupancies unless flame- 
pee and a Certificate of Analysis and letter of approval 

as been received from the Fire Department. Electric 
light bulbs in mercantile and institutional occupancies 
shall not be decorated with paper or other combustible 
materials unless such materials shall first have been 
rendered flameproof. 


Section 24.07—Use of Flame or Light Restricted 


(a) No person shall take an open flame or light into 
any building, barn, vessel, boat or any other place where 
highly flammable, combustible, or explosive material is 
kept, unless such light or flame shall be well secured in 
a glass globe, wire mesh cage or similar approved device. 


(b) No heating or lighting apparatus or equipment 
capable of igniting flammable materials of the type stored 
or handled shall be used in the storage area of any ware- 
house storing rags, excelsior, hair or other highly flammable 
or combustible materials; nor in the work area of any 
shop or factory used for the manufacture, repair or 
renovating of mattresses or bedding; nor in the work 
areas of any establishment used for the upholstering of 
furniture. 


Section 24.08—Trap Doors to Be Closed 


All trap doors, except those which are automatic in 
their operation, in any factory building or building used 
for storage shall be closed at the completion of the business 
of each day. 


Section 24.09—Shafiways to Be Marked 


Every outside window in a building used for manufac- 
turing purposes or for storage which opens directly on 
any hoistway or other vertical means of communication 
between two or more floors in such building, shall be 
plainly marked with the word ‘‘Shaftway”’ in red letters 
at least 6 inches high on a white background; such warning 
sign to be so placed as to be easily discernible from the 
outside of the building. Every door or window opening 
on such shaftway from the interior of the building, unless 
the construction of the partition surrounding the shaftway 
is of such distinctive nature as to make its purpose evi- 
dent at a glance, shall be similarly marked with the 
warning word, ‘‘Shaftway,’”’ so placed as to be easily 
visible to any one approaching the shaftway from the 
interior of the building. 


Section 24.10—Aizsles to Be Marked 

(a) Every building used for storage shall be provided 
with aisles of sufficient width to permit removal or transfer 
of stored materials. 

(b) Sufficient aisles shall be provided which lead to 
outside windows and every such window shall be plainly 
marked with a white cross to indicate the presence of an 
aisle for access by the Fire Department in the event of 
fire. 


Section 24.11—Salamanders 


(a) No salamander or stove for drying any construction 
material shall be used in any building except under such 
conditions as may be prescribed by the board; and no 
such salamander or stove shall be set upon a wooden floor 
unless it is raised above the floor at least 4 inches and set 
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upon brick or other incombustible material in a bed of 
sand at least 2 inches thick, spread upon the floor and 
covering an area of at least 2 feet in all directions larger 
than the area of the salamander or stove. 


(b) Only salamanders fired by gas, oil or liquefied pe- 
troleum gas shall be used in any building. 


Section 24.12—Removal of Vessels 


The Head of the Fire Department, or any person to 
whom he may delegate his authority, may order the 
removal of any vessel moored to or anchored near any 
dock or pier if such vessel is in danger of catching fire, or 
is by reason of its condition or the nature of its cargo a 
menace to shipping or other property. 


Section 24.13—Cleaning of Chimney, etc. 


Owners of buildings shall be responsible for the cleaning 
of chimney flues, smoke and vent pipes and incinerators 
at least annually, and for the installation and proper 
maintenance of spark arresters in incinerators and in 
chimneys connected with permanent wood-burning fur- 
naces. Clean-out openings in chimneys below the smoke 
pipe shall be provided to facilitate cleaning. However, 
industrial chimneys or chimney flues, smoke and vent 
pipes designed to prevent the accumulation of soot therein 
shall not be required to be cleaned annually. 


Section 24.14—Safeguards at Roof Line 


Owners of buildings shall be responsible for the placing 
and maintaining of proper safeguards, where necessary for 
the protection of the Fire Department in its operations in 
the event of fire, about or over roof skylights and about 
outer and inner courts or shafts at the roof line of any 
building. 


Section 24.15—Ftreworks 


(a) The keeping, storage, manufacture, handling, trans- 
portation, supervised display, or other disposition of fire- 
works, shall be governed by the rules and regulations of 
the State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, and by 
Chapter 148 of the General Laws. 


(b) The manufacture of fireworks or firecrackers shall 
be prohibited in the City of Boston. 


Section 24.16—Explosives 


(a) The keeping, storage, use, manufacture, sale, han- 
dling, transportation or other disposition of explosives, 
shall be governed by the rules and regulations prescribed 
by the State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, and 
by Chapter 148 of the General Laws. 

(b) The manufacture of explosives is prohibited in the 
City of Boston. 


Section 24.17—Liquefied Petroleum Gas 


(a) The design, construction, location, installation and 
operation of liquefied petroleum gas systems, gaspipe or 
appliance in buildings, shall be governed by the Rules and 
Regulations prescribed by the State Board of Fire Pre- 
vention Regulations, and by the Gas Fitting Regulations 
of the City of Boston. 


(b) Permits required by said rules and regulations shall 
be granted by the Head of the Fire Department for use 
only at the location specified in the application therefor. 
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Section 24.18—Private Ways 


The Head of the Fire Department may order the owner 
or his authorized agent to remove any obstacle to the 
safe egress of persons from buildings or to the operations 
of the Fire Department in the event of fire, including 
motor vehicles and fences, from a private way, or to cor- 
rect any condition in such private way which may tend to 
create a fire hazard or to jeopardize the lives of persons in 
buildings in the event of fire. The provisions of Section 
1.20 relative to the issuance of an order and the action 
taken for the removal of obstacles or the correction of 
conditions shall apply to this section. 


ARTICLE 25. RuspsBisH HANDLING 


Section 25.01—Housekeeping Routine 


(a) Rubbish shall be collected as frequently as the cir- 
cumstances require for reasonable fire safety. It shall be 
collected and disposed of at least daily in most instances. 


(b) Sweepings and other refuse shall be taken out of the 
building or to a standard rubbish bin or room by cleaners 
before they leave work. 


(c) A routine shall be established for the regular 
removal of rubbish and other unnecessary combustible 
materials from yards and outside storage areas. 


(d) Places shall be designated where rubbish may be 
placed temporarily prior to being burned or removed to a 
dump. These locations shall be such as not to endanger 
buildings or outside piled stock. 


(e) Rubbish shail be burned only at designated places 
and times, and under proper supervision. 


Section 25.02 — Dumps 


(a) Locations used for dumping rubbish shall not create 
a nuisance due to smoke, nor a fire exposure to buildings 
or piled stock by reason of flying brands or flames. 


(b) Suitable fire protection shall be provided for dumps. 
Where frequent fire calls will be likely to involve an un- 
reasonable amount of wear and tear on the hose of a public 
fire department or a private fire brigade, a supply of 214- 
inch hose shall be provided at the dump sufficient to lay 
from the nearest hydrant or other water supply to the 
dumping area, one or more lines, depending on the size of 
the dumping area. 


(c) An attendant or attendants shall be provided at all 
large dumping areas where the area unattended will re- 
Nae an unreasonable number of calls to the public fire 

epartment or a private fire brigade. 


Section 25.03—Waste Receptacles 


(a) A sufficient number of waste baskets and other 
small receptacles for waste and rubbish shall be provided. 
These shall not be overloaded and shall be emptied 
regularly. 

(b) Approved waste cans and receptacles shall be pro- 
vided for oily waste and other materials requiring special 
handling. 


(c) Cardboard containers or wooden boxes or barrels 
shall not be used for the storage of ashes and shall not be 
used as temporary containers for combustible rubbish or 
waste. 
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(d) Barrels and containers for rubbish and ashes shall 
be substantial approved metal construction, maintained 
in good condition and provided with handles and a cover. 
They shall be provided with a flange at the bottom to 
provide at least a 2-inch space between the bottom and 
the floor. Containers and barrels shall be kept covered. 


Section 25.04—Refuse Chutes 


(a) An automatic sprinkler shall be installed at the 
top of refuse chutes, and a sprinkler or sprinklers in the 
bin or room into which the chute discharges. 


(b) Chutes shall extend to at least 4 feet above the roof 
and be covered by a metal skylight glazed with thin plain 
glass. 


(c) Chutes shall rest on substantial non-combustible 
foundations. 


(d) Walls of chutes shall be constructed in accordance 
with the construction requirements of the Boston Build- 
ing Code. 


(e) Service openings shall be equipped with self-closing 
fire doors. 


(f) Each service opening shall be located in a room or 
compartment cut off from the rest of the building by walls, 
ceilings and floors constructed in accordance with the 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code. 
Doors to this room or compartment shall be approved 
self-closing and have appropriate fire resistance to match 
the wall construction. 


Section 25.05—Refuse Bin or Room 


(a) An arrangement whereby the chute discharges 
directly to the combustion chamber of an incinerator shall 
not be employed. ‘There may be situations where ar- 
rangements are made for handling refuse mechanically 
and automatic stoking of incinerators which would not 
introduce an unreasonable hazard. In such cases, the 
Fire Department may permit such arrangement taking 
into consideration the whole layout, its relation to the 
rest of the building, the presence or absence of complete 
sprinkler protection, the continuity and competence of 
the personal supervision attending the operation, ventila- 
tion, access for fire fighting and similar factors. This 
does not apply to chutes integral with an incinerator 
assembly. 


(b) Refuse chutes shall terminate or discharge into a 
bin or room of construction of fire resistance equal to the 
chute itself. 

(c) Discharge bin or room shall be cut off and separate 
from the rest of the building, particularly from any ad- 
joining waste paper baling or incinerator room, in accord- 
ance with the construction requirements of the Boston 
Building Code. 

(d) Doors between the discharge bin or room and the 
rest of the building shall have self-closing fire doors. 
These doors shall be kept closed except during removal 
of rubbish. 


Section 25.06—Waste Paper Baling 

(a) Where no rubbish room or bins are provided, waste 
paper shall be handled in covered metal cans only. 

(b) Rooms used for waste paper baling shall be cut off 
from the rest of the building by ceilings, floors and walls, 
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constructed in accordance with the construction require- 
ments of the Boston Building Code, with door openings 
protected by fire doors. This would permit waste paper 
baling in a cut-off boiler or furnace room of suitable con- 
struction. 


ARTICLE 26. SMOKING 


Section 26.01—Theatres, Special Halls, Public Halls 


Smoking or the carrying of a lighted match, cigarette, 
cigar or pipe shall be prohibited in theatres, public halls 
and special halls, but may be permitted in public halls 
and special halls when they are not being used as an 
auditorium, requiring fixed seats and aisles. Smoking 
may be permitted in such occupancies in a separate room 
or space specially provided for the purpose when such 
room is approved by the Fire Department. 


Section 26.02—Factories, Workshops, Mercantile Estab- 
lishments, Warehouses 


Smoking or the carrying of a lighted match, cigarette, 
cigar or pipe shall be prohibited in factories, workshops, 
mercantile establishments, and warehouses where the 
material being handled in and about such building is of 
such a flammable nature as, in the opinion of the Fire De- 
partment, to be readily ignitable, except that smoking 
may be permitted in a separate room or space specially 
provided for the purpose when such room or space is 
approved by the Fire Department. 


Section 26.03—Signs 


Durable signs with the words, ‘‘No Smoking,’ in letters 
not less than 3 inches in height, shall be conspicuously 
posted in and about all premises where smoking is pro- 
hibited under the provisions of this section. 


Section 26.04—Docks, Piers, Wharves, Ships, Vessels 


Smoking or the carrying of a lighted match, cigarette, 
cigar or pipe shall be prohibited on docks, piers, wharves 
and cargo ships or vessels, but may be permitted in or on 
spaces specially designated by the Head of the Fire De- 
partment for that purpose. Such smoking shall be kept 
under strict supervision of pier personnel. Smoking shall 
not be permitted, however, on or within 100 feet of any 
ship or vessel which may be loading or unloading at any 
time. 


Section 26.05—Elevators 


No person shall smoke or carry a lighted cigarette, 
cigar or pipe in any elevator used by the public. Durable 
signs with the words, “No Smoking in Elevator,’’ in letters 
not less than 3 inches in height, shall be conspicuously 
posted in full view of persons entering elevator at each 
floor. Suitable receptacles filled with sand shall be kept 
at entrance to elevators at each floor for disposal of smok- 
ing articles. 


ARTICLE 27. TENTS, GRANDSTANDS, REVIEWING STANDS 


Section 27 .01—Conditions 


The following conditions, recommended by the Fire 
Commissioner, are hereby made a part of all licenses issued 
by the Licensing Division or the Mayor’s Office for the 
conduct of circuses, fairs, bazaars, carnivals or similar 
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entertainments and other gatherings held in or near to 
tents of canvas, duck, sailcloth or other fabric covering 
material within the limits of the City of Boston. These 
conditions shall also apply to licenses issued for the use of 
grandstands, reviewing stands, or other similar structures 
of a temporary nature, when constructed of combustible 
materials, 


Section 27 .02—Written Approval 


No circus, fair, bazaar, carnival, or similar entertain- 
ment shall be conducted in tents of canvas, duck, sail- 
cloth or other fabric covering material of a similar nature, 
and no grandstands, reviewing stands, or other similar 
structures shall be maintained on the premises without 
written approval from the Fire Commissioner. 


Section 27 .03—Requirements for Approval 


The Fire Commissioner, before granting written ap- 
proval for any activity or entertainment as described in 
the above paragraph, will require the following: 


(a) A certificate of flameproofing or satisfactory evi- 
dence of flameproofing of all canvas, duck, sailcloth or 
other fabric covering material of a similar nature shall be 
submitted to the Fire Commissioner by the owner, lessor, 
or person responsible for the conduct of the function or 
activity on the premises; said certificate to contain a 
description of the formula applied to the material, the 
date and method of the application. Test of the condition 
of material reported as having been flameproofed may be 
required at any time by the Fire Commissioner or his duly 
authorized representative. 


(b) A report by an inspector of the Electrical Inspection 
Division pertaining to the existence or non-existence of 
hazards connected with proposed or existing electrical 
wiring or electrical equipment to be used or in use on the 
premises. 


(c) A report, in writing, from the District Chief of the 
District in which the license is to be exercised, testifying 
in detail as to the necessity of the following precautions, 
with whatever additions he may deem necessary for the 
safety of the public: 


(1) The number of firemen to be assigned to the 
premises as a paid detail and the hours when said detail 
shall be on duty. 


(2) The necessity for lines of standard fire hose to be 
kept connected to a hydrant and ready for immediate 
use in the area. 


(3) The number of portable fire extinguishing appli- 
ances to be provided in such locations as specified. 


(4) The manner of storing straw, hay, shavings or 
similar materials. 


(5) Cutting or removal of brush or grass and removal 
of combustible material from premises where tents, 
booths, counters or other such enclosures or grand- 
stands are to be set up on vacant land or open fields. 


Section 27.04—Flammable Fluids 


No flammable fluids shall be kept or used on the prem- 
ises except in accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 148 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) and Article 13 of 
this Code. 
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Section 27.05—Flammable Decorations 


No flammable decorations shall be permitted in or 
around booths, tents or counters. 


Section 27.06—Open-Flame Lamps 
The use of open-flame lamps shall be prohibited. 


Section 27.07—Smoking 
No smoking shall be permitted in any enclosed tents. 


Section 27 .08—Revocation of License 


Violation of or failure to comply with these Rules and 
Conditions, or to comply with an order from a representa- 
tive of the Fire Commissioner, will be cause for immediate 
revocation of the license by the Licensing Authority.

Concerning the Salaries of Certain 
Officers of the City Council

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
SecTION 1. The first paragraph of section 5 of chap- 
ter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as amended, is 
hereby further amended by striking out clause (6), as 
appearing in section | of chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 
1957, and inserting in place thereof the following clause: 
(6) The clerk of committees of the city council, 
eight thousand and twenty-five dollars; the assistant 
clerk of committees, sixty-nine hundred and twenty- 
five dollars; and the two secretaries in the clerk 
of committees department, fifty-three hundred and 
twenty-five dollars each. 


SECTION 2. Said first paragraph of said section 5 of 
chapter 3, as amended, is hereby further amended by 
striking out clause (13), as appearing in section 1 of 
said chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1959, and inserting 
in place thereof the following clause: 


(13) The city messenger, eight thousand and 
twenty-five dollars; the assistant city messenger, fifty- 
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eight hundred and twenty-five dollars; the librarian- 
archivist, fifty-three hundred and twenty-five dollars; 
the document clerk, fifty-three hundred and twenty- 
five dollars; the chaplain, nine hundred and forty 
dollars; and one stenographer-clerk in the city messen- 
ver department, five thousand and twenty-five dollars.

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ETERNAL VIGILANCE 
IS EVER THE 
PRICE OF LIBERTY 


INDEPENDENCE DAY ORATION, 1959 


BY REAR ADMIRAL CARL FREDERICK ESPE 


Your Honor, Mayor Hynes, Reverend Clergy, Distin- 
guished Guests, and My Fellow Citizens. 

We are foregathered here today in this hallowed 
and historic hall to celebrate our birth date as a nation, 
and to pay tribute to the memory of those patriotic 
forebears whose courage, blood, perseverance, and 
wisdom bought for us freedom from tyranny. 

One hundred and eighty-three years ago, on July 4, 
1776, the Second Continental Congress, meeting in 
Philadelphia, approved for adoption that great docu- 
ment of human rights, the Declaration of Independence. 
It proclaimed these American Colonies ‘‘to be free and 
independent states’’ and included in its tenets “that 
all men are created equal; that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights”; and 
“that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. ”’ 
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To Colonial America, this was a very serious step 
indeed. It meant commitment to an all-out war for 
which the States were utterly unprepared — militarily, 
economically, and politically. Certainly it called for 
considerable soul-searching not only on the part of 
those who drafted the Declaration but on the part of 
all citizens as well. The day after the Declaration of 
Independence was formally adopted by the Continental 
Congress, John Adams, one of its signers, wrote to his 
wife as follows: ‘‘ You will think me transported with 
enthusiasm, but I am not. I am well aware of the 
toil and blood and treasure it will cost us to maintain 
this Declaration and support and defend these States.”’ 
George Washington told his troops that “now the 
peace and safety of this country depends (under God) 
solely on the success of our arms.” 

We know of course that Colonial America was equal 
to the task it set itself to accomplish, though the 
freedom and God-given rights for which it was fighting 
were not easily won. John Adams’ apprehensions were 
well grounded. After those first ragged volleys on 
Lexington Green, eight long, cruel, and bitter years 
had to pass before independence was fully and finally 
obtained. 

One hundred and seventy-six years have now 
elapsed since the end of the Revolutionary War. These 
have been eventful years, years of growing pains in 
which our country has passed through many trials and 
tribulations. Fortunately, from each of these she has 
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emerged greater and stronger than ever, to become the 
foremost nation on the face of the earth. 

However, as the United States has tended to con- 
solidate her position in the world, I am afraid that we, 
her citizens, have been inclined to take our freedoms 
and God-given privileges more and more for granted 
and to assume that without any further action or 
initiative on our part the cherished rights we have 
enjoyed these many years will be ours forever. Free- 
dom, unfortunately, does not thrive on apathy. 
Eternal vigilance is ever the price of liberty! And 
this is something every citizen should remember, for, 
today, we are again faced with the task of fighting for 
the principles upon which our country was founded. 

But, today, our enemy is a far more insidious one; 
it is Communism — and the threat it poses to our way 
of life is greater than any other we have had to meet 
in our history. 

Communism is like a disease; in fact, a threefold 
disease. It is like a disease of the body because it 
kills. It has already killed millions, and it proposes to 
kill many millions more, for the Communists consider 
that when they have conquered the world they will be 
left with the residual capitalist classes whom they 
must destroy. This, they seriously reflect, is their 
proletarian duty. But Communism may also be con- 
sidered a disease of the mind because it is associated 
with systematized delusions that are not susceptible 
to rational argument. And it is a disease of the spirit 
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because it denies God, materializes man, and robs him 
of spirit and soul. We cannot afford to be apathetic 
regarding this wicked malady. 

Forty years ago, Communism was confined to a 
rented room in Zurich, Switzerland. Today, we find 
it has engulfed two fifths of the earth, and another 
fourth of mankind is being swept ever more swiftly 
toward the cataract of the Kremlin and the whirlpool 
of Peiping. 

Let us take a moment to look back. 

Many years ago, Lenin said that “‘the Communists 
would first take Eastern Europe, then the masses of 
Asia, then they would encircle the United States which 
would be the last bastion of Capitalism.’’ He con- 
cluded by saying that they ‘“‘would not have to attack”’ 
us, that we would “fall like an overripe fruit’? into 
their hands. Lenin’s strategy of encirclement is well 
under way to fulfillment. It is quite within the realm 
of possibility that within a few short years the Kremlin 
might wrest from us many of our remaining allies, our 
overseas military bases, our foreign investments, as 
well as our access to raw materials and markets — all 
without fighting a major war. 

Why is this possible? Because trained Communist 
cadres already saturate the precincts of Southeast 
Asia. They manipulate puppets in the Middle East; 
they have won elections in India. They swarm through 
all of Africa and on to our Latin doorstep to the south. 

Khrushchev recently said, in essence, ‘‘We won’t 
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have to fight you, we are going to overcome you through 
trade and we will plough you under.’”’ And, I might 
add, he also boasted that our grandchildren would 
live in a Communist United States. 

We Americans are naturally an ingenuous people; 
in fact, we are inclined to credulity. We like to 
believe that others are just as sincere and honest as 
ourselves. Some of us still believe that skillful com- 
promise can solve our problems with the Soviets — 
that they can gradually be educated to believe that 
reason is the best guide of conduct. But experience 
has shown that you cannot negotiate nor can you 
compromise with the Communists. They adhere tc 
treaties and agreements only so long as they are de- 
riving a benefit from them. Postwar history is replete 
with one Communist violation after another of solemn 
agreements made between allies. Time and time 
again, the leaders in the Kremlin have callously dis- 
regarded treaties, contracts, obligations, customs, and 
traditions in order to expand their power and control. 

As far back as 1920, the then Secretary of State, 
Bainbridge Colby, reported that responsible leaders of 
the regime in Soviet Russia had frequently and openly 
boasted that they were willing to sign agreements and 
undertakings with foreign powers while not having the 
slightest intention of observing such undertakings or 
carrying out such agreements. 

Lenin, in speaking of treaties and agreements, said: 
“Promises are like pie crust, made to be broken.”’ 
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Stalin was even more specific. He said: ‘'Words must 
have no relation to action — otherwise, what kind of 
diplomacy is it? Words are one thing, action another. 
Good words are a mask for concealment of bad deeds. 
Sincere diplomacy is no more possible than dry water 
or iron wood.” | 


Regrettably, the Communists have thoroughly 
demonstrated this thesis during the past twenty-five 
years. Our country’s representatives have had over 
3,400 meetings with various Communist leaders and 
groups since we first recognized Soviet Russia; these 
meetings included, among others, Teheran, Yalta, 
Potsdam, Panmunjon, and Geneva. The sum of these 
negotiations resulted in fifty-two treaties and agree- 
ments — and to what end? Fifty of these have already 
been broken, in whole or in part, by the Communists, 
and they have been trying their best to abrogate the 
fifty-first — that having to do with Berlin. 


So there is no use deceiving ourselves. We cannot 
rely on the treaties or the spoken word of Communist 
statesmen. Consequently, we have to be prepared, at 
all times, to meet the threat of general war, Com- 
munist-created local wars, or the challenges presented 
by the Cold War — each with its own tactics, its own 
strategies, and its own weapons. 


The price of our liberty is indeed eternal vigilance! 


One of the great words in the Communist’s vocabu- 
lary is “peace.’”” Communist leaders ever speak of 
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wanting peace. It makes wonderful propaganda and 
it is tailor-made for us Americans. They know that we 
are a peace-loving people and that we are ever striving 
for a better world. But their idea of peace and our 
idea of peace are two different matters. The so-called 
“peace” that they visualize is not an everyday peace 
but a Communist peace — after world Communism 
has been established. Every act that contributes to 
Communist conquest is considered by them as promot- 
ing peace, murder included. And the tragedy of 
Communism is not merely that it murders, but that it 
makes murder a moral and righteous act. 


When Soviet tanks rolled into Budapest to butcher 
and destroy, it led to peace — a glorious peace — from 
the Communist point of view! 


Khrushchev has been talking much lately about 
“peaceful coexistence.” But what does he mean by 
“neaceful coexistence’? Recently he stated publicly 
that peaceful coexistence would lead to victory for 
world Communism. If the Soviet’s views and our own 
were the same concerning the meaning of peace, how 
could a peaceful state of affairs lead to a victory? To 
Moscow peaceful coexistence means, simply, conquest 
without the use of too much military hardware. 


It is quite evident that we and the Soviets not only 
have ideological differences but, also, that we place 
different interpretations on what is moral, what is 
peaceful, and what is true. Any act that assists 
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Communist conquest is by their definition “good.” 
Any act that advances Communist world triumph is by 
their definition ‘‘peaceful.’’ And any statement that 
advances Communist world conquest is by their defini- 


tion ‘‘true.”’ 


What about Communism’s views regarding reli- 
gion? Here, as elsewhere, we appear to have no 


common meeting ground. 


Christianity and Judaism teach us of the dignity 
and value of the individual. Not only is this our 
religious philosophy, but in those countries embracing 
democracy it is also the political philosophy; that is, 
that the state exists for the benefit of the individual. 
But not so with Communism. To the Communist 
the individual exists, wholly and solely, for the state. 
Communists, of course, do not believe in God. Lenin 
exhorted his people with: ‘Down with religion. Long 
live Atheism.” He said: ‘The spread of Atheistic 
views is our chief task.”’ 


In all their plans and actions the Communists 
mark religion as their number one enemy. Com- 
munism abhors and fears religion, brands it as the 
opiate of the people, and is bent upon its destruction. 
Communism would substitute the state for religion, 
would teach the writings of Marx and Lenin, and 
would accept the dictates of a Central Communist 
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Committee instead of the Holy Scripture of the 
Prophets. 

The violence of this antireligious apostolate is 
lesser or greater depending on whether circumstances 
counsel the Communist hierarchy to be prudent or 
permit it to carry out deadly persecution. But in 
either event there is no deviation in principle. To 
those of us living in the Free World it should be 
understood that: 


Communism cannot dominate unless it has the 
power to remake the life of people. It cannot ignore 
religion and do this. 


Communism cannot dominate family life until it 
has fought its way past the influence of religion upon 
the family. 


Communism cannot force its own brand of moral 
code upon a person without first destroying his own 
moral code rooted in religion. 

Further, Communism cannot make education 2 
weapon in its hands so long as religion is secure in 
its own right to teach and educate. 

It hardly needs saying that one cannot be a Com- 
munist and believe in God — and one cannot believe 
in God and have a peaceful life under Communism. 

It is very important to our future well-being that 
we as a people recognize the hidden dangers of Com- 
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munism as well as the more apparent ones, and that 
we start a positive campaign to defend ourselves 
against the inroads of this malignancy. His Eminence, 
Richard Cardinal Cushing, recently stated: ‘‘The 
greatest asset the Communists have at the present 
time is not the hydrogen bomb, nor earth-girdling 
satellites, but world ignorance of their tactics, 
strategy, and objectives.” I thoroughly agree — 
this is really the root of our problem. 


If we, as a nation, are to take a strong stand 
against this evil, the American public must become 
alert to the machinations of Communism in the 
world today, for the fundamental foundation of 
opposition to this danger is an informed public opinion 
and a dedicated citizenry. On these, and on these 
alone, can the necessary legislation, administration, 
judicial, military, economic, and educational pro- 


grams be built. 


The realization that our Constitution and our 
nation are in jeopardy must be accepted by each and 
every one of us. We must give more and more thought 
to the defense of those principles and freedoms which 
are the basic elements of our national life; to those 
inalienable rights for which our forefathers fought 
and which they won for us one hundred and seventy- 


SIx years ago. 
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And now, if I may have your further indulgence, 
I’d like to close with this poem: 


Where the northern ocean darkens, 
Where the rolling rivers run 
Past the cold and empty headlands 
Toward the slow and westerning sun, 
There our fathers long before us, 
Armed with Freedom faced the deep. 
What they built with love and labor 
Let their children watch and keep. 


By our dark and dreaming forests, 
By our clear and shining skies, 

By our green and ripening prairies, 
Where the Western Mountains rise, 

God who gave our fathers freedom, 
God who made our fathers brave, 

What they built with love and anguish 
Let their children watch and save.

(10A) Association Merged into Corporation. The fee 
of the city clerk for receiving and filing under section

into a corporation or a certificate issued pursuant to 
section 46F of said chapter 156 evidencing the filing of 
such articles with such secretary shall be $5.00.

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RULES FOR ADMINISTERING THE ALPHABETICAL 
LIST OF POSITIONS AND THE PAY SCHEDULE 
The Alphabetical List of Positions and the Pay Schedule shall 

be applied in accordance with the following rules: 

RULE 1. Furtt-Time Emetorment. The rates specified in the 
pay schedule shall be for full-time employment. With respect to 
persons holding positions classified in Groups D, E, G, M, N, P, 
and 8, 7.e., the Medical, Dental and Pharmaceutical Group, the 
Health Technician Group, the Institution Nursing Group, the 
Construction and Maintenance Inspection Group, the Labor and 
Trades Group, the Plant Protection Group, and the Recreation 
Group, the term ‘‘full-time employment” shall be deemed to mean 
a forty-hour week; and with respect to all other persons, said term 
shall be deemed to mean a thirty-five-hour week. 

RULE 2. Part-Time EmpioymMent. The compensation for 
part-time employment, which shall be deemed to include all employ- 
ment not full-time employment, shall be in the proportion that the 
hours actually worked bear to the total number of hours prescribed 
for full-time employment; provided, however, that the compen- 
sation of consultants or other professional persons not included in 
the Plan shall be at such per diem rate as shall be approved in 
writing by the Mayor after recommendation by the Supervisor of 
Personnel. 


RULE 3. Sarnary Rates as Funtut ComMpENsATION. When ~ 


compensation for the regular service of any employee, exclusive of 
overtime service, is paid from more than one appropriation, all 
such payments shall be added together for the purpose of computing 
the compensation of the employee to the end that the actual com- 
pensation paid to any employee for regular full-time service from 
all sources combined shall not exceed for any period the amount 
prescribed for the position in which the employee is classified. 

RULE 4. Repuctrion in GRapE ror MAINTENANCE. If meals 
or maintenance are provided with a position, the classification grade 
for such position shall be reduced as follows: 


re eo ee a 
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Two meals a day (5 days) 1 grade 
Three meals a day (7 days) 2 grades 
Full maintenance (room) 3 grades 
Full maintenance (suite) 4 grades 
Full maintenance (house) 5 grades 


RULE 5. STARTING SALARY AND INCREMENTS. 


(a) Starting Salary. (As amended January 7, 1953, July 4, 1956, 
and September 4, 1957.) Upon appointment to any position 
classified in grade 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10, a permanent full-time 
employee shall be compensated at the rate specified for the grade 
of the position in Column I of the salary schedule unless he has 
completed five or more years of service with the city. If he has 
completed five or more, but less than seven, years of service with 
the city, he shall, upon appointment to a position so classified, 
be compensated at the rate so specified in Column II; and if he 
has completed seven or more years of service with the city, he 
shall, upon appointment to a position so classified, be compen- 
sated at the rate so specified in Column III. Upon appointment 
to a position classified in a grade higher than grade 10, a permanent 
full-time employee shall be compensated at the rate specified for 
the grade of the position in Column I of the salary schedule unless 
he has completed seven or more years of service with the city. 
If he has completed seven or more, but less than eleven, years 
of service with the city, he shall, upon appointment to a position 
classified in a grade higher than grade 10, be compensated at the 
rate so specified in Column IT; and if he has completed eleven or 
more years of service with the city, he shall, upon appointment 
to a position classified in a grade higher than grade 10, be com- 
pensated at the rate so specified in Column III. A temporary, 
provisional, or military substitute employee shall be compensated 
upon appointment at the minimum rate provided for the grade 
to which the position is allocated. No employee, whether perma- 
nent, temporary, provisional, or military substitute, shall be 
compensated upon appointment at a rate exceeding the lowest 
rate paid to any employee of the same department holding a 
position in the same grade. 

(b) Step-rate Increments. (As amended September 4, 1957.) 
Every permanent full-time employee holding a position classified 
in grade 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10 shall, upon the completion of the first 
six months, and also of the first year, and also of the second year, of 
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service in the position, be advanced one increment. Every perma- 
nent full-time employee holding a position classified in a grade 
higher than grade 10 shall, upon the completion of the first, also 
of the second, and also of the third, year of service in the position, 
be advanced one increment. 

(c) Longevity Increments. (As amended July 4, 1956, and Septem- 
ber 4, 1957.) A permanent full-time employee who, upon appoint- 
ment to a position classified in grade 4, 5, 6, 7, 8,9, or 10, has not 
completed five years of service with the city, shall be advanced one 
increment on the completion of five years of service with the city, 
and another increment on the completion of seven years of service 
with the city; and a permanent full-time employee who, upon ap- 
pointment to a position so classified, has completed five, but not 
seven, years of service with the city, shall be advanced one increment 
on the completion of seven years of service with the city. A per- 
manent full-time employee who, upon appointment to a position 
classified in a grade higher than grade 10, has not completed seven 
years of service with the city, shall be advanced one increment on 
the completion of seven years of service with the city, and another 
increment on the completion of eleven years of service with the 
city; and a permanent full-time employee who, upon appointment 
to a position classified in a grade higher than grade 10, has com- 
pleted seven, but not eleven, years of service with the city, shall be 
advanced one increment on the completion of eleven years of serv- 
ice with the city. 

(d) Computation of Service. (As amended January 7, 1953.) 
Provisional or temporary service shall be included in computing 
length of service. Any period during which an employee receives 
no pay, whether the employer-employee relationship exists during 
such period or not, shall not be included in computing length of 
service; provided, however, that any such period of less than a 
month may be so included; and provided, further, that all leaves 
of absence for military service terminating with the reinstatement 
or re-employment of the employee in his former position or a similar 
position shall be so included. Service with the County of Suffolk 
shall be included in computing length of service with the city. 
Service with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts in a position 
within the labor or classified civil service shall also be included in 
computing length of service with the city; but no service with any 
governmental unit other than the City of Boston or County of 
Suffolk, except service with the Commonwealth as aforesaid, shall 
be included in computing length of service with the city. 
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(e) Intent of Rule. (As amended July 4, 1956, and September 4, 
1957.) The intent of this rule is: 

(A) That a permanent full-time employee holding a position 
classified in grade 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10 who has completed five or 
more, but less than seven, years of service with the city in any 
capacity and two years of service in such position shall be com- 
pensated at the rate specified in Column V; and any such employee 
who has completed seven or more years of service with the city 
in any capacity and two years of service in the position shall be 
compensated at the rate specified in Column VI; and 

(B) That a permanent full-time employee holding a position 
classified in a grade higher than grade 10 who has completed 
seven or more, but less than eleven, years of service with the 
city in any capacity and three years of service in the position 
shall be compensated at the rate specified in Column V; and any 
such employee who has completed eleven or more years of serv- 
ice with the city in any capacity and three years of service in 
the position shall be compensated at the rate specified in Column 
VI. 

(f) Conditions Precedent to Increments. Anything in this rule 
to the contrary notwithstanding, no employee shall become 
entitled to an increment until his department head shall, in a 
writing to the Mayor, recommend such increment and certify 
that the employee’s service has been satisfactory. 

(g) Effective Date of Increment. A permanent full-time em- 
ployee becoming entitled to an increment under this rule shall 
receive such increment, if paid on a monthly basis, effective with 
the payroll for the month next succeeding that in which he becomes 
entitled to such increment, if paid on a semimonthly basis, effective 
with the payroll for the first half of such next succeeding month, 
and, if paid on a weekly basis, effective with the payroll for the 
first full week of such succeeding month. 


RULE 6. ComprENSATION FOR WORK IN A HIGHER CLASSIFICA- 


TION. (OmiTTED Because Hetp INVALID BY SuPERIOR COURT IN 
BENNETT vs. Boston, SurrouK No. 515940.) 


RULE 7. Tusercu.iosis Nurses. Any nurse regularly assigned 
to caring for tuberculosis patients exclusively shall be compensated, 
while so assigned, as if such nurse were serving in the classification 
grade second next above that of his or her position. 


RULE 8. Transrer. A transfer pursuant to the Civil Service 
laws and rules to a position in the same classification grade shall 
be treated as if the employee continued in his former position. 
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RULE 9. RernstatemMent. <A _ reinstatement to a _ position 
pursuant to the Civil Service laws and rules shall be treated as if 
his prior service had been performed immediately prior to his rein- 
statement. 

RULE 10. Promotion. (As amended’ January 7, 1953.) The 
term ‘“‘appointment,’’ as used in Rule 5, shall be deemed to include 
‘‘promotion’’; provided, however, that upon promotion every 
employee shall be placed at least upon that step of his new grade 
which is next above the rate payable to him immediately prior to 
his promotion. 

RULE 11. Dermorron. Upon demotion, an employee shall be 
compensated as if the years of service in the higher position had 
been performed in the lower postion. 


RULE 12. Initia, ApJUSTMENTS TO COMPENSATION PLAN. 
Iexisting salaries shall be adjusted to the pay schedule effective 
April 1, 1952, for employees paid monthly or semimonthly and 
April 2, 1952, for weekly paid employees subject to the following 
terms and conditions: 

(2) A permanent full-time employee in the service of the 
city continuously since March 31, 1952, shall be allocated to the 
step of the grade to which he would have been entitled on March 31, 
1952, if the number of years served by him in the position in 
which he was serving immediately prior to his classification had 
been served after such classification; and he shall also be credited 
with the total number of years of his service with the city on 
March 31, 1952; provided, however, that if the aforesaid allocation 
and eredit would result in a salary increase of more than $9.58 
on a weekly basis, such allocation and credit shall not be made, 
but such employee shall be given an increase equivalent to $9.58 
on a weekly basis. 

(b) Any permanent full-time employee appointed subsequent 
to March 31, 1952, shall be treated as if this Compensation Plan 
were in effect at the time of his appointment; provided, however, 
that if such treatment would result in a salary increase of more 
than $9.58 on a weekly basis, the preceding provision of this 
paragraph shall be inapplicable; but the employee shall be given 
an increase equivalent to $9.58 on a weekly basis. 

(c) Any increments which, if the Compensation Plan had been in 
effect on April 2, 1952, would become, or have become, payable in 
the month of May, 1952, or in any subsequent month in 1952, 
shall be deemed to have become payable or to become payable, as 
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the case may be, in accordance with the rules of the Compensation 

Plan; provided, however, that the total of all increases resulting 

from the initial adjustment and any such increments in 1952 shall 

not exceed the equivalent of $9.58 on a weekly basis. 

(d) No person who on or since March 31, 1949, was promoted to 
the position held by him immediately prior to his classification 
shall be put on a step of the salary schedule lower than that on 
which he would be put had he not been so promoted. 

(e) All salary increases, whether by step rate or otherwise, and 
all salary increases granted in the year 1952, or alleged to have ac- 
erued in 1952 under any former salary plan, shall be deducted from 
the salary increase provided for by the establishment of the Com- 
pensation Plan. 

(f) If the initial adjustment of a temporary, provisional, or mili- 
tary substitute employee appointed prior to November 26, 1952, 
should result in a salary increase of more than $9.58 on a weekly 
basis, such employee shall be limited to an increase equivalent to 
$9.58 on a weckly basis, effective November 26, 1952. 

(g) The compensation of any employee shall not, by reason of 
the establishment of the Compensation Plan, be reduced below 
that payable to him on April 2, 1952; but no employee shall be 
entitled to an increment which would result in a higher salary than 
that provided for by the Plan. 

RULE 18. Sussmquent INCREMENTS TO EMPLOYEES SUBJECT TO 
$9.58 Limitation. Any employee who, because of the limitation of 
$9.58 on a weekly basis of any salary increase resulting from the 
adoption of this plan, is not initially allocated to the step of the grade 
to which his service in the position combined with his service with the 
city in any capacity, entitles him, shall receive annually beginning 
on the first Wednesday in April a salary increase equivalent on a 
weekly basis to $9.58 (or such part thereof as may be necessary) until 
he reaches the step of the grade to which his service in the position, 


combined with his service with the city in any capacity, entitles him. 

RULE 14. Comprnsation Revizew Boarp. Any employee ag- 
grieved by the grade allocation of his or her position in the salary 
schedule, or in the application of these rules to his or her case, may 
request consideration of the facts by the Compensation Review 
Board. ‘This Board shall consist of three members to be appointed 
by the Mayor. From time to time the Board may recommend to the 
Mayor changes in individual grade allocations and amendments or 
revisions in the rules of the Plan.

Except as hereinafter otherwise ex- 
pressly provided, compensation for part-time employment shall be in 
the proportion that the number of hours actually worked each week 
bears to forty, and shall be based on the rate appearing in Column I 
of the pay schedule against the grade of the position in which such 
part-time employment is rendered; provided, that if a person is em- 
ployed at a number of hours each week which is fixed and regular

hours. The sick leave rights accruing in a year to a person employed

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RULE 2. CerrriricaTion oF Prion Ssrvice. Whenever a 
person is about to be appointed (other than by promotion) to a

Any period during which a person serving in a position specified 
in Rule 1 receives no pay, whether the employee-employer relation- 


ship exists during such period or not, shall not be included in com- 
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puting length of service; provided, however, that any such period 
of less than a month may be so included; and provided, further, 
that all periods of absence for military service terminating with the 
reinstatement or re-employment of the person in a position specified 
in Rule 1 shall be so included. 


RULE 4. Promorion. Every person shall upon promotion 
from one position specified in Rule 1 to another position so specified 
be placed upon that step of his or her new position which is next 
above the rate payable to him or her immediately prior to promotion. 


RULE 5. Dermorion. Every person shall upon demotion from one 
position specified in Rule 1 to another position so specified be com- 
pensated as if the years of service in the higher position had been per- 
formed in the lower position. 


RULE 6. ComMPENSATION OF PERSONS WITH Prior Service. Every 
person certified under Rule 2 as having prior service similar to service 
in one or more positions specified in Rule 1 shall be compensated ef- 
fective with his or her entry into service in a position specified in 
Rule 1 and thereafter as if such prior service (including all promotions 
and demotions involved therein) had been service in the position or 
positions specified in Rule 1 similar thereto, and after completing 
five months of service in one or more positions specified in Rule 1 
shall be granted vacation with pay in accordance with Rule 8 as if 


such prior service had been service in a position specified in Rule 1. 


RULE 7. Hotrpays. If any person serving in a position specified 
in Rule 1 is required to serve a tour of duty on January first, Febru- 
ary twenty-second, March seventeenth, April nineteenth, May thir- 
tieth, June seventeenth, July fourth, the first Monday of September, 
October twelfth, November eleventh, Thanksgiving Day, and Christ- 
mas Day, or the day following when any of the seven days first men- 
tioned, October twelfth, November eleventh, or Christmas Day 
occurs on Sunday, and such tour of duty commences before eleven 
o’clock in the evening on such day, he or she shall be entitled to an 


additional day’s pay on a straight-time basis. 
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RULE 8. Vacation. In each calendar year, every person serving 
in a position specified in Rule 1 shall be granted vacation with pay as 
follows: 

If prior to June first in such year such person has completed nine- 
teen years and five months or more of service in such a position, 
four weeks’ vacation; 

If prior to such June first such person has completed nine years 
and five months, but less than nineteen years and five months, of 
service in such a position, three weeks’ vacation; and 

If prior to such June first such person has completed five months, 
but less than nine years and five months, of service in such a position, 
two weeks’ vacation. 

Vacation leave not used prior to the termination of the employ- 
ment of any such person and also vacation leave not used in the year 
in which such person is granted it, shall lapse; and he or she shall not 
be entitled to any compensation in lieu thereof. 

Every vacation shall be granted at such time as, in the opinion of 
the Director of Hospitals, will cause the least interference with the 
work of the Hospital Department. 


RULE 9. Sick Leave. Every person serving in a position speci- 
fied in Rule 1 who has completed six months of continuous service in 
such a position shall be granted leave, without loss of pay, for absence 
caused by illness (which term, as here used, shall not be construed to 
include pregnancy) or by injury or exposure to contagious disease or 
by the serious illness or death of a member of the employee’s family; 
provided, however, that, except when accumulated as hereinafter 
provided, sick leave shall not aggregate more than fifteen working 
days in any year; and provided further, that no such person shall be 
entitled to leave without loss of pay for any period of absence caused 
by illness, injury, or exposure to contagious disease or by the serious 
illness or death of a member of the employee’s family, nor shall an 
appointing authority permit payment for any such period of absence, 
unless (a) the employee has notified his immediate supervisor of his 
absence and the cause thereof before the expiration of the first hour of 
absence or as soon thereafter as practicable, (b) on, or within four 
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weeks after, the last day of each payroll week in which any such 
period of absence occurs, the employee or, in the case of his incapacity 
evidenced by a physician’s certificate attached or in the case of his 
death, a person acting in his behalf, has in writing on a form fur- 
nished by the Director of Hospitals requested leave without loss of 
pay for such period of absence, and (c) the appointing authority has 
approved such request. For periods of absence for five consecutive 
working days or more, the appointing authority may require as a 
condition precedent to his approval of such request evidence in the 
form of a physician’s certificate for the necessity of such absence, or, 
if the cause of the absence is such as not to require the services of a 
physician, a written statement, signed by the employee, setting forth 
the reason for the absence. 

Sick leave not used in the year in which it accrues, together with 
any accumulated sick leave standing to such person’s credit at the 
close of business on December 31, 1957, may be accumulated for use 
in a subsequent year. Such leave not used prior to the termination of 
such person’s service shall lapse; and he or she shall not be entitled to 
any compensation in lieu thereof. 


RULE 10. Errective Dare. This compensation plan shall take 
effect on July 30, 1958.

STATUTE. 

The statute governing the general classification and 
compensation plans for civil service employees of the 
City of Boston is G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 31, s. 2A, cl. (6), 
which, as most recently amended by St. 1954, ec. 295, 
prescribes that the State Director of Civil Service shall— 


““(b) stablish, with the approval of the commis- 
sion, classification plans for positions in every city 
and town which are subject to any provision of this 
chapter. Upon the establishment of such classification 
plan the director shall forthwith make such plan 
effective, and after the establishment of such clas- 
sification it shall be final. The city or town affected 
thereby shall, within one year after receiving notice 
from the director of the effective date of such classi- 
fication plan, establish a compensation plan with a 
minimum and maximum salary, in accordance with 
the class and grade, for each position, but no compen- 
sation plan established hereunder shall include posi- 
tions subject to section forty-seven D. No rule or 
regulation or change in rules or regulations shall be 
promulgated as a part of any such compensation 
plan except after a public hearing held not less than 
two weeks nor more than two months after notice 
thereof shall have been posted in a conspicuous place 
in the city or town hall and in at least five other 
convenient and conspicuous places, and shall also 
have been published on one or more days in one or 
more newspapers having a circulation in the town. 
Every notice posted shall contain, or have subjoined 
or annexed thereto, a copy of the proposed rule or 
regulation. If such rule, regulation or change therein 
is to be adopted by vote of a town or by by-law, the 
publication of the proposed rule, regulation or change 
in the warrant for the town meeting shall be deemed 
to satisfy the requirements of this paragraph.”

RULE 1. CLASSIFICATION PLAN. The List of County 
of Suffolk Offices and Positions contained in Schedule B, 
with such amendments as may be made thereto under 
these rules from time to time, shall constitute the Classi- 
fication Plan for offices and positions in the service of 
the County of Suffolk. 


RuLE 2. CLASSIFICATION OF EXISTING POSITIONS. 
All officers and employees of Suffolk County covered by 
the Classification Plan established by the order passed 
by the City Council on April 13, 1931, and approved 
by the Mayor on April 15, 1931, as amended, shall 
continue to be classified as under said plan except that 
persons holding positions scheduled in the “Old Title’’ 
column subjoined hereto shall be, and hereby are, re- 
classified as respectively shown in the ‘‘New Title” 
column subjoined hereto:

RvuLE3. CLASSIFICATION OF NEw Positions. When- 
ever a new position is established or the duties of a 
position are so changed that, in effect, a new position is 
created, the appointing authority shall forthwith report 
this fact to the Supervisor of Personnel with a full state- 
ment of the circumstances and a description of the 
duties as changed. The Supervisor of Personnel shall, 
after an investigation of the actual and proposed duties 
and responsibilities, and subject to the approval of the 
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City Council and the Mayor, classify or reclassify the 
position by allocating it to its appropriate class in 
accordance with the classification plan then in effect or, 
when necessary, by establishing a new class. The 
Supervisor of Personnel may likewise, from time to time, 
make investigations of any or all positions in the service 
and propose to the City Council changes in classification 
whenever the facts are considered to warrant such 
action. 


RuLE 4. AMENDMENT OF THE CLASSIFICATION PLAN. 
The Supervisor of Personnel shall, from time to time, as 
he considers necessary, propose amendments to the 
Classification Plan, together with the reasons therefor. 
Any such amendment may provide for the establishment 
of one of more classes, for changes in the specifications 
of one or more existing classes, or for the combination or 
abolition of existing classes. Any such amendment 
shall become effective upon approval by the City 
Council, subject to the provisions of the City Charter. 


RuLE 5. INTERPRETATION OF CLASS SPECIFICA- 
TIONS. The duties set forth for the various classes of 
positions in Schedule B are hereby declared to have the 
following force and effect: 

(a.) The “duties” statement shall be construed as 
indicative of the kind of position that should be allo- 
cated to the class. The use of a particular expression 
or illustration shall not be held to exclude others not 
mentioned, if similar as to kind or quality. In deter- 
mining the class to which any position should be allo- 
cated, consideration shall be given to the duties as a 
whole as well as to the relationships between classes. 

(b.) The ‘‘duties” statement shall be construed as 
a general description of the kind of work performed by 
the incumbent of a position that properly is allocated 
to the class, and not as prescribing what the duties of 
any position shall be, nor as limiting the express or 
implied power of administrative authorities having 
charge of a department to prescribe or alter the duties 
of any position. 

(c.) No substantial change shall be made in the 
duties of any position, except for a temporary period of 
not more than three months, unless such change shall 
be reported by the administrative authority to the 
Supervisor of Personnel, with a view to a possible reallo- 
cation of the position. 
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Rute 6. ComprnsaTION Puan. The County of 
Suffolk Pay Schedule, as contained in Schedule C ap- 
pended hereto and interpreted in these rules, shall 
constitute the Compensation Plan for offices and posi- 
tions in the service of the County of Suffolk. 


Rute 7. AMENDMENT OF THE COMPENSATION PLAN. 
Whenever in his judgment the compensation for any 
class is in need of revision, the Supervisor of Personnel 
shall report such fact, in writing, to the City Council, to- 
gether with his reason therefor and with revised schedules 
of compensation for such class and also for any class the 
compensation for which would be thrown out of due 
relation by such revision. Any such revision shall be- 
come effective upon approval by the City Council, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the City Charter. 


Ruue 8. INTERPRETATION OF THE COMPENSATION 
ScHEDULE. The rates of pay set forth in the Compen- 
sation Plan represent full compensation for all services 
rendered. No provision of the plan, however, shall pre- 
vent the reimbursement of actual and other expenses 
necessary for the transaction of public business, or the 
payment of overtime, provided satisfactory evidence of 
the necessity of such payments be submitted by adminis- 
trative authorities. 


RuLE 9. STARTING SALARY AND INCREMENTS, AS 
AMENDED SEPTEMBER 1, 1957. 

(a.) Starting Salary. Upon appointment to any 
office or position classified in grade 7, 8, 9, or 10, an 
officer or employee shall be compensated at the rate 
specified for the grade of the office or position in Col- 
umn I of the salary schedule unless he has completed 
five or more years of service with the county. If he has 
completed five or more, but less than seven, years of 
service with the county, he shall, upon appointment to 
an office or position so classified, be compensated at the 
rate so specified in Column II; and if he has completed 
seven or more years of service with the county, he shall, 
upon appointment to a position so classified, be com- 
pensated at the rate so specified in Column III. Upon 
appointment to an office or position classified in a grade 
higher than grade 10, an officer or employee shall be 
compensated at the rate specified for the grade of the 
office or position in Column I of the salary schedule 
unless he has seven or more years of service with the 
county. If he has completed seven or more, but less 
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than eleven, years of service with the county, he shall, 
upon appointment to a position classified in a grade 
higher than grade 10, be compensated at the rate so 
specified in Column II; and if he has completed eleven 
or more years of service with the county, he shall, upon 
appointment to a position classified in a grade higher 
than grade 10, be compensated at the rate so specified 
in Column ITI. 

(b.) Step-rate Increments. Every officer or employee 
holding an office or position classified in grade 7, 8, 9, 
or 10 shall, upon the completion of the first six months, 
and also of the first year, and also of the second year, 
of service in the office or position, be advanced one 
increment. Every officer or employee holding a position 
classified in a grade higher than grade 10 shall, upon the 
completion of the first, also of the second, and also 
of the third, year of service in the office or position, be 
advanced one increment. Upon the written recom- 
mendation of a department head, supported by evidence 
of special fitness and exceptional circumstances, an 
officer or employee may, at any time after appointment, 
with the approval of the Mayor, be deemed for the 
purposes of this paragraph, but for the purposes of this 
paragraph only, to have completed six months or one, 
two, or three years of service in the office or position. 

(c.) Longevity Increments. An officer or employee 
who, upon appointment to an office or position classified 
in grade 7, 8, 9, or 10, has not completed five years of 
service with the county, shall be advanced one increment 
on the completion of five years of service with the 
county, and another increment upon the completion 
of seven years of service with the county; and an officer 
or employee who, upon appointment to an office or 
position so classified, has completed five, but not 
seven, years of service with the county, shall be ad- 
vanced one increment upon the completion of seven ° 
years of service with the county. An officer or em- 
ployee who, upon appointment to an office or position 
classified in a grade higher than grade 10, has not 
completed seven years of service with the county, shall 
be advanced one increment upon the completion of 
seven years of service with the county, and another 
increment on the completion of eleven years of service 
with the county; and an officer or employee who, upon 
appointment to an office or position classified in a 
grade higher than grade 10, has completed seven, but 
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not eleven, years of service with the county, shall be 
advanced one increment on the completion of eleven 
years of service with the county. 


(d.) Computation of Service. Provisional or tempo- 
rary service shall be included in computing length of 
service. Any period during which an officer or em- 
ployee receives no pay, whether the employer-employee 
relationship exists during such period or not, shall 
not be included in computing length of service; provided, 
however, that any such period of less than a month 
may be so included; and provided, further, that all 
periods of absence for military service shall be so in- 
cluded. Service with the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts in a position within the labor or classified 
civil service shall be included in computing length of 
service with the County of Suffolk. Service with the 
Cities of Boston, Chelsea, Revere, and the Town of 
Winthrop, shall also be included in computing length of 
service with the County of Suffolk, but no service with 
any governmental unit other than the County of 
Suffolk, Cities of Boston, Chelsea, Revere, and the 
Town of Winthrop, except service with the Common- 
wealth as aforesaid, shall be included in computing 
length of service with the county. 


(e.) Intent of Rule. The intent of this rule is: 


(A) That an officer or employee holding an office 
or position classified in grade 7, 8, 9, or 10, who has 
completed five or more, but less than seven, years of 
service with the county in any capacity and two 
years of service in such office or position shall be 
compensated at the rate specified in Column V, and 
any such officer or employee who has completed 
seven or more years of service with the county in any 
capacity and two years of service in the office or 
position shall be compensated at the rate specified 
in Column VI; and 

(B) That an officer or employee holding an office 
or position classified in a grade higher than grade 10, 
who has completed seven or more, but less than eleven, 
years of service with the county in any capacity 
and three years of service in the office or position 
shall be compensated at the rate specified in Column 
V, and any such officer or employee who has com- 
pleted eleven or more years of service with the county 
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in any capacity and three years of service in the office 
or position shall be compensated at the rate specified 
in Column VI. 


(f.) Conditions Precedent to Increments. Provi- 
sions for increases are permissive and not mandatory. 
Advancement shall be allowed by the City Auditor 
upon approval by the Mayor of the written reeommenda- 
tion of the department head that the officer or employee 
concerned has attained and maintained a suitable 
standard of efficiency and upon certification by the 
Supervisor of Personnel that the advancement recom- 
mended is in accordance with the compensation plan. 
No salary increases shall become effective unless and 
until an appropriation sufficient to cover the same has 
been made by the City Council, subject to the provi- 
sions of the City Charter. 

(g.) Effectwe Date of Increment. An officer or em- 
ployee becoming entitled to an increment under this 
rule shall receive such increment, if paid on a monthly 
basis, effective with the payroll for the month next suc- 
ceeding that in which he becomes entitled to such incre- 
ment; if paid on a semimonthly basis, effective with the 
payroll for the first half of such next succeeding month; 
and, if paid on a weekly basis, effective with the payroll 
for the first full week of such succeeding month. 

Rue 10. Transrer. A transfer pursuant to the 
Civil Service laws and rules to a position in the same 
classification grade shall be treated as if the officer or 
employee continued in his former position. 

Rute 11. REINSTATEMENT. A reinstatement of an 
officer or employee to an office or position shall be 
treated as if his prior service had been performed imme- 
diately prior to his reinstatement. 

Rute 12. Promotion. The term “appointment” 
as used in RULE 9 shall be deemed to include “‘promo- 
tion”; provided, however, that no salary shall be re- 
duced by reason of a promotion; and provided, further, 
that no promoted officer or employee shall be entitled 
to an increment until his service in the position com- 
bined with his service with the county in any capacity 
entitles him thereto. 

Rue 13. Demotion. Upon demotion, an officer or 
employee shall be compensated as if the years of service 
in the higher position had been performed in the lower 
position. 
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Rue 14. Inirran ADJUSTMENTS TO COMPENSATION 
Pian. Existing salaries shall be adjusted to the pay 
schedule effective April 1, 1952, for officers and em- 
ployees paid monthly or semimonthly, and April 2, 
1952, for weekly paid officers and employees subject to 
the following terms and conditions: 

(a.) An officer or employee in the service of the 
county on April 1, 1952, shall be allocated to the step 
of the grade to which he would have been entitled on 
April 1, 1952, if the number of years served by him in 
the position in which he was then serving had been 
served thereafter; and he shall also be credited with the 
total number of years of his service with the county on 
April 1, 1952, provided, however, that if the aforesaid 
allocation and credit would result in a salary increase 
of more than $9.58 on a weekly basis, such allocation 
and credit shall not be made, but such officer or em- 
- ployee shall be given an increase equivalent to $9.58 on 
a weekly basis. 

(b.) An officer or employee appointed subsequent to 
April 1, 1952, shall be treated as if this Compensation 
Plan were in effect at the time of his appointment; pro- 
vided, however, that if such treatment would result in a 
salary increase of more than $9.58 on a weekly basis, 
the preceding provision of this paragraph shall be in- 
applicable; but the officer or employee shall be given an 
increase equivalent to $9.58 on a weekly basis. 

(c.) Any increment which, if this Compensation 
Plan had been in effect on April 2, 1952, would become, 
or would have become, payable in the month of May, 
1952, or in any subsequent month in 1952, shall be 
deemed to have become payable or to become payable, 
as the case may be, in accordance with the rules of this 
Compensation Plan; provided, however, that the total 
of all increases resulting from the initial adjustment 
and any such increments in 1952 shall not exceed the 
equivalent of $9.58 on a weekly basis. 

(d.) All salary increases, whether by step rate or 
otherwise, granted in the year 1952, or alleged to have 
accrued in 1952 under any former salary plan, shall be 
ae from the salary increase provided for by this 
rule. 

(e.) If the initial adjustment of a temporary, pro- 
visional, or military substitute officer or employee ap- 
pointed prior to December 3, 1952, should result in a 
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salary increase of more than $9.58 on a weekly basis, 
such employee shall be limited to an increase equivalent 
to $9.58 on a weekly basis, effective December 3, 1952. 


(f.) The compensation of any officer or employee 
shall not, by reason of the establishment of this Com- 
pensation Plan, be reduced below that payable to him 
on April 2, 1952; but no officer or employee shall be 
entitled to an increment which would result in a higher 
salary than that provided for by this plan. 


RuLE 15. SUBSEQUENT INCREMENTS TO EMPLOYEES 
SUBJECT TO $9.58 LimiTaTION. Any officer or employee

CONCERNING THE FEES OF THE CITY CLERK FOR

In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Couneil of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION |. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out

RELATIVE TO THE INCINERATION OF REFUSE AT 
REFUSE DISPOSAL INCINERATORS CONSTRUCTED, 
MAINTAINED AND OPERATED BY THE CITY 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-nine 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 27 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as most recently amended by 
chapters 7 and 8 of the Ordinances of 1956, is hereby 
further amended by inserting after the third sentence 
the following sentence:—The department may, upon 
payment of the charge fixed by clause (246A) of sec- 
tion 1 of chapter 40A of these ordinances, receive and 
incinerate refuse at any refuse disposal incinerator con- 
structed, maintained and operated by the city; except 
that it shall not receive thereat any refuse originating 
outside the city. 


Section 2. Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 14 and 
inserting in place thereof the following section :-— 


Section 14. No person, other than employees of the 
city or of a contractor acting for the city while engaged 
in public work, shall transport or carry refuse in, upon 
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or through any street except in accordance with a per- 
mit from the commissioner of public works, who shall 
forthwith revoke such permit if the permittee transports 
or carries to any refuse disposal incinerator constructed, 
maintained and operated by the city any refuse origi- 
nating outside the city. The word “refuse,” as used in 
this paragraph, shall be construed to include rubbish, 
ashes, nonputrescible industrial wastes, and street 
cleanings, but not garbage, offal or other offensive sub- 
stances coming within sections 31A and 31B of chap- 
ter 111 of the General Laws. 

No person shall deposit or dump any house-dirt, 
house-offal, or other refuse matter, except in a place 
approved by the health commissioner, or place outside 
of any building or premises for removal any light refuse 
or rubbish that is likely ,to be scattered or blown about, 
unless the same is properly packed, bundled, or other- 
wise secured. 


SECTION 3. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as appearing in section 2 of chapter 7 
of the Ordinances of 1956, is hereby amended by insert- 
ing after clause (246) the following clause: 


(246A) Refuse, Incineration of. The charge to be 
paid the public works department for receiving refuse 
for incineration other than from an independent con- 
tractor acting for said department shall be 25¢ for each 
hundred pounds.

CONCERNING AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section one hundred 
and one the following: 


AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


SEcTION 101A. (1) On and after May 1, 1948, no 
person managing or controlling any restaurant, cafe, 
tavern or other eating or drinking establishment or 
any inn, hotel, club or public lodging house or any 
store, terminal, public hall, bowling alley, place of 
amusement or other place to which members of the 
public may resort, shall keep or offer for operation 
therein or allow to be kept or offered for operation 
therein any automatic amusement device, unless and 
until such automatic amusement device has been 
licensed by such licensing authority as the mayor shall 
from time to time appoint. Such authority may, upon 
written application and upon such reasonable terms 
and conditions as the mayor may prescribe, grant a 
license for any or all automatic amusement devices 
and may, after written notice to the licensee, suspend 
or, after hearing, revoke the same. The licensing 
authority shall act upon every application for a license 
under this section within fifteen days after the filing 
of such application, shall not deny any application 
except for good cause, and upon the denial of any 
application shall forthwith endorse thereon the reason 
for such denial. No license shall be granted under this 
section for any automatic amusement device unless 
such device is of a type approved by the director of 
standards and necessaries of life under section two hun- 
dred eighty-three of chapter ninety-four of the General 
Laws. No license shall be granted under this section 
for any automatic amusement device to be kept or 
offered for operation upon premises within a radius of

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three hundred feet of a church or a school except after 
a public hearing of which notice shall be given by the 
licensing authority, at the expense of the applicant, to 
the minister, priest, rabbi or other person in charge of 
the church, or the headmaster, principal or other person 
in charge of the school, by registered mail sent at least 
five days (Saturdays, Sundays and holidays excluded) 
before the hearing. 

(2) The term ‘‘automatic amusement device’ as 
used in this section shall be construed as meaning any 
mechanism whereby, upon the deposit therein of a coin 
or token, any apparatus is released or set in motion or 
put in a position where it may be set in motion for the 
purpose of furnishing music or other entertainment 
or for the purpose of playing any game involving, in 
whole or in part, the skill of the player, including, but 
not exclusively, such devices as are commonly known 
as juke boxes, music boxes, phonographs, pinball 
machines (including free play pinball machines), marble 
games, diggers, grab machines, baseball or football 
game machines, bowlers, roll-down machines, target 
machines and horse racing machines. 

(3) Licenses granted under this section, unless 
sooner revoked, shall expire on December thirty-first 
of each year. Every such license shall specify the 
street and number of the premises where the automatic 
amusement device is to be kept or offered for operation 
or give some particular description of such premises, 
shall name the person managing or controlling such 
premises, shall state the type of the automatic amuse- 
ment device to which it relates, and shall protect any 
automatic amusement device of the same type which 
as a substitute or replacement for the automatic amuse- 
ment device licensed may, during the term of the 
license, be kept or offered for operation on the premises 
specified while managed or controlled by the person 
named; but such license shall under no circumstances 
protect an automatic amusement device of a type other 
than the type stated in such license; and such license 
shall not protect the automatic amusement device if in 
any place other than the premises from time to time 
specified in such license or if such premises be managed 
or controlled by any person other than the person fronr 
time to time named in such license. No such license 
shall specify more than one premises at one time. 
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Upon written application, the licensing authority may 
from time to time amend any license granted under this 
section by changing the premises specified or by chang- 
ing the person named as managing or controlling the 
premises or by changing both; provided, however, that 
no premises within a radius of three hundred feet of a 
church or a school shall be specified by amendment 
except after a public hearing of which notice shall have 
been given as hereinbefore provided. 

(4) The annual fee for a license under this section 
for any automatic amusement device other than a 
pinball machine (including a free play pinball machine), 
or for any renewal thereof, shall be twelve dollars. 
The annual fee for such a license for a pinball machine 
Gneluding a free play pinball machine), or for any 
renewal thereof, shall be thirty dollars. The fee for 
any license issued after January thirty-first in any year 
shall be prorated on the basis of the number of months 
in which the license is to be in force compared with 
twelve months. The fee for every change of premises 
and the fee for every change of person shall be two 
dollars. 


(5) Automatic amusement devices lcensed under 
this section shall be so installed on the premises described 
in the license as to be in open view at all times while in 
operation, and shall at all times be available for inspec- 
tion by the mayor and the police commissioner of the 
city of Boston or their authorized agents. 

(6) No person keeping or offering for operation or 
allowing to be kept or offered for operation any auto- 
matic amusement device licensed under this section 
shall permit a minor to operate the same; nor shall he 
use or permit the same to be used for the purpose of 
gambling. 

(7) Any violation of any provision of this section 
or of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the General 
Laws by any person managing or controlling any 
premises where an automatic amusement device licensed 
under this section is kept or offered for operation shall 
be cause for the revocation of all licenses for automatic 
amusement devices kept or offered for operation on 
such premises. 

(8) The mayor may make rules regulating the use 
and operation of automatic amusement devices licensed 
under this section and may require, from time to time, 
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the furnishing of reports concerning the ownership of 
such devices or any interest therein, and any other 
information which he may deem pertinent concerning 
such devices and their use and operation. 


(9) If any of the provisions of this section shall be 
invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provisions, 
and to this end the provisions of this section are hereby 
declared to be severable.

The director 
shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the

CONCERNING THE ORGANIZATION, POWERS AND 
DUTIES OF THE CiTy PLANNING BOARD. 


Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by striking out sections 1, 2 and 3 and 
inserting in place thereof the five following sections :— 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the city planning department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board, known as the city planning 
board, consisting of nine planning commissioners ap- 
pointed by the mayor, of whom at least one shall be 
a registered professional engineer, one a registered archi- 
tect, one a landscape architect or city planner, and one 
a woman. No planning commissioner shall hold any 
office or position under the city government, except 
the office of planning commissioner and offices held 
ex Officio by virtue of being chairman of the city plan- 
ning board; nor shall a planning commissioner hold 
any office or position under any other public body 
politic and corporate or political subdivision of the 
commonwealth exercising powers within the limits of 
the city. 

On or before September 1, 1952, the mayor shall ap- 
point nine planning commissioners to hold office for 
terms commencing September 1, 1952, and expiring, 
in the case of three commissioners, two years, in the 
case of three other commissioners, four years, and in the 
case of three other commissioners, six years, respectively, 
from May 1, 1952. As the term of any planning com- 
missioner so appointed, or of any subsequent planning 
commissioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
by the mayor for a term of six years. Any vacancy in 
the office of a planning commissioner shall be filled 
by the mayor for the unexpired term. Notwithstanding 
the provisions of their respective appomtments, the 
terms of the members of the city planning board in 
office when this section takes effect shall expire on 
September 1, 1952. 

The city planning board shall elect one of its members 
as chairman and another as vice chairman. Said board 
shall also elect a secretary who need not be a member of 
said board. The members of the city planning board

shall serve without compensation, but shall be reim- 
bursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 

Sect. 2. Subject to the civil service laws and rules, 
so far as the same may be applicable, the city planning 
board shall appoint a director of city planning and such 
other officers and employees as said board may deem 
necessary or expedient, and may remove the same, and 
define their duties, and fix their compensation; provided, 
however, that no person shall be appointed director of 
city planning without the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 3. The city planning board shall have the 
powers and perform the duties from time to time con- 
ferred or imposed upon planning boards created under 
section 70 of chapter 41 of the General Laws. The city 
planning board shall also from time to time make studies 
and reports on the resources, possibilities and needs of 
the city, and acting by a majority of all its members, 
shall make and from time to time add to or amend a 
master plan for the improvement and development of 
the city, showing, in addition to such other things as in 
the opinion of said board will promote the coordinated 
improvement and development of the city and the 
health, safety and welfare of its inhabitants, existing 
and recommended use and bulk districts and pierhead 
and bulkhead lines, existing and recommended use of 
land for public and private purposes, existing and recom- 
mended public and private ways and parkways, existing 
and recommended bridges, viaducts and tunnels, exist- 
ing and recommended transportation facilities, existing 
and recommended parks, playgrounds and recreational 
facilities, and existing and recommended sites of public 
buildings, works and projects, including housing and 
urban redevelopment projects and off-street parking 
facilities. 

Sect. 4. No board or officer of the city or county 
having power to incur, in carrying on the work of the 
department, office or undertaking entrusted to it or him, 
obligations payable from the treasury of the city shall 
request the mayor to originate any appropriation or 
loan order for any capital improvement unless within 
the preceding six months such board or officer has re- 
ferred such capital improvement to the city planning 
board and requested said board to report specifically 
upon such capital improvement and accompanies the 
request to the mayor with the report of said board 
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thereon or a certificate by the secretary of said board 
that said board was duly requested to report specifically 
on such capital improvement but has allowed two 
months to elapse without making such report. Referral 
of capital improvements to the city planning board 
under this section shall be deemed mandatory. 

Sect. 5. Every board and officer of the city and 
county having power to incur, in carrying on the work 
of the department, office or undertaking entrusted to it 
or him, obligations payable from the “treasury of the 
city, shall submit to the city planning board on or before 
October first in each year, in such form as said board 
shall require, a list of all capital improvements proposed 
to be made in carrying on the work of such department, 
office or undertaking in the six succeeding years. The 
city planning board shall forthwith after October first 
in each year proceed to prepare, upon the basis of such 
lists and of its own studies, a capital improvement 
program for each of the six succeeding years, and shall, 
not later than the second Monday of the succeeding 
January, submit such programs, with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto, to the mayor, who, 
not later than the first Monday of the sueceeding March, 
shall submit such programs, revised as he shall think 
proper, to the city council. Subject to such further 
revisions as the mayor shall from time to time consider 
advisable, the programs so submitted to the city council 
shall be deemed the capital improvement program of the 
city until the second Monday of the succeeding Janu- 
ary. [Approved August 5, 1952.

No family 
use, or commercial use, shellfish permit shall be trans- 
ferable. Every family use, and every commercial use, 
shellfish permit, shall, unless sooner revoked, expire on 
the fifteenth day of whichever of the months of Jan- 
uary, May or September next succeeds the month in 
which such permit is granted.

from Marine Park to Castle Island as hes within fifteen 
hundred feet of the upland of Castle Island; provided,

further, that the amount taken for any family shall not 
exceed in any one week one bushel of any or all kinds 
of shellfish; and provided, further, that no shellfish 
shall be taken from so much of said area as shall from 
time to time be determined under section 74 of chapter 
130 of the General Laws to be contaminated except in 
accordance with a permit granted under section 75 
of said chapter 130.

Kach member of the board of appeal shall receive 
for every day or part thereof of actual service twenty- 
five dollars; but in no event shall any member of said 
board receive in any one year more than thirty-five 
hundred dollars in the aggregate for services rendered 
by him under the building code and the zoning law.

CHAPTER 7. 


AMENDING DIVERS PROVISIONS OF THE BOSTON 
ButILDING CopDE 


SECTION 1. Section 111 of Chapter 479 of the Acts of 
1938, as amended by sections 29, 30 and 31 of Chapter 2 
of the Ordinances of 1948, is hereby further amended by 
striking out the last sentence of paragraph (e) and insert- 
ing in place thereof the following two sentences:—Any 
permit issued shall become invalid unless the work 
authorized by it shall have been commenced within six 
months after its issuance; provided, that for cause one 
or more extensions of time, for periods not exceeding 
three months each, may be allowed in writing by the 
commissioner, except that in no event shall the time for 
commencing the work be extended beyond eighteen 
months after the issuance of the permit. Any permit 
issued may be revoked by the commissioner at any time 
after notice and hearing if there is a false statement or 
misrepresentation of a material fact in the application 
for the permit or in the plans or computations filed 
therewith, or if the work authorized by the permit 
violates any provision of this code or other provision of 
law or the permit is otherwise issued in error, or if in the 
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course of the work there is any violation of any provision 
of this code or other provision of law, or if after com- 
mencement of the work there is unreasonable delay in 
completing the work, or if there is other good cause for 
revocation of the permit. 

SECTION 2. The second paragraph of subdivision (c) 
of Section 1417 of said Chapter 479, as appearing in 
Section 171 of Chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1943, is 
hereby amended by striking out the first two sentences 
and inserting in place thereof the following two sentences: 
— Posts shall be well braced the full story height, and 
walls shall be framed to them by a stud-sized brace at- 
tached to the post just below the girt and running in the 
wall at an angle not more than sixty degrees from the 
vertical, attached at the other end to the girt or sill. 
These braces shall be horizontally braced at the corner 
post at least once in each story, and the studs which they 
intersect shall be well fastened above and below the 
brace.

The word “officer’’ shall include officers and 
boards in charge of departments and the members of 
such boards; and the word ‘‘subordinate”’ shall include 
all assistants, deputies, and employees appointed by an 
officer.

Every officer in charge of a department 
shall to the best of his ability cause all statutes, ordi- 
nances, regulations, and orders relating to the duties of 
his department to be observed and enforced, and sub- 
ject to the civil service laws and rules, when applicable, 
shall employ, fix the compensation of, and may dis- 
charge for such cause as he shall deem sufficient and 
cause to be recorded in the records of his department, 
all subordinates in his department; provided, however, 
that none but citizens shall be employed in any capacity; 
and provided, further, that no emergency, provisional, 
temporary, intermittent, permanent or other appoint- 
ment, transfer or promotion nor any reinstatement 
except upon the expiration of a suspension or a valid 
leave of absence, nor any increase in the compensation, 
nor any change in the title or rating, of any subordinate 
shall take effect until approved in writing by the director 
of administrative services except in cases where the 
mayor by a writing orders otherwise. The director of 
administrative services shall file each day with the 
mayor a copy of all approvals given by him on the 
preceding day under this section.

If the officer in charge of any depart- 
ment shall at any time have the care, custody and 
management of any personal property belonging to the 
city which is not required for the purposes of such 
department, he shall by a writing executed in triplicate, 
one copy of which shall be retained by him, one copy 
filed with the city auditor and one copy delivered to 
the purchasing agent, transfer the care, custody and 
management of such personal property to the purchas- 
ing agent, who, if such personal property is required 
for the purposes of another department, shall by a 
writing executed in like manner transfer the care, 
custody and management thereof to the officer in 
charge of such department and, if such personal prop- 
erty is not so required and he estimates the value 
thereof not to exceed five hundred dollars, may, with 
the written approval of the mayor, lease, sell or other- 
wise dispose of the same at such time, for such price 
and in such manner as he shall adjudge most advan- 
tageous to the city.

The board in charge of the library de- 
partment may, and the officer in charge of every other 
department shall, when material or supplies of any 
kind, including printing and binding, are required, 
obtain the same from the purchasing agent by requisi- 
tion in writing on forms furnished by said agent, who 
shall cause to be included in the annual report of the 
administrative services board a statement of the cost 
of all printing, binding and other material and supplies 
furnished each department. 

Section 8. Said chapter 3 is hereby further amended 
by striking out section 22 and inserting in place thereof 
the following section: 

Any officer may, with the approval of 
the mayor, by a writing deposited with the city auditor,

CHAPTER 3A. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 


* Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Administrative Services Department, 
which shall be under the charge of a board, known as 
the Administrative Services Board, consisting of an 
officer, known as the Director of Administrative Services, 
who shall be chairman of the board, an officer known as 
the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer known as the 
Purchasing Agent, and the city auditor and the city 
treasurer, ex officiis. The director of administrative 
services, the supervisor of personnel, and the purchasing 
agent shall be appointed by the mayor for a term expir- 
ing on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is 
elected, and shall devote their whole time to the duties 
of their respective offices. The director of administrative 
services shall exclusively have the powers, and perform 
the duties, of a department head with respect to the 
appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation and 
indemnification of subordinates for the administrative 
services department and the several officers thereof. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the administrative 
services board, and more especially of the director of 
administrative services, to make, under the mayor, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the organ- 
ization, activities, policies and procedures of all depart- 
ments, boards and officers so that the administration 
thereof shall be economical and efficient. The adminis- 
trative services board shall divide the administrative 
services department from time to time into such divisions 
as said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. The director of administra- 
tive services shall, from time to time as written studies 
and recommendations are made by him or by the ad- 
ministrative services board, and at such times as the 
city council may order, file a copy thereof with the

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city clerk for transmission to the city council, and 
shall cause to be included in the annual report of said 
board, summaries of all such studies and reeommenda- 
tions. 

* Section 3. The director of administrative services 
shall, under the direction of the mayor, prepare in 
segregated form the annual and all supplementary 
budgets to be submitted by the mayor to the city council, 
and shall report to the mayor on all subsequent revisions 
of the items in any budget. The director of adminis- 
trative services shall also prepare under the direction 
of the mayor all transfer orders to be submitted by the 
mayor to the city council under section 3B of chapter 
486 of the acts of 1909. The director of administrative 
services shall further prepare under the direction of the 
mayor the form of estimate sheets to be used by each 
officer, board and department, and each division of a 
department, for which the city appropriates money, 
and the form of monthly report of such officer, board 
and department, and each division thereof, showing 
expenditures to date of all appropriations by item. The 
director of administrative services shall, in addition, 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed on the budget commissioner by any statute 
other than section 56 of chapter 35 of the General Laws. 

Section 4. The supervisor of personnel shall (a) estab- 
lish and maintain personnel records, as complete as 
practicable, for all persons in the service of the city, 
(b) make a continuing study of personnel problems, 
employment conditions and economic changes affecting 
the several departments of the city, (c) recommend, 
from time to time to the mayor and the several officers 
appointing subordinates, programs designed to provide 
opportunities for career service with the city and admin- 
istrative policies tending to improve and coordinate 
the handling of personnel matters, (d) supervise the 
administration of all compensation plans established 
for employees of the city and recommend such changes 
in those plans as from time to time shall seem to him 
necessary or advisable, and (e) have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the budget 
commissioner by section 56 of chapter 35 of the General 
Laws. The supervisor of personnel shall furnish the 
director of administrative services such assistance as 
said director shall require in connection with the per-

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formance by said director of his duties under section 
three of this chapter. 

Section 5. The purchasing agent shall, when satis- 
fied of the legality of any requisition in writing signed 
by the officer in charge of a department requiring 
material or supplies of -any kind, at once comply with 
such requisition and furnish the material or supplies 
requisitioned, shall require suitable evidence that the 
material or supplies furnished are accepted by the 
officer issuing the requisition, and shall keep suitable 
records of all requisitions received and materials and 
supplies furnished. 

Section 6. The purchasing agent shall have charge 
of the printing plant, shall, when satisfied of the legality 
of any requisition in writing signed by any officer to 
whom the city is required by law to furnish printing 
or binding, supply the printing or binding requisitioned, 
and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing and binding. All printed matter done for the 
city shall, so far as it can legally do so, bear the imprint 
of the union label of the Allied Printing Trades Council 
of Boston. 

Section 7. The purchasing agent shall number and 
print as city documents copies of the mayor’s inaugural 
or annual address, the department reports and such 
other matter as may be ordered to be printed in the 
form of a city document by the city council or by the 
mayor. The number of copies of each document to be 
printed shall, unless specified by the city council, be 
determined by the mayor; provided, however, that the 
minimum shall be two hundred, of which number one 
hundred copies shall be bound in sets of volumes con- 
taining all such city documents with an alphabetical 
index. All city documents and sets of volumes shall 
be delivered to the city messenger and distributed in 
such manner as the city council may direct. Special 
publications shall, from time to time, be printed on 
order of the city council approved by the mayor, to 
which the provisions of this section except as to distri- 
bution, shall not apply. 

Section 8. There shall be in the administrative 
services department a board, known as the Art Com- 
mission, consisting of five commissioners appointed 
by the mayor as follows:— one from three candidates 
nominated by The Boston Society of Architects, one 
from three candidates nominated by the Copley Society 
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of Boston, one from three candidates nominated by 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, one from 
three candidates nominated by the Museum of Fine 
Arts, and one from three candidates nominated by the 
Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston. 
The members of the board of art commissioners in 
office immediately prior to the taking effect of this 
ordinance and hereinafter called the expiring board 
shall, without further nomination or appointment, 
become the initial commissioners of the art commission 
created by this ordinance and shall serve in the case 
of the member appointed upon nomination of The 
Boston Society of Architects, for a term expiring 
May 1, 1955, in the case of the member appointed 
upon nomination of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, for a term expirmg May 1, 1954, in the 
case of the member appointed upon nomination of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, for a term expiring May 1, 1958, 
in the case of the member appointed upon nomination 
of the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston, for a term expiring May 1, 1956, and in the 
ease of the member appointed upon nomination of the 
Boston Art Club, for a term expiring upon the qualifi- 
cation of the commissioner first appointed upon nomi- 
nation of the Copley Society of Boston, who shall 
serve for a term expiring May 1, 1957. As the term 
of any initial commissioner other than the member 
of the expiring board appointed upon nomination 
of the Boston Art Club, or of any subsequent com- 
missioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
in like manner as such commissioner for a term of 
five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be 
filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. 
The members of the art commission shall serve without 
compensation. Any secretary elected by the commis- 
sion outside of its own membership shall also serve 
without compensation. 

The art commission shall not be subject to the super- 
vision or control of the administrative services board 
or any member thereof; but unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, the art commission shall not communicate 
with the mayor except through the director of adminis- 
trative services and shall not make any annual or other 
report except through the administrative services board. 

The art commission shall have the powers and _per- 
form the duties conferred or imposed by law on the 
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board of art commissioners in existence immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance. 


SecTION 10. Chapter 4 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby repealed; and the art department, includ- 
ing the board of art commissioners, 1s hereby abolished; 
and the powers, duties and appropriations of said de- 
partment are hereby transferred to the art commission 
created in the administrative services department by 
section 9 of this ordinance. 


SECTION 11. Chapter 6 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 6 and 
inserting in place thereof the following section: 

Section 6. The auditor, at the close of each month, 
shall charge as an expenditure of a department the 
transaction, act, or neglect of which caused a claim or 
suit, the amount paid in settlement, or on execution, 
therefor, unless provision is made for such payment 
out of some other appropriation; shall charge the amount 
of every bill allowed by him for printing or binding 
furnished any department by the purchasing agent — 
during such month, except city documents, to the ap- 
propriation for the department to which the same was 
furnished, and shall credit such amount to the general 
revenue of the city; and shall charge to the appropri- 
ation for each division of the public works department, 
or to the appropriation for any special work, the amount 
of all bills for materials, tools or machinery furnished 
~for such division, or for such work, by other divisions 
of said department, and shall credit such amount to 
the general revenue of the city, unless such materials, 
tools or machinery have been furnished by the water 
service, in which case the amount charged shall be 
credited to the water income. 

Chapter 8 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the budget department, 
including the office of budget commissioner, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers and duties conferred or im- 
posed on the budget commissioner by section 56 of 
chapter 35 of the General Laws and the appropriations 
relating to such powers and duties, are hereby trans- 
ferred to the supervisor of personnel created by section 9 
of this ordinance; and all other powers, duties and ap- 
propriations of said budget department are hereby 
transferred to the director of administrative services 
created by said section 9. 
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SecTION 13. Chapter 24 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as amended by sections 2, 3 and 4 of chapter 3 
of the Ordinances of 1952, is hereby repealed; and the 
printing department, including the office of superin- 
tendent of printing, is hereby abolished; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of said superintendent with 
respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates are 
hereby transferred to the director of administrative 
services created by section 9 of this ordinance; and all 
other powers, duties and appropriations of the printing 
department are hereby transferred to the purchasing 
agent created by said section 9. 

SecTION 14. Chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as amended by sections 6 and 7 of chapter 3 of 
the Ordinances of 1952, is hereby repealed; and the 
supply department, including the office of superintendent 
of supplies, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of the superintendent of supplies 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates are 
hereby transferred to the director of administrative 
services created by section 9 of this ordinance; and all 
other powers, duties and appropriations of said depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the purchasing agent 
created by said section 9. 

Section 15. Every person holding an office or posi- 
tion subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if 
the office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a department or agency created, or a department or 
agency not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such 
person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights 
to retirement with pension that shall have accrued or 
would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as 
if such abolition had not taken place. As used in this 
section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as defined 
in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended 
by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 

Section 16. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the Acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
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office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 
rank or, except as provided in section 3 of this ordinance, 
be reduced in compensation. 

Section 17. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary not- 
withstanding, this ordinance shall be published by the 
action of the city council in passing the same. 

SecTION 18. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1954. [Approved December 31, 1953. 





CHAPTHR 9. 


PROVIDING FoR Notice oF HEARING ON PETITIONS 
FOR JITNEY LICENSES. 

Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after Section 92 the fol-

Section 92A. No person shall prosecute a petition 
to the city council for a license under Section 1 of 
Chapter 159A of the General Laws unless at his own 
expense he has caused to be published, in a newspaper 
of general circulation published in the city, at least 
seven days before the public hearing to be held by the 
committee on licenses of the city council, a notice of 
the time and place of such hearing, nor unless at his 
own expense he has also sent by registered mail not 
less than seven days before such hearing a copy of 
such notice to the police commissioner, the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority, and such persons as shall 
file with the clerk of committees a written request for 


notices under this section.

Section 1. The mayor shall appoint heads of de- 
partments and members of municipal boards and fill 
vacancies therein in the manner provided by law. He 
shall, in the municipal year in which the term of the 
incumbent expires, appoint the following officers, to 
serve for the terms hereinafter specified : 

For the term of three years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: four overseers 
of the public welfare.

The mayor may, upon payment to the 
collector-treasurer of the amount due on the mortgage of 
an estate mortgaged to the city, discharge or release the 
mortgage, or assign the same without recourse to the 
city, and may execute and deliver in behalf of the city 
any and all legal instruments necessary to effectuate 
such discharge, release or assignment.

Section 2. The collector-treasurer and the city auditor, 
before, and the city clerk, within five days after, enter- 
ing upon the duties of their respective offices and 
annually thereafter and at such other times as the 
mayor shall determine, shall give bond to the city, in 
the case of the collector-treasurer, in the penal sum of 
five hundred thousand dollars, in the case of the city 
auditor, in the penal sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars, and in the case of the city clerk, in the penal 
sum of five thousand dollars.

Every bond given under this 
section shall be executed by a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety, 
shall be approved by the mayor, and shall be filed 
with the city auditor except that the bond of the city 
auditor shall be filed with the collector-treasurer. 

Section 3. Every person intrusted with the collection, 
custody or disbursement of public moneys who is not 
required by statute or other ordinance to give bond 
shall, if the officer appointing him so requires, give be- 
fore entering upon the duties of his office or position 
and annually thereafter and at such other times as such 
officer shall determine, a bond running to the city or, 
if such officer is bonded to the city upon the condition 
set forth in section two, to such officer, in such penal 
sum not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, with such 
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surety, and upon such condition as such officer shall 
prescribe. Every bond given under this section running 
to the city shall be filed with the city auditor. 

Section 4. The premium for the surety upon any 
bond given under section two or section three of this 
chapter or section four of chapter thirty-six shall be 
allowed and paid as an expense of the department of 
which the principal on the bond is an officer or employee.

Section 6. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Examiners of Gas- 
fitters, consisting of the building commissioner and the 
health commissioner, ex officiis, and a member appointed 
by the mayor. The appointive member shall be a 
licensed master gasfitter who shall have been continu- 
ously engaged in business as a master gasfitter during 
the five years next preceding his appointment. The 
appointive member of the board of examiners of gas- 
fitters in office when this ordinance takes effect shall 
serve for a term expiring on May 1, 1954.

SECTION 25. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by adding at the end the following caption and

Public Safety Commission. 

* Section 8. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Safety Commission, 
consisting of the director of administrative services, the 
building commissioner, the fire commissioner, the health

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commissioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic 
commission, ex officiis. It shall be the duty of said com- 
mission to coordinate the work of the building, fire and 
health departments to the end that there may be efficient 
and concerted action by said departments. Said com- 
mission shall meet at least once each month, at the call of 
the director of administrative services, for the purpose of 
discharging said duty. 

There shall be in the public safety commission a com- 
mittee, known as the Committee on Licenses, consist- 
ing of the building commissioner, the fire commis- 
sioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic commis- 
sion, ex officiis. Said committee shall have the powers 
and perform the duties conferred or imposed on the 
board of street commissioners by chapter 148 of the 
General Laws, as amended, by chapter 577 of the acts of 
19138, as amended, by chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, 
as amended, and by chapter 349 of the acts of 1953. 

Neither the public safety commission nor the com- 
mittee on licenses shall be subject to the supervision or 
control of the building commissioner except as he acts 
as a member thereof; but unless otherwise ordered by 
the mayor, neither said commission nor said com- 
mittee shall communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the building 
commissioner. 

SECTION 26. The board of appeal, the board of 
examiners and the board of examiners of gasfitters are 
hereby placed in the building department but not under 
the supervision or control of the building commissioner; 
and the respective powers, duties, appropriations and 
personnel of said boards are hereby transferred with 
them except that, unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, none of said boards shall communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the building commissioner. 

SECTION 27. Chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1952

Sect. 6. There shall be in the city planning depart- 
ment the board of zoning adjustment provided for by 
section 20 of chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended. 
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Said board shall exercise the powers and perform the 
duties provided by statute. Said board shall not be 
subject to the supervision or control of the city planning 
board; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the 
board of zoning adjustment shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the city planning board. 

SECTION 28. The board of zoning adjustment is 
hereby placed in the city planning department but not 
under the supervision or control of the city planning 
board; and the powers, duties, appropriations and _ per- 
sonnel of the board of zoning adjustment are hereby 
transferred with it except that, unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, said board shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the city planning board. 

SECTION 29. Chapter 14 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the collecting de- 
partment, including the office of city collector, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
said department are hereby transferred to the treasury 
department as reorganized by sections 64 and 65 of 
this ordinance.

CHAPTER 17. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Health Department, which shall be under 
the charge of an officer, known as the Health Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected. 
The health commissioner may appoint, subject to the 
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approval of the mayor, an assistant health commissioner, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of his duties 
and shall hold office until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. The assistant health commissioner shall per- 
form such duties as may be assigned to him from time to 
time by the health commissioner. 


Section 2. There shall be in the health department a 
health division under the direct charge of the health com- 
missioner, a registry division under the charge of a city 
registrar appointed by the health commissioner, and a 
weights and measures division under the charge of a 
sealer appointed by the mayor. The health commissioner 
may appoint, subject to the approval of the mayor, not 
exceeding three assistant city registrars for the registry 
division; and the mayor may appoint a chief deputy 
sealer and not exceeding seventeen deputy sealers for the 
weights and measures division. 


Health Division. 


Section 3. There shall be in the health division the 
following sections:—section of general services, section 
of medical services, section of environmental sanita- 
tion, and section of local health service. Each section 
shall be in charge of a director appointed by the health 
commissioner. The health commissioner may from 
time to time determine the bureaus, if any, within each 
of said sections, and shall appoint the heads of such 
bureaus. In appointing the director of a section or the 
head of a bureau, the health commissioner shall certify 
that in his opinion the person appointed is an expert 
in the work which will devolve upon him, that he is a 
person specially fitted by education, training or expe- 
rience to perform the duties of the position, and that 
the appointment is made solely in the interest of the 
city, such certificate to be filed with the city clerk and 
to be open to public inspection.

Section 4. The health commissioner shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the board of health of the city or upon the 
chairman thereof; shall have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed on the office of health 
commissioner by section 2 of chapter 1 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1927; shall include in his annual report a

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review of the sanitary condition of the city; shall keep 
on hand, so far as practicable, a sufficient quantity of 
vaccine virus and antitoxin, and supply the same free 
of charge to the physicians in the several departments; 
shall appoint one or more medical inspectors and 
require them to vaccinate and revaccinate all inhabit- 
ants of the city who apply for vaccination, and to give 
certificates of vaccination required for admission to the 
public schools; and shall appoint a superintendent of 
peddlers and require him to see that every hawker 
and peddler conforms to law. 
Registry Division. 

Section 5. The city registrar shall have custody of 
all records, books and papers belonging to the city, 
relating to births, marriages and deaths, shall have the 
powers and perform the duties from time to time con- 
ferred or imposed on clerks of towns in Massachusetts 
by chapter 46, and by section 16 of chapter 66, of the 
General Laws, and may pay, out of any funds received 
by him, the fees due to persons making returns under 
the requirements of law. 


Section 6. The official seal which the city shall 
provide for use by the city registrar and assistant city 
registrars shall be in the form prescribed by section 4 
of chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 as 
appearing in chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1902. 


Section 7. The certificate or attestation of an as- 
sistant city registrar shall have the same force and 
effect as that of the city registrar. 


Section 8. The city registrar shall file annually with 
the health commissioner a statement of the number 
of births, marriages and deaths recorded in his office 
during the previous year; and said commissioner shall 
include such statement in his annual report. Unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the city registrar shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through the health commissioner. 


Weights and Measures Division. 

Section 9. The sealer shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed by general laws applicable to Boston on 
sealers appointed under section 34 of chapter 98 of 
the General Laws, shall have direction of the deputy 
sealers, shall keep records showing the work done and 
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the fees earned, in the ree aes and measures division, 
and shall daily pay over to the collector-treasurer all fees 
received by him or the deputy sealers, who shall per- 
form the work respectively assigned to them by the 
sealer and shall daily pay over to him all fees received 
by them. Unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the 
sealer shall not communicate with the mayor, or make 
any annual or other report, except through the health 
commissioner. 

SECTION 32. Chapter 18 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out 
section 1 and inserting in place thereof the following 
section : — | 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Hospital Department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board of five trustees who shall 
have charge of the city hospital, the sanatorium and 
the Long Island hospital (Gnecluding the viaduct be- 
tween Long Island and Moon Island and the approaches 
to said viaduct) and of the care and maintenance 
thereof, shall make all needful improvements in the 
lands and grounds connected therewith, shall have 
charge of all real estate held for purposes connected 
with said institutions, and shall pay or cause to be 
paid to the collector-treasurer the income thereof. Said 
trustees shall also investigate all questions relating to 
the commitment of the insane.

Chapter 22 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out the 
caption “‘PARK DEPARTMENT” and inserting in place 
thereof the caption ‘‘PARKS AND RECREATION DEPART- 
MENT’’. 

SECTION 37. Section 1 of said chapter 22 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 1 and inserting 
in place thereof the following section :— 

Section 1. ‘There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Parks and Recreation Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board, known as the 
Parks and Recreation Commission, consisting of an 
officer, known as the Commissioner of Parks and Rec- 
reation, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
who shall be chairman of the board, shall devote his 
whole time to the work, and shall serve in the stead of 
the chairman of the park commissioners as an associate 
commissioner of the Boston traffic commission, and 
four other officers, known as Associate Commissioners 
of Parks and Recreation, appointed by the mayor. 
The associate commissioners first appointed shall serve, 
according to the provisions of their respective appoint- 
ments, for terms commencing upon their respective 
dates of appointment and expiring, in the case of one, 
one year, in the case of another, two years, in the case 
of another, three years, and in the case of the other, 
four years, from May 1, 1954. As the term of any 
such associate commissioner, or of any subsequent as- 
sociate commissioner, expires, his successor shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term of four years. Any 
vacancy in the office of an associate commissioner shall 
be filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. The 
associate commissioners shall serve without pay. 

SECTION 38. Said chapter 22 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 2 and inserting in 
place thereof the following section :— 

- Section 2. The commissioner of parks and recrea- 
tion shall exclusively have the powers, and perform 
the duties, of a department head with respect to the 
making of contracts and the appointment, suspension, 
discharge, compensation and indemnification of sub- 
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ordinates for the department; but otherwise the board 
shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on boards of park 
commissioners of cities in Massachusetts by general 
laws applicable to Boston and, except as aforesaid, shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the board of park commissioners 
and board of recreation in existence immediately prior 
to the taking effect of this ordinance. The board shall 
further have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on it by law.

SECTION 48. Chapter 25 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as amended by chapter 1 of the second 
series of the Ordinances of 1947 and by section 5 of 
chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1952, is hereby repealed; 
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and the public buildings department, including the 
office of superintendent of public buildings, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations 
of the superintendent of public buildings with respect 
to the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensa- 
tion and indemnification of subordinates are hereby 
transferred to the commissioner of real property created 
by section 58 of this ordinance; and all other powers, 
duties and appropriations of the public buildings de- 
partment are hereby transferred to the assistant com- 
missioner of real property created by said section 58. 

SECTION 44. Chapter 26 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the public welfare 
department is hereby renamed the welfare department. 

SECTION 45. Section 1 of chapter 27 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out the words “The department of public works shall 
be under the charge of the commissioner of public 
works, who shall be a civil engineer of recognized 
standing in his profession;’”’ and inserting in place 
thereof the words “There shall be in the city a depart- 
ment, known as the Public Works Department, which 
shall be under the charge of an officer, known as the 
Commissioner of Public Works, who shall be a civil 
engineer of recognized standing in his profession ap- 
pointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected;’’. 

SECTION 46. Said chapter 27 is hereby amended 
by striking out section 2 and inserting in place thereof 
the following section :— 

Section 2. The commissioner of public works shal] 
have the jurisdiction vested by statute in the board of 
street commissioners in relation to the planting and 
removal of trees in the public ways and to the use of 
public ways for any temporary obstruction of projec- 
tion in, under or over the same; but such jurisdiction 
shall only be exercised with the written approval of the 
mayor in each instance. The commissioner shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the board of street commissioners 
in relation to the use of parts of public ways for the 
storage and sale of merchandise.

SECTION 50. Said chapter 27 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 13 and inserting in 
place thereof the following section :— 


Section 13. The commissioner shall issue such a 
permit to a building mover actually engaged in the 
business, for the purpose of moving a building through 
the streets, on condition the terms of which shall be 
those stated in section nine of this chapter; provided, 
that an application for such permit, describing the 
locations from and to which, and the route over which, 
the building is to be moved, the length, width and height 
of the building, and the principal material of its exterior 
and roof, and accompanied by the written consent 
of the building commissioner to the placing of the 
building on the lot proposed, shall be first made to the 
commissioner. Whenever it appears that the moving 
of a building will encumber the tracks of any railroad 
corporation, a public hearing shall be given by the 
commissioner upon the subject before such permit is 
issued.

SECTION 52. Section 20 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “‘street com- 
missioners’? and inserting in place thereof the words 
“nublic improvement commission.” 

SECTION 53. Section 23 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out, in the first sentence, 
the words ‘‘city collector” and inserting in place thereof 
the word ‘‘collector-treasurer.”’ 
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SECTION 54. Section 28 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out, wherever appearing in 
clause 5, the words ‘“‘the city collector’? and ‘‘the 
collector’? and inserting in place thereof, in each in- 
stance, the word ‘‘the collector-treasurer ”’. 

SECTION 55. Said chapter 27 is hereby amended 
by striking out section 29 and inserting in place thereof 
the following section :— 

Section 29. Except as otherwise provided by statute, 
the commissioner of public works shall have full charge 
of all engineering work of every nature and description 
connected with all public works and all public improve- 
ments, and shall make such surveys, plans, estimates, 
statements and descriptions, and take such levels, as 
any officer of the city may need in the discharge of his 
duties, and shall have the custody of all surveys and 
plans relating to the laying out, relocating, altering, 
widening, constructing, making specific repairs on, and 
discontinuing public ways and alleys. 

SECTION 56. Section 33 of said chapter 27 is hereby 
amended by striking out the first sentence and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentence:—The commis- 
sioner shall divide the public works department from 
time to time into a survey division and such other divi- 
sions as the commissioner shall adjudge necessary for 
the proper conduct of the department. 

SECTION 57. Said chapter 27 is hereby further 
amended by striking out sections 35 and 36 and inserting 
in place thereof the following sections :— 

Section 35. The commissioner shall, in his annual 
report, include a statement of the repairs and expendi- 
tures on each street and each bridge under his charge, of 
the number of times each draw of a bridge has been 
opened for the passage of vessels, of the number of 
vessels laden with cargo that have passed through each 
draw, of the number of water takers and the purposes 
for which the water is taken, of the number and kind of 
water meters installed during the previous year, of the 
number and kind of water meters in use, of the number 
of cases where the water has been shut off, and of the 
number and amount of abatements which have been 
made during the preceding year on water rates. 

Section 36. There shall be in the public works depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Improvement Com- 
mission, consisting of the commissioner of public works, 
the commissioner of real property and the chairman of

the Boston trafhe commission, ex officus. The public 
improvement commission shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the commissioner of public 
works except as he acts as a member of said commission ; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the public 
improvement commission shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the commissioner of public works. The public 
improvement commission shall have all powers and per- 
form all duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of street commissioners except (a) those conferred 
or imposed on the committee on licenses in the public 
safety commission by section eight of chapter nine of 
these ordinances, (6) those conferred or imposed on the 
commissioner of public works by section two of this 
chapter and section forty of chapter forty of these ordi- 
nances, and (c) those conferred or imposed on the real 
property board by section one of chapter twenty-seven A 
of these ordinances. 


SECTION 58. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 27 
the following new chapter :— 


CHAPTER 27A. 


REAL PROPERTY DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Real Property Department, which shall 
be under the charge of a board, known as the Real 
Property Board, consisting of an officer, known as the 
Commissioner of Real Property, appointed by the 
mayor, who shall be chairman of the board and shall 
serve in the stead of the chairman of the board of street 
commissioners as an associate commissioner of the 
Boston traffic commission, an officer, known as the 
Assistant Commissioner of Real Property, appointed 
by the mayor, and three other officers, known as Asso- 
ciate Commissioners of Real Property, who shall be 
the chairman of the city planning board, ex officio, 
and two other persons appointed by the mayor. The 
commissioner of real property and the assistant com- 
missioner of real property shall each be appointed for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected and shall devote their whole time 
to the work. The associate commissioners first ap- 
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pointed shall serve, according to the provisions of their 
respective appointments, for terms commencing upon 
their respective dates of appointment and expiring, in 
the case of one associate commissioner, one year, and 
in the case of the other associate commissioner, two 
years, from May 1, 1954. As the term of any such 
associate commissioner, or of any subsequent appoin- 
tive associate commissioner, expires, his successor shall 
be appointed by the mayor for a term of two years. 
Any vacancy in the office of an appointive associate 
commissioner shall be filled by the mayor for the un- 
expired term. The associate commissioners of real 
property shall receive no compensation for their services 
as such associate commissioners. 

The real property board shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the board 
of real estate commissioners by chapter 434 of the acts 
of 1943, as amended, and by chapter 474 of the acts of 
1946, as amended. The real property board shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the board of street commissioners 
in relation to the abatement of taxes. The real property 
board shall divide the real property department from 
time to time into such divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the depart- 
ment. 

Section 2. The mayor shall appoint from the real 
property board a committee consisting of the chairman 
and two other members to be known as the Committee 
on Foreclosed Real Estate. Said committee shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the committee on foreclosed real estate 
established under section 4 of chapter 484 of the acts 
of 1943. 

Section 3. The commissioner of real property shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed on the chairman of the board of real estate 
commissioners by chapter 4384 of the acts of 1943, as 
amended, and shall exclusively have the powers, and 
perform the duties, of a department head with respect 
the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates for the real property 
department (and the several officers thereof), including 
an auctioneer, who shall have the powers and perform 
the duties prescribed for the auctioneer in the office of the 
board of real estate commissioners by section 2A of 
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chapter 652 of the acts of 1945 as amended by section 3 
of chapter 633 of the acts of 1951, and including also 
a superintendent of markets, who, subject to the super- 
vision and control of the assistant commissioner of real 
property, shall have the charge and control of Faneuil- 
hall market and Faneuil-hall market limits; shall 
preserve order therein; shall make such changes, and 
place or allow to be placed in said market such pipes, 
drains, and other appliances, as he may deem proper; 
and shall take and forthwith destroy any article of 
food which in his opinion is diseased, unwholesome, 
or tainted, and is kept for sale within such market limits. 
Said superintendent may assign stands within such 
market limits for the sale of provisions and other 
articles, and may, at the expense of the owner thereof, 
remove from one place or stand to another within such 
limits, or to, and to be kept in, a proper storage place 
until the expense is paid, any merchandise, vehicle or 
animal, not under the charge of any person, or not 
immediately so removed on the direction of said 
superintendent or his deputies. 

Section 4. The assistant commissioner of real 
property shall have the care, custody and management 
of, shall make all repairs in and upon, and shall keep in 
repair the furniture of, all buildings and parts of build- 
ings belonging to or hired by the city, not wholly in 
charge of one department, or for which no other pro- 
vision is made by statute or ordinance, whether the same 
are used for city or county purposes, and may, with the 
approval of the mayor, hire such buildings or rooms as 
may be required for such purposes; shall have the care 
and control of the city hall and the city hall annex; shall 
have the care and custody of the flags belonging to the 
city hall and to the old state house; shall display the 
national flag upon the city hall on every day, except 
Sundays, weather permitting; shall have charge of all 
city property in the armories provided by the city for 
the militia; and shall cause to be included in the annual 
report of the real property board a statement of the 
kind and amount of city property in such armories, of 
all buildings belonging to or used by the city, and of the 
land and appurtenances thereof, of the condition of such 
buildings and land, and the nature and amount of the 
expenditures that have been made during the preceding 
year relative thereto. 
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* Section 5. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of 
Faneuil hall, shall, weather permitting, every day except 
Sundays, display the national flag upon the building in 
which said hall is located, shall, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, permit the use of said 
hall, and shall be paid therefor in advance, for opening, 
heating, lighting, and closing said hall, unless such vote 
shall otherwise provide, in the daytime a fee of fifteen 
dollars and in the evening or on Sunday a fee of twenty- 
five dollars, and shall hold all persons signing the appli- 
cation for such permit jointly and severally liable for 
all damage done to said hall at or in connection with the 
meeting for which such permit is granted. 

Section 6. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall lease, from time to time, by instruments 
approved as to form by the corporation counsel and 
approved in writing by the mayor, the stalls, cellars, 
and second floor in Faneuil-hall market for terms of 
three years from October 1, 1953, and at the expiration 
of such leases for further terms of three years, at the 
rents established by the city council and upon such 
other terms and conditions as may be approved by the 
corporation counsel and the mayor. 

Section 7. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of the 
Dillaway house, so called, in the Roxbury district of 
the city, may establish rules and regulations for the use 
and preservation of said house as a historical relic of the 
revolutionary war, and may, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, let or lease the whole 
or any part of said house to a historical society or other 
association organized for historical purposes. 

Section 8. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall designate, in the places named in orders of 
the city council, a suitable room to be used for a ward- 
room for the ward in which it is situated. If any such 
room cannot be so used at any time, said assistant 
commissioner shall provide accommodation elsewhere 
for any public meeting in such ward for which he shall 
issue a permit. 

Section 9. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care and custody of, shall determine 
the use of, and provide for opening, closing, lighting, 
and heating the ward-rooms; shall frame and keep in

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some conspicuous place therein a copy of this and the 
following section, and as soon as a list or a revised list 
of voters in a ward is prepared by the election commis- 
sioners shall keep posted or hung up a copy thereof in 
the ward-room of the ward in such a manner as to be 
readily accessible to the public, and such copies shall 
be altered, revised or removed only under the direction 
of the election commissioners or said assistant commis- 
sioner. 

Section 10. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty, when a written application (containing a copy of 
the call for a meeting notifying all persons who may be 
present that it will be subject to the provisions of this 
section) is made to him by not less than five legal voters 
of a ward for the use of a ward-room for the purpose of 
holding such meeting, and when he is paid such sum of 
money as will in his opinion be sufficient to defray the 
expense of opening, lighting, heating, and closing the 
ward-room during the time specified in the permit, may 
issue a permit for the use of such ward-room, which 
permit may at any time be revoked by the mayor. 
Said assistant commissioner shall specify in the permit 
the time and purpose of the meeting, and that the meet- 
ing will be subject to the following provisions, viz.: 
Only legal voters in the ward in which such meeting is 
held, and to whom no objection is made by the majority 
of such applicants as are present or by the presiding 
officer of such meeting, shall mark or vote, or remain at 
such meeting, and the members of the police force 
present shall keep the peace at such meeting, obey the 
lawful orders of, and remove such persons as shall be 
designated by, the majority of such applicants as are 
present, or after the election of a presiding officer of the 
meeting, such persons as shall be designated by such 
presiding officer. Said assistant commissioner shall 
request the police commissioner to detail police sufficient 
to enforce such provisions. 

SECTION 59. Chapter 28 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the real estate 
department, including the board of real estate com- 
missioners, 1s hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of the real estate department, the 
board of real estate commissioners, the committee on 
foreclosed real estate, and the chairman of said board 
are hereby respectively transferred to the real property 
department, the real property board, the committee on 
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foreclosed real estate, and the commissioner of real 
property created by section 58 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 60. Chapter 29 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the registry department, 
including the office of city registar, is hereby abolished; 
and the powers, duties and appropriations of the city 
registrar with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates are hereby transferred to the 
health commissioner; and all other powers, duties and 
appropriations of the registry department are hereby 
transferred to the registry division created in the health 
department by section 31 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 61. Chapter 31 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the sinking funds de- 
partment, including the board of commissioners of sink- 
ing funds, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of said department are hereby trans- 
ferred to the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
created in the treasury department by section 64 of this. 
ordinance. 

SECTION 62. Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as amended by chapter 7 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1950, is hereby repealed; and the street laying 
out department, including the board of street commis- 
sioners, is hereby abolished; and the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed on the board of street commis- 
sioners by chapter 148 of the General Laws, as amended, 
by chapter 577 of the acts of 1913, as amended, by 
chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended, and by 
chapter 349 of the acts of 1953, and the appropriations 
of the street laying out department pertaining to all 
such powers and duties, are hereby transferred to the 
committee on licenses created in the public safety com- 
mission by section 25 of this ordinance; and the powers 
and duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board 
of street commissioners in relation to the abatement of 
taxes, and the appropriations of the street laying out 
department pertaining to such powers and duties, are 
hereby transferred to the real property department 
created by section 58 of this ordinance; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of the street laying out de- 
partment in relation to all engineering work and the

The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby amended by striking out chapter 36, as amended 
by chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1948, and inserting in 
place thereof the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 36. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 
* Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Treasury Department, which shall be 
under the charge of an officer, known as the Collector- 
Treasurer, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
who shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on him by law, shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the offices of city collector and city 
treasurer in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance (including the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed by section 7 of chapter 484 of the 
acts of 1943), and shall further have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
on collectors of taxes and treasurers of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
collector-treasurer shall divide the treasury department 
from time to time into such divisions as he shall adjudge 
necesary for the proper conduct of the department.

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* Section 2. The collector-treasurer may, with the 
written approval of the mayor in each instance, appoint 
three assistant collector-treasurers, each of whom shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties and 
shall perform under the direction of the collector- 
treasurer such duties as shall from time to time be 
assigned to him by the collector-treasurer. Any assist- 
ant collector-treasurer may, at such times as he shall 
have been so authorized by written designation signed 
by the collector-treasurer, approved by the mayor and 
filed with the city clerk and such authorization shall not 
have been revoked in like manner, exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of collector-treasurer in relation 
to such matters as may be specified in such designation. 


Section 3. The collector-treasurer may appoint such 
deputy collectors (including a chief deputy collector) as 
the service may be found to require, who shall have like 
power as the collector-treasurer to receive any tax, 
assessment, account, debt or claim payable to the city or 
county and to serve any bill, demand, notice or other 
paper of the collector-treasurer and make affidavit of the 
manner of such service, and, in addition thereto, shall 
have power to give notice of, serve and execute any 
warrant committed to him by the collector-treasurer 
under section 34 of chapter 60 of the General Laws, and 
in the service and execution thereof shall have all the 
powers and duties of a collector of taxes. 

Section 4. The collector-treasurer shall require from 
each of his subordinates, before each enters upon the 
duties of his office or position a annually thereafter 
and at such other times as the collector-treasurer shall 
determine, for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
trusts and the safe custody and law ful disposition of all 
money and other property belonging to the city or county 
which may come into his possession, a bond running to 
the collector-treasurer with a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety in 
the penal sum, in the case of an assistant collector- 
treasurer, of two hundred thousand dollars, and in the 
case of every other permanent employee, of not less 
than five, nor more than fifty, thousand dollars as the 
collector-treasurer shall in each case prescribe. 

Section 5. The collector-treasurer shall collect and 
receive all taxes and assessments payable to the city ¢ or

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county, whether committed to him or outstanding at 
the time of his appointment. He shall also collect and 
receive all accounts, debts and claims payable to the 
city or county, and in the collection thereof shall have 
all the remedies provided by sections 35, 36 and 93 of 
chapter 60 of the General Laws. He shall further collect 
and receive, except where other provision is made, all 
other money to be paid to, or for the use of, the city 
or the county. He shall have custody of all leases from 
the city. He shall, whenever a water rate is paid, 
immediately notify the commissioner of public works of 
such payment. | 

Section 6. The collector-treasurer shall receive, re- 
ceipt for, and have the care and custody of, the current 
funds of the city from the time the same shall come 
into his possession, and also of all money, property, and 
securities which may come into his possession by virtue 
of any statute or ordinance, or as a gift, devise, be- 
quest, or deposit; may deposit any portion of such cur- 
rent funds in such savings banks or trust companies 
organized under the laws of Massachusetts and doing 
business in Boston or such national banks doing busi- 
ness in Boston or such national bank or trust company 
in the city of New York, and on such conditions and 
rates of interest, as he shall deem best, subject to the 
approval of the mayor, provided, however, that no such 
deposit shall be made except in conformity with law; 
shall, with the mayor and the city auditor, sign all bonds 
and certificates of indebtedness issued by the city; shall 
preserve all bids for loans, and papers relating thereto; 
and shall, if elected, serve as treasurer of the board of 
commissioners of sinking funds. If the collector- 
treasurer is elected treasurer of said board, his bond as 
collector-treasurer shall apply to and include his duties as 
treasurer of said board. The collector-treasurer shall 
not be eligible for appointment to said board. 

Section 7. ‘The collector-treasurer shall pay over to 
the board of commissioners of sinking funds all money 
received by him from assessments laid or to be laid on 
account of betterments from public improvements the 
expenses of which were paid for by the proceeds of loans, 
and all sums received from the sale or lease of city 
property purchased out of the proceeds of loans, except 
where provision to the contrary is made by statute or 
ordinance, to be by them credited to the sinking funds 
established for such loans, or in case of serial loans to 
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be held by them toward paying the installments as they 
fall due. The collector-treasurer shall also pay all drafts, 
checks and other orders directed to him by the city 
auditor, in accordance with these ordinances, for the 
payment of bills and demands against the city; shall on 
presentation pay every execution against the city, when 
approved by the corporation counsel, even if the appro- 
priation to which the execution is chargeable is not 
sufficient to meet it; shall pay on presentation when 
due all bonds issued by the city and the interest on the 
same; shall cancel all bonds and coupons and daily 
deliver to the city auditor the bonds and executions paid 
during the day; shall at the close of business on the 
last day of each month deliver to the city auditor the 
coupons paid during such month and a statement of the 
total amount paid for interest during such month; and 
shall use and apply as the city council may direct all 
property, money and securities in his care and custody 
at the close of each financial year for the application of 
which no other provision has been made. 

Section 8. The collector-treasurer shall, on or before 
the tenth day of each month, render to the mayor a 
statement of the receipts and payments of the treasury 
department for the preceding month and a summary of 
the like items for the current financial year up to the 
close of the preceding month. 

Section 9. The collector-treasurer may make pay- 
ments to school teachers, school building custodians, 
policemen, witnesses, jurors, and persons employed in 
and about the various departments and institutions of 
the city and of the county, in such of the public buildings 
in the different sections of the city, or upon such public 
works, as he may designate, and as will best facilitate 
such payments and prevent the loss of time by the 
persons receiving them. 

Section 10. The collector-treasurer, unless the donors 
have otherwise directed, shall receive all properties given, 
devised or bequeathed to, or deposited with, the city 
for any specific purpose, and shall use the same, or the 
income thereof, as designated in the gift, devise, bequest 
or deposit. If the income only is to be used, he shall 
hold the properties as permanent funds. He shall invest 
and keep invested the said permanent funds in bonds, 
notes or certificates of indebtedness of the United States 
or of the commonwealth or of any city or town within 
the commonwealth. For the purpose of investment and 
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reinvestment he shall have power from time to time in 
his discretion to sell or exchange any of the securities of 
which any of the said permanent funds consist; but all 
purchases, exchanges and sales shall be with the written 
approval of the mayor. 


Section 11. The collector-treasurer shall use the in- 
come of the police charitable fund for the relief of persons 
in necessitous circumstances who shall be found by the 
police commissioner to have been honorably discharged 
from the police force by reason of sickness, age or other 
disability, or to be the widows or orphans of police 
officers who have died while in the service of the city; 
and may monthly pay to such persons the amount of 
such income determined and allowed by the police com- 
missioner, with the approval of the mayor, on a monthly 
payroll sent to the city auditor. 


Section 12. There shall be in the treasury department 
a board, known as the Board of Commissioners of Sink- 
ing Funds, consisting of six commissioners appointed 
by the mayor. The commissioners first appointed 
shall serve, according to the provisions of their respective 
appointments, for terms commencing upon their re- 
spective dates of appointment and expiring, in the case 
of two commissioners, one year, in the case of two other 
commissioners, two years, and in the case of two other 
commissioners, three years, from May 1, 1954. As 
the term of any such commissioner, or of any subsequent 
commissioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
by the mayor for a term of three years. Vacancies 
in the board shall be filled by the mayor for the unex- 
pired term. ‘The members of the board of commissioners 
of sinking funds shall serve without compensation. 


The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall not 
be subject to the supervision or control of the collector- 
treasurer; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
collector-treasurer. 

The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on it by law, shall also have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
in existence immediately prior to the taking effect of 
this ordinance, and shall further have the powers and 
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perform the duties from time to time conferred or im- 
posed on sinking fund commissioners of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
board of commissioners of sinking funds shall, when a 
debt of the city becomes due, pay over to the collector- 
treasurer so much of the funds held as a sinking fund 
for such debt as may be required for the payment of 
such debt. 

SECTION 65. The treasury department is hereby 
reorganized by abolishing the office of city treasurer 
and substituting therefor the office of collector-treasurer 
provided for by section 64 of this ordinance; and the 
powers, duties and appropriations of the city treasurer 
are hereby transferred to the collector-treasurer substi- 
tuted for him. 

SECTION 66. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by striking out chapter 37 
and inserting in place thereof the following chapter:— 


CHAPTER. 37. 


VETERANS SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Veterans Services Department, which 
shall be under the charge of an officer, known as the 
Veterans Benefits and Services Commissioner, who shall 
be a veteran as defined in section 1 of chapter 115 of 
the General Laws, shall be appointed by the mayor 
for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected, and shall have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
by statute upon the soldiers’ relief commissioner of 
Boston, veterans’ agents appointed under section 3 of 
said chapter 115, and directors of veterans’ services 
appointed under section 10 of said chapter 115. 

Section 2. The veterans benefits and services com- 
missioner may divide the veterans services department 
from time to time into such divisions as he may deem 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department, 
and, with the written approval of the mayor in each 
instance, may appoint such deputy, and such assistant, 
veterans benefits and services commissioners as he may 
from time to time deem necessary; provided, however, 
that no person other than a veteran as defined in said 
section 1 shall be eligible for such appointment. 
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Section 3. There shall be in the veterans services 
department an officer, known as the Supervisor of 
Veterans Graves and Registration, appointed by the 
mayor, who shall have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed by gen- 
eral laws applicable to Boston on persons appointed 
under section 9 of chapter 115 of the General Laws. 
The supervisor of veterans graves and registration shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
veterans benefits and services commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, such supervisor shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through such commissioner. 

SECTION 67. The department of veterans services, 
including the ofhces of director of veterans services and 
commissioner of soldiers relief, is hereby abolished; and 
the powers, duties and appropriations of said depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the veterans services 
department created by section 66 of this ordinance. 
The office of supervisor of veterans graves and registra- 
tion in existence immediately prior to the taking effect of 
this ordinance is hereby also abolished; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of said office are hereby trans- 
ferred to the supervisor of veterans graves and regis- 
tration created in the veterans services department by 
section 66 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 68. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 37, 
as amended by section 66 of this ordinance, the follow- 
ing chapter :— 

CHAPTER 387A. 
WELFARE DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Welfare Department, which shall be 
under the charge of the overseers of the public welfare 
who shall have “the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on them by law; shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the directors of the house of in- 
dustry, the board of directors for public institutions, the 
commissioners of public institutions, the institutions 
commissioner, the institutions registrar, the trustees for 
children, the pauper institutions trustees, the Boston 
infirmary trustees and the commissioner of institutions 
except in relation to matters within the jurisdiction of 
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the penal institutions commissioner, matters concerning 
the insane, and matters pertaining to Long Island and 
the institution thereon belonging to the city, including 
the viaduct between Long Island and Moon Island and 
the approaches to said viaduct; shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed on boards of public welfare of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston; shall 
have charge of the Charity building and temporary 
home on Chardon street, and the Lodge for Wayfarers 
on Hawkins street, and may make and enforce all such 
rules and regulations as they may deem expedient in 
relation thereto. 

Section 2. Such person as the overseers of the public 
welfare may from time to time designate, after giving 
bond to the city in the penal sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
trusts and the safe custody and lawful disbursement of 
all public money intrusted to him, which bond shall be 
executed by a surety company authorized to transact 
business in Massachusetts as surety, approved by the 
mayor, filed with the city auditor, and renewed annually 
and at such other times as the mayor shall determine, 
shall act as an authorized official of the city to disburse 
all relief, aid and assistance of every name and nature 
furnished by, or under the supervision of, the overseers; 
and all moneys appropriated for the purpose of furnish- 
ing such relief, aid and assistance and all moneys re- 
ceived by the city for such purposes shall, upon requisi- 
tion made by the overseers with the approval of the city 
auditor and the mayor, be paid by the collector-treasurer 
to such authorized official for disbursement as aforesaid. 

SECTION 69. Chapter 38 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the weights and 
measures department, including the office of sealer of 
weights and measures, is hereby abolished; and the 
powers, duties and appropriations of the sealer of 
weights and measures with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the 
appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation and 
indemnification of subordinates are hereby transferred 
to the health commissioner; and all other powers, duties 
and appropriations of the weights and measures depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the weights and measures 
division created in the health department by section 31 
of this ordinance.

extent as if such abolition had not taken place. As 
used in this section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be con-

SECTION 87. This ordinance shall be deemed to be

Anything in this ordinance to the 
contrary notwithstanding, all rules, regulations, orders, 
votes and resolutions adopted, passed or promulgated 
by any board or officer abolished or reorganized by 
this ordinance shall, if in full foree and effect when 
this ordinance takes effect, remain in full force and 
effect until amended, altered or repealed by the board 
or officer succeeding under this ordinance to the powers 
and duties of the board or officer so abolished or re- 
organized. 


SECTION 89. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary 
notwithstanding, this ordinance shall be published by 
the action of the city council in passing the same. 

SECTION 90. This ordinance shall take effect 
on the first day of the month next succeeding the 
month in which the annual budget for the current 
year shall become effective.

ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Assessing Department, which shall be 
under the charge of an officer, known as the Assessor of 
Taxes, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected. The 
assessor of taxes shall exclusively for the assessing de- 
partment and the boards therein have the powers, and 
perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the 
board of assessors in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect to the acqui- 
sition and disposal of property, the making of contracts, 
and the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensa- 
tion and indemnification of subordinates. The assessor 
of taxes shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by statute on said board of asses- 
sors in relation to poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of 
cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to 
Boston in relation to poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. 
Section 2. There shall be in the assessing depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Assessors, consist- 
ing of the assessor of taxes, ex officio, who shall be chair- 
man of the board, and two other officers, known as 
Associate Assessors of Taxes, each of whom shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected. Except 
as otherwise provided in sections one and three of this

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chapter, the board of assessors shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on 
the board of assessors in existence immediately prior to 
the taking effect of this ordinance; and except as so 
provided, the board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of 
cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to 
Boston. The board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall not be subject to the supervision or control 
of the assessor of taxes except as he acts as chairman of 
said board; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
assessor of taxes.

respect to abatement of taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes. The board of review shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the as- 
sessor of taxes; but, unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, said board shall not communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the assessor of taxes. 

Section 4. Every application for abatement filed 
with the board of assessors with respect to a poll or 
motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to be filed 
with the assessor of taxes and shall be forthwith trans- 
mitted to him by said board; and every such application 
filed with said board with respect to a tax other than 
a poll or motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to 
be filed with the board of review and shall be forthwith 
transmitted to said board by the board of assessors. 
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Section 5. The board of review shall be deemed to 
come within the terms ‘‘assessors” and ‘board of 
assessors’’ as used in any application for the abatement 
of, or in any appeal from a refusal (by failure to act 
or otherwise) to abate, or in any statute relating to 
the abatement of, or in any statute relating to an 
appeal from a refusal (by failure to act or otherwise) 
to abate, a tax other than a poll or motor vehicle excise 
tax.

ESTABLISHING A Pusitic Hratra CouNcIL AND ESTAB- 
LISHING ITs POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Chapter 17 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as 
most recently amended by section 31 of chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1954, is hereby further amended by 
inserting after section 3 the following section: 


Section 3A. There shall also be in the health divi- 
sion a board, known as the Public Health Council, con- 
sisting of nine members appointed by the mayor, of 
whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a 
registered dentist, one a representative of an industry 
engaged in handling food, one a representative of an- 
other industry, one a representative of labor, and one a 
housewife. The members of the public health council 
first appointed shall serve, according to the provisions 
of their respective appointments, for terms commenc- 
ing upon their respective dates of appointment and 
expiring, in the case of three members, one year, in the 
case of three other members, two years, and in the case 
of three other members, three years, from May 1, 1956. 
As the term of any such member, or of any subsequent 
member, expires, his successor shall be appointed by the 
mayor for a term of three years. Any vacancy in the 
office of a member shall be filled by the mayor for the 
unexpired term. The mayor shall from time to time 
designate one of the members of the public health 
council as chairman and another as vice chairman. 
The members of the public health council shall serve 
without compensation. 

It shall be the duty of the public health council (a) 
to make, upon its own initiative or at the request of 
the mayor, the director of administrative services or 
the health commissioner, studies and recommendations 
with respect to the organization, activities, policies, 
procedures and budget of the health division, (b) to re- 
view from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
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health commissioner as may then be in force and report 
to the health commissioner its findings with respect 
to the adequacy thereof and its recommendations, if 
any, for the amendment or repeal thereof or for new 
rules and regulations, and (c) to advise the health 
commissioner on such matters within the scope of his 
duties as he may refer to said council. 

The public health council shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the health commissioner;

not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such person 
shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights to re- 
tirement with pension that shall have accrued or would 
thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place. As used in 
this section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as 
defined in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as 
amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 


Section 6. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
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be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 
rank or compensation. 


SECTION 7. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary notwith- 
standing, this ordinance shall be published by the action 
of the city council in passing the same. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take effect on the 
Wednesday next following its approval by the mayor.

CHAPTER 4. 


PRovipING FurTHER AGAINST THE LITTERING OF 
STREBTS. 
Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 39 and inserting 
in place thereof the following six sections: 


Section 39. No person in any public way, public 
alley or other public place under the charge of the com- 
missioner of public works shall, whether in or upon a 
vehicle or on foot, deposit, drop or throw upon such 
way, alley or place or any roadway or walk thereof, and 
suffer to remain there, any filth, rubbish or other sub- 
stance unless it is deposited, dropped or thrown into a 
receptacle provided for the purpose by the public works 
department. 

Section 389A. No driver of any vehicle upon any 
publie way, public alley or other public place under the 
charge of the commissioner of public works shall permit 
to drop or fall from such vehicle onto such way, alley or 
place or any roadway or walk thereof, and suffer to 
remain there, any substance except in the maintenance 
or repair of such way, alley or place. 

Section 39B. No person shall sweep, throw or other- 
wise remove into any public way, public alley or other 
public place under the charge of the commissioner of 
public works, or into any roadway or walk of any of 
them, from any building or structure or from any land 
not constituting a part of such way, alley or place, any 
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filth, rubbish or other substance and suffer the same to 
remain there; provided, that filth, rubbish or other sub- 
stance which by law or by arrangement is to be collected 
and removed by the public works department (whether 
through employees in its service or through an inde- 
pendent contractor acting for it) or by a person having 
a permit under section fourteen of this chapter or sec- 
tion 31A of chapter 111 of the General Laws, may, 
after five o’clock in the afternoon of the day preceding 
the scheduled time of such collection, be placed by the 
owner or occupant of an estate upon the sidewalk of 
any such way or alley abutting such estate in a covered 
metal receptacle or, if no garbage or putrescible matter 
or substance is included, in a securely tied bundle or in 
a receptacle with its contents so arranged that any 
light matter or substance is not likely to be scattered or 
blown about. No person placing a receptacle upon the 
sidewalk of any way or alley as aforesaid shall suffer 
the same to remain upon such way or alley or any road- 
way or walk thereof more than twelve hours after such 
collection. 


Section 39C. No person shall in any public way, 
public alley or other public place under the charge of 
the commissioner of public works or upon any roadway 
or walk thereof rummage in or through rubbish or ref- 
use of any kind or interfere with any bundle of rubbish 
or refuse or any receptacle containing rubbish or refuse. 


Section 39D. No person shall deposit, drop or throw 
any filth, rubbish or other substance into a drum or 
other barrel with a diameter of more than twenty 
inches or a height of more than twenty-eight inches if 
by law or by arrangement such filth, rubbish or other 
substance is to be collected therefrom by the public 
works department (whether through employees in its 
service or through an independent contractor acting for 
it) or by a person having a permit under section four- 
teen of this chapter or section 31A of chapter 111 of the 
General Laws. 


Section 89H. No person shall deposit, drop or throw 
into a drum or other barrel with a diameter of twenty 
inches or less and a height of twenty-eight inches or 
less any filth, rubbish or other substance which by law 
or by arrangement is to be collected therefrom by the 
public works department (whether through employees 
in its service or through an independent contractor 
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acting for it) or by a person having a permit under 
section fourteen of this chapter or section 31A of chap- 
ter 111 of the General Laws if such drum or barrel will 
thereby be filled so high that such filth, rubbish or 
other substance or any part thereof is likely to drop or 
fall from such receptacle while it is being moved in the 
process of such collection.

Until otherwise provided, the parks and recreation 
commission shall improve, maintain, keep in repair, 
govern and regulate the portion of Post Office Square 
shown as “Proposed Island” on Street Laying-Out De- 
partment plan No. L-8503A entitled ‘City of Boston — 
Post Office Square — Boston Proper — Mar. 19, 1954 
—James W. Haley, Chief Engineer, Street Laying- 
Out Department”’ and now in the custody of the com- 
missioner of public works, and also the portions of 
Dock and Faneuil Hall Squares lying within the circle 
with radius of fifteen feet and area of about seven hun- 
dred and seven square feet shown on Public Works 
Department Survey Division plan No. L-8626 entitled 
“City of Boston— Dock Sq.— Boston Proper — 
June 20, 1955 — George G. Hyland, Commissioner of 
Public Works” and now in the custody of the com- 
missioner of public works; and the powers and duties of 
the commissioner of public works with respect to 1m- 
proving, maintaining, keeping in repair, governing and 
regulating said portion of Post Office Square and the 
aforesaid portions of Dock and Faneuil Hall Squares 
are hereby transferred to the parks and recreation 


commission.

of 1950), and the note following section 23A. 
SECTION 2. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 

hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 40 

the following new chapter :— 


CHAPTER 40A. 


FEES AND CHARGES. 
Section 1. Fees and charges are hereby fixed under 
chapter 222 of the acts of 1949 as follows:— 


(1) Abatement Records, Copies of. The fee to be 
paid for the furnishing by the secretary of the board 
of review in the assessing department of a copy of a 
record which section 60 of chapter 59 of the General

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Laws requires be kept shall be $1.00 for each page or 
part thereof. 

(2) Alcohol (Methyl or Wood), License to Manu- 
jacture or Deal in. The fee for a license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 303B of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to engage in the business described 
in section 303A of said chapter shall be $3.00. 

(3) Appeal to Board of Appeal under Building Code. 
The entry fee which shall be paid to the building com- 
missioner for each appeal to the board of appeal from 
a decision of such commissioner under the Boston 
Building Code shall be $15.00.

The charge 
to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the board of 
assessors of the persons who on a specified assessment 
date were assessed for parcels of land abutting on a 
specified parcel of land shall be a primary fee of $1.00 if 
the certificate is prepared by the applicant therefor, and 
of $2.00 if it is not, and in either case an additional fee of 
50¢ for each parcel of land abutting on the specified 
parcel. 

(6) Assessors’ Certificate as to Listing of Person. The 
charge to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the 
board of assessors as to the record of the listing of a per- 
son on one or more specified dates under chapter 29 of 
the General Acts of 1917, as amended, or under corre- 
sponding provisions of earlier law, shall be 25¢ for each 
date specified but in no event less than $1.00; and the 
charge to be paid for a duplicate of any such certificate, 
if ordered simultaneously with the original, shall be 25¢. 

(7) Assessors’ Certificate as to Poll Tax. The charge 
to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the board of 
assessors as to the assessment of a particular person for a 
poll tax on one or more assessment dates shall be 25¢ for 
each assessment date but in no event less than $1.00; and 
the charge to be paid for a duplicate of any such certifi- 
cate, if ordered simultaneously with the original, shall 
be 25¢. 

(8) Assessors’ Certificate as to Real Lstate Tax. The 
charge to be paid for a certificate by or in behalf of the 
board of assessors as to the assessment on one or more 
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assessment dates of a particular parcel of land or of two 
or more parcels of land assessed to the same person or 
persons on such date or dates shall be 25¢ for each 
assessment date but in no event less than $1.00; and the 
charge to be paid for a duplicate of any such certificate, 
if ordered simultaneously with the original, shall be 25¢. 


(9) Assignment f/b/o Creditors. The fee of the city 
clerk for filing and indexing a copy of an assignment for 
the benefit of creditors under section 41 of chapter 203 of 
the General Laws shall be $2.00. 


(10) Assignment of Wages. The fee of the city 
clerk for recording under either chapter 154 or chapter 
255 of the General Laws an assignment of, or order for, 
future wages or salary, including any acceptance thereof 
by the employer, shall be $1.00.

The charge to be paid to the 
parks and recreation department for the use on one day 
of a bathing suit furnished by said department shall be, 
in the case of a child under age thirteen, 5¢, and in the 
case of any other person, 15¢. 

The fee 
for an annual license granted by the health commis- 
sioner under section 51 of chapter 140 of the General 
Laws to conduct an establishment for the giving oi 
yapor, pool, shower or other baths for hire or reward 
shall be $25.00.

The fees of the building 
commissioner for receiving an application for a permit 
under paragraph (a) of section 111 of the Boston Build- 
ing Code to erect, enlarge, alter or substantially repair 
a building or structure shall be a primary fee of $2.00 
and an additional fee of $1.00 for each five hundred 
dollars of the fair cost of the work to be authorized by 
such permit as determined by said commissioner; but 
in no event shall such additional fee exceed $2,000.00. 
The fees of the building commissioner for receiving an 
application for an amendment of such a permit shall be 
a primary fee of $2.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 
for each five hundred dollars of the fair cost of the ad-

(112) Flammable and/or Explosive Materials, Annual 
Registration of Unlicensed but Lawful Use of Land for. 
The fee of the fire commissioner for receiving pursuant 
to section 2 of chapter 394 of the acts of 1936 from the 
owner or occupant of a building or other structure law- 
fully used for any of the purposes specified in section 
13 of chapter 148 of the General Laws without a license 
a certificate reciting such use shall be one half of the 
fee which would be payable under clause (109) of this 
section for a license granted under said section 13 for 
such use, 
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(113) Flashpoint Determination. The charge to be 
paid for a determination by the testing laboratory in 
the fire department of the flashpoint of any flammable 
fluid or solid shall be $3.00. 

*(114) Frozen Desserts, License to Manufacture for 
Sale at Retail. The fee for a license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 651 of chapter 94 of 
the General Laws to manufacture frozen desserts and 
ice cream mix, or either, for sale at retail shall be $5.00 
for each premises specified in the license. 

*(115) Frozen Desserts, License to Manufacture for 
Sale at Wholesale. The fee for a license granted by the 
health commissioner under section 651 of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to manufacture frozen desserts 
and ice cream mix, or either, for sale at wholesale 
shall be, for the manufacture of not more than twenty- 
five thousand gallons, $25.00; for the manufacture 
of more than twenty-five thousand, but not more 
than one hundred thousand, gallons, $50.00; for the 
manufacture of more than one hundred thousand, 
but not more than two hundred and fifty thousand, 
gallons, $100.00; for the manufacture of more than 
two hundred and fifty thousand, but not more than 
five hundred thousand, gallons, $150.00; and for the 
manufacture of more than five hundred thousand 
gallons, $200.00. 

*(116) Frozen Desserts, Permit to Have for Sale. The 
fee for a permit to have frozen desserts and ice cream 
mix, or either, in custody or possession with intent 
to sell or to offer or expose for sale or to deliver in 
the city granted by the health commissioner under a 
regulation made by such commissioner under section 
65Q of chapter 94 of the General Laws shall be $1.00. 

(117) Fuel Owl Burner, Permit to Install or Alter. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws for the installation or alteration of a 
fuel oil burner shall be, in the case of a power oil burner, 
$3.00, and in the case of any other oil burner, $1.00. 

(118) Fumigation of Certain Buildings, Permit for. 
The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 10A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws to fumigate a warehouse, factory or 
commercial building by the use of a volatile inflammable 
liquid or a material requiring flame shall be $3.00.

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(119) Funeral Director's License. The fee for a 
license to act as a funeral director in Boston granted 
by the health commissioner under section 49 of chapter 
114 of the General Laws shall be $10.00. 


(120) Garage Permits. The fees for a permit granted 
by the committee on licenses in the public safety com- 
mission under chapter 577 of the acts of 1913, as 
amended, to erect or maintain a garage for the storage, 
keeping or care of motor vehicles (including a lubri- 
torium or repair shop) shall be a primary fee of $50.00 
and an additional fee equal to $5.00 for each inspection, 
repair, lubricating or wash-stand bay thereof and $1.00 
for each of the first hundred parking spaces therein 
and $25.00 for each hundred additional parking spaces 
therein; provided that the fees for a permit so granted

resident in the city and $2.00 in the case of any other 
person; provided, that the fee for such use of such golf 
course by a person resident in the city commencing to 
play after 5:00 p.m. on any day other than a Saturday, 
Sunday or legal holiday shall be $1.00.

The charge to be paid for the exclusive use on 
a weekday of a hall with a seating capacity of less than 
five hundred in a municipally owned building other 
than a library or school shall be $30.00, except that the 
charge for such a use ceasing before 6:00 p.m. shall be 
$15.00 and the charge for such a use commencing after 
5:00 p.m. shall be $25.00; and the charge to be paid for

The fee 
of the health commissioner for assigning under section 
19 of chapter 40 of these ordinances a number to a per- 
son hawking or peddling any of the articles enumerated

The fee which shall be paid to the 
building commissioner for receiving an application for 
the approval by the health commissioner and the build- 
ing commissioner of the location of a hospital, home for 
aged, convalescent home, sanitar1um or similar use 
under paragraph (3) of section 3 of chapter 488 of the 
acts of 1924 shall be $25.00 plus the cost of publishing 
the notice of hearing. 

(143) Hospital. The charges to be paid for services 
rendered in the hospital department shall be as pre- 
scribed in clauses (144) to (157), inclusive, except that, 
in every case in which a rate certified under section 
30K of chapter 7 of the General Laws is applicable, 
such portion of the charges so prescribed as in excess of 
such rate shall be waived, and except further that, in 
every other case, such portion of the charges so pre- 
scribed as, in the judgment of the board of trustees in 
charge of said department, the patient or persons bound 
to support him are unable to pay shall also be waived.

as the board of trustees in charge of the hospital depart- 
ment considering the nature of the operation or proce- 
dure shall from time to time determine. 

(152) Hospital Oxygen Mask, etc. The charges to be 
paid for each use of equipment for oxygen at the city 
hospital, including all materials supplied in connection 
with such use, shall be a primary charge of $3.00 and 
an additional charge of 50¢ for each hour of use; but 
in no event shall the total charge for one use exceed 
$50.00. 

(153) Hospital, Pharmaceuticals, etc., at. The charge 
to be paid for any pharmaceutical preparation, biologi- 
cal product or intravenous solution furnished at the city 
hospital shall be such amount as the board of trustees 
in charge of the hospital department shall from time 
to time determine approximates the cost of furnishing 
such pharmaceutical preparation, biological product or 
intravenous solution; provided, however, that until said 
board establishes for furnishing pharmaceutical prepa- 
rations, biological products and intravenous solutions a 
schedule of charges determined as aforesaid, each bed 
patient at the city hospital, unless hospitalized solely 
for a tonsillectomy and adenoidectomy or either, shall 
be charged a pharmacy fee of $1.00 a day but in no 
event more than $12.00 for any one admission.

The charge to be 
paid for the use of x-ray equipment at the city hospital 
for diagnosis or therapy shall be such amount, not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $50.00, as the board of trus- 
tees in charge of the hospital department considering 
the nature and circumstances thereof shall from time to 
time determine. 

(158) Hunting License. The fee for a hunting li- 
cense issued by the city clerk under chapter 131 of the 
General Laws shall be as prescribed by section 8 of said 
chapter 131.

(162) Incinerator Permit. The fee for an annual 
permit granted by the fire commissioner under chapter

that when such a permit is granted solely for such an 
incinerator for the purpose of burning rubbish from 
households on the estate on which it is located, the fee 
therefor shall be $2.00.

(178) Lunch Cart License. The fee for an annual 
license to maintain a vehicle for the sale of food in a 
public way granted by the commissioner of public 
works and the police commissioner under section 49 
of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be $120.00. 

(179) Manure, Permit for Removal of. The fee for 
an annual permit for the removal of manure granted by 
the health commissioner under section 6 of chapter 40 
of these ordinances shall be $3.00. 

(180) Marriage License. The fee of the city reg- 
istrar for entering notice of intention of marriage 
and issuing certificate thereof shall be that prescribed 
by clause 42 of section 34 of chapter 262 of the General 
Laws.

(182) Marriages Solemnized outside Massachusetts, 
Recording of. The fee of the city registrar for receiving 
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under section 36 of chapter 207 of the General Laws a 
certificate or declaration of marriage solemnized out- 
side Massachusetts shall be $2.00. 

(183) Married Woman’s Separate Business Certifi- 
cate. The fee of the city clerk for recording under sec- 
tion 11 of chapter 209 of the General Laws a certificate 
of a married woman who does or proposes to do business 
on her separate account shall be $1.00. 

(184) Massage License. The fee for an annual 
license to practice massage granted by the health com- 
missioner under section 51 of chapter 140 of the Gen- 
eral Laws shall be $25.00. 

(185) Materials, Claims for. See Public Buildings 
and Works or Railroads and Railways. 

(186) Milk License. The fee for a license granted 
by the inspector of milk under section 41 of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to deliver, exchange, expose for 
sale or sell, or have in custody or possession with intent 
so to do, milk, skimmed milk or cream shall be $1.00 
for each premises and $3.00 for each vehicle to be used 
under such license.

The fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire 
department under section 27A of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws shall be $5.00. 

(274) Stables. The fee for a license to occupy or 
use a building for a stable granted by the health com- 
missioner under chapter 89 of the acts of 1889 shall 
be $100.00. 

(275) Stallion Registration. The fee of the city 
clerk for recording under section 176 of chapter 140 
of the General Laws the certificate for a stallion kept 
for breeding purposes shall be $1.00.

(277) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising by 
Placard. The fee for a permit granted by the commis- 
sioner of public works under section 35 of chapter 40 of 
these ordinances for a person, while on foot in a street, 
to carry and display one or more show cards, placards 
or signs for the purpose of advertising goods, wares or 
merchandise for sale shall be $5.00, except that, in cases 
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where such a permit is granted for a period longer than 
one month, the fee therefor shall be $5.00 for each 
monthly period for which it is granted. 

(278) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising by 
Distribution of Handbills.

CHAPTER 8. 


MAKING A CORRECTIVE CHANGE IN THE ORDINANCES 
OF THE CURRENT YEAR FIXING THE FEES FOR 
LICENSES AND PERMITS AND THE CHARGES FOR

RELATIVE TO THE ISSUANCE OF LICENSES FOR CERTAIN 
Sports AND GAMES ON THE Lorp’s Day, AND TO

Chapter 41 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 25 and 
inserting in place thereof the following section: — Sec- 
tion 25. Whenever a license is granted under section 22 
of chapter 136 of the General Laws and the applicant 
therefor has filed with the city clerk a policy, binder 
or certificate satisfactory in form to the corporation 
counsel and evidencing the maintenance of insurance 
insuring the applicant to the extent of not less than 
fifty thousand dollars for any one person and to the 
extent of not less than five hundred thousand dollars 
for any one accident, against legal lability for loss or 
damage on account of the injury or death of any person 
(other than a servant or agent of the applicant while 
covered by workmen’s compensation insurance) while 
en or about the licensed premises or any street, way or 
sidewalk adjacent thereto, the city clerk shall issue 
the license, which shall be upon the condition pre- 
scribed by section 21 of chapter 3 of these ordinances 
and upon the further condition that the licensee — 


(1) shall maintain such insurance in full force and 
effect during the term of the license; 

(2) shall charge no more for admission to the 
licensed premises on the Lord’s day, or for any seat 
anywhere therein on the Lord’s day, than on a week 
day ; 

(3) shall neither permit any temporary seats or 
other obstruction of any kind or nature in any aisle, 
stairway or passageway of any grandstand, bleachers, 
or other structure on the licensed premises, nor allow 
any persons thereon or therein to remain in any aisle, 
stairway or passageway during the playing of any 
sport or game on said premises; 
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(4) shall permit any police officers detailed by 
the police department to enter and inspect said 
premises at all times and shall employ to preserve 
order on said premises such regular police officers 
as may be designated therefor by the police com- 
missioner or the commanding officer of the division, 
and shall pay to the police commissioner for the 
services of such regular police officers such amount 
as Shall be fixed by him; and 

(5) shall permit to enter and be about said 
premises at all times such members of the fire depart- 
ment as shall be detailed by the fire commissioner 
to guard against fire, and shall allow such members of 
the fire department in case of fire on said premises 
to exercise exclusive control and direction of all 
employees and of all means and apparatus for the 
extinguishing of fire therein.

CREATING IN THE CiTy AN AUDITORIUM COMMISSION

AUDITORIUM COMMISSION. 


SecTION 1. There shall be in the city a board known 
as the Auditorium Commission, consisting of five offi- 
cers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be 
residents of the City of Boston, appointed by the mayor 
as follows:—one from three candidates nominated by 
the City of Boston Hotel Association, one from three 
candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from three candidates nominated by the 
Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and two se- 
lected at large by the mayor. The auditorium com- 
missioners first appointed shall serve, in the case of the 
commissioner appointed upon nomination of the City of 
Boston Hotel Association, for a term expiring five 
years, in the case of the commissioner appointed upon 
nomination of the Boston Real Estate Board, for a 
term expiring four years, in the case of the commis- 
sioner appointed upon nomination of the Greater Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, for a term expiring three 
years, in the case of one of the commissioners selected 
at large by the mayor, for a term expiring two years, 
and in the case of the other of the commissioners se- 
lected at large by the mayor, for a term expiring one 
year, from May 1, 1957. As the term of any such com- 
missioner, or of any subsequent auditorium commis- 
sioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed in like 
manner as such commissioner for a term of five years. 
Vacancies in the board shall be filled in the same manner 
for the unexpired term. Auditorium commissioners 
shall serve without compensation, but shall be reim- 
bursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 





Section 2. The auditorium commission shall con- 
struct, or cause to be constructed, the municipal audi- 
torium authorized by chapter 164 of the acts of 1954, 
with an exhibition hall, assembly hall and accessory 
rooms suitable for exhibitions, conventions and other 
shows and gatherings in the city; shall contract for the 
care and management thereof after its completion; and 
for such purposes may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, make such contracts and employ such experts, 
assistants and employees as they may think necessary 
or expedient.

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CONCERNING THE LICENSING OF HACKNEY CARRIAGES 
AND OTHER VEHICLES.

The assessor shall, for the assessing department includ- 
ing the board of review, exclusively have the power, and 
perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the 
assessor of taxes in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect to the acquisi- 
tion and disposal of property, the making of contracts, 
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and the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensa- 
tion and indemnification of subordinates. The assessor 
shall also have the powers and perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by law on the assessor of taxes and the 
board of assessors in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance; and except as otherwise 
provided in section two of this chapter, shall further 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
assessor shall divide the assessing department from time 
to time into a statistical research division and such other 
divisions as he shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. 


Section 2. There shall be in the assessing depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Review, consist- 
ing of the assessor, ex officio, and two other members 
each of whom shall be appointed by the mayor for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next: biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected and one of whom shall from time to 
time be designated by the mayor as chairman of said 
board. The board of review shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the 
board of review in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordimance, and shall further have 
the powers and perform the duties from time to time 
conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with 
respect to abatement of taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes. The board of review shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
assessor except as he acts as a member thereof; but, 
unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, said board shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through the assessor. 


Section 3. Every application for abatement filed 
with the assessor with respect to a tax other than a poll 
or motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to be filed 
with the board of review and shall be forthwith trans- 
mitted by him to said board; and the board of review 
shall be deemed to come within the terms ‘‘assessor,”’ 
‘assessors’? and ‘‘board of assessors”? as used in any 
application for the abatement of, or in any appeal from 
a refusal (by failure to act or otherwise) to abate, or in 
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any statute relating to the abatement of, or in any 
statute relating to an appeal from a refusal (by failure 
to act or otherwise) to abate, a tax other than a poll or 
motor vehicle excise tax. 


SECTION 4. The assessor of taxes, the board of 
assessors and the board of review in existence in the 
assessing department immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance are hereby abolished; and the 
powers and duties of said assessor of taxes and of said 
board of assessors, and the appropriations relating 
thereto, are hereby transferred to the assessor provided 
for by section 3 of this ordinance; and the powers and 
duties of said board of review, and the appropriations 
relating thereto, are hereby transferred to the board 
of review provided for by said section 3. 


SECTION 5. Section 19 of chapter 39 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out, in the last sentence, the words ‘‘assessor of taxes”’ 
and inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘assessor.”’ 


SECTION 6. Section 20 of said chapter 39 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the first sentence, the words 
“‘assessor of taxes’’ and inserting in place thereof the 
word ‘“‘assessor.”’ 


SECTION 7. Every person holding an office or 
position subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, 
if the office or position is abolished by this ordinance, 
be reappointed without civil service examination or 
registration to a similar office or position with similar 
status in a new department or agency, or division, of 
either, created, or a department or agency, or division 
of either, not abolished, by this ordinance; and every 
such person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all 
rights to retirement with pension that shall have ac- 
crued or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous to the same 
extent as if such abolition had not taken place. As 
used in this section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be con- 
strued as defined in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts 
of 1909 as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the 
acts of 1953. 


SECTION 8. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
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as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 


rank or compensation.

ORDINANCES OF 1959 


BOSTON FIRE PREVENTION CODE 
ARTICLE 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Section 1.01—Title 


This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the 
Boston Fire Prevention Code, and it shall take effect upon 
its passage. 


Section 1.02—Definitions 


In this Code the following words, unless a different 
meaning is required by the context or is specifically pre- 
scribed, shall have the following meanings: 

(a) “Arson Squad,” uniformed members of the Fire 
Department as may be designated by the Assistant Chief 
of Department for the purpose of investigating all multiple 
alarm fires and fires or explosions reported as of suspicious, 
unknown or undetermined origin, and fires or explosions 
where loss of life or injury to persons occurred as a result 
of fire or explosion. 

(b) ‘Assistant Chief,” the Assistant Chief of the Boston 
Fire Department in charge of the Fire Prevention Di- 
vision within the Boston Fire Department. 

(c) ‘Board of Fire Prevention Regulations,’ the board 
ao ues under Section 14 of Chapter 22 of the General 

aws. 

(d) “Committee on Licenses,” the Committee on 
Licenses of the Public Safety Commission in the Building 
Department of the City of Boston. 

(e) “Deputy Commander,” the senior Deputy Fire 
Chief in each Fire-Fighting Division of the Boston Fire 
Department. 

(f) “Fire Door,” a fire door constructed in accordance 
‘ay the construction requirements of the Boston Building 

e. 

(g) ‘‘Head of the Fire Department,” the chief executive 
officer of the Boston Fire Department. Any authority 
conferred upon the Head of the Fire Department under 
this Code may be delegated to such members of the Fire 
Ol eemame as the Head of the Fire Department shall 

esignate. 

(h) “Person,” any person, firm, corporation, partner- 
ship, association or society. 

(i) “‘License,” permission granted by the Committee 
on Licenses to keep, store, use, manufacture or sell at 
specified locations materials which produce conditions 
hazardous to life or property. 


Section 1.03—Organization 


(a) There is established an executive division of the 
Fire Department of the City of Boston which is known as 
the Fire Prevention Division. 

(b) Said division shall be in charge of an Assistant Chief 
of Department, who shall be under the control and super- 
vision of the Chief of the Fire Department and the Fire 
Commissioner. . 

(c) The said Assistant Chief of Department shall be 
designated by the Fire Commissioner from an eligible 
promotional list for that grade established by the Division 
of Civil Service of the Commonwealth, in accordance with 
Chapter 31 of the General Laws and regulations established 
thereunder. 

(d) The Fire Prevention Division shall be comprised of 
such personnel, both uniformed and civilian, as the 
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Assistant Chief, with the approval of the Fire Commis- 
sioner, deems necessary for the proper operation of said 
division. 


Section 1.04—Duties of Assistant Chief 

(a) The Assistant Chief of Department in charge of the 
Fire Prevention Division, hereinafter referred to as 
Assistant Chief, shall, under the supervision and control 
of the Head of the Fire Department, perform all the duties 
required of him by law, the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, and by the pro- 
visions of this Code. 

(b) The Assistant Chief shall have power and authority 
to pass upon any question arising under the fire regulations 
of this Code subject to the supervision and control of the 
Head of the Fire Department and to the conditions, modi- 
fications and limitations contained herein, and as may be 
conferred from time to time by law or ordinance. 

(c) The Assistant Chief shall make, or cause to be made, 
inspections with sufficient frequency to secure efficient 
supervision of all buildings, structures, or places used 
either for manufacturing or commercial purposes, or occu- 
pied or frequented by large numbers of people, and of all 
school buildings, public and private halls, institutional 
buildings, theaters, multiple dwellings, also places of 
assembly, ships or vessels, docks, wharves, piers, open-air 
parking spaces, also all places of amusement, recreation 
or employment to determine the safety of the occupants 
of such buildings, structures, or places in the event of fire 
or explosion; to examine the working order of all exit 
doors, fire escapes, fire-fighting appliances, the condition 
and maintenance of exits, corridors, stairways, fire escapes 
and their approach with regard to obstructions; the dis- 
position, the quantity, arrangement and protection of 
stock, combustible material and proper disposal of waste 
material; heating devices and ovens, flammable liquids 
and explosives and the protection of hazardous machinery 
and appliances, with regard to safety from fire; and to 
ascertain whether the fire regulations of this Code are 
being efficiently carried out. 

(d) The Assistant Chief shall make or cause to be made 
an inspection of any building, structure or place within a 
reasonable time after any person complains that any fire 
regulation of this Code is being violated, or that com- 
bustible materials are kept in any building, structure or 
place in any insecure manner, or that doors, stairways, 
corridors, exits or fire escapes in any factory, workshop or 
place of employment, amusement, education or recreation 
are obstructed or are in an unsafe condition, or that any 
exit door or exit is kept locked or fastened during the time 
such places are occupied or frequented by employees or 
by the public, or that any building, structure or place is 
occupied or crowded beyond capacity of its exits, or that 
the heating apparatus, appliances, or devices in any build- 
ing or structure are insecure or dangerous, or that any 
building, structure or place is being maintained in such a 
manner as to be a fire menace or dangerous in case of fire 
or explosion. If any of the above conditions are found to 
exist, the Head of the Fire Department shall give notice 
in writing to the owner, lessee, occupant or person in 
control of such building, structure or place to remedy 
such condition. 
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(e) Whenever the maintenance, operation or use of any 
land, building, structure, material or other object, or any 
part thereof, constitutes a fire or explosion hazard whic 
is dangerous or unsafe or a menace to the public safety, 
and the action taken to eliminate such dangerous or unsafe 
condition or conditions which create or tend to create 
the same is not specifically provided for in this Fire 
Prevention Code, the Assistant Chief in Charge of the 
Fire Prevention Division is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to take such action as may be necessary to elimi- 
nate such dangerous or unsafe condition or conditions. 


Section 1.05—ZJ nvestigation of Fire 

The District Chief of the fire district in which a fire or 
explosion occurs shall investigate the cause, origin and 
circumstances of every fire or explosion occurring in the 
City of Boston, involving loss of life, injury to person or 
by which property has been destroyed or damaged, and 
so far as possible, shall determine whether the fire or 
explosion was due to carelessness or design. Such in- 
vestigation shall begin immediately upon the control of 
the fire by the Fire Department, and if it appears that the 
fire or explosion is of suspicious origin, or is the result of a 
violation of law, or if the cause cannot be determined, the 
District Chief shall take charge of all physical evidence 
and shall immediately notify the Arson Squad, who 
shall in turn notify the State Fire Marshal. The District 
Chief shall, within 48 hours, report in writing all other 
fires or explosions by which a loss is sustained to the 
Assistant Chief and to the State Fire Marshal. A record 
of all fires or explosions occurring in the City of Boston 
shall be kept by the Fire Department and such records 
shall be open to public inspection. 


Section 1.06—I nvestigation of Suspicious Pires 

The Assistant Chief or the Arson Squad of the Fire 
Prevention Division shal] investigate the circumstances 
of all fires or explosions of suspicious or undetermined 
origin of which they have notice, and may investigate 
the circumstances of any fire or explosion occurring any- 
where within the City of Boston. For such purposes the 
Assistant Chief, or some person designated by him, may 
summon and examine on oath, administered by the 
Assistant Chief or such person so designated, any person 
supposed to know or having means of knowing any 
material facts touching the subject of investigation. 
Such witnesses may be kept apart and examined sepa- 
rately, and such examination shall be reduced to writing, 
and false testimony therein shall be perjury. Any justice 
of a District Court or of the Superior Court, upon applica- 
tion of the Assistant Chief, or person so designated, may 
compel the attendance of such witnesses and the giving 
of such testimony in the same manner and to the same 
extent as before said court. If, upon such investigation, 
the Assistant Chief, or person so designated, believes that 
the evidence is sufficient to charge any person with crime, 
he shall make a complaint therefor, and shall furnish the 
proper officers with the evidence and names of witnesses 
obtained by him. The Assistant Chief shall, when re- 
quired, report to the State Fire Marshal and the Com- 
missioner of Insurance his proceedings and the progress 
of prosecutions instituted hereunder. 
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Section 1.07—License for Hazardous Materials and 
Operations 

No building or other structure shall be used for the 
keeping, storage, use, sale or manufacture of flammable, 
combustible, or explosive fluids, solids or gases, or any 
substance having such properties that it may spontane- 
ously or acting under the influence of any contiguous 
substance or any chemical or physical agency, ignite 
or inflame or generate flammable or explosive vapors or 
gases to a dangerous extent, or any substance which may 
contribute fuel to a fire or increase the intensity or 
spread of fire, unless the Committee on Licenses shall 
have granted a license to use the land on which such 
building or other structure is or is to be situated for the 
aforementioned uses, after a public hearing, notice of the 
time and place of which hearing shall have been given, 
at the expense of the applicant, by the clerk of the Com- 
mittee on Licenses, by publication, not less than seven 
days prior thereto, in a newspaper published in the English 
language in the City of Boston, and also by the applicant 
by registered mail, not less than seven days prior to such 
hearing, to all owners of real estate abutting on said 
land or directly opposite said land on any public or 
private street as they appear on the most recent local 
tax list at the time the application for such license is 
filed, and unless the application for such license shall have 
endorsed thereon the certificate of approval or disapproval 
of the Head of the Fire Department. The application 
for such license shall itemize the various substances and 
the amounts thereof. The application for such license 
shall be accompanied by plans and specifications, in 
duplicate, showing location and amounts of substances, 
fire protection proposed, lot lines of proposed licensed 
land and lot lines of real estate abutting on said land, 
one copy of which shall be retained by the Fire Depart- 
ment and the other copy retained by the Committee on 
Licenses. 

Substance found on land licensed hereunder which are 
of a combustible or explosive nature or are hazardous to 
life or property and which are not specified on said license 
may be ordered removed immediately by the Fire or 
Police Department. Such license shall be recorded in the 
Office of the City Clerk, and it shall, from the time of the 
granting thereof by the Licensing authority, be deemed a 
grant attaching to the land described therein and as an 
incident of ownership thereof running with the land and 
shall not be deemed to be merely a personal privilege. 
Any license granted hereunder shall remain in force 
unless and until revoked as hereinafter provided. Any 
such license granted hereunder shall be subject to such 
conditions and restrictions as may be prescribed in the 
license by the Committee on Licenses, which may include 
a condition that the license be exercised to such extent 
and within such period as may be fixed by the Committee 
on Licenses. 


Flammable liquids when in any motor vehicle which is 
in a building or other structure, shall be deemed to be 
kept in such building or other structure within the mean- 
ing of this section; provided, that this section shall not 
apply to any building in existence on July 1, 1911, in 
which not more than two automobiles or motor vehicles, 
are kept, if such building or part thereof is not used either 
for human habitation or for holding gatherings of more 
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than twenty persons, or for giving entertainments, in- 
struction or employment to more than that number, or 
to any private garage not in existence on said July first 
which is an appurtenance to a dwelling and in which not 
more than three automobiles or motor vehicles are kept. 

A license for the keeping, storage, use, sale or manu- 
facture of any of the articles named in this section shall 
not be required in amounts not exceeding those prescribed 
by regulation by the State Board of Fire Prevention Regu- 
lations, but a permit from the Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment for such limited amounts and to perform any 
business, act, process or operation which may constitute 
a fire hazard shall be required. 


Section 1.08—Cerltificate of Registration 

The owner or occupant of said land licensed as herein 
provided in section 1.07 shall annually, on or before April 
thirtieth, file with the Fire Prevention Division a cer- 
tificate of registration setting forth the name and address 
of the holder of such license. No certificate of registration 
shall be required for any building used as a garage for 
storing not more than three vehicles, provided such build- 
ing is not used as a repair shop, lubritorium or service 
station or similar garage used by the general public. 


Section 1.09—Revocation of License 


Any license granted by the Committee on Licenses may 
be revoked for cause, after notice and hearing given to 
such owner or occupant, by the Committee on Licenses, 
and the manufacture, storage, keeping for sale or selling 
of the materials specified in the license may be halted 
immediately by the Fire Department if such licensed 
business becomes in any way an extreme fire hazard or a 
menace to public safety, pending such hearing. 


Section 1.10—Replacement and Alteration in Construction 


Any building or structure erected or maintained under 
any license granted by the Committee on Licenses shall 
always be subject to such replacements and alterations in 
construction and to such regulations of its use in respect 
to protection against fire or explosion as the Committee 
on Licenses or the Fire Department may prescribe. 


Section 1.11—Right of Aggrieved Persons—License 

Any person aggrieved by the granting of a license by 
the Committee on Licenses on the ground that the exercise 
thereof would constitute a fire or explosion hazard may, 
within ten days after the granting thereof, appeal to the 
State Fire Marshal who, after notice and hearing, shall 
finally determine whether such a hazard would result. If, 
in his opinion, such a hazard would result, he shall notify 
the Committee on Licenses, and such notice when received 
by such Committee shall constitute a revocation of such 
license and no further license for the same or similar use 
of the same land shall be granted within one year after 
receipt by such Committee of such notice. 


Section 1.12—Permits 

(a) A permit shall constitute permission to keep or 
store in limited quantities, or use, sell or manufacture 
flammable, combustible or explosive fluids, solids or gases, 
or any substance having such properties that it may 
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spontaneously, or acting under the influence of any con- 
tiguous substance, or of any chemical or physical agency, 
ignite, or inflame or generate flammable or explosive vapors 
or gases to a dangerous extent, or any substance which 
may contribute fuel to a fire or to increase the intensity 
or spread of fire, or to perform any business, act, process 
or operation which may constitute a fire hazard. 


(b) Before a permit is issued, the Assistant Chief, or 
such members of the Fire Department as may be desig- 
nated by the Head of the Fire Department, shall inspect 
and approve the storage installations, receptacles, build- 
ings or places that such substances are kept, stored, used, 
sold or manufactured, or in which a hazardous business, 
act, process or operation is to be performed; and, unless 
specifically provided for in this code, shall prescribe the 
safeguards and other conditions which must be provided. 
In those instances which require safeguards involving 
walls, partitions, floors, ceilings, roofs, doors or other 
construction features the Assistant Chief shall notify the 
Building Department of such requirements. In those 
instances where a substance or process may involve a 
health hazard the Assistant Chief shall notify the Health 
Commissioner. 


(c) All applications for a permit required by this code 
shall be made to the Fire Prevention Division in such form 
and detail as it shall prescribe. 


(d) Permits shall at all times be posted on the premises 
designated therein, and shall at all times be subject to 
inspection by any member of the Fire Department au- 
thorized to inspect buildings or other premises. 


(e) One permit only shall be required by establishments 
dealing in, or using, two or more of the substances referred 
to in sub-paragraph (a) of this section to be kept in the 
establishment at any one time, provided each of the sub- 
stances is listed and the amount specified, and further 
provided the individual quantities of each substance or 
the aggregate quantity does not exceed the amount au- 
thorized under a permit. Where a permit is required for 
the use of any occupancy such storage shall be included 
in the permit. 


(f) The maximum amount of substances referred to in 
sub-paragraph (a) of this section authorized under a 
permit shall be not exceeding the following amounts that 
may be kept without a license or registration, or either 
of them, except as hereinafter provided for:

No permit will be required for the keeping or storage of 
any flammable fluid, solid or gas, in amounts not exceed- 
ing those specified in the table, in any building or other 
structure used as a wholesale or retail drug establishment, 
chemical laboratory, doctor’s or dentist’s office, or other 
similar approved professional establishment, provided 
that the provisions of this section shall apply only to the 
keeping and storing of such articles approved as appurte- 
nances and essential to the professional conduct of the 
business with which they are kept or stored. 
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Section 1.13—Revocation of Permit 


The Head of the Fire Department may revoke a permit 
issued if any violation of this code is found upon inspection 
or in case there has been any false statement or mis- 
representation as to a material fact in the application on 
which the permit was based. 


Section 1.14—Fees 

The fee for licenses, certificates of registration and 
permits issued by the Fire Prevention Division shall be 
such amount as may be established from time to time by 
ordinance, provided that the fee for certificates of registra- 
tion shall be not more than one half of the amount of the 
fee for such a license. 


Section 1.15—Failure to Secure a Permit 

Any person required to apply for a permit under any 
provision of this code, who fails to make such application, 
or who performs any act requiring a permit after the 
permit has been denied, or after revocation of a permit, 
or fails to file a Certificate of Registration as required by 
Section 13, Chapter 148 of the General Laws and to pay 
such fee as may be established by ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, 
a by imprisonment for not more than one month, or 

oth. 


Section 1.16—MRight of Aggrieved Person—Permit 

Any person aggrieved by the granting of a permit by 
the Fire Department on the ground that the exercise 
thereof would constitute a fire or explosion hazard may, 
within ten days after the granting thereof, appeal to the 
State Fire Marshal who, after notice and hearing, shall 
finally determine whether such a hazard would result. 
If, in his opinion, such a hazard would result, he shall 
notify the Assistant Chief, and such notice when received 
by the Chief shall constitute a revocation of such permit 
and no further permit for the same or similar use at the 
same location shall be granted within one year after 
receipt by the Chief of such notice. 


Section 1.17—Approval of License Applications 

(a) Before a license application is approved, the 
Assistant Chief, or such members of the Fire Department 
as may be designated by the Head of the Fire Department, 
shall inspect and approve the storage installations, 
receptacles, buildings or storage places to be used under 
such license, and when warranted list the conditions 
under which the license may be approved where there are 
necessary steps to be taken to prevent or minimize the 
possibility of fire or explosion at such location. One 
of the conditions may include adequate fire protection. 

(b) When a license is granted by the Committee on 
Licenses after disapproval by the Fire Department, a 
report of the reasons therefor shall be submitted to the 
Head of the Fire Department by the Clerk of said Com- 
mittee. 

(c) Licenses and certificates of registration shall at all 
times be posted on the premises designated therein, and 
shall at all times be subject to inspection by any member 
of the Fire Department authorized to inspect buildings 
or other premises. 
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(d) In such cases where the amount of flammable, 
combustible or explosive fluids, solids or gases or other 
substances specified in sub-section (a) are in such quantity 
as to exceed that authorized under a permit and are, 
therefore, authorized under a license, a permit shall be 
required to perform any business, act, process or opera- 
tion which may constitute a fire or explosion hazard. 


Section 1.18—Determination of Flammability 


(a) Any substance submitted to the Fire Prevention 
Division for determination as to flammability or composi- 
tion shall be tested by the Division Chemist who shall, 
in writing, report his analysis and findings to the Assistant 
Chief and to the person submitting the sample thereof. 


(b) When a question arises as to whether a substance 
is subject to sections 1.07 or 1.12 the decision of the 
Assistant Chief based on the report of the analysis and 
finding of the Division Chemist shall prevail. 


Section 1.19—Right to Inspect 


The Head of the Fire Department, the Assistant Chief, 
or any member of the Fire Department to whom the Head 
of the Fire Department may delegate his authority, may, 
in the performance of the duties imposed by this Code, 
or in the furtherance of the purpose of any provision of 
any law, ordinance or by-law relating to the subject 
matter of this Code, or of any rule or regulation of the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, or any order 
of the State Fire Marshal or Head of the Fire Department, 
enter any building, including individual apartments or 
other premises including private ways, alleys, yards and 
driveways adjacent thereto or any ship or vessel, to make 
inspection or investigation, without being held or deemed 
to be guilty of trespass. 


Section 1.20—Ezistence of Hazardous Conditions 


The Head of the Fire Department, may, and upon 
complaint of a person having an interest in any building 
or premises or property adjacent thereto, shall enter into 
buildings including individual apartments, and upon 
premises including private ways, alleys, yards and drive- 
ways adjacent thereto, and make an investigation as to 
the existence of conditions or material likely to cause fire 
or explosion, or which are conducive to fire or explosion 
or which are likely to increase the intensity or spread of 
fire. When such conditions are found, such officer or 
persons shall issue a Fire Department Abatement Order 
to remove or remedy such conditions. Such order shall 
be served upon the owner, occupant or his authorized 
agent responsible for the condition by the officer or 
person discovering the condition. If the responsibility 
cannot be definitely placed on an occupant, the owner 
shall be held responsible for the condition. The officer 
or person serving the order shall specify, in writing, on the 
order, the date on which such condition shall be removed 
or remedied. Such officer or person shall make a rein- 
spection on the date so specified, and, if upon such rein- 
spection, the condition is not removed or remedied he 
shall refer the matter to the Fire Prevention Division. 
If an order requiring the removal of combustible rubbish 
is not complied with within the specified time, the Fire 
Prevention Division may notify the Public Works De- 
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partment, by means of a suitable authorization, to remove 
or remedy such condition under the supervision of a 
member of the Fire Prevention Division designated by the 
Assistant Chief. The Head of the Fire Department may 
order the immediate removal from such building or 
premises of any materials which are likely to cause fire or 
explosion or which are conducive to fire or explosion or 
which are likely to increase the intensity of fire if, in his 
opinion, such materials are extremely hazardous to life 


or property. 
Section 1.21—Dzivision Records 
The Assistant Chief shall cause to be kept records of: 


(a) Applications for permits, permits issued, approval 
of licenses, fees collected. 


(b) Fires of suspicious, unknown, undetermined 
origin, or as a result of violation of law with the results of 
investigations thereof. 


(c) Cross-reference file of such fires by street and owner 
and of arson suspects. 


(d) Activities of Arson Squad. 


(e) Complaints received of violation of this code, of 
action taken thereon and of final disposition. 


(f) Inspections by members of the Fire Prevention 
Division. 
Section 1.22—Frequency of Inspections 


(a) Monthly inspections shall be made of theatres, 
motion picture houses, public halls and special halls. 


(b) Quarterly inspections shall be made of hospitals, 
sanitoriums, convalescent or nursing homes, boarding 
homes for the aged, licensed by and under the Supervision 
of the State Department of Public Health and/or hos- 
pitals or other institutions (public or private), licensed 
by and under the Supervision of the State Department of 
Mental Health and of all schools and church property. 


(c) The Deputy Commander shall arrange for the 
regular and frequent inspection of the following oc- 
cupancies as, in his opinion, the fire and life hazard 
demand: —public buildings, places of assembly, premises 
in which any hazardous building is conducted, buildings 
in which people reside, are employed, or are assembled 
in large numbers, docks, piers, wharves. 


(d) Inspections of dwellings and of building in general 
shall be performed by members of the fire-fighting force 
as may be prescribed from time to time for so-called 
“In-Service Building Inspections”’. 

(ec) All inspections shall be reported in writing, on 
prescribed form, by officer or member of Department 
making the inspection. 


Section 1.23—Reports to Other City Depariments 


When a violation of law, ordinance, by-law, or regula- 
tion is found in a building or other premises which comes 
under the jurisdiction of a City Department other than 
the Fire Department, the Inspector shall notify the 
Department having jurisdiction on General Form 65, 
“Public Safety Inspection Report”. Such form shall 
be made in triplicate and forwarded to the Fire Prevention 
Division where one copy shall be retained and two copies 
shall be forwarded to the proper Department. Said 
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Department shall, within 10 days, return one copy to 
the Fire Prevention Division with a notation made of 
the action taken thereon, which copy shall be returned to 
the Inspector so that he may make a reinspection to 
determine compliance thereof. 


Section 1.24—Penallties 

Violation of any provision of this Code shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $100 or imprisonment for not 
more than one month or both, except in the case of a 
continuing offence which shall be punished by. a fine of 
not more than $50 for each day during which the offence 
continues. 


Section 1.25—Amiendments to Code 

Any article, section, paragraph, sentence, or word of 
this Code may be amended or deleted and any additions 
may be made to this Code from time to time by City 
Ordinance. 


Section 1.26—Validity of Code 

In the event that any article, section, paragraph, 
sentence, or word of this Code is declared for any reason 
to be invalid, no other portion of this Code shall be in- 
validated thereby. 


ARTICLE 2. AUTOMOBILE TIRE REBUILDING PLANTS 


Section 2.01—General 

Automobile tire rebuilding plants shall conform to all 
other applicable requirements of this code as well as to 
the following provisions. 


Section 2.02—Permit Required 


_A permit shall be required to conduct or maintain any 
tire recapping or rebuilding plant. 


Section 2.03—Construction and Protection Require- 

ments 

(a) Tire rebuilding plants shall have all floor openings, 
such as for stairs and elevators, enclosed in an approved 
manner in accordance with construction requirements 
of the Boston Building Code. 

(b) Tire rebuilding plants in buildings of wood frame 
construction or in buildings used in part for residence 
occupancy shall be separated from other portions of the 
building in accordance with construction requirements 
of the Boston Building Code, and shall be equipped with 
an approved automatic sprinkler system. 


Section 2.04—Dust Collecting System 


Buffing machines shall be located in a room separated 
from the remainder of the plant in accordance with 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code, 
with each door opening protected by an approved self- 
closing fire door. Each machine shall be connected to an 
ample dust collecting system discharging to a suitable 
container which shall be cleaned at frequent intervals. 


Section 2.05—Ventilation 

Kach room where rubber cement is used or mixed, 
or flammable solvents are applied, shall be equipped with 
effective mechanical or natural ventilation. 
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ARTICLE 3. AUTOMOBILE WRECKING YARDS, JUNK YARDS 
AND Waste MarTeriaAu HANDLING PLANTS 


Section 3.01—General 

Automobile wrecking yards, junk yards and waste ma- 
terial handling plants shall conform to all other applicable 
requirements of this code as well as the following provi- 
sions. 

Section 3.02—Permit Required 

A permit shall be obtained to conduct or maintain any 
automobile wrecking yard, junk yard or waste material 
handling plant. 


Section 3.03—Location 

No automobile wrecking yard, junk yard or waste 
material handling plant shall be located as to seriously 
expose adjoining or adjacent properties. 

Section 3.04—Burning Operations 

The burning of wrecked or discarded automobiles or 
any parts thereof or junk or any waste materials shall be 
done only in designated open spaces or incinerator enclo- 
sures approved for burning purposes by the Fire Preven- 
tion Division. 

Section 3.05—Construction and Protection Requirements 

(a) Handling and storage of large quantities of waste 
paper, rags or other combustible materials shall not be in 
a building of wood frame or ordinary construction unless 
the building is sprinklered. Vertical openings shall be 
enclosed in accordance with construction requirements of 
the Boston Building Code. 

(b) Picking rooms shall be separated from storage 
rooms in accordance with construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code, with each door opening provided 
with an approved fire door. Picking rooms shall be pro- 
vided with exhaust systems of sufficient capacity to ade- 
quately remove dust and lint. 


ARTICLE 4. Bow ina ALLEYS 

Section 4.01—General 

Bowling alleys shall conform to all other applicable 
requirements of this code, as well as the following pro- 
visions. 

Section 4.02—Permit Required 

A permit shall be required for bowling pin refinishing 


and bowling alley resurfacing operations involving the 
use and application of flammable liquids or materials. 


Section 4.03—Alley Resurfacing Operations 

Resurfacing operations shall not be carried on while 
the establishment is open for business. The Fire Preven- 
tion Division shall be notified when alleys are to be resur- 
faced. Proper ventilation shall be provided. Heating, 
ventilating, or cooling systems employing re-circulation 
of air shall not be operated during resurfacing operations 
or within one hour following the application of flammable 
finishes. All electric motors or other equipment in the 
area which might be a source of ignition shall be shut 
down, and all smoking and use of open flames prohibited 
during the application of flammable finishes and for one 
hour thereafter. 
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Section 4.04—Pin Refinishing 


Pin refinishing involving the application of flammable 
finishes shall be done only in a special room meeting the 
requirements of Article 12; such room shall not be located 
below grade nor shall it have communication with any 
pits, wells, pockets or basements. 


Storage of flammable liquids in such rooms shall not 
exceed a combined aggregate of 60 gallons in original 
metal containers, or in approved safety containers not 
exceeding 5 gallons individual capacity. A metal waste 
can with self-closing cover shall be provided for all waste 
materials and rags; contents shall be removed daily. 
Smoking shall be prohibited at all times in refinishing 
rooms. 


ARTICLE 5. COMBUSTIBLE FIBRES, STORAGE AND HAN- 
DLING OF 


Section 5.01—Definition 


“‘Combustible fibres’? shall mean and include readily 
ignitable and free burning fibres, such as cotton, sisal, 
henequen, ixtle, jute, hemp, tow, cocoa fibre, oakum, 
baled waste, baled waste paper, kapok, hay straw, Spanish 
moss, excelsior and other like materials. 


Section 5.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be required for the storage and handling 
ei combustible fibres in quantities in excess of 100 cubic 
eet. 


Section 5.03—Loose Storage 


(a) Loose combustible fibres (not in suitable bales or 
packages), whether housed or in the open, shall not be 
stored within 100 feet of any building except as herein- 
after specified. 


(b) Not to exceed 100 cubic feet of loose combustible 
fibres may be kept in any building provided storage is 
in a metal or metal-lined bin equipped with a self-closing 
cover. 


(c) Quantities exceeding 100 cubic feet of loose com- 
bustible fibres, but not exceeding 500 cubic feet, may be 
stored in rooms or compartments having floor, walls and 
ceiling in accordance with construction requirements of 
the Boston Building Code. Each opening into such 
rooms or compartments from other parts of the building 
shall be equipped with an approved fire door. 


(d) Quantities exceeding 500 cubic feet of loose com- 
bustible fibres may be stored in approved vaults, con- 
structed as follows: 


(1) Storage vaults shall be located outside of build- 
ings or if located inside shall be provided with approved 
safety vents to the outside. 


(2) Walls, floors, and ceilings shall be constructed in 
accordance with construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. Roofs of outside vaults shall 
be of non-combustible material but may be so con- 
structed as to readily give way in case of an internal 
explosion. 

(3) Openings, if any, between vault and main build- 
ing shall be protected on each side of the wall by an 
approved fire door. Wall openings in outside vaults 
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exposing other property (not sufficiently detached to 
be considered cut off) shall be protected by approved 
fire doors or equivalent. 


(4) Vaults located within buildings and exceeding 
1,000 cubic feet storage capacity shall be protected by 
approved automatic sprinklers, carbon dioxide, or 
other approved inert gas systems. 


(e) Not to exceed 2,500 cubic feet of loose fibres may be 
stored in a detached building suitably located, with open- 
ings properly protected against entrance of sparks. The 
detached building shall be used for no other purpose. 


Section 5.04—Baled Storage 


(a) No single block or pile shall contain more than 
25,000 cubic feet of fibre exclusive of aisles or clearances. 
Blocks or piles of baled fibre shall be separated from 
adjacent storage by aisles not less than 5 feet wide; or by 
flash fire barriers consisting of continuous sheets of non- 
combustible material extending from floor to a height of 
at least 1 foot above the highest point of piles and 
projecting at least 1 foot beyond the sides of the piles. 


(b) Sisal and other fibres in bales bound with com- 
bustible tie ropes, also jute and other fibres liable to swell 
when wet, shall be stored to allow for expansion in any 
direction without endangering building walls, ceilings or 
columns. Not less than 3 feet clearance shall be left 
between walls and sides of piles, except that if storage 
compartment is not more than 30 feet in width, one foot 
clearance at side walls will be sufficient, provided a center 
aisle not less than 5 feet wide is maintained. 


(c) Not less than 3 feet clearance shall be maintained 
between sprinkler pipes and tops of piles. 


ARTICLE 6. Dust ExXPpLosions, PREVENTION OF 


Section 6.01—Definition 

The term “dust” as used in this article shall mean dust 
which, if mixed with air in the proper proportions, be- 
comes explosive and may be ignited by a flame or spark. 


Section 6.02—Permit Required 


A permit shall be obtained for the operation of any 
grain elevator, flour, starch or feed mill, or plant pulver- 
izing aluminum, coal, cocoa, magnesium, spices, sugar, or 
other material producing dust as defined in Section 6.01. 
However, no permit shall be required for plants utilizing 
only direct-fired pulverized coal systems which have been 
constructed in accordance with the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters Regulations or some equally acceptable 
standards and which are continually maintained in the 
condition which satisfies these regulations. 


Section 6.03—General Requirements 


(a) All dust-producing or dust-agitating machinery such 
as grinding mills and separators, and all elevators, elevator 
legs, spouts, hoppers and other conveyors handling mate- 
rial in pulverized form shall be provided with casings or 
enclosures maintained as nearly dust-tight as possible. 


(b) Approved magnetic or pneumatic separators shall be 
installed at some point in the system ahead of all shellers, 
crackers, crushers, grinding machines, pulverizers and 
similar machines in which the entrance of foreign materials 
may cause sparks to be generated. 
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(c) Suitable dust collecting equipment shall be installed 
and accumulation of dust shall be kept at a minimum in 
the interior of buildings. 

(d) All machinery and metal parts of the crushing, dry- 
ing, pulverizing and conveying systems shall be electrically 
grounded. 

(e) Smoking and the carrying of matches, the use of 
heating or other devices employing an open flame, or use 
of any spark producing equipment is prohibited in areas 
containing dust-producing or dust-agitating operations. 
Artificial lighting in such areas shall be by electricity with 
all wiring and electrical equipment installed in accordance 
with the requirements of the Boston Electrical Code. 


ARTICLE 7. EXITS 

Section 7.01—Obsiructions to Egresses 

(a) All egresses and means of escape from buildings or 
structures, including doors, windows, aisles, passageways, 
corridors, stairways and fire escapes shall be kept unob- 
structed either by persons or things, and ready for use 
while such buildings are occupied. 

(b) Motor vehicles shall not be parked under the canti- 
lever of fire escapes, nor in such manner as to block exits 
or passageways to the street, nor to interfere with the 
means of egress from buildings, or with the operation of 
the Fire Department in the event of fire or emergency. 
If, in the opinion of the Head of the Fire Department, or 
such person to whom he delegates his authority, a motor 
vehicle is parked in such manner as to violate this sub- 
section, he shall notify the Boston Police Department to 
take the necessary steps to remove or have such motor 
vehicle removed. 

(c) In other than dwellings, no person shall place, store 
or keep, or permit to be placed, stored or kept on or under 
or at the bottom of any exit stairway, inside or outside, 
exit hallway, elevator or any other means of egress, any 
materials the presence or the burning of which would 
obstruct or render hazardous egress of persons from the 
building. 

Section 7.02—Hzits Open in Direction of Egress 

Egresses from any building or structure in which fifty 
or more persons are accommodated or assembled, or from 
a schoolhouse, church, theatre, special hall, public hall, 
miscellaneous hall, hospital, sanatorium, convalescent or 
nursing home, boarding home for the aged, grandstand, 
stadium, bleacher or arena, or from a factory, workshop, 
mercantile or other establishment which has accommoda- 
tions for ten or more employees, or from an office building, 
dormitory, hotel, family hotel, apartment house, boarding 
house, lodging house or tenement house which has eight 
or more rooms above the second story shall open in the 
direction of egress. 


Section 7.02a—A/arking of Egresses 
Such egresses shall have a sign on them with the word 
“Fixit” in letters not less than 5 inches in height. 


Section 7.02b—Lighting of Egresses 

Such egresses shall be lighted at night, while the building 
or structure is occupied, and shall be lighted during day-. 
light hours when natural lighting is deficient. 
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Section 7.02c—Number of Egresses 


Such occupancies shall have at least two means of egress 
from each floor direct to the street or to an unobstructed 
passageway leading to the street, and shall not be Jocked, 
bolted or fastened from the inside during their occupancy. 


Section 7.02d—Revolving Doors Prohibited 


Revolving doors shall not be permitted as an immediate 
means of egress from a place of assembly as defined in 
Section 23.01b. 


Section 7.03—Stairway Doors to Be Kept Closed 


It shall be unlawful to block open any stairway enclosure 
door which leads to or from a floor of the building. 

Section 7.04—Fire Exit Drills 

(a) Fire exit drills shall be held at least monthly, 
weather permitting, for students, teachers and other 
occupants of public and private schools while school is in 
session. 

(6) Fire exit drills shall be held at least monthly, 
weather permitting, for employees of hospitals, sani- 
toriums, convalescent or nursing homes, boarding homes 
for the aged, licensed by and under the Supervision of the 
State Department of Public Health and/or hospitals or 
other institutions (public or private), licensed by and 
under the Supervision of the State Department of Mental 
Health. 

(c) Fire exit drills shall be held at least quarterly for 
employees of factories, workshops, mills, office buildings 
or other occupancies where people are employed in large 
numbers. 

(d) Such fire exit drills shall be conducted in accord- 
ance with procedure established by the Head of the Fire 
Department or by an Officer of the Fire Department to 
whom he delegates the authority. 


Section 7.05—Blocking and Barring Windows 


(a) Exterior windows of any building shall not be 
bricked in, boarded up, blocked with stock nor in any way 
prevented from being used in the event of fire as an exit 
to the outside street level via Fire Department ladders 
or otherwise by the occupants thereof, or for use by the 
Fire Department for rescue work, ventilation and access 
to an. interior fire, unless approved by the Head of the 
Fire Department. 

(b) Except in places of detention, windows in elevator 
shafts and windows facing and within 5 feet of open tanks 
or moving machinery, exterior windows shall not be 
equipped with bars or grille work which would prevent 
the use of such windows as an exit in case of fire or ex- 
plosion, unless such bars or grille work are equipped with 
devices so designed to permit ready escape therefrom by 
occupants thereof and to permit ready access from the 
outside by the Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 8. Fire EXTINGUISHERS 

Section 8.01—Definilions 

As used in these sections: 

“Standard fire extinguisher’? means a portable fire 
extinguisher which bears the label of approval of a na- 
tional testing laboratory acceptable to the Head of the 
Fire Department. 
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‘Service, ’’ where used in reference to fire extinguishers, 
means the inspection, repair, recharging or testing of fire 
extinguishers. 

“Service man’’ means a person having obtained a 
Certificate of Competency as herein provided to inspect, 
repair, recharge or test fire extinguishers. 


Section 8.02—Installation 


All standard fire extinguishers shall be installed in the 
manner prescribed in Pamphlet No. 10 entitled “Stand- 
ards of the National Board of Vire Underwriters for the 
Installation, Maintenance and Use of Portable Fire 
Extinguishers as Recommended by the National Fire 
Protection Association,” in every location where required 
by this code. Every required or non-required fire ex- 
tinguisher when installed shall be fully charged and ready 
for immediate use. Where an extinguisher is likely to be 
obscured by piles of stock, lumber or otherwise, a sign 
shall be installed and maintained which will mark the 
location of such extinguisher in a manner legible at a 
distance of at least 50 feet. 


Section 8.03—Maintenance 


Extinguishers shall be recharged or weighed after use. 
Extinguishers shall be inspected annually, shall be re- 
charged or weighed as specified in aforesaid Pamphlet 
No. 10, and maintained in good condition and ready for 
immediate use at all times. 

Every such fire extinguisher which employs a cylinder 
shell at a static or working pressure in excess of 100 pounds 
per square inch shall be subjected to a hydrostatic pressure 
test five years after the date of manufacture and every 
five years thereafter as prescribed in said Pamphlet No. 10. 
Except in the case of establishments employing personnel 
qualified to perform the work, extinguishers shall be re- 
charged by a “‘service man”’ as defined in Section 8.01. 


Section 8.04—Tags 


Every standard fire extinguisher shall have attached 
thereto a tag which clearly indicates the dates of inspec- 
tion and recharging or weighing, and the signature of the 
person performing the work. 

Every such fire extinguisher which has passed the 
hydrostatic pressure test as herein required shall be 
provided with a metal label or tag as prescribed in afore- 
said Pamphlet No. 10. 


Section 8.05—Board of Examiners 


There is hereby established a board of examiners which 
shall pass upon the qualifications of applicants desiring a 
certificate of competency as fire extinguisher service men. 
The board shall consist of 4 members, as follows: A 
person selected by the Assistant Chief in Charge of the 
Fire Prevention Division who is experienced in the work 
of servicing fire extinguishers and has the recommenda- 
tion and approval of at least one organization in the fire 
equipment field, and the three Assistant Chiefs of the 
Fire Department. 


Section 8.06—Duties and Powers of Board of Examiners 


Said board shall prescribe and hold written examina- 
tions for applicants for certificate of competency as fire 
extinguisher service man and practical tests of the appli- 
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cants’ knowledge of the servicing of fire extinguishers. 
Said board shall issue certificates of competency to quali- 
fied applicants, and is empowered to revoke the certificate 
of competency of any holder of a certificate who fails to 
properly service a fire extinguisher, or for any other just 
cause. 


Section 8.07—Certificate of Competency Required 


No person shall engage in the business of servicing fire 
extinguishers unless he shall first have obtained a certifi- 
cate of competency as herein provided. 


Section 8.08—A pplication for Certificate of Competency 


Every applicant for a certificate of competency as a 
fire extinguisher service man shall file with the Assistant 
Chief in Charge of the Fire Prevention Division a written 
application, signed by the applicant, stating his address, 
age, present occupation, business activities during the 
previous five years, experience with the repair, recharging, 
testing and use of fire extinguishers, knowledge of the 
ordinances pertaining to fire extinguishers and such other 
information as may be deemed necessary. 

Every application shall be accompanied by two 1” x 1” 
prints of a bust photograph of the applicant. 


Section 8.09—IJssuance of Certificate of Competency 


A certificate of competency shall be granted to all 
qualified applicants who shall have passed such examina- 
tion and who shall have delivered to said Assistant Chief 
satisfactory evidence of the existence of a public liability 
insurance policy issued by an insurance company of 
national standing, insuring the public in an amount of 
not less than $10,000 against property damage and in a 
like amount against personal injury caused by the negli- 
gence of such applicant in servicing fire extinguishers. 
The insurance coverage shall include both manufacturers 
and contractors liability and products liability types. 


Section 8.10—Certificate of Competency 


Upon the approval of the application by the board of 
examiners and the acceptance of the public liability insur- 
ance policy, and upon payment of an annual fee of $15.00, 
a certificate of competency shall be issued. Such certifi- 
cate of competency shall expire on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber of the year in which it is issued. Said Assistant Chief 
shall provide the holder of such certificate with an identi- 
fication card which shall carry a 1/’x 1’ photograph of 
the holder of such certificate and the number of the cer- 
tificate of competency of the holder, which card shall be 
signed by said Assistant Chief. 


Section 8.11—Certificate of Competency Renewal 


Any such certificate of competency may be renewed 
upon payment of an annual fee of $15.00. Any change of 
address of the holder of a certificate of competency shall 
be reported to said Assistant Chief. 


Section 8.12—Rules and Regulations 


The Assistant Chief in charge of the Fire Prevention 
Division, in his discretion, may make or cause to be made 
an inspection of the contents and working condition of 
any fire extinguisher, and may promulgate such reason- 
able rules and regulations as he deems necessary to carry 
out the purposes of the provisions of Article 8. 
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ArtTIcLE 9, Fire Prorection EqQuirpMENT 

Section 9.01—Scope 

This article shall apply to existing conditions except 
where equivalent or more stringent: legal requirements are 
enforced by the building or other municipal departments, 
or by statute law or regulation. 


Section 9.02—Chief of Division to Survey Premises and 
Specify Equipment to Be Provided 

The Chief of the Fire Prevention Division shall survey 
or cause to be surveyed, each commercial and industrial 
establishment, mercantile, educational and institutional 
occupancy, place of assembly, hotel, multi-family house, 
and trailer camp and shall specify suitable fire detecting 
devices or extinguishing appliances which shall be pro- 
vided in or near boiler rooms, kitchens of restaurants, 
clubs and like establishments, storage rooms involving 
considerable combustible material, rooms in which hazard- 
ous manufacturing processes are involved, and other 
places of a generally hazardous nature. Such devices or 
appliances may consist of automatic fire alarm systems. 
automatic sprinkler or water spray systems, standpipe and 
hose, fixed or portable fire extinguishers of a type suitable 
for the probable class of fire, or suitable asbestos blankets, 
manual or automatic covers, or carbon dioxide or other 
special system may be required. 

However, except that in the case of an order requiring 
the installation of automatic sprinklers or water spray 
systems, standpipe and hose and their devices and appurte- 
nances, such order shall be subject to the approval of the 
Building Commissioner of the City of Boston. 


Section 9.03—Jaintenance of Equipment 

Sprinkler systems, standpipe systems, fire alarm sys- 
tems, and other fire protective or extinguishing systems 
or appliances which have been installed in compliance 
with any permit or order, or because of any law, regula- 
tion or ordinance, shall be maintained in operative condi- 
tion at all times, and it shall be unlawful for any owner or 
occupant to reduce the effectiveness of the protection so 
required. 

Section 9.04—Sprinklers Required in Basements 

(a) Approved automatic sprinkler systems shall be 
netted: in all basements having an area exceeding 
1,500 square feet, when used for the manufacture, sale 
or storage of combustible goods or merchandise. The 
requirements of this section shall not conflict with any 
statute, regulation or ordinance governing the installation 
of sprinklers i in such occupancies. 

(b) Combustible goods or merchandise shall include 
those made of wood, paper or rubber; those containing 
flammable liquids; ‘those packed with quantities of 
excelsior, moss or paper; and other goods or merchandise 
of equivalent or greater combustibility. 


Section 9.05—Shulling Off Fire Alarm and Fire Ex- 
tinguishing Equipment 
Iixcept as hereinafter provided, no person shall shut 
off, disconnect, obstruct, remove, or destroy, or cause or 
permit to be shut off, disconnected, obstructed, removed 
or destroyed, any part of any fire alarm system, or of any 
sprinkler sy ‘stem, special extinguishing system, water 
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main, hydrant or other device used for fire protection in 
any building owned, leased or occupied by such person 
or under his control or supervision, without first procuring 
a written permit so to do, from the Fire Prevention 
Division, subject to such terms and conditions, as, in 
the judgment, of the Assistant Chief or his authorized 
representative protection against fire or the preservation 
of public safety may require. ‘This section shall not 
prevent the temporary shutting off or disconnection or 
partial removal of such a system, main, hydrant or other 
device, for the purpose of making necessary repairs or of 
preventing freezing or other property damage, providing 
an oral notification has been given to the Fire Depart- 
ment prior to such action. Temporary interruption 
shall be deemed for a period not exceeding two weeks. 
Under extenuating circumstances where equipment can- 
not be provided with the necessary heat to prevent 
freezing, such as railroad shops, car shops, sheds, etc. 
devices may be shut down for a period extending from 
November ist to April Ist providing the Fire Department 
has been notified and a written permit has been obtained 
therefor. An oral report may be construed as meaning a 
telephone report to the Fire Prevention Division or the 
District Chief of the Fire District concerned. 


ARTICLE 10. FIRES IN THE OPEN 

Section 10.01—Permit Required 

Permits to maintain fires in the open air will be issued 
by the Fire Commissioner in accordance with the Regula- 
tions hereinafter set forth, and upon the terms and condi- 
tions therein provided. 


Section 10.02—~Scope 

No person shall set, maintain or increase a fire in the 
open air in the city of Boston without obtaining a permit 
from the fire commissioner as hereinafter provided. 
Permits for the setting and maintaining of fires in the 
open air in said city may be issued by the fire commis- 
sioner of said city for such periods of time, not exceeding 
one year from the date thereof, and subject to such 
reasonable conditions as said fire commissioner may 
establish by regulation. Any such permit may be re- 
voked at any time by said fire commissioner. Violation 
of this section shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not more 
than one month, or both. 


Section 10.03—Classes of Permits 
The following classes of permits will be issued: 
I. Household Fires in the Open. 
II. Contractor’s or Tradesmen’s Small Fires in the 
Open. 
III. Large Fires in the Open. 
IV. Fires at Patriotic Celebrations. 
VY. Incinerators. 
VI. Barbecue. 


Section 10.04—Verms and Conditions Applicable to 
Every Permit 
(a) This permit shall be revocable at any time by the 
Fire Commissioner. 
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(b) Any fire set or maintained under authority of this 
permit shall be extinguished upon request by a member 
of the Fire Department. 


(c) Acceptance of this permit shall constitute an 
agreement on the part of the person to whom it is issued 
to indemnify and save harmless, the City of Boston from 
any damage it may sustain, or liability it may incur 
toward third persons, by reason of the issuance of this 
permit or any action taken thereunder. 


(d) No fire shall be maintained in such manner as to be 
a smoke nuisance. 


(e) This permit is void in case of high wind. 
(f) Violation of any applicable law or ordinance or of 


any condition contained therein shall render this permit 
void. 


(g) Fires must be at all times under the personal 
supervision of the permit holder or other adult person 
acting under his direction, who shall remain at the loca- 
tion of the fire until the fire is thoroughly extinguished. 
All fires must be extinguished not later than sunset, 
except in case of Class IV permit, and except where express 
permission is given in permits of other classes. 


Section 10.05—Additional Terms and Conditions Ap- 
plicable to Class I, Class III and Class V Permits 


(a) No fire set or maintained under authority of this 
permit shall be within one hundred feet of another fire 
in the open, nor within thirty feet of any building or 
structure, nor within thirty feet of any combustible 
rubbish, wood, debris, trees, bushes or standing piles of 
leaves, branches, grass, etc. 


(b) Permit holder must have premises equipped with 
garden or fire hose sufficient in length to reach the fire, 
and attached to faucet, with water in the hose ready for 
immediate use at all times, must be available while fire is 
burning. 

(c) This permit is void on June 17 and July 4, or days 
celebrated as such. 


Section 10.06—Class I Permits. Permits for House- 
hold Fires in the Open 


(a) These permits are issued on separate forms, and in 
accordance with the conditions and specifications thereon. 


(b) Permits of this class will authorize the setting and 
maintenance of small fires for the burning of leaves, grass 
and brush from gardens, farms or yards in open areas 
by the owner or tenant of such areas or by an authorized 
agent of the owner or tenant. 


(c) Permits of this class shall be issued by District 
Chiefs for and in the Name of the Fire Commissioner. 


Section 10.07—Class II Permits. Permits for Con- 
tractor’s or Tradesmen’s Small Fires in the Open 


(a) Permits of this class will authorize the setting and 
maintenance of miscellaneous small fires necessary in such 
activities as street paving work or repair of sewer or water 
services, or operation of devices using an open flame, the 
use of tar kettles, blow torches, welding torches and other 
flame-making implements in the open air. 
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(6) Restricted Permits of Class II shall be confined to 
locations described in the permit, shall run for a period of 
one month or more, and may be issued to responsible 
adults only. 


(c) General Permits of Class II shall not be confined 
to a particular location, shall run for a period of not more 
than one year, and may be issued to responsible adults. 


Section 10.08—Class III Permits. Permits for Large 
Fires in the Open 


(a) Permits of this class will authorize the setting and 
maintenance of fires exceeding four square feet in area 
for the purpose of consuming large quantities of rubbish 
or debris on construction jobs and operations of like 
character. 


(b) Class III Permits may be issued to responsible 
adults only, to be exercised on a location described in the 
permit. Such permit shall run for a period of one month, 
three months, or six months, according to the character 
of the location and the nature of the material burned. 

(c) Class IJI Permits shall contain such additional 
terms and conditions as in the judgment of the District 
Chief are necessary for the public safety, which may 
include a, paid Fire Department detail. 


Section 10.09—Class IV Permits. Permits for Fires at 
Patriotic Celebrations 


(a) Class IV Permits may be issued to responsible adults 
for a period of one night only, to be exercised at a 
described location satisfactory to the District Chief in con- 
nection with a patriotic celebration. 

(b) Class IV Permits shall contain such additional 
terms and conditions as in the judgment of the District 
Chief are necessary for the public safety. 


Section 10.10—Class V Permits. Incinerators 

Class V Permits may be issued to responsible adults to 
be exercised at a prescribed location for the purpose of 
consuming rubbish in an approved incinerator. 


Section 10.11—Class VI Permits. 


Class VI Permits may be issued to a responsible adult, 
to be exercised at a prescribed location, for barbecue pur- 
poses ONLY. Screen guard to be placed before the fire 
opening when in operation. Spark arrester to be placed 
over chimney opening. Only charcoal and wood to be 
used for fuel. 


ARTICLE 11. FLAMMABLE DECORATIONS 


Section 11.01—Definition 

“Flammable decorations” shall include all such mate- 
rials as curtains, draperies, scenery, plastic shields, up- 
holstery materials, streamers, surface coverings applied 
over the building interior finish for decorative, acoustical 
or other effect, and also cloth, cotton batting, straw, 
vines, leaves, trees and moss used for decorative effect, 
bamboo and other wood or fibres, but it shall not include 
ordinary window shades. 


Section 11.02—Permit 


(a) Flammable decorations shall be prohibited in pub- 
lic buildings and places of assembly and in stores unless a 
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permit for the use of same has been obtained from the 
Fire Department under such terms and conditions as 
prescribed in writing by the Fire Department. 


(b) Terms and Conditions under which permission or 
authorization will be granted for the use of flammable 
decorations in public buildings, places of assembly and 
stores are prescribed in the following sections. 


(c) The word “flammable” shall have the same meaning 
as the word ‘‘inflammable’”’ as used in Chapter 148 of the 
General Laws and in Rules and Regulations of the Board 
of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


Section 11.03—Certain Materials to Be Submitted for Test 


No fabric, plastic, artificial leather of any type, lac- 
quered leather, or other decorative material shall be used 
for decorations in public buildings, places of assembly, 
and in stores within the City of Boston until a sample 
thereof has been submitted, tested and approved in ac- 
cordance with the Boston Fire Department’s Terms and 
Conditions applicable to the use of flammable decorations. 

The burden of proof that an article has been flame- 
proofed and made fire resistant is upon the owner or user 
of the material in question. 


Section 11.04—Purpose of Test 


The purpose of the Boston Fire Department test is to 
determine the ability of materials to withstand direct con- 
tact with a flame and to determine the ability of the 
material to act as a self-extinguisher if ignited. 


Section 11.05—Sampling 


All samples submitted for testing shall consist of a strip 
of material at least 10 inches long, cut to include the 
entire width of the roll. Each sample shall be identified 
with the manufacturer’s name, trade name, and numbers 
designating quality, colors and roll representation. 


Section 11.06—A pparatus 


Tirre]ll Burner 

Stop Watch 

Iron Ring Stand, Clamp, and Suitable Wire for Sus- 
pending Sample 

Fume Exhaust Hood 


Section 11.07—Procedure 


(a) Specimens—Six (6) specimens, one and one-half 
inches by 10 inches, shall be cut at random from the 
sample sheet. 


(b) Test—The flame of the Tirrell Burner is adjusted 
so that the blue cone of the flame is approximately one 
and one-half inches high and the total height of the flame 
is six inches. 

The sample is suspended in a vertical position. (The 
test is conducted where drafts will not interfere with the 
proper conduct of the test.) 

The flame is applied to the lower end of the sample for 
ten (10) seconds and withdrawn, and the duration of the 
flaming (afterflame) of the specimen is noted. The length 
of time between disappearance of afterflame and dis- 
RUDE TADS of visible smoldering (afterglow) shall also be 
noted. 

In testing materials, where a portion of the sample 
under test fuses off before the ten seconds has elapsed, 
the burner shall be raised so that the flame shall continue 
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on the remaining portion of the sample for ten seconds. 
If the fused-off portion continues to burn over the pre- 
scribed two seconds, it will be considered cause for re- 
jection of the sample. 


Section 11.08—Specification 


No specimen when tested by the procedure described 
above shall show afterflame of more than two (2) seconds 
after the burner flame is withdrawn. 

No specimen when tested by the procedure described 
above shall have an afterglow of more than forty (40) 
seconds after the burner flame is withdrawn. 


Section 11.09—Certificate of Analysis 
On completion of test, a certificate of analysis and a 


letter of approval shall be issued by the Boston Fire 
Department. 


Section 11.10—Certificate of Flameproofing 


Where a flameproofing process, not of a permanent 
nature, is applied to decorative material to be used in any 
public building, place of assembly or store, a certificate 
of flameproofing, specifying the basic formula of the 
treatment applied and: the date of application, shall be 
filed with the Head of the Fire Department by the person, 
firm, or corporation applying the flameproofing treatment 
together with the sample. 

This certificate is required in addition to the certificate 
of analysis (report of laboratory test). 

Laundering or dry cleaning of the materials in question 
shall render the certificate of flameproofing void. At the 
expiration of the time limit stated on the certificate, the 
flameproofing process shall be reapplied and the certificate 
shall be renewed. 

The certificate of flameproofing form shall be obtained 
from the Fire Prevention Division. 


Section 11.11—Order to Remove Flammable Decorations 

The Head of the Fire Department may order the removal 
from any public building, place of assembly or store, of 
any flammable decoration used or installed therein in 
violation of the above terms and conditions. 





ARTICLE 12. FLAMMABLE FINISHES APPLICATION OF 
—  Drvision I — GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 12.01—Scope 


This article shall apply to locations or areas where the 
following activities are regularly done: (1) the applica- 
tion of flammable or combustible paint, varnish, lacquer, 
stain or other flammable or combustible liquid applied 
as &@ spray in continuous or intermittent processes; and 
(2) dip tank operations in which articles or materials are 
passed through contents of tanks, vats or containers of 
flammable or combustible liquids, including coating, 
finishing, treating and similar processes, but shall not 
apply where equivalent or more stringent legal require- 
ments are enforced by other municipal departments or 
ordinances or by statute law or regulation. 


Section 12.02—Permit Required 

A permit shall be obtained for spraying or dipping 
operations utilizing more than one gallon on any working 
day of flammable or combustible liquids. However, no 
permit shall be required for small, intermittent spraying 
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operations for domestic use or for use incidental to and 
not considered a major process of a business, provided 
the spraying is not performed in proximity to combustible 
construction or materials. 

Section 12.03—Smoking Prohibited 

Smoking shall be prohibited in any spray finishing 
areas and in the vicinity of dip tanks. ‘No Smoking”’ 
signs with lettering of approved size shall be conspicu- 
ously posted in such areas, 

Section 12.04—Welding Warning Signs 

Conspicuous signs shall be posted in the vicinity of all 
spraying areas, dipping operations and paint storage rooms, 
conveying the following warning: 


NO WELDING 
The use of welding or cutting equipment in, or near 


this area is dangerous because of fire and explo- 
sion. Welding and cutting shall be done only 
under the supervision of the foreman in charge. 





Section 12.05—Electric Wiring and Equipment 


Electric wiring and equipment shall be installed in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the Boston Electrical 
Code. 


ARTICLE 12. FLAMMABLE FINISHES—APPLICATION OF— 
Division II—Spray FINIsHING 

Section 12.06—Location of Spray Finishing Operations 

Spray finishing operations shall not be conducted in 
buildings used for assembly, institutional or residential 
occupancies, except in a room designed for the purpose, 
protected with an approved system of automatic sprinklers 
and separated vertically and horizontally from other areas 
in accordance with construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. 

Section 12.07—Spraying Area Defined 

(a) “Spraying area’”’ shall mean any area in which 
dangerous quantities of flammable vapors or combustible 
residues, dusts or deposits are present due to the opera- 
tion of spraying processes. The Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment may define the limits of the spraying area in any 
specific case. 

(b) A spraying area shall include: 

(1) The interior of spray booths. 

(2) The interior of ducts exhausting from spraying 
processes. 

(3) Any area in the direct path of spray or any area 
containing dangerous quantities of air-suspended 
combustible residue, dust, deposits, spray or vapor 
as a result of spraying operations. 


Section 12.08—Spray Booths 


(a) Spray booths shall be substantially constructed of 
noncombustible material in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Boston Building Department. 

(6) The interior surfaces of spray booths shall be smooth 
and continuous without edges and otherwise designed to 
prevent pocketing of residues and facilitate cleaning and 
washing without injury. 
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(c) The floor of the spray booth and operators’ working 
area, if combustible, shall be covered with non-combustible, 
non-sparking material of such character as to facilitate 
the safe cleaning and removal of residues. 

(d) Distribution of baffle plates, if installed to promote 
an even flow of air through booth or cause the deposit of 
overspray before it enters exhaust duct, shall be of non- 
combustible material and readily removable or accessible 
on both sides for cleaning. Such plates shall not be located 
in exhaust ducts. 

(e) Each spray booth having a frontal area larger than 
nine square feet shall have a metal deflector or curtain 
not less than 244-inches deep installed at the upper outer 
edge of the booth, over the opening. 

(f) Each spray booth shall be separated from other 
operations by not less than three feet, or by a greater 
distance, or by such partition or wall as the Head of the 
Fire Department may require and in accordance with 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code 
to reduce the danger from juxtaposition of hazardous 
operations. | 

(g) Spray booths shall be so installed that all portions 
are readily accessible for cleaning. A clear space of not 
less than three feet on all sides shall be keep free from 
storage or combustible construction. 

(h) When spraying areas are illuminated through glass 
panels or other transparent materials, only fixed lighting 
units shall be used as a source of illumination. Panels 
shall effectively isolate the spraying area from the area 
in which the lighting unit is located, and shall be of non- 
combustible material of such a nature or so protected 
that breakage will be unlikely. Panels shall be so arranged 
that normal accumulations of residue on the exposed 
surface of the panel will not be raised to a dangerous 
temperature by radiation or conduction from the source 
of illumination. 


Section 12.09—Dry Type Overspray Collectors—(Ex- 

haust Air Filters) 

In conventional dry type spray booths, overspray dry 
filters, if installed, shall conform to the following: 

(a) The spraying operations shall be so designed, in- 
stalled and maintained that the average air velocity over 
the open face of the booth (or booth cross-section during 
spraying operations) shall be not less than 100 linear feet 
per minute. Visible gauges or audible alarm devices shall 
be installed to indicate that the required air velocity is 
maintained. 

(6) All discarded filter paks shall be immediately re- 
moved to a safe, well detached location or placed in a 
water-filled metal container and disposed of at the close 
of the day’s operation. 

(c) The location of filters in a spray booth shall be so 
as to not reduce the effective booth enclosure of the 
articles being sprayed. 

(d) Space within spray booth on the downstream and 
upstream sides of filters shall be protected with approved 
automatic sprinkler. 

(e) Filters shall not be used when applying a spray 
material known to be highly susceptible to spontaneous 
heating and ignition. 
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(f) Clean filters shall be non-combustible or of ap- 
proved type. 

(g) Filters shall not alternately be used for the applica- 
tion of lacquer and other materials such as varnishes, 
stains, and ground coats. 


Section 12.10—Electrical and Other Sources of Ignition 


(a) There shall be no open flame or spark-producing 
equipment in any spraying area, nor within 20 feet 
thereof, unless separated by a partition. 

(b) Space heating appliances, steam pipes or hot sur- 
faces shall not be located in a spraying area where de- 
posits of combustible residues may readily accumulate. 


(c) Unless specifically approved for locations containing 
both deposits of readily ignitable residue and explosive 
vapors, there shall be no electrical equipment in any 
spraying area, whereon deposits of combustible residues 
may readily accumulate, except wiring in rigid conduit 
or in boxes or fittings containing no taps, splices or ter- 
minal connections. 

(d) Electrical wiring and equipment not subject to 
deposits of combustible residues but located in a spraying 
area shall be of explosion-proof type approved for use in 
such hazardous locations. Such area shall be considered 
a Class I, Division 1 hazardous location under the Boston 
Electrical Code. 

(e) Electrical wiring, motors, and other equipment out- 
side of but within 20 feet of any spraying area, and not 
separated therefrom by partitions, shall not. produce 
sparks under normal operating conditions. Such area 
shall be considered a Class I, Division 2 hazardous loca- 
tion under the Boston Electrical Code. 

(f) Electric lamps outside of but within 20 feet of any 
spraying area and not separated therefrom by a partition, 
shall be totally enclosed to prevent the falling of hot par- 
ticles and shall be protected from physical damage by 
suitable guards or by location. 

(g) Portable electric lamps shall not be used in any 
spraying area during spraying operations. Portable elec- 
tric lamps, if used during cleaning or repairing operations, 
shall be of the type approved for hazardous locations. 

(h) All metal parts of spray booths, exhaust ducts and 
piping systems conveying flammable liquids shall be 
properly electrically grounded in an effective and per- 
manent manner. 


Section 12.11—Ventilation of Spray Booths and Spray 
Finishing Areas 

(a) All spraying areas shall be provided with mechani- 
cal ventilation adequate to prevent the dangerous accu- 
mulation of vapors. 

(b) Spraying operations shall not be conducted unless 
mechanical ventilation is in operation. 

(c) Each spray booth shall have an independent exhaust 
duct system discharging to building exterior, except 
multiple cabinet spray booths in which identical spray 
finishing material is used with a combined frontal area of 
not more than eighteen square feet may have a common 
exhaust. If more than one fan serves one booth, all fans 
shall be so interconnected that one fan cannot operate 
without operating all. 
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(d) Electric motors driving exhaust fans shall not be 

laced inside booths or ducts. Fan rotating element shall 

non-ferrous or non-sparking or the casing shall con- 
sist of or be lined with such material. 

(e) Belts shall not enter duct or booth unless belt and 
pulley within the duct or booth are tightly enclosed. 

(f) Exhaust ducts shall be constructed of steel and shall 
be substantially supported. 

(g) Exhaust ducts shall have a clearance from unpro- 
tected combustible construction or material of not less 
than 18 inches. If combustible construction is provided 
with the following protection applied to all surfaces within 
18 inches, clearances may be reduced to the distances 
indicated: : 

(1) 28 gauge sheet metal on }-inch asbestos mill 
board—12 inches 

(2) 28 gauge sheet metal on }-inch asbestos mill 
board spaced out 1 inchon non-combustible spacers— 

9 inches 

(3) 22 gauge sheet metal on 1-inch rockwool bats 
reinforced with wire mesh or the equivalent—3 inches 


(hk) Air exhausted from spraying operations shall not be 
recirculated. 


Section 12.12—Storage and Handling of Flammable 
Liquids 

(a) The storage and handling of flammable liquids 
shall be in accordance with Article 13 of this code and 
shall also conform to the provision of this section. 

(b) Where the quantity of liquid in 5-gallon and smaller 
containers, other than original sealed containers, exceeds 
a total of 10 gallons it shall be stored in an approved 
storage cabinet or in approved storage or mixing rooms. 

(c) Original closed containers, approved portable tanks, 
approved safety cans or a properly arranged system of 
piping shall be used for bringing flammable liquids into 
spray finishing areas. Open or glass containers shall not 
be used. 

(d) Containers supplying spray nozzles shall be of 
closed type or provided with metal covers kept closed. 
Containers not resting on floors shall be on non-combustible 
supports or suspended by wire cables. Containers supply- 
ing spray nozzles by gravity flow shall not exceed 10 
gallons capacity. 

(e) All containers or piping to which is attached a hose 
or flexible connnection shall be provided with a shut-off 
valve at the connection. Such valves shall be kept shut 
when not in use. 

(f) Heaters shall not be located in spray booths nor 
other locations subject to the accumulation of deposits or 
combustible residue. 

(g) If flammable liquids are supplied to spray nozzles 
by positive displacement pumps, pump discharge line 
shall be provided with an approved relief valve discharg- 
ing to pump suction or a safe detached location. 

(h) Whenever flammable liquids are transferred from 
one container to another both containers shall be effectively 
grounded. Piping systems for flammable liquids shall be 
permanently grounded. 
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Section 12.13—Fire Protection Equipment 

Suitable portable fire extinguishers, small hose or other 
fire extinguishing equipment shall be installed near all 
spraying areas as may be specified by the Head of the 
Fire Department. j 


Section 12.14—Operations and Maintenance 

(a) All spraying areas shall be kept as free from the 
accumulation of deposits of combustible residues as 
practical, with cleaning conducted daily if necessary. 

(b) Scrapers, spuds or other such tools used for cleaning 
purposes shall be of non-sparking material. 

(c) Residue scrapings and debris contaminated with 
residue shall be immediately removed from premises and 
properly disposed of. 

(d) Approved metal waste cans shall be provided 
wherever rags or waste are impregnated with finishing 
material and all such rags or waste deposited therein im- 
mediately after use. The contents of waste cans shall be 
properly disposed of at least once daily and at the end of 
each shift. 


Section 12.15—Drying Apparatus 

(a) Drying apparatus shall, in addition to conforming 
with the requirements of this article, comply with the 
applicable provisions of Article 22. 

(b) Spray booths, rooms or other enclosures used for 
spraying operations shall not alternately be used for the 
purpose of drying by any arrangement which will cause a 
material increase in the surface temperature of the spray 
booth, room or enclosure. 

(c) Except as specifically provided in the following 
subsection (d), drying or baking units, utilizing a heating 
system having open flames or which may produce sparks 
shall not be installed in a spraying area, but may be 
installed adjacent thereto when equipped with an inter- 
locked ventilating system arranged to: 

(1) Thoroughly ventilate the drying space before 
heating system can be started; 

(2) Maintain a safe atmosphere at any source of 
ignition; 

(3) Automatically shut down heating system in the 
event of failure of the ventilating system. 

(d) Automobile refinishing booths or enclosures, other- 
wise installed and maintained in conformity with this 
division, may alternately be used for drying with portable 
infra-red drying apparatus when conforming with the 
following: 

(1) The procedure shall be restricted to low-volume, 
occasional spray application. 

(2) Interior of spray enclosures shall be kept free of 
overspray deposits. 

(3) During spray operations, the drying apparatus 
and electrical connections and wiring thereto shall not 
be located within spray enclosure nor in any other 
location where spray residue may be deposited thereon. 

(4) Spraying apparatus, drying apparatus, and 
ventilating system of spray enclosure shall be equipped 
with suitable inter-locks so arranged that: 
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(a) Spraying apparatus cannot be operated 
while drying apparatus is inside spray enclosure. 


(b) Spray enclosure will be purged of spray 
vapors for a period of not less than 3 minutes before 
drying apparatus can be energized. 

(c) Ventilating system will maintain a safe 
atmosphere within the enclosure during the drying 
process and drying apparatus will automatically 
shut off in the event of failure of the ventilating 
system. 

(5) All electrical wiring and equipment of drying 
apparatus shall conform to the provisions of this article 
and shall otherwise be installed in accordance with the 
requirements of the Boston Electrical Code. Only 
equipment of a type approved for Class I, Division 2 
hazardous locations shall be located within 18 inches 
of floor level. All metallic parts of drying apparatus 
shall be properly electrically bonded and grounded. 


ARTICLE 12—FLAMMABLE FINISH—APPLICATION OF— 
Division I]]—Drr Tanxs 


Section 12.16—Definition 

(a) “Dip tank” shall mean a tank, vat or container of 
flammable or combustible liquid in which articles or 
materials are immersed for the purpose of coating, finish- 
ing, treating or similar processes. 

(b) “Vapor area” shall mean any area containing dan- 
gerous quantities of flammable vapors in the vicinity of 
dip tanks, their drain boards or associated drying, convey- 
ing or other equipment, during operation or shut-down 
periods. The Head of the Fire Department may deter- 
mine the extent of the vapor area, taking into considera- 
tion the characteristics of the liquid, the degree of sus- 
tained ventilation, and the nature of the operations. 


Section 12.17—Location of Dip Tank Operations 

Dip tank operations shall not be conducted in buildings 
used for assembly, institutional or residential occupancies, 
except in a room designed for the purpose, protected with 
an approved system of automatic sprinklers and separated 
vertically and horizontally from other areas in accordance 
ae construction requirements of the Boston Building 

ode. 


Section 12.18—Ventilation of Vapor Areas 

(a) All vapor areas shall be provided with mechanical 
ventilation adequate to prevent the dangerous accumula- 
tion of vapors. 

(b) Required ventilating systems shall be so arranged 
that the failure of any ventilating fan shall automatically 
stop any dipping conveyor system. 


Section 12.19—Construction of Dip Tanks 

(a) Dip tanks, including drain boards if provided, shall 
be constructed of substantial noncombustible material, 
and their supports shall be of heavy metal, reinforced 
concrete or masonry. 

(b) Dip tanks of over 150 gallons in capacity or 10 
square feet in liquid surface area shall be equipped with a 
properly trapped overflow pipe leading to a safe location 
outside buildings. 
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(c) The bottom of the overflow connection shall be not 
less than 6 inches below the top of the tank. 

(d) Dip tanks over 500 gallons in liquid capacity shall 
be equipped with bottom drains automatically and manu- 
ally arranged to quick’y drain tank in event of fire, unless 
the viscosity of the liquid at normal atmospheric tempera- 
ture makes this impractical. Manual operation shall be 
from a safely accessible location. Where gravity flow is 
not practicable, automatic pumps shall be provided. 

(e) Such drains shall be trapped and discharged to a 
closed properly vented salvage tank or to a safe outside 
location. 

(f) Dip tanks utilizing a conveyor system shall be so 
arranged that in the event of fire, the conveyor system 
shall automatically cease motion and required bottom 
drains shall open. 


Section 12.20—Storage and Handling of Flammable 
Liquids 
The storage and handling of flammable, dip-tank liquids, 
shall be in accordance with Article 13. 


Section 12.21—Flectrical and Other Sources of Ignition 

(a). There shall be no open flames, spark producing 
devices, or heated surfaces having a temperature sufh- 
cient to ignite vapors in any vapor area. 

(b) Electrical wiring and equipment in any vapor area 
shall be explosion-proof type approved for use in such 
hazardous locations. Such area shall be considered a 
Class I, Division I hazardous location under the Boston 
Itlectrical Code. 

(c) Unless specifically approved for locations contain- 
ing both deposits of readily ignitable residues and explosive 
vapors, there shall be no electrical equipment in the vicinity 
of dip tanks or associated drain boards or drying opera- 
tions which are subject to splashing or dripping of dip- 
tank liquids, except wiring in rigid conduit or in threaded 
boxes or fittings containing no taps, splices or terminal 
connections. 

(d) In any floor space outside a vapor area, but within 
20 feet therefrom, and not separated by tight partitions, 
there shall be no open flames or spark producing devices. 
Such area shall be considered a Class I, Division 2 hazard- 
ous location under the Boston Electrical Code. 


Section 12.22—Operations and Maintenance 

(a) Areas in vicinity of tanks shall be kept as clear of 
combustible stock as practical and shall be kept entirely 
free of combustible debris. 

(6) When waste or rags are used in connection with 
dipping operations, approved metal waste cans shall be 
provided and all impregnated rags or waste deposited 
therein immediately after use. The contents of waste cans 
shall be disposed of at the end of each shift by methods 
approved by the Head of the Fire Department. 


Section 12.23—lire Extinguishing Equipment 

(a) Areas in the vicinity of dip tanks shall be provided 
with portable fire extinguishers suitable for flammable 
liquid fires, as specified by the Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 
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(b) Dip tanks of over 150 gallons capacity or 10 square 
feet liquid surface area shall be protected with at least one 
of the following automatic extinguishing facilities: 

(1) Approved automatic water spray extinguishing 
system; 

(2) Approved automatic foam extinguishing system; 

(3) Approved automatic carbon dioxide system; 

(4) Dip tank covers. 

(c) Dip tanks containing a liquid with a flash point 
below 110° F. (when used in such manner that the liquid 
temperature may equal or be greater than its flash point 
from artificial or natural causes) shall conform to the 
above when having both a capacity of more than 10 gallons 
and a liquid surface area of more than 4 square feet. 


Section 12.24—Dip Tank Covers 


(a) Covers arranged to close automatically in the event 
of fire shall be actuated by approved automatic devices 
and shall also be arranged for manual operation. 


(b) Covers shall be of substantial non-combustible ma- 
terial or of tin-clad type with enclosing metal applied with 
locked joints. 


(c) Chains or wire rope shall be used for cover support 
or operating mechanism where the burning of a cord would 
interfere with the action of a device. 


(2) Covers shall be kept closed when tanks are not in 
use. 


Section 12.25—Hardening and Tempering Tanks 


(a) Tanks shall be located as far as practicable from 
furnaces and shall not be located on or near combustible 
floors. 


(6) Tanks shall be provided with a non-combustible 
hood and vent or other equally effective means, venting 
to outside of building to serve as a vent in case of fire. All 
such vent ducts shall be treated as flues and be kept well 
away from combustible roofs or materials. 

(c) Tanks shall be equipped with a high temperature 
limit switch arranged to sound an alarm when the tem- 
perature of the quenching medium reaches 50° F. below 
the flash point. 

(d) Hardening and tempering tanks of over 500 gallons 
capacity or 25 square feet liquid surface area shall be pro- 
vided with fire extinguishing equipment. 

(e) Air under pressure shall not be used to fill or to 
agitate oil in tanks. 

Section 12.26—llow Coat Operations 

(a) Flow coat operations shall conform to the require- 
ments for dip tanks, considering the area of the sump and 
any areas on which paint flows as the area of a dip tank. 

(6) Paint shall be supplied by direct low pressure pump- 
ing arranged to automatically shut down by means of 
approved heat actuated devices, in case of fire, or by a 
gravity tank not exceeding 10 gallons in capacity. 


ARTICLE 13. FLAMMABLE LI3UIDS 

Section 13.01—Scope 

(a) These sections shall not apply in any instance 
where the use or occupancy of any building or other 
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structure is specifically regulated by statute law or by 
rules and regulations of the State Board of Fire Preven- 
tion Regulations. 


(6) No volatile inflammable fluid except an amount not 
exceeding one quart contained in an approved safety can 
and no non-volatile inflammable fluid except an amount not 
exceeding ten gallons for domestic use shall be kept, used 
or stored in any part of any building used for habitation, 
and no volatile inflammable fluid in quantity exceeding 
one gallon contained in an approved safety can, and no 
non-volatile inflammable fluid in quantity exceeding 
thirty gallons, shall be kept, used or stored, except in the 
tank of ar automobile, motor boat or stationary engine, 
within fifty feet of any building used for habitation, unless 
a permit has first been obtained therefor from the Head 
of the Fire Department under such terms and conditions 
as he may prescribe. 


(c) No person shall construct, maintain or use any 
tank or container of more than ten thousand gallons’ 
capacity, for the storage of any fluid other than water, 
unless the same is located underground, without first 
securing a permit therefor from the Commissioner of 
Public Safety. The Commissioner may, after notice and 
hearing, revoke any such permit for cause. Whoever 
violates this paragraph or a rule or regulation made under 
the following paragraph shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than fifty nor more than one thousand dollars. 


The board shall make rules and regulations governing 
the construction, use and maintenance of tanks to which 
the preceding paragraph applies. 


No underground tank which has been used for the 
keeping or storage of gasoline shall be removed or re- 
located unless a permit therefor shall first have been 
obtained from the Head of the Fire Department. 


(ad) No person shall manufacture, store, keep for sale, 
sell or transport any compound for use as a stove polish 
containing any liquid or compound whatsoever which will 
emit a gas that will flash at a temperature of less than 
140° F., except that foundry paste which contains in- 
flammable compound, if packed in metal containers, 
sealed by fusion and weighing in gross not less than 
five pounds, and if such container is labeled ‘‘ Dangerous 
—Inflammable compound—Keep away from fire, heat 
and lights” may be manufactured, stored, kept for sale, 
sold or transported for use only by stove foundries, stove 
manufacturers and stove dealers on their own premises 
under rules and regulations prescribed by the board. 
The flash point of said compound shall be ascertained in 
the manner prescribed by such rules and regulations. 


(e) Dry-cleaning. 

(1) Dry-cleaning and dry-dyeing and the keeping, 
storage and use of cleaning and dyeing fluids in con- 
nection therewith, shall be governed by the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the State Board of Fire 
Prevention Regulations. 

(2) A permit shall be required for the operation of a 
dry-cleaning or dry-dyeing plant. 


(f) Fuel Oil. The construction, installation and oper- 
ation of oil burning equipment and the keeping, storage 
and use of fuel oil or other flammable liquid products use 
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in connection therewith shall be governed by the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the State Board of Fire 
Prevention Regulations. 


(g). Garages. The construction and maintenance of 

iidings or other structures used as garages and to the 
related storage, keeping and use of gasoline, shall be 
governed by the rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


(h) Transportation of Flammable Liquids by tank vehi- 
cles, pipelines, etc. The transportation of flammable 
liquid by tank vehicles, pipelines or other methods, shall 
be governed by the rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


(7) Flammable Liquids on Waters. The keeping, hand- 
ling and transportation of flammable liquids, and the 
disposition of crude petroleum or any of its products, in 
harbors or other waters of the City of Boston, shall be 
governed by the Rules and Regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 


Section 13.02—Definitions 


(a) “Flammable liquid,’ any liquid or mixture of 
liquids normally in a liquid state, which, when heated to 
a temperature not over two hundred degrees (200°) F., 
will emit a vapor which will ignite by flame or spark. 


(b) “Class A flammable liquids,’’ any flammable liquid 
having a flash point below one hundred degrees (100°) F. 


(c) ‘‘Class B flammable liquid,” any flammable liquid 
having a flash point of not less than one hundred degrees 
(100°) F., nor higher than one hundred eighty-seven 
degrees (187°) F. 

(ad) “Class C flammable liquid,’’ any flammable liquid 
having a flash point above one hundred eighty-seven 
(187°) F., but not over two hundred degrees (200°) F. 


Buik SroraGE UNDERGROUND OR IN BUILDINGS 


Section 13.03—Underground: Outside of or Under Build- 
ings 

(a) Location. A flammable liquid storage tank may 
be located underground, outside of or under a building, 
if such installation meets the requirements of this section. 
The tank shall be so located with respect to existing build- 
ing foundations and supports that the loads carried by 
the latter cannot be transmitted to the tank. 


(b) Depth and Cover. Excavation for underground 
storage tanks shall be made with due care to avoid under- 
mining of foundations of existing structures. Under- 
ground tanks shall be set on firm foundation and sur- 
rounded with soft earth or sand well tamped in place. 
Tanks shall be covered with a minimum of 2 feet of earth 
or shall be covered with not less than 1 foot of earth on 
top of which shall be placed a slab of reinforced concrete 
not less than 4 inches thick. When underground tanks 
are or are likely to be subjected to traffic they shall be 
protected against damage from vehicles passing over them 
by at least 3 feet of earth cover, or 18 inches of well- 
tamped earth, plus 6 inches of reinforced concrete or 
8 inches of asphaltic concrete. When asphaltic or rein- 
iorced concrete paving is used as part of the protection 
ft shall extend at least 1 foot horizontally beyond the 
outline of the tank in all directions.

(c) Anchorage. Where a tank may become buoyant 
due to a rise in the level of the water table or due to loca- 
tion in an area that may be subjected to flooding, suitable 
precautions shall be observed to anchor the tank in place.

Section 138.04—Underground; Inside of Buildings 

(a) Unenclosed tanks shall not be located within 
5 feet, horizontally, of any fire or flame. 


(b) Tanks larger than 60 gallons capacity shall not be 
located in buildings above the lowest story, cellar or 
basement, except in commercial or industrial establish- 
ments or processing plants where storage on a higher 
floor is required by the process. 

(c) Except as otherwise provided, tanks exceeding 
275 gallons capacity in an individual building or in a 
section of a building separated by fire walls shall be 
installed in an enclosure constructed as follows: The 
walls of the enclosure shall be constructed of solid masonry 
units or poured concrete construction having a fire 
resistance rating of not less than three hours. Such 
enclosures shall be installed only on a concrete or other 
fire-resistive floors and shall be bonded to the floors. 
Kinclosures shall have tops of reinforced concrete at least 
5 inches thick or equivalent fire-resistive construction, 
except that where floor or roof construction above the 
enclosure is concrete or other fire-resistive construction, 
the walls may be extended to and bonded to the underside 
of the construction above in lieu of the provision of a 
separate top. Any openings to such enclosures shall be 
provided with fire doors or other approved closures and 
six-inch non-combustible liquid-tight sills or ramps. 
Provision shall be made for adequate ventilation of such 
Rus onies prior to entering for inspection or repairs on 
tanks. 


STORAGE IN CLOSED CONTAINERS INSIDE BUILDINGS 
Section 13.05—Scope 


Sections 13.06 to 13.09, inclusive, apply to the storage 
of flammable liquids in drums or other portable closed 
containers not exceeding 60 gallons individual capacity 
inside buildings. 


Section 13.06—Design and Construction of Inside 
Storage Rooms 

(a) Inside Storage Rooms shall comply with the 
following general construction requirements: Walls, floors 
and ceilings shall be constructed in accordance with the 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code. 
Openings to other rooms or buildings shall be provided 
with non-combustible liquid-tight raised sills or ramps at 
least 6 inches in height and with approved self-closing 
fire doors. Where other portions of the building or other 
properties are exposed, windows shall be protected in an 
approved manner. No combustible material shall be 
used for interior room surfaces or shelving. Proper to 
and bottom ventilation shall be provided. Heating shall 
be restricted to low pressure steam or hot water or to 
electrical units approved for Class I hazardous locations. 

(b) Electrical devices located in Inside Storage Rooms 
used for Class A flammable liquids shall be approved for 
Class I, Division 2 hazardous locations and for Class B or 
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Class C flammable liquids, shall be equipment for general 
use, Installations shall be made in accordance with 
requirements of the Boston Electrical Code. 

(c) Rooms or portions of buildings, affording a type of 
building construction and other features equivalent to 
that required for Inside Storage Rooms, may be utilized 
for storage of flammable liquids if not used tor any other 
storage or operation which, in combination, create a 
greater fire bazard. 

(d) Storage rooms shall be located to minimize damage 
in the event of an explosion. 

(e) The quantity of flammable liquid in an Inside 
Storage Room shall not exceed the quantity specified in 
this paragraph except as provided in paragraph (f) of this 
section. If not protected by an approved automatic fire 
extinguishing system: 

(1) 550 gallons total, of which not more than 
(2) 275 gallons may be of Class A. 


If protected by an approved automatic fire extinguishing 
system: 

(3) 1,100 gallons total, of which not more than 

(4) 550 gallons may be of Class A. 


(f) The quantity of flammable liquid in an Inside 
Storage Room may be increased to that permitted by 
Section 13.13 (c) for Inside Mixing and Handling Rooms 
provided the construction is as provided in paragraphs (a) 
and (b) of this section, but with walls, floors and ceiling con- 
structed in accordance with the construction requirements 
of the Boston Building Code. 


Section 13.07—Storage Cabinets 


(a) Storage cabinets may be used where it is desirable 
to keep more than 10 gallons of flammable liquids inside 
buildings. No individual container shall exceed 5 gallons 
capacity and not over 50 gallons shall be stored in any one 
cabinet. 

(b) Storage cabinets shall be constructed as follows or 
built to equivalent requirements. ‘The bottom, top, door 
and sides of cabinet shall be at least No. 18 gauge sheet 
iron and double walled with 1}4-inch air space. Joints 
shall be riveted, welded and made tight by some equally 
effective means. The door shall be provided with a 3-point 
lock, kept closed when not in use, and the door sill shall 
be raised at least 2 inches above the bottom of the cabinet. 
When deemed necessary by the Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment, cabinets shall be vented. The cabinet shall be con- 
spicuously labeled in red letters “‘FLAMMABLE—KEEP 
Frre Away.” 


Section 13.08— Manner of Storage and Limitations 


(a) Flammable liquids shall not be stored (including 
stock for sale), near exits, stairways or areas normally 
used for the safe egress of people. 


(b) The storage of flammable liquids in closed con- 
tainers shall comply with the following occupancy sched- 
ule except that the Head of the Fire Department may 
impose a quantity limitation or require greater protection 
where, in his opinion, unusual hazard to life or property is 
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involved, or he may authorize increase of these amounts 
where the type of construction, fire protection provided or 
other factors substantially reduce the hazard. 


(1) Dwellings and apartment houses containing not 
more than three dwelling units and accompanying at- 
tached or detached garages. Storage other than fuel oil, 
prohibited, except that which is required for mainte- 
nance or equipment operation which shall not exceed 
10 gallons. Such flammable liquids shall be stored in 
metal closed containers or safety cans. 


(2) Assembly and office occupancies, apartment houses 
containing more than three dwelling units, hotels and 
theatres. Storage prohibited, except that which is re- 
quired for maintenance and operation of building and 
operation of equipment. Such storage shall be kept in 
metal closed containers stored in a storage cabinet or in 
safety cans or in an Inside Storage Room not having a 
door that opens into that portion of the building used 
by the public. 


(3) Educational and institutional occupancies. Stor- 
age shall be limited to that required for maintenance, 
demonstration, treatment and laboratory work and 
shall be in an Inside Storage Room. Flammable liquids 
stored for such purposes shall be in containers not larger 
than one quart or in safety cans or in storage cabinets. 


(4) Mercantile occupanies. In rooms or areas acces- 
sible to the public, storage shall be in closed containers 
and limited to quantities needed for display and normal 
merchandising purposes. Where the aggregate quantity 
of additional stock exceeds 50 gallons it shall be stored 
in rooms or portions of buildings that comply with the 
construction requirements of Section 13.06 “Design 
and Construction of Inside Storage Rooms.” 


(5) General Purpose and Public Warehouses. Storage 
shall be in accordance with section 13.08 6(7). Storage 
in containers of 1 gallon or larger capacity shall be in 
fire-resistive buildings or in portions of buildings cut 
off by non-combustible construction in accordance with 
the construction requirements of the Boston Building 
Code. Non-combustible material, creating no hazard 
to the flammable liquids, may be stored in the same 
area. 


(6) Flammable Liquid Warehouses. Storage shall 
be in accordance with section 13.08 6(7). 


If storage building is located 30 to 50 feet from build- 
ing or line of property that may be built upon, the 
exposing wall shall be a blank wall constructed in ac- 
cordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. If storage building is located 
10 to 30 feet from building or line of property that may 
be built upon, the exposing wall shall be a blank wall 
constructed in accordance with the construction re- 
quirements of the Boston Building Code. If storage 
building is less than 10 feet from the line of adjoining 
property that can be built upon, the exposing wall 
shall be a wall constructed in accordance with the con- 
struction requirements of the Boston Building Code, 
with openings protected by approved fire doors. 

(7) Flammable liquid containers shall be stored in 


tiers or piles, separated by main aisle widths of 8 feet 
and side aisle widths of 4 feet. 
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Section 13.09—Fire Control 


(a) When the Head of the Fire Department requires 
sprinklers, they shall be installed in an approved manner. 
Installations shall be made in accordance with nationally 
recognized good practice. 


(b) Open flames, smoking and other sources of ignition 
shall not be permitted in flammable liquid storage rooms. 


(c) Materials which will react with water to produce 
flammable vapors shall not be stored in the same room 
with flammable liquids. 


(d) Oxygen or other oxidizing materials shall not be 
permitted in flammable liquid storage rooms. 


STORAGE IN CLOSED CONTAINERS OvurTsiIDE BUILDINGS 
Section 13.10—/Scope 


_ Section 18.11 applies to the storage of flammable 
liquids in drums or other portable closed containers not 
exceeding 60 gallons individual capacity outside buildings. 


Section 13.11—Basic Safeguards 


(a) Storage of 100 drums or more of Class A flammable 
liquids shall be limited to groups of 100 drums, located at 
least 60 feet from the nearest building or line of adjacent 
property that may be built upon and each group shall be 
separated by at least 40 feet. Storage of 300 drums 
or more of Class B and Class C flammable liquids shall 
be limited to groups of 300 drums located at least 50 feet 
from nearest building or line of adjoining property that 
may be built upon and each group shall be separated by 
at least 30 feet. These distances may be reduced 50 per 
cent if sprinklers and drainage away from exposures are 
provided. 

(b) The drum storage shall be located to prevent 
run-off or drainage toward other storage or buildings. 
The area shall be kept clear of grass, weeds and other 
foreign combustibles. Signs shall be posted prohibiting 
open flames and smoking. 


Section 13.12—Manner of Storage—Commercial and 
Industrial Establishments 


Flammable liquids shall be stored in tanks, closed 
containers or approved safety cans. 


Section 13.13—Use of Flammable Liquids 


(a) Location. Flammable liquids in quantities requir- 
ing license or permit shall be used in buildings, portions 
of buildings or rooms constructed and designed in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the following sub- 
section (b) Inside Mixina and Handling Rooms. 


(b) Design and Construction af insiae mucmy and 
Handling Rooms. Rooms shall have at least one exterior 
wall. Walls, floors and ceilings shall be constructed in 
accordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. Door openings shall be provided 
with non-combustible liquid-tight sills at least 6 inches 
high and provided with an approved fire door of the self- 
closing type. Adequate drainage to a safe location shall 
be provided. Adequate natural ventilation shall be pro- 
vided or if mechanical ventilation is provided, installation 
shall be in accordance with nationally recognized good 
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practice. Heating shall be by low pressure steam or hot 
water or by electrical units approved for Class I hazardous 
locations. All equipment such as mixers, filters, pumps, 
motors, and shafting shall be permanently and effectively 
grounded. Electri¢al installations shall be made in 
accordance with the requirements of the Boston Elec- 
trical Code. 


(c) Storage Limits for Inside Mixing and Handling 
Rooms. An Inside Mixing and Handling Room not pro- 
tected by an approved automatic fire extinguishing system 
shall contain not more than, 


(1) 11,000 gallons total of which not more than, 
(2) 2,750 gallons may be of Class A. 


(3) These amounts may be increased to not more 
than one day’s supply where daily consumption ex- 
ceeds the above limits. 


Section. 13. 14—Dispensing 
(a) Class A flammable liquids shall be dispensed only 
in an Inside Mixing and Handling Room. 


(b) Class A flammable liquids shall not be drawn from 
or dispensed into vessels or containers within a building 
except by means of a device drawing from top of the tank 
or the container. Gravity discharge within a building of 
Class A flammable liquids from tanks, drums, or con- 
tainers other than safety cans, is forbidden, except where 
the nature of the manufacturing process requires gravity 
flow. Upon approval of the Head of the Fire Depart- 
ment such gravity flow shall be permitted only from 
vessels storing flammable liquids sufficient for not more 
than one day’s operation. 


(c) Class A flammable liquids shall not be dispensed 
within a room or building which normally contains 
sources of ignition within the possible path of vapor 
travel. Dispensing devices shall be provided with iron 
or steel valves where compatible with the flammable 
liquid handled. Where practicable, there shall be, in 
addition to the outlet valve, a secondary control device 
or valve outside of the immediate area, by which the 
flow may be stopped in the event of fire or other accident 
at the outlet. Outlet valves, where practicable, shall be 
of the self-closing type. 


(d) Container Filling Facilities. Class A flammable 
liquids shall not be run into containers unless the nozzle 
and container are electrically interconnected. Where the 
metallic floor plate on which the container stands while 
fillmg is electrically connected to the fill stem or where 
the fill stem is bonded to the container during filling oper- 
ations by means of a bond-wire, the provisions of this 
section shall be deemed to have been complied with. 


(e) Exit facilities shall be provided to prevent occupants 
from being trapped in the event of fire. 


Section 18.15—Ventilation 

(a) Building or rooms or other enclosures in which 
Class A flammable liquids are used or stored in open vats 
or dip tanks shall be provided with ventilation sufficient 
at all times to prevent accumulation of flammable vapors. 
Where natural ventilation is insufficient under all con- 
ditions to prevent the accumulation of flammable vapors, 
mechanical ventilation shall be provided and used. The 
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accumulation of flammable vapors within the combustible 
or explosive range under normal operating conditions, as 
determined by an approved flammable-vapor indicator, 
shall be prima facie evidence of the violation of this sec- 
tion. 


(b) Design of ventilating systems shall take into account 
the relatively high specific gravity of the vapors. Open- 
ings to the outside for natural ventilation shall be at floor 
level and shall be unobstructed except by louvers, or 
coarse screens. Mechanical systems for removing flam- 
mable vapors shall be designed, installed and operated 
in accordance with nationally recognized good practice. 


Section 13.16—Sources of Ignition 


Open flames, heating devices and processes employing 
temperatures capable of igniting the vapors of the flam- 
mable liquids used shall be prohibited in buildings, rooms 
and other confined spaces in which Class A flammable 
liquids are used in the open, or in which Class B and 
Class C flammable liquids are used for the purpose of 
saturating, coating or otherwise treating goods or ma- 
terials. Artificial lighting shall be by electricity only. 
Electric devices located within the possible path of vapor 
travel shall be of a type approved for such locations. 
Compliance with applicable provisions of the Boston 
Electrical Code shall be deemed prima facie evidence of 
compliance with this section. Smoking shall be pro- 
hibited and suitable signs to that effect shall be displayed. 


Section 13.17—Fire Controls 


(a) Where flammable liquids are used or dispensed, 
portable fire appliances shall be provided. The number 
and type of appliances shall be as specified by the Head 
of the Fire Department or person designated by him. 


(b) Whenever flammable liquids are stored in containers, 
provision shall be made and maintained for the detection 
of leakage. Leaking containers shall be immediately re- 
moved or made tight. 

(c) Access shall be provided by unobstructed aisles 
whereby fire-control apparatus may be brought to bear 
on any part of such flammable liquids storage. 

(d) In buildings, rooms or other confined spaces in 
which flammable liquids are stored, combustible waste 
materials shall not be allowed to accumulate, except in 
closed metal containers. 

(e) Crankease drainings and flammable liquids shall 
not be dumped into sewers, but shall be stored in tanks or 
tight drums outside of any building until removed from 
the premises. 

PROCESSING PLANTS 

Section 13.18—.Vanner of Storage 

(a) Flammable liquids shall be stored in tanks, closed 
containers shall conform to the requirements of Sections 
13.05 to 13.09 of this article or paragraph (b) of this section. 

(b) Storage of flammable liquids within rooms or build- 
ings shall be limited in accordance with the following 
paragraphs: 

(1) Within wood frame buildings, storage of Class A 
flammable liquids shall be prohibited; storage of Class B 
and Class C flammable liquids shall be limited to 60 
gallons in any tank or container. 
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(2) In other than wood-frame buildings, Class A 
flammable liquids may be stored in closed containers or 
safety cans, of not more than 5 gallons individual ca- 
pacity and not exceeding a total of 25 gallons. Class B 
and Class C flammable liquids may be stored in closed 
containers of not more than 5 gallons individual capac- 
ity, or in barrels, drums, or tanks not exceeding 120 
gallons individual capacity. The total quantity stored 
in this manner shall be limited to 220 Bef em 


Section 13.19—Blending and Mixing 


(a) Mixing or blending rooms or buildings shall meet 
the design requirements of Section 13.13 (b), Design and 
Construction of Inside Mixing and Handling Rooms. 
Mixing or blending rooms or buildings shall be provided 
with natural or mechanical ventilation that will prevent 
the accumulation of flammable vapors in hazardous con- 
centrations. Design of ventilating systems shall take 
into account the relatively high specific gravity of the 
vapors. Openings in outside walls for natural ventilation 
shall be at floor level and shall be unobstructed except by 
louvers, or coarse screens. Mechanical systems for re- 
moving flammable vapors shall be designed, installed and 
operated in accordance with nationally recognized good 
practice. 


(b) Vessels used for mixing or blending of Class A 
flammable liquids shall be provided with self-fitting non- 
combustible lids that will control a fire within such vessel 
when applied thereto. Where such devices are impracti- 
cable, automatic or manually controlled chemical or 
other fire extinguishing devices approved by the Head of 
the Fire Department shall be provided. 


(c) Open flames and other sources of ignition shall not 
be used within the possible path of vapor travel where 
flammable liquids are mixed or blended in open containers. 


(d) Vessels shall be electrically connected by bond- 
wires, piping, or similar means, where differences of 
potential could otherwise be created by accumulation of 
static-electrical charges. 


Section 13.20—Dispensing from Containers Within 
Buildings 


(a) Class A flammable liquids may be dispensed from 
approved safety cans, provided that there are no open 
flames or other sources of ignition within the possible 
path of vapor travel. 


(b) Class B and Class C flammable liquids may be dis- 
pensed from containers not exceeding 60 gallons in individ- 
ual capacity by means of a pump or similar device taking 
suction through the top of the container. 


Section 13.21—Sources of Ignition 


Open flames, heating devices and processes employing 
temperatures capable of igniting the vapors of the flam- 
mable liquid used shall be prohibited in buildings, rooms 
and other confined spaces in which Class A flammable 
liquids are used in the open, or in which Class B and Class 
C flammable liquids are heated above their flash point in 
open containers. Artificial lighting shall be by electricity 
only. Electrical devices located within the possible path 
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of vapor travel shall be of a type approved for such loca- 
tions. Electrical devices meeting the applicable require- 
ments of the Boston Electrical Code shall be deemed 
prima facie evidence of compliance with this section. 


Section 13.22—Housekeeping 


(a) Wherever flammable liquids are stored in containers 
provision shall be made and maintained for the detection 
of leakage. Leaking containers shall be immediately re- 
moved and the contents transferred to a tight container. 


(b) Access shall be provided by unobstructed aisles 
whereby fire control apparatus may be brought to bear 
on any part of such flammable liquids storage. 


(c) In buildings, rooms or other confined spaces in 
which flammable liquids are stored, combustible waste 
materials shall not be allowed to accumulate, except in 
closed metal containers. 


(d) Crankease drainings and flammable liquids shall 
not be dumped into sewers, but shall be stored in tanks or 
tight drums outside of any building until removed from 
the premises, 


Section 13.23—fire Control Equipment 


Where flammable liquids are stored, or are used in 
open vessels, or are dispensed within buildings or other 
enclosures, fire control equipment shall be provided in 
such quantities as public safety shall require. The number 
and type of appliances shall be in accordance with na- 
tionally recognized good practice and shall be acceptable 
to the Head of the Fire Department. 


Section 13.24—Safety Cans 


Owners or occupants of buildings shall provide self- 
closing safety cans of a type approved by the State Fire 
Marshal, for the keeping of volatile flammable liquids in 
small quantities other than that kept in approved storage 
containers. 


Section 13.25—Lahels on Containers of Flammable 
Liquids 

(a) All Class A and Class B liquids kept for sale at 
retail shall bear a label with the words ‘‘ Danger—Keep 
Away From Fire’’, or similar wording. The lettering on 
the labels required by this section shall be at least as 
conspicuous as bold-face standard type, in capital letters 
not less than fourteen (14) point in size for containers 
over four (4) ounces. Containers of four (4) ounces or 
less may have lettering not less than six (6) point in size. 


(b) The label on all flammable liquids kept for sale at 
retail shall specify the flash point of the contents. If the 
flash point is not specified on the label, the contents shall 
be deemed as a ‘Class A flammable liquid’’, unless other- 
wise determined by the Head of the Fire Department, 


Section 13.26—fueling Motor Vehicles 


The fueling of motor vehicles in any location, including 
piers and docks, shall be either by means of a hose directly 
from a storage tank or from an approved portable gasoline 
tank or from an approved tank truck. 
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ARANDONMENT OR REMOVAL OF UNDERGROUND TANKS 
CONTAINING FLAMMABLE LiIQuIps 


Section 13. 27—Pernut Required 

(a) A permit shall be obtained for the removal or 
relocation of an underground tank that has been used for 
the keeping or storage of flammable liquids. 

(b) A new tank shall not be installed in place of the 
one removed of a capacity in excess of the one removed 
unless a proper license has been obtained to cover the 
capacity of the tank so installed, and no tank of any 
capacity shall be installed in place of the one removed 
until inspected and approved by an officer of the Fire 
Department. 


Section 13.28—TJaniks Rendered ‘Temporarily Out of 
Service”’ 


(a) Remove all flammable liquid that can be pumped 
out with the service pump. 


(b) The fill line, gauge hatch and pump suction shall 
be capped and secured against tampering. 


(c) The vent line shall be left open. 


Nore: As an alternate to the above procedure, the 
tank may be rendered gas free. 


Section 13.29—Abandoning Underground Tanks in 
Place 
(a) Remove all flammable liquid from tank and from 
all connecting lines. 


(b) The suction, inlet, gauge and vent lines shall be 
disconnected. 


(c) The tank and any remaining pipe stubs shall be 
filled with a sludge composed of sand and water. 


(d) Cap or plug all connecting lines below ground level. 


Section 13.30—Removal of Underground Tanks 


(a) Remove all flammable liquid from tank and from 
all connecting lines. 


(b) The suction, inlet, gauge and vent lines shall be dis- 
connected. 


(c) The tank shall be flushed with water and rendered 
gas free as indicated by combustible gas indicator. 


(d) Cap or plug inlets and outlets and keep them capped 
or plugged during the transportation and storage of the 
tank. 


(e) If a tank is to be disposed of as junk, it should be 
retested for explosive vapors, and, if necessary rendered 
gas free by filling tank with inert gas. After junking and 
before releasing to junk dealer, a sufficient number of holes 
or openings should be made in it to render it unfit for 
further use. 

(f) No tank shall be removed until the District Chief 


has visited the premises and obtained necessary infor- 
mation relative to such removal. 
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ARTICLE 14.° FUMIGATION AND THERMAL INSECTICIDAL 
FOGGING 


Section 14.01—Scope 

This article applies to fumigation and thermal insecti- 
cidal fogging operations which shall conform to all other 
applicable requirements of this code, as well as the follow- 
ing provisions, 

Section 14.02—Definitions 

(a) “‘Fumigant” shall mean and include any substance 
which by itself or in combination with any other sub- 
stance emits or liberates a gas, fume or vapor used for the 
destruction or control of insects, fungi, vermin, germs, 
rodents, or other pests, and shall be distinguished from 
insecticides and disinfectants which are essentially effec- 
tive in the solid or liquid phases. 

(b) “Thermal insecticidal fogging”’ shall mean the use 
of insecticidal liquids which are passed through thermal 
fog-generating units where they are, by means of heat, 
pressure and turbulence, transformed and discharged in 
the ae of a fog or mist that is blown into an area to be 
treated. 


Section 14.03—Permit Required 

(a) No person shall engage in the business of fumiga- 
tion or thermal insecticidal fogging without a permit. 

(6) No fumigation room, vault or chamber using a toxic 
or flammable fumigant shall be maintained without a 
permit. 


Section 14.04—Sources of Ignition 

All fires, open flames and similar sources of ignition 
shall be eliminated from the space under fumigation or 
thermal insecticidal fogging. Heating, if needed, shall be 
by steam or hot water. 


Section 14.05—Notification of Fumigation 

The Fire Prevention Division shall be notified in writing 
at least twenty-four hours before any building or structure 
is to be closed in connection with the use of any toxic or 
flammable fumigant. 


Section 14.06—Breathing Apparatus Required 

All persons engaged in the business of fumigation or 
thermal insecticidal fogging shall maintain and have 
available approved protective breathing apparatus. 


Section 14.07—Watchman Required During Fumigation 


During the period fumigation is in process, except 
when fumigation is conducted in a gas-tight vault or tank, 
a capable, alert watchman or watchmen shall remain on 
duty at the entrance or entrances to the building, ship, 
or enclosed space fumigated until after the fumigation is 
completed and until the premises are properly ventilated 
and again safe for human occupancy. Sufficient watch- 
men shall be provided to prevent any persons from enter- 
ing the building, ship or enclosed space under fumigation 
without being observed. 


Section 14.08—Entrance Doors Placarded 

All entrance doors to buildings or areas being fumigated 
shall be placarded with conspicuous signs stating that 
fumigation operations are being conducted therein. 
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Section 14.09—Thermal Insecticidal Fogging Liquids 


No thermal insecticidal fogging liquid shall be used 
that has a flash point below 100° F. 


ArvICLE 15. Hazarpous CHEMICALS 


Section 15.01—Scope 


This article shall apply to materials not otherwise cov- 
ered in this code which are highly flammable, or which 
may react to cause fires or explosions, either alone or in 
contact with other substances, or which by their presence 
create or augment a fire or explosion hazard, or which 
because of their toxicity, flammability, or liability to ex- 
plosion render fire fighting abnormally dangerous or diffi- 
cult; also to flammable liquids which are chemically un- 
stable and which may spontaneously form explosive com- 
pounds, or undergo spontaneous reactions of explosive 
violence or with sufficient evolution of heat to be a fire 
hazard. Hazardous chemicals shall include such materials 
as corrosive liquids, radio-active |materials, oxidizing 
materials, potentially explosive chemicals, highly toxic 
materials, and poisonous gases. 


Section 15.02—Definitions 


(a) “Corrosive liquids” shall mean and include those 
acids, alkaline caustic liquids, and other corrosive liquids 
which, when in contact with living tissue, will cause 
severe damage of such tissue by chemical action; or are 
liable to cause fire when in contact with organic matter or 
with certain chemicals. 


(b) “Oxidizing materials’ shall mean and include sub- 
stances such as chlorates, permanganates, peroxides, or 
nitrates, that yield oxygen readily to stimulate combus- 
tion. 


(c) “Radioactive material’’ shall mean and include any 
material or combination of materials that spontaneously 
emit ionizing radiation. 

(d) ‘Potentially explosive chemical” shall mean and 
include any chemical substance, other than one classified 
as an explosive, which can be exploded by heat or shock 
when it is unconfined and unmixed with air or other 
materials. 


(ce) “Highly toxic materials” are materials so toxic t 
man as to afford an unusual hazard to life and health, 
during fire fighting operations. Examples are: Para- 
thion, malathion, TEPP (tetraethyl phosphate), HETP 
(Hexaethyl tetraphosphate), and similar insecticides and 
pesticides. 


(f) “Poisonous gas” shall mean and include any noxious 
gas of such nature that a small amount of the gas when 
mixed with air is dangerous to life. Examples are chlor- 
picrin, cyanogen, hydrogen cyanide, nitrogen peroxide, 
and phosgene. 


Section 15.03—Permit Required 


A permit shall be required for the storage or handling 
of more than 55 gallons of corrosive liquid; or more than 
500 pounds of oxidizing materials; or more than 500 milli- 
curies of radioactive material; or 10 pounds or more of 
organic peroxides; or 500 pounds or more of ammonium 
nitrate; or any amount of highly toxic material or poison- 
ous gas. 
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However, no permit shall be required for the storage 
or handling of any of the aforementioned substances for 
domestic use or for use in connection with and only 
incidental to some business other than such storage or 
handling. 


Section 15.04—General Requirements 


(a) The manufacture, storage, handling and use of 
hazardous chemicals shall be safeguarded with such pro- 
tective facilities as public safety requires. 


(b) The Head of the Fire Department may require the 
separation or isolation of any chemical {that in combina- 
tion with other substances may bring about a fire or ex- 
plosion or may liberate a flammable or poisonous gas. 
The Head of the Fire Department may require separation 
from other storage, occupancies or buildings when the 
quantity stored constitutes a material hazard. 


(c) Defective containers which permit leakage or spillage 
shall be disposed of or repaired, in accordance with 
recognized safe practices; no spilled materials shall be 
allowed to accumulate on floors or shelves. 


(d) Where kept for retail sale in containers or packages 
usual to the retail trade, storage shall be neat and orderly 
and shelves shall be of substantial construction. 


(e) Where specific requirements are not otherwise 
established, storage, handling and use of hazardous 
chemicals shall be in accordance with nationally recognized 
good practice. 


Section 15.05—Ozidizing Materials 


Oxidizing materials shall be stored in one-story build- 
ings in dry locations and separated from organic ma- 
terials including wooden surfaces, and in accordance with 
other requirements specified by the Head of the Fire 
Department. 


Section 15.06—Radioactive Materials 

(a) Readily legible signs warning of radiation dangers 
shall be placed at entrances to locations where radio- 
active materials are used and stored. Signs will not be 
required for storage of manufactured articles, other than 
liquids, such as instruments or clock dials of which radio- 
active materials are a component part and luminous com- 
pounds, when securely packed in strong containers pro- 
vided the gamma radiation at any surface of the package 
is less than 10 milliroentgens in 24 hours. 

(b) When not in use, radioactive materials shall be 
kept in adequately shielded fire-resistant containers of 
such design that the gamma radiation will not exceed 
200 milliroentgens per hour or equivalent at any point of 
readily accessible surface. 


Section 15.07—Potentially Explosive Chemicals 


(a) Potentially explosive chemicals shall be protected 
from external heat, fire and explosion. Good house- 
keeping shall be maintained. All spilled materials shall 
be promptly gathered and destroyed in an approved 
manner. Smoking shall be prohibited in the storage area. 

(b) Organic Peroxides. A_ suitably isolated well- 
ventilated and unheated one-story storage building con- 
structed with walls having a fire-resistance rating of not 
less than 1 hour, a non-combustible floor and lightweight 
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insulated roof shall be provided for the storage of 50 pounds 
or more of organic peroxides. If not Be ps pro- 
tected by a fast-acting deluge type automatic sprinkler 
system, the storage building shall be located the following 
distances from flammable liquid storage, combustible 
materials in the open and from any other building or 
highway: 


Weight of Organic Peroxide Distance 
(pounds) (feet) 
50 to 100 75 
100 to 500 100 
500 to 1,000 125 
1,000 to 3,000 200 
3,000 to 5,000 300 


The organic peroxides shall be stored in_the original 


shipping containers (I.C.C. containers). Care shall be 
taken to avoid rough handling or contamination of these 


chemicals. Readily legible warning signs and placards 


shall be prominently placed in the storage and processing 
areas. 


(c) Ammonium Nitrate. Storage of ammonium ni- 
trate in quantities of 500 pounds or more shall be in well- 
ventilated one-story buildings with a floor surfacing of 
non-combustible material in storage and handling areas. 

Stored materials shall not be in contact with walls, 
partitions or ceilings of combustible materials. Buildings 
of other than fire-resistance or non-combustible construc- 
tion in which ammonium nitrate is stored shall be provided 
with an automatic sprinkler system. Explosives shall 
not be stored in the same building with ammonium 
nitrate. The ammonium nitrate storage area shall be 
separated by a 30-foot space or by a non-combustible 
partition from the storage of all combustible materials 
or other contaminating substances, such as sulfur, coal 
flour, and metallic powders, such as zinc, copper and 
magnesium. Method of storage, pile height and width 
of aisles shall be in accordance with nationally recognized 
good practice. Ammonium nitrate shall be stored away 
from all heat-producing appliances and electrical devices. 


Section 15.08—Poisonous Gases 


(a) Storage of poisonous gases shall be in rooms of at 
least one-hour fire-resistant construction and having 
natural or mechanical ventilation adequate to remove 
leaking gas. Such ventilation shall not discharge to a 
point where the gases may endanger any person. 


(b) Legible warning signs stating the nature of hazard 
shall be placed at all entrances to locations where poison- 
ous gases are stored or used. 


Section 15.09—Corrosive Liquids 

Satisfactory provisions shall be made for containing 
and neutralizing or safely flushing away leakage of 
corrosive liquids which may occur during storage or 
handling. 


Section 15.10—Plastics 


(a) The manufacturing and handling of plastics shall be 
governed by the rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations. 

(b) A permit shall be required for the manufacturing 
and handling of plastics. 
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ARTICLE 16. Hazarpous OccuPpaNcigs IN BUILDINGS 
Usrep ror HaBITATION 


Section 16.01—TVerms and Conditions 


No part of any building used for habitation nor that 
part of any lot within 50 feet of any buildings so used 
shall, except as permitted by section 13.01 (6), be used 
for the storage, keeping or handling of any article or 
material that is or may become dangerous to the public 
safety as a fire menace, and no part of any such building 
shall be used as a carpenter shop or paint shop, nor for 
the storage, keeping or handling of excelsior, shavings, 
sawdust, cotton, paper stock, feathers or rags, except 
under such terms and conditions as the Head of the Fire 
Department may prescribe in writing. 


Section 16.02—Permit Requtred 


A permit shall be required for the use of any building 
or that part of any lot within 50 feet of any building for 
any of the purposes specified in Section 16.01. 


Section 16.038—Location 

It shall not be located above the first floor. 

Section 16.04—Separation 

It shall be separated from the rest of the building by 
walls or partitions in accordance with the construction re- 
quirements of the Boston Building Code. There shall be 
no openings for doors or windows in such walls or parti- 
tions, 


Section 16.05—Ceiling 

It shall have a ceiling with a fire-resisting rating in 
accordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. 

Section 16.06—Vloor 

It shall have a flooring of fire-resisting material in 
accordance with the construction requirements of the 
Boston Building Code. 

Section 16.07—FH zits 

It shall be provided with not less than two means of 
exit, located as far apart as conditions may permit. 

Section 16.08—Openings 

All light, ventilating, elevator and stairwells passing 
vertically through it shall be enclosed with walls or parti- 
tions equivalent to the walls and partitions separating it 
from the remainder of the building. 

Section 16.09—Sire Protection 


It shall be equipped throughout with an efficient wet 
sprinkler system and such other portable fire fighting 
appliances as may be especially ordered. 


Section 16.10—flammable Material 

All flammable material of whatever nature shall be kept 
in metal-covered or metal-lined containers, except such 
amounts and quantities necessary for immediate use. 


Section 16.11—Waste Material 
All waste material shall be kept in metal containers 


equipped with self-closing covers until such time same 
is to be removed. 
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ARTICLE 17. INCINERATORS 


Section 17.01—Service Openings 


(a) All service openings into an incinerator flue shall be 
provided with a hopper or other charging device con- 
structed of metal of sufficient thickness and durability to 
prevent cracking, breakage or deformation in normal 
usage and otherwise in conformity with the construction 
requirements of the Boston Building Code. Such hopper 
or other charging device shall be firmly built into the 
masonry and shall be so designed and installed that no 
part will project into the flue and that the opening to the 
flue interior will be closed off while the service opening 
(hopper) door is fully open. The hopper or other device 
shall be counterweighted or otherwise devised so that it 
will close automatically upon release and be so con- 
structed as to be tightly fitted when in closed position. 


(b) No service opening shall be installed in any part of 
the combustion zone of an incinerator. 


(c) Instructions shall be posted at each service opening 
stating that waste is to be deposited only in bags or 
similar wrappings and warning against introduction of 
loose dusty materials, flammable liquids or compounds, 
pressurized cans or bulky or unwieldy articles into the 
chute opening. 


Section 17.02—Mounting 


Incinerators shall be set on proper foundations on the 
ground or on fire-resistive floors with no combustible 
material on the underside thereof. 


Section 17.03—Incinerator Rooms 


(a) Incinerators in which the combined hearth and 
grate area of the combustion chamber is 7 square feet or 
less, unless approved for safe clearance from combustible 
materials in accordance with the requirements of the 
Boston Building Code, shall be enclosed within a room — 
separated from other parts of the building by walls and 
ceiling having a fire resistance of not less than one hour, 
and used for no other purpose except storage of containers. 


(b) Incinerators in which the combined hearth and 
grade area of the combustion chamber exceeds 7 square feet 
shall be enclosed within a room separated from other 
parts of the building by walls, floor or ceiling having a 
fire resistance of not less than 2 hours and used for no 
other purpose except storage of waste material and refuse 
containers, and building heating equipment. 


(c) Door or other openings in rooms containing in- 
cinerators communicating with other areas of the building 
pit be protected by approved self-closing or automatic 

e doors, 


(d) Rooms containing incinerators shall be supplied 
with an adequate amount of air for combustion and venti- 
lation. Air supply may be furnished by one of the follow- 
ing means: 

(1) A screened or louvered ventilator, door or window 
opening or other suitable air intake. If communicating 
to other parts of the building the opening shall be pro- 
tected by an approved fire damper. 


(2) A duct leading from the incinerator room 1 to the 
outside air. 
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(3) A duct leading to a boiler or furnace room cut 
off as prescribed above and provided with sufficient air 
supply for both rooms. 


(e) Ducts extending from an incinerator room through 
other parts of a building shall be constructed and pro- 
tected in accordance with the requirements of the Boston 
Building Code. 


Section 17.04—Permit Required 


No incinerator shall be fired unless a permit has been 
granted by the Head of the Fire Department for use of 
such incinerator. 


Section 17.05—Compliance with Boston Building Code 


Incinerators shall be constructed in accordance with the 
applicable provisions of the Boston Building Code. 


Section 17.06—Spark Arrester 


The top of the chimney of an incinerator shall be 
covered with a spark arrester consisting of a cage or 
screen of non-corrodible metal of a design approved by the 
Boston Building Commissioner, and having an area not 
less than twice the flue area. 


Section 17.07—Cleaning 


Incinerators shall be cleaned with sufficient frequency 
to prevent the accumulation of debris above the charging 
door of the combustion chamber. 


ARTICLE 18. LuMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS YARDS 
AND WoopWOoORKING PLANTS 


Section 18.01—Permit Required 


No person shall store in excess of 100,000 board feet 
of lumber nor operate a building materials yard or wood- 
working plant without a permit. 


Section 18.02—Open Yard Storage 


(a) Lumber shall be piled with due regard to stability 
of piles and in no case higher than 20 feet. 


(b) Driveways between and around lumber piles shall 
be at least 15 feet wide and maintained free from ac- 
cumulation of rubbish, equipment or other articles or 
materials. Driveways shall be so spaced that a maximum 
grid system unit of 50 feet by 150 feet is produced. 


(c) Permanent lumber storage, operating under a 
permit, shall be surrounded with a suitable fence at least 
6 feet high, unless storage is within a building. 


Section 18.03—Operational Fire Hazards in Lumber 
Yards 


(a) Refuse Burners. The burning of shavings, sawdust 
and refuse materials shall be permitted only under boilers, 
in furnaces, or in incinerators or refuse burners safely 
constructed and located. Stacks shall be provided with 
approved spark arresters having openings not greater than 
34 inch, or other effective means provided which will 
eliminate the danger from sparks, such as an expansion 
chamber, baffle walls or other effective arrangement. 
At boiler or other points where sawdust or shavings are 
used as fuel, a storage bin of non-combustible construction 
with raised sill, shall be provided. 
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(b) Smoking shall be prohibited except in specified 
safe locations in buildings. Large ‘‘No Smoking” signs 
shall be painted on exterior walls and on signs, erected 
at driveways’ edges. ‘‘No Smoking” signs shall be posted 
throughout all buildings except in specific locations 
designated as safe for smoking purposes. 

(c) Weeds shall be kept down throughout entire yard 
and shall be sprayed as often as needed with satisfactory 
weed killer or cut or grubbed out. Dead weeds shall be 
removed. 

(a) Debris such as sawdust, chips and shorts shall be 
removed regularly from piling areas. Proper housekeeping 
shall be maintained at all times. 


Section 18.04—Portable Fire Extinguishing Equtp- 
ment in Open Yards and Buildings 

Portable fire extinguishing equipment shall be provided 
for open yards and sheds, and shall be located at drive- 
ways so that a travel distance of no more than 75 feet 
along driveways is needed from any part of open yard to 
reach a portable fire extinguisher. In buildings, portable 
fire extinguishing equipment shall be provided as specified 
by the Head of the Fire Department. 


Section 18.05—Woodworking Plants 

(a) Sawmills, planing mills and other woodworking 
plants shall be equipped with refuse removal systems 
which will collect and remove sawdust and shavings as 
produced; or suitable metal or metal-lined bins, provided 
with normally closed covers or automatically closing 
covers, shall be installed at or near such machines, and 
shavings and sawdust shall be swept up and deposited 
in such bins at sufficiently frequent intervals as to keep 
the premises clean. Blower and exhaust systems shall be 
installed in accordance with nationally recognized good 
practice. 

(b) Fire fighting equipment, either portable fire ap- 
pliances or small hose supplied from a suitable water 
system, shall be provided near any machine producing 
shavings or sawdust. 


ARTICLE 19. MaGNeEsIUM 

Section 19.01—Scope 

This article applies to the storage, handling and proe- 
essing of magnesium. 


Section 19 .02—Definition 
“Magnesium” shall mean the pure metal and alloys of 
which the major part is magnesium. 


Section 19.03—Permit Required 

A permit shall be obtained for the melting, casting, 
heat treating, machining, or grinding, of more than 10 
pounds of magnesium per working day. 


Section 19.04—Storage of Pigs, Ingots and Billets 

(a) Storage of magnesium pigs, ingots and billets out of 
doors shall be in piles not exceeding 1,000,000 pounds 
each, separated by aisles not less in width than one half 
the height of pile, and separated from combustible mate- 
rial or buildings on the same or adjoining property by a 
distance of not less than the height of the nearest pile. 
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(b) Storage of pigs, ingots and billets in buildings shall 
be on floors of non-combustible construction, in piles not 
larger than 500,000 pounds each, separated by aisles not 
less in width than one half the height of the pile. 


Section 19.05—Melting Pots 
Floors under and around melting pots shall be of non- 
combustible construction. 


Section 19.06—Storage of Magnesium Articles in 
Foundries and Processing Plants 
The size of storage piles of magnesium articles in found- 
ries and processing plants shall not exceed 1,250 cubic feet 
and shall be separated by aisles not less in width than 
one half the height of pile. 


Section 19.07—Heat Treating Ovens 

Approved means shall be provided for control of mag- 
nesium fires in heat treating ovens. 

Section 19.08—A/agnesium Processing Operations 

(a) At each grinding, buffing or wire brushing operation 
on magnesium, not including rough finishing of castings, 
dust, shall be collected by means of suitable hoods or en- 
closures connected to a liquid precipitation type of sepa- 
rator, such that the dust will be converted to sludge with- 
out contact in a dry state with any high speed moving 
parts. 

(b) Connecting ducts or suction tubes shall be com- 
pletely grounded and as short as possible, with no un- 
necessary bends. Ducts shall be carefully fabricated and 
assembled, with a smooth interior and with internal lap 
joints pointing in the direction of air flow, and without 
unused capped side outlets, pockets or other dead-end 
spaces which might allow an accumulation of dust. 

(c) Each machine shall be equipped with its individual 
dust separating unit, except that with multi-unit ma- 
chines not more than two dust-producing units may be 
served by one separator. Not more than four portable 
dust-producing units in a single enclosure or stand may 
be served by one separator unit. 

(d) Power supply to machines shall be interlocked with 
(1) exhaust air flow and (2) liquid pressure level or flow in 
such a way that improper functioning of the dust re- 
moval and separator system will shut down the machine 
it serves. 

Section 19.09—l'ire Extinguishing Powder 

A supply of approved extinguishing powder for magne- 
sium fires shall be kept within easy reach of every operator 
performing a machining, grinding or other operation pro- 
ducing magnesium dust, chips, or turnings. 

Section 19.10—Storage of Magnesium Articles in Ware- 

houses and Stores 

(a) Magnesium storage in quantity greater than 50 
cubic feet shall be separated from storage of other mate- 
rials that are either combustible or in combustible con- 
tainers, by aisles equal in width to not less than the height 
of the piles of magnesium. 

(b) Magnesium storage in quantity greater than 1,000 
cubic feet shall be separated into piles each not larger 
than 1,000 cubic feet with aisles between equal in width to 
not less than the height of the piles. 
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(c) Where storage in quantity greater than 1,000 cubic 
feet is in a building of combustible construction, or the 
magnesium is packed in combustible crates or cartons, or 
there is other combustible storage within 30 feet of the 
magnesium, the storage area shall be protected by auto- 
matic sprinklers. 


Section 19.11—Handling of Magnesium Fines (Fine 
Magnesium Scrap) 

(a) Chips, turnings and other fine magnesium scrap 
shall be collected from the pans or spaces under machines 
and from other places where they collect at least once each 
working day, and placed in a covered steel container and 
removed to a safe location. 


(b) Magnesium fines shall be kept separate from other 
combustible materials. 


(c) Storage in quantity greater than 50 cubic feet of 
fine magnesium scrap (six 55-gallon steel drums) shall be 
separated from other occupancies by fire-resistive con- 
struction without window openings or by an open space 
of at least 50 feet. 


(d) Storage in quantity greater than 1,000 cubic feet 
shall be separated from all buildings other than those used 
for magnesium scrap recovery operations by a distance of 
not less than 100 feet. 


ARTICLE 20. MartTcHES 


Section 20.01—-Permit Required 

(a) No person shall manufacture matches without a 
permit. 

(b) No person shall store matches exceeding in aggre- 
gate 60 matchman’s gross (14,400 matches each gross) 
without a permit. 


Section 20.02—ISWholesale Storage 


(a) At wholesale establishments and wherever matches 
exceeding 60 matchman’s gross are stored, shipping con- 
tainers containing matches shall be arranged in piles not 
exceeding 10 feet in height nor 1,500 cubic feet in volume 
with aisles at least 4 feet wide. 


(b) Where other materials or commodities are stored on 
the same floor with matches, a portion of the room shall 
be devoted to match storage exclusively, and a clear 
space of not less than 4 feet maintained between match 
storage and such other materials or commodities. 


Section 20.03—Storage Not T'o Be Near Vertical Open- 
ings 
No matches shall be stored within 10 feet of any open 
elevator shaft, elevator shaft opening, open stairway or 
other vertical opening. 


Section 20.04—Alatch Bins Required 


Where shipping containers containing matches are 
opened, the contents of such broken containers shall be 
removed and stored in metal or metal-lined bins equipped 
with self-closing metal or metal-lined covers. 


Section 20.05—<Storage by Retailers 


Where matches are sold at retail, original sealed pack- 
ages may be stored on shelves. When such packages are 
broken, individual boxes shall be stored in metal or 
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metal-lined bins or other fireproof receptacle with the 
cover closed, except when necessary to obtain access 
thereto. 


Section 20.06—£xploding Matches 


No person shall sell or keep forsale exploding matches, 
so called. 


ARTICLE 21. Open Arr PARKING 


Section 21.01—IJnspection and Approval 


Prior to the issuance of a license by the Committee on 
Licenses for the business of conducting an open air park- 
ing space the Head of the Fire Department shall inspect or 
cause to be inspected all the premises specified therein to 
determine compliance with the following section 21.02. 
If said section is complied with the Head of the Fire De- 
partment shall approve such license. Such license shall 
not be issued without approval by the Head of the Fire 
Department. 

Section 21.02—Fire Extinguishing Equipment 

Every licensee shall at all times maintain on his parking 
space a place for fire extinguishing equipment away from 
heat from natural or artificial sources and, if the layout 
plan in the application for his license shows more than 
seventy spaces to be used for the parking or storing of 
vehicles, one additional such place for each seventy spaces. 
A licensee shall, at all times, when his parking space is open 
for parking or storing vehicles, keep every place for fire 
extinguishing equipment readily accessible and keep 
readily accessible thereat not less than 50 pounds of loose 
sand or other non-flammable absorbent material and at. 
least one fire extinguisher fully charged with not less than 
15 pounds of carbon dioxide gas in liquid form. 


ARTICLE 22. Ovens, INpuUsTRIAL BAKING AND DRYING 


Section 22.01—Scope 


This article shall apply to the location, design, con- 
struction and operation of industrial baking and drying 
ovens which are heated with oil or gas fuel or electric 
units or which during operation contain flammable vapors 
from the products being baked or dried. It is the intent 
of this article to provide requirements for the operation 
of these ovens within certain limitations of control de- 
pending on oven design, paint formulation, and ventila- 
tion requirements, the disregard of which may cause them 
to function in an unsafe manner, thereby becoming liable 
to destruction by fire or explosion. 


Section 22.02—Permits and Plans Required 

(a) No oven to which this code applies shall be operated 
without a permit from the Head of the Fire Department. 

(b) Application for a permit shall be accompanied by 
plans showing all essential details and calculations for 
safe operation. 


Section 22.03—Location and Construction 

(a) Ovens, oven heaters and related equipment shall be 
located with due regard to the possibility of fire resulting 
from overheating or from the escape of fuel gas or fuel oil 
and the possibility of damage to the building and injury 
to persons resulting from explosion. 
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(b) Ovens shall be located at or above grade, or if in 
basements at least 50 per cent of the wall area of the room 
in which the oven is located shall be above grade. 


(c) Oven shall be so located as to be readily accessible 
for inspection and maintenance and with adequate clear- 
ances to permit the proper functioning of explosion vents. 
Roofs and floors of ovens shall be sufficiently insulated 
and ventilated to keep temperatures at combustible ceil- 
ings and floors below 160° F. 


(d) Ovens shall be constructed of non-combustible ma- 
terials throughout except where the maximum oven oper- 
ating temperature is not over 160° F. The amount of 
insulation used in oven panel construction shall be enough 
to prevent the outside surface temperature from exceeding 
160° F., or adequate guards shall be provided to protect 
personnel, 


(e) Ovens which may contain flammable air-gas mix- 
tures shall be equipped with relief vents for freely relieving 
internal explosion pressures. 


(f) Allduct work shall be constructed of non-combustible 
material. Ducts shall be made tight throughout and 
shall have no openings other than those required for the 
proper operation and maintenance of the system. Ducts 
passing through combustible walls, floors, or roofs shall 
have adequate insulation and clearances to prevent surface 
temperatures from exceeding 160° F. Exhaust ducts shall 
not discharge near doors, windows or other air intakes 
im a manner that will permit re-entry of vapors into the 
building. 


Section 22.04—Ventilation 


(a) Ovens in which flammable or toxic vapors are 
liberated or through which products of combustion are 
circulated shall be ventilated by the introduction of a 
supply of fresh air and proper exhaust to outdoors. 
Discharge pipes shal] not terminate within 10 feet meas- 
ured horizontally from any door, window or wood frame 
walls of any building. Such oven ventilation shall be 
arranged to provide vigorous and well distributed air 
circulation within the oven and to insure that the flam- 
mable vapor concentration will be safely below the lower 
explosive limit at all times. Unless the oven is operated 
in accordance with specific approval specifying particular 
solvents and rate of ventilation, the rate of ventilation 
shall not be less than 10,000 cubic feet of fresh air per 
gallon of solvent evaporated in continuous process ovens, 
and not less than 380 cubic feet per minute per gallon of 
flammable solvent evaporated in batch process ovens. 


(b) Exhaust duct openings shall be located in the area 
of greatest concentration of vapors. 


(c) All exhaust shall be by mechanical means using 
power driven fans. 


Section 22.05—Safety Controls 


(a) Safety controls shal] be sufficient in number, and 
substantially constructed and arranged to maintain the 
required conditions of safety and prevent the development 
of tire and explosions hazards. 


(b) Ventilation controls, suitably interlocked, shall be 
provided which will insure required ventilation »f the 
system. 
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(c) Fuel safety controls, suitably interlocked and ar- 
ranged to minimize the possibility of dangerous accumu- 
lations of explosive air-fuel mixtures in the heating 
system, shall be provided. 


(d) Excess temperature controls shall be provided to 
maintain a safe operating temperature within the oven. 


(e) Conveyor interlocks shall be provided in conveyor 
ovens having a flammable vapor hazard, so that the 
conveyor cannot move unless ventilating fans are operating 
and discharging the required amount of air. 


ARTICLE 23. PLacres or ASSEMBLY 


Section 23.01—Permit Required 


(a) No place of assembly as defined in paragraph (b) of 
this section shall be maintained, operated or used as such 
without a permit, except that no permit shall be required 
for any place of assembly used solely as a place of religious 
worship. 


(b) “Place of assembly,’ any building designed, con- 
structed, reconstructed, remodeled, altered, used, or in- 
tended to be used, for 50 or more persons to assemble 
therein for any of the following: Dance halls; cabarets; 
restaurants, including the type of restaurant commonly 
known as a night club; all places in which alcoholic bev- 
erages are sold or for sale to be consumed on the premises; 
any room or space used for public or private banquets, 
feasts, dances, socials, card parties, or weddings or religious 
services except in the case of funerals in private homes; 
lodge and meeting halls or rooms; skating rinks; gym- 
nasiums; swimming pools; billiard, pool, bowling and table 
tennis rooms; halls or rooms used for public or private 
catering purposes; funeral parlors; recreation rooms; 
broadcasting studios; school and college auditoriums; 
and all other places of similar occupancy. Nothing in this 
paragraph shall apply to a single family or two-family 
dwelling, or to a place of incarceration or detention, a 
convent, a2 monastery, a church, a synagogue, a theatre, a 
special hall, a public hall, or a schoolhouse. For the 
purpose of this Code the continuous path of exit from any 
place of assembly to the street shall be included as a 
“Place of Assembly.” 


Section 23.02—llammable Decorations 


No flammable decorations shall be used in a place of 
assembly until a Certificate of Analysis and a letter of 
approval has been issued by the Boston Fire Department 
in accordance with terms and conditions prescribed in 
Article 11—Flammable Decorations. 


Section 23.03—Pyroxylin Coated Fabric 


Pyroxylin coated fabric used as a decorative material in 
accordance with Article 11 or as a surface covering on fixed 
furnishings, shall be limited in amount to the following: 

Such fabrics containing 1.4 ounces or more of cellulose 
nitrate per square yard shall not be used in excess of a 
total amount equivalent to 1 square foot of fabric surface 
to 15 cubic feet of room volume. Each square foot of such 
fabric which contains 1.7 ounces or more of cellulose 
nitrate per square yard shall be counted as 2 square feet 
in making this computation. 
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Section 23.04—Motion Picture Screens 


In places of assembly no motion picture screen or screen 
masking shall be used until a Certificate of Analysis and 
a letter of approval has been issued by the Boston Fire 
Department in accordance with terms and conditions 
prescribed in Article 11. 


Section 23.05—Hxit Doors 


During the period of occupancy, no exit door shall be 
locked, bolted, or otherwise fastened or obstructed by any 
means, so that the door cannot be opened from the inside 
by the use of ordinary door knob or by pressure on the 
door or on a panic release device. 


Section 23.06—A sles 


In each room where chairs, or tables and chairs, are 
used the arrangement shall be such as will provide for 
ready access by aisles to each exit doorway. Aisles leading 
directly to exit doorways shall not be obstructed by chairs, 
tables or other objects. 


Section 23.07—Use of Exit Ways 


No part of a stairway, whether interior or exterior, nor 
of a hallway, corridor, vestibule, balcony or bridge leading 
to a stairway or exit of any kind, shall be used in any way 
that will obstruct its use as an exit or that will present a 
hazardous condition. 


Section 23.08—Ash Trays 


Where smoking is permitted, there shall be provided 
on each table and at other convenient places suitable 
non-combustible ash trays or match receivers. 


Section 23.09—Open Flame 


No open flame for decorative or display purposes shall 
be permitted, including any open flame as part of a per- 
formance, in any place of assembly. 


Section 23.10—Fire Appliances 


All fire protection equipment required under Article 9 
shall be kept in working condition. Extinguishers and 
hose and similar appliances shall be visible and convenient 
at all times. It shall be the duty of the owner and the 
tenant of each building, or part of a building, occupied as 
a place of assembly to properly train sufficient regular 
employees in the use of fire appliances so that such appli- 
ances can be quickly put in operation. 


Section 23.11—Plan of Exit Ways and Aisles 


A copy of the plan showing the capacity and location of 
exit ways and of aisles leading thereto and bearing the 
approval of the Boston Building Department shall be 
kept on display in the premises. 


Section 23.12—Marking and Lighting of Exits 


All exits in places of assembly shall be marked and 
lighted in accordance with Sections 7.02 (a) and 7.02 (b). 


Section 23.13—Hmergency Lighting 
Emergency lighting shall be provided in the event of 
power failure. 
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ARTICLE 24. Precautions Acarnst Fire, GENERAL 


Section 24.01—Use of Torches for Removing Paint 


Any person using a torch or other flame-producing 
device for removing paint from any building or structure 
shall provide one approved fire extinguisher or water hose 
connected to the water supply on the premises where 
such burning is done. In all cases, the person doing the 
burning shall remain on the premises 1 hour after the 
torch or flame-producing device has been used. 


Section 24.02—Hot Ashes and Other Dangerous Materials 


No person shall deposit hot ashes or cinders, or smoul- 
dering coals, or greasy or oily substances liable to spon- 
taneous ignition, into any wooden receptacle, or place the 
same within 10 feet of any combustible materials, except 
in metal or other non-combustible receptacles. Such 
receptacles, unless resting on a non-combustible floor or on 
the ground outside the building, shall be placed on non- 
combustible stands, and in every case shall be kept at 
least 2 feet away from any combustible wall or partition 
or exterior window opening. 


Section 24.03—Accumulations of Waste Materials 


(a) Accumulations of waste paper, hay, grass, straw, 
litter or combustible or flammable waste or rubbish of 
any kind shall not be permitted to remain upon any 
roof or in any court, yard, vacant lot or open space. All 
grass, vines or other growth, when same endangers 
property, or is liable to be fired, shall be cut down and 
removed by the owner or occupant of the property. 


(b) The occupants of buildings shall provide covered 
metal containers as receptacles for waste paper, oily rags, 
and oily waste and metal containers for ashes except that 
in multiple dwellings housing more than 3 families, the 
owners of the buildings shall provide such containers. 


Section 24.04—Handling Readily Combustible Materials 

No person making, using, storing or having in charge, 
or under his control any shavings, excelsior, rubbish, 
sacks, bags, litter, hay or combustible waste materials 
shall fail or neglect at the close of each day to cause all 
such material which is not compactly baled and stacked 
in an orderly manner to be removed from the building or 
stored in suitable vaults or in metal or metal lined, 
covered, receptacles or bins. ‘The Head of the Fire De- 
partment shall require suitable baling presses to be in- 
stalled in stores, apartment buildings, factories and similar 
places where accumulations of paper and waste materials 
are not removed at least every second day. 


Section 24.05—Storage of Readily Combustible Materials 


Storage in buildings shall be orderly, shall not be 
within 3 feet of the ceiling, and not so located as to en- 
danger exit from the building. Storage in the open shall 
not be more than 20 feet in height, shall be so located, 
with respect to adjacent buildings, as not to constitute a 
hazard, and shall be compact and orderly. 


Section 24.06—Flammable Decorative Materials in 
Buildings of Mercantile and Institutional Occupancy 
Highly flammable materials such as cotton batting, 
straw, dry vines, leaves, trees, artificial flowers or shrub- 
bery and foam plastic materials shall not be used for 
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decorative purposes in show windows or other parts of 
mercantile and institutional occupancies unless flame- 
proofed and a Certificate of Analysis and letter of approval 
has been received from the Fire Department. Electric 
light bulbs in mercantile and institutional occupancies 
shall not be decorated with paper or other combustible 
materials unless such materials shall first have been 
rendered flameproof. 


Section 24.07—Use of Flame or Light Restricted 


(a) No person shall take an open flame or light into 
any building, barn, vessel, boat or any other place where 
highly flammable, combustible, or explosive material is 
kept, unless such light or flame shall be well secured in 
a glass globe, wire mesh cage or similar approved device. 


(b) No heating or lighting apparatus or equipment 
capable of igniting flammable materials of the type stored 
or handled shall be used in the storage area of any ware- 
house storing rags, excelsior, hair or other highly flammable 
or combustible materials; nor in the work area of any 
shop or factory used for the manufacture, repair or 
renovating of mattresses or bedding; nor in the work 
areas of any establishment used for the upholstering of 
furniture. 


Section 24.08—7'rap Doors to Be Closed 


All trap doors, except those which are automatic in 
their operation, in any factory building or building used 
for storage shall be closed at the completion of the business 
of each day. 

Section 24.09—Shaftways to Be Marked 

Every outside window in a building used for manufac- 
turing purposes or for storage which opens directly on 
any hoistway or other vertical means of communication 
between two or more floors in such building, shall be 
plainly marked with the word ‘‘Shaftway’’ in red letters 
at least 6 inches high on a white background; such warning 
sign to be so placed as to be easily discernible from the 
outside of the building. Every door or window opening 
on such shaftway from the interior of the building, unless 
the construction of the partition surrounding the shaftway 
is of such distinctive nature as to make its purpose evi- 
dent at a glance, shall be similarly marked with the 
warning word, ‘‘Shaftway,’”’ so placed as to be easily 
visible to any one approaching the shaftway from the 
interior of the building. 


Section 24.10—Azsles to Be Marked 

(a) Every building used for storage shall be provided 
with aisles of sufficient width to permit removal or transfer 
of stored materials. 

(b) Sufficient aisles shall be provided which lead to 
outside windows and every such window shall be plainly 
marked with a white cross to indicate the presence of an 
aisle for access by the Fire Department in the event of 
fire. 


Section 24.11—Salamanders 


(a) No salamander or stove for drying any construction 
material shall be used in any building except under such 
conditions as may be prescribed by the board; and no 
such salamander or stove shall be set upon a wooden floor 
unless it is raised above the floor at least 4 inches and set 
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upon brick or other incombustible material in a bed of 
sand at least 2 inches thick, s read upon the floor and 
covering an area of at least 2 feet in all directions larger 
than the are of the salamander or stove. 

(6) Only salamanders fired by gas, oil or liquefied pe- 
troleus gas shall be used in any building. 


Section 24.12—Removal of Vessels 

The Head of the Fire Department, or any person to 
whom he may delegate his authority, may order the 
removal of any vessel moored to or anchored near any 
dock or pier if such vessel is in danger of catching fire, or 
is by reason of its condition or the nature of its cargo a 
menace to shipping or other property. 


Section 24.13—Cleaning of Chimney, elc. 

Owners of buildings shall be responsible for the cleaning 
of chimney flues, smoke and vent pipes and incinerators 
at least annually, and for the installation and proper 
maintenance of spark arresters in incinerators and in 
chimneys connected with permanent wood-burning fur- 
naces. Clean-out openings in chimneys below the smoke 
pipe shall be provided to facilitate cleaning. However, 
industrial chimneys or chimney flues, smoke and vent 
pipes designed to prevent the accumulation of soot therein 
shall not be required to be cleaned annually. 


Section 24.14—Safeguards at Roof Line 


Owners of buildings shall be responsible for the placing 
and maintaining of proper safeguards, where necessary for 
the protection of the Fire Department in its operations in 
the event of fire, about or over roof skylights and about 
outer and inner courts or shafts at the roof line of any 
building. 


Section 24.15—lireworl:s 

(a) The keeping, storage, manufacture, handling, trans- 
portation, supervised display, or other disposition of fire- 
works, shall be governed by the rules and regulations of 
the State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, and by 
Chapter 148 of the General Laws. 

(b) The manufacture of fireworks or firecrackers shall 
be prohibitied in the City of Boston. 


Section 24.16—Kxplosives 

(a) The keeping, storage, use, manufacture, sale, han- 
dling, transportation or other disposition of explosives, 
shall be governed by the rules and regulations prescribed 
by the State Board of Fire Prevention Regulations, and 
by Chapter 148 of the General Laws. 

(b) The manufacture of explosives is prohibited in the 
City of Boston. 


Section 24.17—Liquefied Petroleum Gas 

(a) The design, construction, location, installation and 
operation of liquefied petroleum gas systems, gaspipe or 
appliance in buildings, shall be governed by the Rules and 
Regulations prescribed by the State Board of Fire Pre- 
vention Regulations, and by the Gas Fitting Regulations 
of the City of Boston. 

(b) Permits required by said rules and regulations shall 
be granted by the Head of the Fire Department for use 
only at the location specified in the application therefor, 
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Section 24.18—Private Ways 


The Head of the Fire Department may order the owner 
or his authorized agent to remove any obstacle to the 
safe egress of persons from buildings or to the operations 
of the Fire Department in the event of fire, including 
motor vehicles and fences, from a private way, or to cor- 
rect any condition in such private way which may tend to 
create a fire hazard or to jeopardize the lives of persons in 
buildings in the event of fire. The provisions of Section 
1.20 relative to the issuance of an order and the action 
taken for the removal of obstacles or the correction of 
conditions shall apply to this section. 


ARTICLE 25. RuspsBisH HANDLING 


Section 25.01—Housekeeping Routine 


(a) Rubbish shall be collected as frequently as the cir- 
cumstances require for reasonable fire safety. It shall be 
collected and disposed of at least daily in most instances. 


(b) Sweepings and other refuse shall be taken out of the 
building or to a standard rubbish bin or room by cleaners 
before they leave work. . 


(c) A routine shall be established for the regular 
removal of rubbish and other unnecessary combustible 
materials from yards and outside storage areas. 


(d) Places shall be designated where rubbish may be 
placed temporarily prior to being burned or removed to a 
dump. These locations shall be such as not to endanger 
buildings or outside piled stock. 


(e) Rubbish shall be burned only at designated places 
and times, and under proper supervision. 


Section 25.02 — Dumps 


(a) Locations used for dumping rubbish shall not create 
a nuisance due to smoke, nor a fire exposure to buildings 
or piled stock by reason of flying brands or flames. 


(b) Suitable fire protection shall be provided for dumps. 
Where frequent fire calls will be likely to involve an un- 
reasonable amount of wear and tear on the hose of a public 
fire department or a private fire brigade, a supply of 244- 
inch hose shall be provided at the dump sufficient to lay 
from the nearest hydrant or other water supply to the 
dumping area, one or more lines, depending on the size of 
the dumping area. 


(c) An attendant or attendants shall be provided at all 
large dumping areas where the area unattended will re- 
quire an unreasonable number of calls to the public fire 
department or a private fire brigade. 


Section 25.03—Waste Receptacles 


(a) A sufficient number of waste baskets and other 
small receptacles for waste and rubbish shall be provided. 
These shall not be overloaded and shall be emptied 
regularly. 


(b) Approved waste cans and receptacles shall be pro- 
vided for oily waste and other materials requiring special 
handling. 

(c) Cardboard containers or wooden boxes or barrels 
shall not be used for the storage of ashes and shall not be 
used as temporary containers for combustible rubbish or 
waste. 


ORDINANCES OF 1959 


(d) Barrels and containers for rubbish and ashes shall 
be substantial approved metal construction, maintained 
in good condition and provided with handles and a cover. 
They shall be provided with a flange at the bottom to 
provide at least a 2-inch space between the bottom and 
the floor. Containers and barrels shall be kept covered. 


Section 25.04—Refuse Chutes 


(a) An automatic sprinkler shall be installed at the 
top of refuse chutes, and a sprinkler or sprinklers in the 
bin or room into which the chute discharges. } 


(b) Chutes shall extend to at least 4 feet above the roof 
a be covered by a metal skylight glazed with thin plain 
glass. 


(c) Chutes shall rest on substantial non-combustible 
foundations. 


(d) Walls of chutes shall be constructed in accordance 
with the construction requirements of the Boston Build- 
ing Code. 

(e) Service openings shall be equipped with self-closing 
fire doors. 


(f) Each service opening shall be located in a room or 
compartment cut off from the rest of the building by walls, 
ceilings and floors constructed in accordance with the 
construction requirements of the Boston Building Code. 
Doors to this room or compartment shall be approved 
self-closing and have appropriate fire resistance to match 
the wall construction. 


Section 25.05—Refuse Bin or Room 


(a) An arrangement whereby the chute discharges 
directly to the combustion chamber of an incinerator shall 
not be employed. There may be situations where ar- 
rangements are made for handling refuse mechanically 
and automatic stoking of incinerators which would not 
introduce an unreasonable hazard. In such cases, the 
Fire Department may permit such arrangement taking 
into consideration the whole layout, its relation to the 
rest of the building, the presence or absence of complete 
eae protection, the continuity and competence of 
the personal supervision attending the operation, ventila- 
tion, access for fire fighting and similar factors. This 
does not apply to chutes integral with an incinerator 
assembly. 

(6) Refuse chutes shall terminate or discharge into a 
bin or room of construction of fire resistance equal to the 
chute itself. 

(c) Discharge bin or room shall be cut off and separate 
from the rest of the building, particularly from any ad- 
joining waste paper baling or incinerator room, in accord- 
ance with the construction requirements of the Boston 
Building Code. 

(d) Doors between the discharge bin or room and the 
rest of the building shall have self-closing fire doors. 
These doors shal} be kept closed except during removal 
of rubbish. 


Section 25.06—Waste Paper Baling 


(a) Where no rubbish room or bins are provided, waste 
paper shall be handled in covered metal cans only. 


(b) Rooms used for waste paper baling shall be cut off 
from the rest of the building by ceilings, floors and walls, 
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constructed in accordance with the construction require- 
ments of the Boston Building Code, with door openings 
protected by fire doors. This would permit waste paper 
baling in a cut-off boiler or furnace room of suitable con- 
struction. 


ARTICLE 26. SMOKING 


Section 26.01—Theatres, Special Halls, Public Halis 


Smoking or the carrying of a lighted match, cigarette, 
cigar or pipe shall be prohibited in theatres, public halls 
and special halls, but may be permitted in public halls 
and special halls when they are not being used as an 
auditorium, requiring fixed seats and aisles. Smoking 
may be permitted in such occupancies in a separate room 
or space specially provided for the purpose when such 
room is approved by the Fire Department. 


Section 26.02—Factories, Workshops, Mercantile Estab- 
lishments, Warehouses 

Smoking or the carrying of a lighted match, cigarette, 
cigar or pipe shall be prohibited in factories, workshops, 
mercantile establishments, and warehouses where the 
material being handled in and about such building is of 
such a flammable nature as, in the opinion of the Fire De- 
partment, to be readily ignitable, except that smoking 
may be permitted in a separate room or space specially 
provided for the purpose when such room or space is 
approved by the Fire Department. 


Section 26.03—Signs 
Durable signs with the words, “No Smoking,”’ in letters 
not less than 3 inches in height, shall be conspicuously 


posted in and about all premises where smoking is pro- 
hibited under the provisions of this section. 


Section 26.04—Docks, Piers, Wharves, Ships, Vessels 


Smoking or the carrying of a lighted match, cigarette, 
cigar or pipe shall be prohibited on docks, piers, wharves 
and cargo ships or vessels, but may be permitted in or on 
spaces specially designated by the Head of the Fire De- 
partment for that purpose. Such smoking shall be kept 
under strict supervision of pier personnel. Smoking shall 
not be permitted, however, on or within 100 feet of any 
ship or vessel which may be loading or unloading at any 
time. 


Section 26.05—Elevaters 


No person shall smoke or carry a lighted cigarette, 
cigar or pipe in any elevator used by the public. Durable 
signs with the words, ‘““No Smoking in Elevator,” in letters 
not less than 3 inches in height, shall be conspicuously 
posted in full view of persons entering elevator at each 
floor. Suitable receptacles filled with sand shall be kept 
at entrance to elevators at each floor for disposal of smok- 
ing articles. 


ARTICLE 27. TENTS, GRANDSTANDS, REVIEWING STANDS 
Section 27 .01—Conditions 


The following conditions, recommended by the Fire 
Commissioner, are hereby made a part of all licenses issued 
by the Licensing Division or the Mayor’s Office for the 
conduct of circuses, fairs, bazaars, carnivals or similar 
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entertainments and other gatherings held in or near to 
tents of canvas, duck, sailcloth or other fabric covering 
material within the limits of the City of Boston. These 
conditions shall also apply to licenses issued for the use of 
grandstands, reviewing stands, or other similar structures 
of a temporary nature, when constructed of combustible 
materials, 


Section 27.02—Written Approval 

No circus, fair, bazaar, carnival, or similar entertain- 
ment shall be conducted in tents of canvas, duck, sail- 
cloth or other fabric covering material of a similar nature, 
and no grandstands, reviewing stands, or other similar 
structures shall be maintained on the premises without 
written approval from the Fire Commissioner. 


Section 27 .03—Requirements for Approval 

The Fire Commissioner, before granting written ap- 
proval for any activity or entertainment as described in 
the above paragraph, will require the following: 

(a) A certificate of flameproofing or satisfactory evi- 
dence of flameproofing of all canvas, duck, sailcloth or 
other fabric covering material of a similar nature shall be 
submitted to the Fire Commissioner by the owner, lessor, 
or person responsible for the conduct of the function or 
activity on the premises; said certificate to contain a 
description of the formula applied to the material, the 
date and method of the application. Test of the condition 
of material reported as having been fiameproofed may be 
required at any time by the Fire Commissioner or his duly 
authorized representative. 

(b) A report by an inspector of the Electrical Inspection 
Division pertaining to the existence or non-existence of 
hazards connected with proposed or existing electrical 
wiring or electrical equipment to be used or in use on the 
premises, 

(c) A report, in writing, from the District Chief of the 
District in which the license is to be exercised, testifying 
in detail as to the necessity of the following precautions, 
with whatever additions he may deem necessary for the 
safety of the public: 

(1) The number of firemen to be assigned to the 
premises as a paid detail and the hours when said detail 
shall be on duty. 

(2) The necessity for lines of standard fire hose to be 
kept connected to a hydrant and ready for immediate 
use in the area. 

(3) The number of portable fire extinguishing appli- 
ances to be provided in such locations as specified. 

(4) The manner of storing straw, hay, shavings or 
similar materials. 

(5) Cutting or removal of brush or grass and removal 
of combustible material from premises where tents, 
booths, counters or other such enclosures or grand- 
stands are to be set up on vacant land or open fields. 


Section 27.04—Flammable Fluids 

No flammable fluids shall be kept or used on the prem- 
ises except in accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 148 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) and Article 13 of 
this Code. 
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Section 27.05—Flammable Decorations 

No flammable decorations shall be permitted in or 
around booths, tents or counters. 

Section 27 .06—Open-/ lame Lamps 

The use of open-flame lamps shall be prohibited. 


Section 27.07—Smoking 
No smoking shall be permitted in any enclosed tents. 


Section 27 .08—Hevocation of License 


Violation of or failure to comply with these Rules and 
Conditions, or to comply with an order from a representa- 
tive of the Fire Commissioner, will be cause for immediate 
revocation of the license by the Licensing Authority.
